FOLLOWING received from Colonel Stewart:— 

“ Letters from friendly merchants in camp of False Prophet. Ivordofan all right. 
At Bara food required immediately. Darl'our quiet. False Prophet said to he 
marching on Darfour, after conquering Ivordofan. Second False Prophet appeared, 
liung by first. Messenger from Ivordofan confirms Bara news, reports large tribe left 
False Prophet. Battalion left for Scnaar. Combined attack on rebels at a place west 
of Sennar on the 1th. 3,000 Egyptian troops arrived in good health.”

Sir E. Mulct to Earl Granville.—(Received by telegraph, January 1.) 

(No. 1. Ext. 1.) 

My Lord, Cairo, January 1, 1883. 

I RECEIVED a telegram from Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart yesterday, of which 
the following is the substance :— 

Some letters have been received here from friendly merchants in the Mahdi’s 
camp. Things are better in Ivordofan. Food is required immediately for Bara. The 
province of Darfour is quiet, but the Mahdi is said to be going to march in that 
direction after conquering Kordofan. A second Mahdi has lately appeared, hut was 
hung by order of the first. The news from Bara is confirmed by a messenger from 
Kordofan, who adds that the Mahdi has been deserted by one of the large tribes. One 
battalion left yesterday for Scnaar. A combined attack upon the rebels is expected to 
take place on the 1th January at Sccom, which lies to the west of Senaar. 

Up to the present 3,300 Egyptian troops have arrived, and they arc in good 
health.

Earl Granville to the British Suez Canal Directors. 

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, January 1, 1883. 

YOU are aware that payments have been made by Her Majesty’s Government 
to the Suez Canal Coinpanv for the dues and charges for British vessels of war, 
[426] * B 
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transports, &c., employed in the Canal during the late military operations in Egypt; 
hut I have to request that you will take an opportunity of informing the Board of 
Direction that Iler Majesty’s Government decided to pay the Canal dues as a recognition 
of the great assistance to their military operations derived from the use of the Canal, 
but that they do not admit that there was any legal obligation to pay them under the 
circumstances of the military occupation for the suppression of the late rebellion, in 
which view they arc supported by the Egyptian Government, and as regards the 
equitable claim of the Company to payment, consideration must be given to the fact that 
the presence of the British forces on the Canal alone prevented the suspension of the 
traffic, and the consequent cessation of the earnings of the Company for a long period.

My Lord, Cairo, December 25, 1882. 

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch No. 121 of the 21th ultimo, I have 
the honour to inclose herewith a copy of a despatch, dated the 21st instant, from 
Mr. Acting Consul .lago, giving the result of a meeting which he convoked at 
Alexandria to ascertain the views of the leading merchants and shipping agents with 
regard to their disposition to pay a higher Tariff in return for increased facilities and 
the better accommodation which would result from the deepening of the harbour of 
Alexandria. 

I regret to observe that the representatives of trade and commerce convoked on 
this occasion expressed their unwillingness to pay any increased tarilf in return for the 
work proposed. 

The merchants considered that any expense to be incurred in deepening the 
harbour should fall upon the shipping interests, as they contend that these alone 
would benefit; while the shipping agents argued that the merchants ought to bear the 
chief burthen as they would be the principal gainers, and that the fact of a ship being 
able to enter at all times would not facilitate their business as cargo carriers to any 
appreciable extent. 

I infer from the opinion thus expressed, that Sir J. Stokes was correct in suggesting 
a division of the burthen, so as to he borne partly by shipping and partly by 
commerce. 

I am also of opinion that the desire of the two categories interested not to 
contribute ought not to be allowed to prejudice the scheme, which is of unquestionable 
utility. 

The meeting was, I think, in error in supposing that the lighthouse accounts 
would show that the lighthouse dues would all’ord resources available towards the 
expenses to be incurred. I had the honour to send to your Lordship the detailed 
Budgets of the lighthouse administration in my despatches No. 12, Commercial, of the 
25th March, 1881, and No. 1, Commercial, of the 7th February, 1882.

Acting Consul Jago to Sir E. Mulct. 

Alexandria, December 21, 1882. 

IN obedience to the instructions contained in your despatch of the 11th instant, 
transmitting a copy of a Report by Sir J. Stokes, General Pasley, Mr. Laroche, 
and Signor Dionisio, together with a copy of a letter from Sir John to Lord 
Granville, on the subject of the project to improve the harbour of Alexandria by 
deepening tiro entrance, I have the honour to report that yesterday I invited the 
English merchants and steam-ship agents of Alexandria to the Consulate in order to 
ascertain, for the information of Lord Granville, their views with regard to their 
disposition to pay a higher tariff in return for increased facilities and better 
accommodation. 

The meeting, while concurring generally in the desirability of the undertaking, 
was not disposed to agree to pay any increased tariff, on the ground that the trade of 
the port is already sufficiently overtaxed by the present payments of harbour, wharf, 
light and pilotage dues; and that the increased facilities accruing if the works were 
carried out were not sufficiently groat to warrant an additional tax being laid upon 
commerce and shipping. 

On the one hand, the merchants wore of opinion that any expense to be incurred 
in deepening the harbour approaches should more properly fall upon the shipping 
interests, as these alone would benefit; that commerce would derive little or no advan¬ 
tage by the fact that ships would be enabled to enter the port at all times; that a few 
hours’ detention during the year in the departures or arrivals of vessels carrying their 
merchandize made really no difference to them; that the little risks they now run 
were amply covered by insurance, the rates of which were not capable of reduction 
even if the improvement was carried out; and that, in fact, they considered they 
could with almost equal fairness be asked to contribute towards removing a rock half 
way between Alexandria and Malta. 

On the other hand, the shipping agents, while stating they were necessarily 
ignorant of the views of their principals at home, argued that the merchants ought 
to bear the chief burden, as they would be the principal gainers; that the fact of a 
ship being enabled to enter the port after dark or during heavy weather would not 
expedite or facilitate their business as cargo carriers to any appreciable extent, while 
the paucity of the risks now covered by insurance which their ships ran was proved 
by the extreme rarity of accidents; the loss of the steamer “ Riga ” the other day, 
the first case of the kind for many years, having been, as proved by the sentence of 
the Naval Court, entirely owing to the carelessness of the master. That substantial 
"•ainers by the projected improvement would be the insurance Companies, which, 
however, could not be expected to decrease the already low rates of insurance, on 
account of the removal of a risk which did not enter into their calculation in fixing 
their present charges. 

Both parties seemed to think that the only real substantial gain would be in the 
increased personal comfort to passengers on a few occasions during the year. 

Surprise was expressed at the maximum of the estimated cost, viz., 200,000/. for 
a work of the kind, capable though it possibly might be of much reduction on more 
accurate surveys. 

As regards, however, the financial difficulties of the undertaking and the proposals 
to overcome them, considerable stress was laid on the failure by the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment of the agreement stated to have been made with the trade of the port on the 
establishment of the present lighthouse system, when an annual revision of accounts 
was stipulated and promised in order that any excess of receipts shown should be 
applied towards the reduction of the light dues. 

That during the last nine years, notwithstanding repeated requests and demands, 
no accounts have been obtained by the trade of Alexandria; and that it is a matter of 
public notoriety that the yearly excess of receipts over expenses amounts to a 
considerable sum, which they thought might be applied to the purposes of providing 
capital for deepening the entrance of the harbour. 

That the amount of this excess might be further increased by the maintenance ol 
the pilotage dues as now levied paying the pilots for the little services they would in 
the event of the improvements being carried out be called upon to render to shipping 
a smaller sum than they now personally receive. 

It was also pointed out that while Imperial interests would naturally be much 
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benefited by tbc proposed facilities, it did not seem that the Egyptian Government 
were to be asked to contribute any share of the cost. 

Such, Sir, are the views of the merchants and ship agents of Alexandria, and 
which they request me to bring to your knowledge.

Consul Moore to the Earl of Dufferin. 

My Lord, Cairo , December 25, 1882. 

IN compliance with your Excellency’s instruction, I repaired this afternoon to 
the Palace of Kasr-el-Nil to attend at the reading of tiro Decree of Degradation issued 
against Arabi, Toulba, Abd-cl-Aal, Mahmoud Sami, Ali Fehmi, and Yacoub Sami. 

The party were driven up to the entrance of the Palace and then conducted to 
the square within, where about 300 Egyptian troops were drawn up, with their officers. 
The latter were formed into a semi-circle, Arabi and his companions occupying the 
open space at one end. Ali Pasha Glialib, the Under-Secretary for War, then read 
out the Decree, which was very short, declaring the persons in question for ever 
degraded from their grades, titles, and dignities. He then asked them whether they 
had their decorations, &c., with them, and on their replying in the negative, he told 
them to give them up, on returning to their quarters, to an officer whom he designated, 
to which some of them made a sign of assent. At the close of the reading three 
cheers, led by an officer, were given by the soldiers for the Khedive. Ali Pasha then 
dismissed the prisoners, who were taken back to their carriages. 

No natives were allowed into the square, but a small assemblage had collected at 
the entrance, some of whom, I was told, cheered Arabi, in subdued tones, as he 
passed along.

My Lord, Cairo, December 26, 1882. 

ALL the preparations for the departure of Arabi and his associates are now 
complete. The ship engaged to convey them to Ceylon is the “ Mareotis,” of 
1,392 tons burden, belonging to Messrs. Moss and Co. Under the terms of the 
contract she will be provided Avith a doctor, a stcA\ardcss, and an adequate number of 
steAvards and attendants; the dietary is to be such as is usually supplied in passenger 
ships to first and second class passengers. Duo attention has been paid to sanitary 
arrangements, and the President of the Sanitary Council has visited the vessel on tlio 
invitation of Messrs. Moss and Co., and has expressed Ids satisfaction. The prisoners 
will start this evening at 9 o’clock by train for Suez, and in order to prevent, the 
possibility of any accident, a small guard of English soldiers will accompany them. I 
have thought this precaution necessary, as there is a large unruly Greek population at 
Zagazig, avIio might possibly attempt, to stop the train and oiler violence to Arabi. 

Each prisoner will be furnished with a small sum of ready money in anticipation 
of his allowance, in order to meet initial expenses on reaching his destination. 

I believe that Messrs. Broadley and Napier arc well satisfied with ail the arrange¬ 
ments that have been made, both as regards the personal luggage and effects of the 
prisoners, and the other minor details incident to their transportation. 

Your Lordship will, I am sure, understand that the whole of this business has 
been of an excessively troublesome character, involving, as it has done, the settlement 
of innumerable difficulties arising from the anomalous character of the transaction and 
the inexperience of the officials concerned. If things have gone so smoothly and 
satisfactorily it is owing, on the one hand, to the indefatigable energy and forethought 
of Sir Charles Wilson, and, on the other, to the humane and conciliatory spirit of the 
Egyptian Government, who, while insisting witli due firmness on the proper execution 
of the Khedivial Decrees in reference to the prisoners, have endeavoured at the same 
time to carry out their instructions in such a way as not to aggravate the severity of 
the sentences by the infliction of petty, personal, and unnecessary annoyance.

CAPTAIN MOLYNEUX, C.E., Senior Officer at Port Said, reports that the 
manner in which the police duties are being performed by the Royal Marine detach¬ 
ment is giving great satisfaction, so much so that a Petition, signed by almost all the 
respectable inhabitants, with a few notable exceptions among the French, has been 
sent to his Excellency Lord Dufferin, praying that they may not he withdrawn, and 
urging that under no circumstances should the European quarter he again subjected to 
Arab police supervision.

THERE has been a collision at Alexandria between some Albanians and the 
European police, in which one Albanian has been shot and others wounded. These 
Albanians are the remainder of several hundred who were imported into the country 
immediately after the overthrow of Arabi. Eive hundred have been absorbed into the 
army of the Soudan and have left Egypt. Three hundred unfortunately still remain 
at Alexandria. Sir E. Malct and I have now obtained a positive assurance from 
Cherif Pasha and the Minister of the Interior that within a week every imported 
Albanian and Turk will be sent back whence he came, unless he prefers enlisting at 
once in Soudan regiment. The Government will have to pay some small compensation, 
hut this will be better than allowing such a nuisance to continue. The Government 
had already promised to get rid of these men, which, indeed, it was doing, but, 
unfortunately, not fast enough.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a letter from Cherif Pasha, the President of the 
Council of the Egyptian Government, acknowledging the receipt of the undertaking 
of Arabi and his fellow prisoners to proceed to and remain in whatever place might 
be indicated to them by the Government. 

Ilis Excellency is further good enough to express to mo his sense of the obligation 
entertained by the Egyptian Government for the assistance I lent them in disposing 
of the difficulties arising from the protracted proceedings connected with the Arabi 
trial. As your Lordship is aware from my previous correspondence, the assistance in 
question merely referred to the friendly advice I submitted to the Egyptian Ministers 
to abandon those counts in the indictment which did not seem to be capable of proof. 
The acknowledgments which Clicrif Pasha has now volunteered in so hearty a 
manner sufficiently prove that the Egyptian authorities fully recognize the prudence 
of the course adopted.

My Lord, Cairo, January 2, 1883. 

I IlAYE the honour to inclose herewith a copy of the Budget of the Egyptian 
Government for 1S83, together with the Decree accompanying it. 

The Ordinary Budget is divided, for greater facility of reference, as it was last 
year, into two parts: the one concerning the assigned, the other the non-assigned, 
revenues; the receipts and expenditure of each are shown separately, but a statement 
is also added giving the combined result of the whole. 

The Assigned Budget .—On the receipt side there is little to deserve notice. There 
are some slight variations in receipts from the previous year; but it is customary to 
keep these figures pretty much the same as in the Budget presented to the Commission 
of Liquidation. The actual receipts are always considerably in excess of the estimates, 
and go to increase the amount available for sinking fund. 

The only item which requires explanation is the large increase under “ Railway 
Expenditure,” from £ E. 171,912 in 1882 to E E. 511,211 in 1883. This is apparent 
only. In 1882, as in the preceding year, the sum debited to the Ordinary Budget for 
railways was much the same as in the Liquidation Budget, the difference between that 
figure and the sum actually needed being debited to the Extraordinary Budget, which 
is the sum of the savings and the excess receipts of the previous year’s Ordinary Budget. 
But in 1883 there arc no funds to furnish an Extraordinary Budget, the year 1882 
having left neither savings nor excess receipts. Moreover, there is no reason why the 
Extraordinary Budget (which is made up of the savings and excess receipts of tho 
assigned revenues only) should continue to bear any part of the charge for railways (an 
assigned Administration), other than those which, by Article 4 of the Law of Liquida- 
dation, the State is called on to bear. 

In future all expenses of the railway, other than those classed in Article 4 of the 
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Law of Liquidation as Extraordinary, will probably be debited to the Ordinary Budget 
of the assigned revenues, by which arrangement there will be so much less surplus 
for the sinking fund, and, per contra, so much more saving on the non-assigued 
Budget. 

The sinking fund balance estimated for in 18S3 is £ E. 220,G19, but the actual 
amount will unquestionably be very much in excess of this sum. 

Non-Assigncd Budget— The receipts are estimated more in excess of the estimates 
of the Commission of Liquidation than are the receipts of the assigned revenues, as it 
is necessary to make provision against them for expenditure, while the surplus receipts 
of assigned revenues, as previously explained, is merely so much more to the sinking 
fund. But the sums estimated are well within probable receipts, though £ E. 47,010 
more than last vear. 

The normal expenditure of the year 1883, as provided for in the Budget, amounts 
to £ E. 200,000 less than the receipts. But, as there is no Extraordinary Budget this year, 
for the reasons already explained, the surplus of receipts over expenditure gives no 
effective surplus, certain expenditure usually debited to the Extraordinary Budget, 
such as Soudan, £ E. 100,000, and extra grant to Public Works, £ E. 100,000, having 
this year to be met from the Ordinary Budget. 

The reserve fund for unforeseen expenses has been reduced to £ E. 90,000. Hitherto 
it has been £ E. 150,000, borne partly by the Ordinary, partly by the Extraordinary, 
Budget. Experience has shown that the present estimate is sufficient. 

For the Marine grant a large economy (£ E. 25,000) has been made, arrange¬ 
ments being in progress for selling off old ships and material. “ War ” gives an economy 
of £ E. 222,901; gendarmerie and police, per contra, an increase of £ E. 100,788; 
£ E. 17,000 arc economized on the slavery suppression corps, whose duties will bo 
performed by the gendarmerie, the net saving shown on the army and gendarmerie 
being thus £ E. 79,173. But the real net saving will be much in excess of this, 
certain items having been charged, for purposes of comparison, in the present Budget, 
for 1882, to the Interior which should have been debited to the police. _ In last year’s 
Budget there was no separate charge for police, and hence the confusion in picking 
out the figures for comparison. 

A reduction of £ E. 15,000 lias also been made on the Cadastre (Ministry of 
Finance), which in future will stand at £ E. 55,000. In the Ministries ot Instruction and 
Interior the increase and decrease are mainly due to arrangements of account, and are 

not bond fide. , 

The cost of the army of occupation, and the interest on the new issues tor indem¬ 
nities, do not figure in the Budget, because they must be met by special means, which 
is also the case with a probable deficit of the Domains, to be met during the year. 
If these items arc separately arranged for, it is probable that at the close ot 1883 there 
will be a saving on expenditure, and excess of receipts, of about 300,000/. lor the 
Extraordinary Budget of 18S t. .... 

There will also probably be a sum, the amount of which is quite uncertain, to be 
credited to the Government during the year for the sale of war material.

Consul Moore to the Earl of Duffer in.—(Received at the Foreign Office , January 10.) 

My Lord, Cairo, January 3, 1S83. 

I BEG leave to resume, in a final Report, the observations I ha ve made and the 
impressions I have received during the time L have been attached to your Excellency’s 
Mission in Egypt. It is, perhaps, the more desirable to do so inasmuch as, in my 
more recent intercourse with the people', they have spoken out their minds with much 
greater freedom than before—a freedom born of the implicit confidence in us with 
which our action in Egypt has inspired them. 

As a stranger to the country, the thing that struck me most was the sharply- 
defined line which separates the Turks and Circassians from the Egyptians proper; in 
opinion, aspirations, and on the all-important question of reform, there exists a diver¬ 
gence so wide as would probably have resisted any attempt at establishing a modus 
viirndi between them short of the authoritative, direct, and beneficent intervention 
which England is exercising in the country. "While the Turks arc' for leaving things 
very much as they are, and affect to consider the; Egyptians as unfit to govern them¬ 
selves, the latter bitterly resent this imputation, feel aggrieved that so lew of them 
are employed in the higher grades of the public services, tin* army, &c., and claim a 
fair share in the government of the country. 

In a previous Report I stated that disapproval was professed by many of tin 1 late 
movement of Arabi. No such professions tire now made. It is not necessarily the 
individual whom the people sympathize with—indeed, some spoke slightingly of his 
capacity, others condemned some of his actions; but there is a wide-spread sympathy 
with the cause he is considered to have struggled for—the cause of the people against 
a Government which oppressed them and ignored their rights, lienee, undoubtedly, 
the intense satisfaction with which tin' commutation of the sentence pronounced on 
Arabi was received by the mass of the indigenous population, and the corresponding 
increase in the friendly feeling which has boon rapidly developing itself towards 
England amongst them. “ England has now,” said an Egyptian gentleman to me, 
“ four millions of Egyptians on her side.” 

I should not reflect faithfully the popular sentiment were I only to say that, by 
our policy in Egypt, we have gained the confidence of the people; we have also 
acquired their attachment. “Our country will ever be grateful to Arabi for having 
been the cause of English intervention in Egypt, now that we see your good intentions 
towards us.” “Now, at last, a\o may hope to see real reform and the bettering of our 
condition.” “ We are very grateful to England for what she is doing for us.” Such 
are sentiments I am constantly hearing expressed. No better proof of the success of 
our policy, and of tin* satisfaction it has evoked, can be adduced than the complete 
tranquillity which reigns throughout the country so soon after the agitated period 
through which it has passed. No disorders or disturbances arc anywhere occurring ; 
wo do not even hear of a street brawl; good relations appear to be re-established 
between Europeans and natives, and travellers are starting as usual for Upper Egypt. 

The three measures which are considered of primary importance, and which the 
people are most anxious to sec carried out, are the reform of the Native Tribunals, the 
abolition of the arbitrary power of the provincial Governors and their subordinates, 
and the appointment of English Commissioners or Inspectors in every branch of the 
Administration. Without this last-named measure they would have no confidence in 
tile efficacy or stability of the new institutions. The mention of this point will not 
have escaped your attention in my translation of the substance of an Address recently 
presented to your Excellency, written “ on behalf of the people of Egypt.” I have 
not the least doubt of the genuineness of this Memorial, that it expresses the real 
sentiments and wants of the people, and that prudential considerations alone deter¬ 
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mined its presentation anonymously. As regards judicial reform, many arc in favour 
of extending the jurisdiction of the International Tribunals to the natives, who have 
so much greater confidence in them than in their own as to have recourse to various 
subterfuges in order to get their suits and causes transferred to them for trial and 
decision. 

Representative institutions arc little understood by the mass of the people, and, 
therefore, not appreciated at their just value. The more enlightened class, however, 
desire the revival of the Chamber of Notables, but only on condition of real freedom 
of election for the constituents and of opinion and speech for the Representatives, 
neither of which existed in connection with the late Chamber. 

Complaint continues to be made of the onerous tax on all trades and industries, 
and of the exemption of foreigners from taxation, as set forth in a former Report. 

The Khedive is credited with a more benevolent disposition than many of his 
predecessors, but there is the radical distrust of him as a Turk, and lie is considered to 
be wanting in strength of character. 

In conclusion, I have been many times asked to express to your Excellency the 
grateful appreciation by the people of your eiforts to secure their welfare, and their 
confident expectation of the dawn of a better era for tlicir country under the powerful 
and generous protection of England.

WE have the honour to report that we attended the meetings ot“ the Works- 
Committee of the Suez Canal yesterday and this morning. 

In obcdienec to your Lordship’s instructions of the 5th instant, we abstained from 
advocating any particular system of improvement. 

M. de Lesseps expressed disappointment at this attitude on our part after the 
discussion had been adjourned for a month to allow of the various plans suggested 
being laid before Her Majesty’s Government. 

lie maintained that, being members of the Committee, it was incumbent upon us 
to give some vote or expression of opinion. 

We conceived that we should not be departing from your Lordship’s instructions 
to abstain from advocating any particular plan if we signified our acquiescence in the 
scheme proposed by the practical officers of the Company for the expenditure of the 
23,000,000 fr., a scheme which was approved by the rest of the Commission, and this 
was the course which we accordingly adopted. 

In the final meeting of the Works Committee M. Charles dc Lesseps summed up 
the discussion in a Report of which we annex a copy, and which succintly and 
correctly states the present position of the question. 

The Ileport was communicated to the Council of Administration this afternoon. 
It was adopted, and a formal vote was taken for the works recommended by the 
Committee. 

It is estimated that these works will be entirely completed in 188S, and they will 
be undertaken in the order in which they stand.

My Lord, Paris, January 9, 1883. 

WITII reference to our No. 3 of this date, your Lordship will observe that the 
question of a second canal parallel to the existing Suez Canal is reserved for considera¬ 
tion at some future period, should it hereafter be found desirable. 

The passage in M. Charles de Lesseps’ Ileport which makes the resumption of 
this question dependent on the assent and support of the British Government, was 
specially inserted, as explained to us by M. Charles de Lesseps, as an expression of 
“ deference ” to Her Majesty’s Government.

My Lord, Cairo, January 12, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour of sending, for your Lordship’s information, a short account 
of the recent disturbance at Alexandria, taken from a Report by Count della Sala. 

In the afternoon of the 5th January notice was given at one of the police-stations 
that a tight, was taking place between some tipsy Albanians. The officer in charge of 
the police-station ordered six unarmed European constables to the spot, who, after 
arresting three of tho disturbers of the peace, were attacked by a large body of the 
Albanians, who came out of their barracks to rescue their countrymen. The European 
policemen being maltreated by showers of stones, and the Albanians commencing to 
fire their pistols, a further detachment of ten constables, with rifles and bayonets, 
but without ammunition, came to the assistance' of their comrade's. A bayonet 
charge was made, and the Albanians retreated to the terrace of their barracks, still 
maintaining a fire of pistol-shots and stones. At this moment another body of 
European police ran hastily up, without officers and in disorder. They had forcibly 
obtained a supply of cartridges from a neighbouring shop, and at once returned the 
fire of tho Albanians. Superior officers arriving, the conflict shortly ceased, some 
thirty Albanians were made prisoners, and the combatants on both sides were ordered 
to return to their barracks. 

Air order of the day has been issued by Count della Sala announcing that an 
inquiry will be held, and blaming those European police who, without orders, had 
procured ammunition and opened fire. 

The Albanians above mentioned wore the remnants of a body of 900 who had 
been hastily imported into Alexandria from Epirus immediately after flic battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir had placed the Khedive’s Government, in possession of power, with the 
view of being enrolled in the police. At the same time, a considerable number, both 
of Turks and Europeans, were recruited from various sea-port towns of the Adriatic 
and the Levant for the same' purpose. As a consequence of these precipitate and 
ill-advised proceedings, a considerably larger number of persons were collected than 
were required. The materials themselves, moreover, were unsuitable. The Albanians 
were mountaineers who had never seen a town or a street, and who could not speak 
the language of the country. The Turks were equally ignorant of Arabic, and were in 
no way lifted by their antecedents for police duties, nor were many of the Europeans 
bettor qualified. Moreover, on principle, it was extremely unadvisable that the 
Egyptian Government should rely upon a foreign Mahommedan element for the 
maintenance of order in its cities. 

His Excellency Cherif Rash a thoroughly acquiesced in these views, and he 
promised mo some time ago that he woidd get rid of these superfluous and ineligible 
contingents, cither by inducing the Turks and Albanians to enlist in the regiments 
about to start for the Soudan, or else by sending them and a proportion of the 
Europeans back to their homes with a small indemnity. This promise his Excellency 
had already commenced to fulfil, and 500 of the Albanians had been got rid of, as well 
as a considerable proportion both of tin' Turks and the Levantines. 

The recent incident, however, having shown that the process of absorption and 
removal was not sufficiently rapid, and that the continued presence of these men at 
Alexandria was a source of danger, Cherif Easha, at my instance, was good enough to 
ship them off at once to the ports from whence they had come. 

It is only too evident, however, that a great deal more will have to be done before 
the condition of the Alexandria police can be considered satisfactory. 

[d'-'tyj 1 I* 
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Prom Count della Sala’s statement it is evident that, although at the outset the 
European poliee may have acted with propriety and forbearance, they eventually got 
out of hand, and conducted themselves in a reprehensible manner. So grave a breach 
of discipline as the taking of ammunition by force, and engaging in a free fight 
in the streets, is sufficient proof that their organization is radically defective, and 
will have to be remodelled in accordance with the principles laid down in my 
recent despatch to your Lordship No. 2 of the 1st instant, describing the intended 
constitution of the gendarmerie and police. In that despatch, which was written 
before the occurrence of the incident now under consideration, I stated that I had 
reason to fear that the condition of the Alexandria police was unsatisfactory. At the 
same time, I explained that neither General Baker nor Count della Sala could he 
held responsible for this, as, until the Budget was settled and the new appointments 
were made, neither of them was in a position to take the matter in hand, and break 
up the vicious system established a few months ago under the pressure of the then 
existing crisis. General Baker and Count della Sala, who went down to Alexandria 
when the news of the disturbance reached Cairo, have now returned, and having 
talked the matter over with the Egyptian authorities, I am of opinion that it will be 
advisable to place the urban police of Egypt under the control of some Englishman 
who has already had Indian, or Metropolitan, or Irish experience of police duties. 

The foreign officers who were provisionally engaged by the Egyptian Government 
for the police were all military men, and, consequently, they have given far too much 
of a military tone to the corps they are administering; whereas, as I have never ceased 
to explain to the Minister of the Interior, not only the urban police, but oven the 
gendarmerie, except when engaged on their outpost duties on the desert border, should 
be impressed as much as possible with the characteristics of a civil force, so that the 
population at large should come to regard them as servants of the public, and not as 
the armed and dreaded instruments of an arbitrary Government. With this view it 
will, perhaps, be necessary to replace for a time one or two of the ex-European officers 
now serving in the force by others possessing greater experience and more suitable 
antecedents. So convinced, indeed, is Count della Sala himself of the necessity of the 
services of a professional man being engaged that, with a high-minded and honourable 
conscientiousness which cannot he sufficiently extolled, he has consented to withdraw 
his claims for the post for which he had been designated, and to losume, for the 
present, his former functions as head of the force employed in the suppression of the 
Slave Trade. As a consequence, I have been able to place myself at once in commu¬ 
nication with Lord Spencer and the Indian Government, who will probably be able to 
suggest the names of a few officers to till the posts about to be vacated, and in this 
way we shall soon get the urban police into good order.

THE Commission of Inquiry having completed its labours, and forwarded a list of 
suggested punishments for the prisoners chiefly implicated to the Minister of the 
Interior, was dissolved on the 18th. One member, however, was charged with the 
duty of preparing a complete return of all political prisoners who had been confined 
in Cairo, or in the provinces, with the punishments awarded to them. This list has 
not yet been completed. 

The punishments suggested by the Commission •were afterwards considerably 
modified by the Minister of the Interior. 

On the 21st, a Decree was issued depriving the seven men who had been 
condemned to death, and afterwards reprieved, of their military rank and honours. 
On the 25th this Decree was read on parade, before the Egyptian troops at lvasr-el- 
Nil barracks, the seven prisoners being present. On the evening of the 20th the 
prisoners left Cairo for Suez with the members of their families who had elected to 
accompany them, and the steamer conveying them to Ceylon sailed for Colombo on 
the 27th. 

On the 2 Lth December Decrees were issued awarding various punishments to 
men implicated in the recent rebellion. The punishments are in accordance with tlio 
list sent up hy the Commission, and revised hy the Minister of the Interior 

At the request of Ismail Eyoub 1’asha, Minister of the Interior, British officers 
have been appointed to watch the proceedings of the Commissions appointed to sit 
at Tantah and Alexandria for the examination of persons accused of murder,

1 INCLOSE, for your Lordship’s information, a Table showing all the punish¬ 
ments which have been awarded to the political prisoners concerned in the late 
rebellion. They number 150. 

With the case of the individuals in Group (A) your Lordship is fully acquainted, 
as they are the seven principals upon whom sentence was pronounced by the court- 
martial in the manner described in my previous despatches. 

The three persons in Group (B) have all lied from the country. No. 3 is an 
unregistered Eritish-Indian subject. Hi* was station-master at Suez, and furnished 
Arabi with information of the movements of the British troops, and sent away the 
railway rolling stock before our forces landed. lie was taken prisoner by the Indian 
contingent. 

Abdul Ghollar, in Group (C), was tried by the Commission at the same time as 
Arabi and his companions, but though lu* was a principal leader in the rebellion, the 
Egyptian Government has not thought him of sufficient importance, or his culpability 
sufficiently heinous to necessitate so extreme a penalty as banishment for life. lie 
has, therefore, been sentenced by Decree to expulsion from the country for eight years. 

Ali-ol-lloubi, No. 1 in Group (D), was a prominent member of the Military party, 
and at one time its leaden*. lie commanded at Tel-el-lvebir under Arabi. His 
case was investigated by the Commission at the same time as Arabi’s, but as ho 
refused either to plead, or to avail himself of the services of an English lawyer, or to 
give his parole, the Government was prevented from sending him with his associates

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to Ceylon as it had intended. Tie has. therefore, been relegated to Mnssowah, under 
police surveillance, the Government considering him too dangerous a man to be let 
loose for the present as a simple exile. Massoivah, as your Lordship is aware, is the 
principal Egyptian port on the Bud Sea, and as the town is built on an island, political 
prisoners, for whom imprisonment would be too harsh a penalty, are occasionally sent 
there. It has been represented that the station is unhealthy, but I learn from 
an American gentleman who knows it well, that this is not the case in any especial 
degree. Moreover, the adjoining mainland being high, is extremely salubrious, and 
I have suggested to the Egyptian authorities that the two persons noted in Group (D) 
might, on giving bail, be allowed to take up their abode in the neighbourhood, should 
their health suffer. As El-Accad, the second prisoner, belongs to a family of Soudan 
traders, it is probable he will not be inconvenienced by the climate. This individual 
took a leading and very discreditable part in the late rebellion, having received large 
sums of money from Constantinople, which he appears to have appropriated. Tie had 
already been banished for life to the Soudan by the sentence of Court. It is true 
his friends dispute the justice of the sentence. Be that as it may, when the Khedive, 
contrary, as I understand, to the wishes of his Ministers, allowed him to return, His 
Highness specially warned him not to engage in any further intrigues against the 
Government. These recommendations having proved fruitless, it is scarcely a matter 
of surprise' that the Egyptian Government should be anxious to preclude him from 
doing more mischief. In any event, it was not a case in which I have felt myself 
authorized specially to intervene, as El-Accad was not one of our prisoners of war, 
but was captured in Crete by the Turkish authorities and surrendered to the 
Egyptian Government. 

Omar ltahmy, sentenced (see Group E) to three years’ residence at Souakin, was 
Arahi’s Private Secretary. It has been considered undesirable to allow him for the 
present to go to any place where he could have free intercourse with the other exiles. 

Aly Hassan, No. 2 in the same Croup, was chief of the railway service during 
the rebellion, and personally directed the destruction of the railway bridge at Sliabin- 
el-Kanatir after resistance was hopeless. 

I need not trouble' your Lordship with any special observations in regard to the 
persons noted in Croups (E—I). Their cases were examined by the Commission, and, 
as you will see by Sir C. Wilson’s Memorandum, inclosed in my immediately succeed¬ 
ing despatch, lav heavier penalties were awarded than were ultimately inflicted, His 
Highness the Khedive having, on the advice of his Ministers, after a careful review of 
the circumstances affecting each particular person, greatly mitigated their severity. 

In conclusion, I think it right to explain to your Lordship that though from time 
to tilin', A\heu consulted, I have not refused to express an opinion upon the matters 
referred to in this despatch, I have felt myself neither bound nor authorized to control 
the action of the Egyptian Ministers in regard to them. Her Majesty's Government 
have distinctly stated that they do not intend to take tin' responsibility of adminis¬ 
tering the country, and that the time Avill come when the Egyptian Government ivill 
be left to the management of its oavu affairs. Under these circumstances, I felt 
that I should bo quite unjustified in preventing a Government Avhich has been 
so recently established through the intervention of a foreign PoAver from taking 
such precautions against the intrigues of its enemies as it declares to be absolutely 
necessary for its future safety and stability. Had I seen it disposed to visit its 
political adversaries, Avhom ait bad enabled it to overcome, Avith gross cruelty, 
indignity, or injustice, T should not have hesitated to intervene, but as long as 
it kept Avith in the bounds of moderation, it appeared to me to have the right to 
exercise, according to its oavu discretion, such a measure of severity t(wards those 
avIio had risen in rebellion against it, as the principles and traditions of administration 
uniA’crsallv recognized in the East justified and required. As a matter of fact, I doubt 
whether any rebellion in any European country Avould have been disposed of Avith so 
much leniency. No blood has been sir'd, the soatmi principal leaders are undergoing a 
fate far less harsh than they could have anticipated. Of the remainder there are only 
two who have been visited with anything like severity, but one of these, Ali-el-Boubi, 
No. 1 in Group (D), had he chosen, might have boon as Avell off as his companions. 
The other, El-Accad, also Group (D), avus not our prisoner, and both of them, instead 
of being sent to gaol, will have the faculty of living in such east' and comfort at the 
residence assigned to them as their pmaite fortunes may command, for the property 
of neither lias been touched. Had these turn men and the other individuals hoav 
required to remain lor a time in their communes and villages been tried by such 
Courts as the country possesses, they Avould certainly have been condemned to long 




terms of imprisonment in unhealthy Egyptian gaols, or transported to the White 
Nile.

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always clear or straightforward, and tlicir evidence would probably have broken down 
under cross-examination. 

The only direct evidence incriminating Arabi was that of Suleiman Sami, who 
stated that Arabi had not only ordered him to burn Alexandria, but to kill the 
Khedive. The evidence of this man was open to grave suspicion. He was arrested at 
Crete, and brought to Alexandria, where he was received by the Governor and the 
Prefct de Police, one of whom accompanied him some distance in the train. Imme¬ 
diately on his arrival at Cairo lie was brought before an extraordinary sitting of the 
Commission, which lasted till between S and 9 p.m. No notice was sent to me of the 
prisoner’s arrival, or of the intention of the Commission to examine him, though I live 
close to the building in which the Commission sits. The next morning, when Suleiman 
Sami’s examination was continued, lie Avas confronted A\ith two other prisoners, avIio at 
once contradicted his statements on important points, nis hearing before the Com¬ 
mission produced an unfavourable impression, as he Avas the only prisoner avIio showed 
want of dignity and Aveakness when questioned, no Avas also so deeply implicated 
himself in the burning and looting of Alexandria, that it aaxis only natural he should 
try to incriminate others. 

As regards the specific charges against Arabi Pasha it appeared to me— 

1. That if there Averc any abuse of the Avhite flag on the 12th July, a fact in 
itself not easy to prove, it Avas through ignorance, and not through design. I may 
mention that Avhite flags Avcre flying on the Abouldr forts throughout the Avhole of the 
military operations. 

2. That there Avas no evidence to connect Arabi Avitli the massacre at Alexandria 
on the lltli June, and that it is doubtful Avhethcr a deliberate massacre of Europeans 
Avas ever intended. That the massacres at Tantali and other places after the bombard¬ 
ment were caused by the Ioav class refugees from Alexandria, and that they ceased as 
soon as troops were sent down. That, after the first excitement had passed, order Avas 
preserved, and that there are instances of orders having been sent by Arabi to the 
Governors of toAvns, &e., to preserve order and protect Europeans. 

3. That the evidence Avliich connects Arabi Pasha Avitli the burning of Alexandria 
is conflicting, and that there is no sufficient proof that he ordered the toAvn to he 
destroyed. The portion of the toAvn actually burned by the troops seems to have been 
small. The fire appears to have broken out about 4 p.m. on the 12th, and the troops 
evacuated the toAvn the same evening. It then became the duty of the Civil Governor 
to preserve order, as far as he could, until the English occupation on the lltli. It is 
difficult to say Avliere Arabi’s responsibility ended and that of the Civil Governor com¬ 
menced. It is also probable that some of the fires Avcre lighted by the Eedouin, who 
had been assembled contrary to the Avish of Arabi, and had entered the toAvn on the 
12th, and possibly also by British shells. 

It is certain, hoAvever, that the houses in the Place Mehemet Ali Avcre burned by 
Suleiman Sami and his regiment. Suleiman Sami asserted that lie acted under orders 
from Arabi. On this point he Avas contradicted by Arabi and others, and some prisoners 
stated that Arabi sent messengers to prevent the burning of the houses. Suleiman 
Sami AA’as said by every one to have displayed great ferocity on the occasion, and if is in 
evidence that he sent men specially to burn doAvn the mosque and houses of Sheikh 
Ibrahim Pasha, Avith whom lie aaxis on bad terms. No animus appears to have been 
displayed by the soldiers, for they did not touch the British Consulate close to the 
Square*. That building Avas burned on the night of the 13th—lltli, after it hud been 
seen by Mr. CartAvright (Blue Book, “Egypt No. 17, 1882,” p. 118). The English 
church, near the Square, Av r as not destroyed. 

It is quite possible, though there is no proof, that Arabi Pasha knew Suleiman 
Sami was going to carry out the threat, he seems often to have made, of burning 
Alexandria, and that he had not courage to take the energetic measures necessary to 
prevent the act. A man of Suleiman Sami’s character, avIio is bent upon mischief, can, 
on the other hand, do much as he pleases during moments of panic, such as that which 
ensued at Alexandria, Avhen the people expected the British ships to open fire on the 
land defences and the toAvn itself. 

When the burning of the Square commenced, Arabi appears to haA’c slioAvn great 
want of decision, energy, and courage. The efforts Avliich he made to stop the con¬ 
flagration seem not to haA r e been sufficient, but it is just at this point that the evidence 
becomes most conflicting and unsatisfactory. 

It must be remembered that no evidence Avas taken for the defence, and that no 
Avitnesses Avcre cross-examined.

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congratulation, presuming tliosc statements to be correct, tliat in the presence of 
the disorders and disorganization which have prevailed the deficit should be so slight, 
but the tact remains that no contribution towards the extraordinary expenses of the 
Queen s troops lent to the Egyptian Government can be made out of the revenue of 
the current year. This, however, is not a matter of immediate moment. The financial 
year of the United Kingdom does not end until the 31st March, and Tier Majesty’s 
Government will only ash that payment of the contribution for the six months from the 
1st October to the 31st March next may be made before the end of the latter month. 
It is necessary, however, that the Government of Ilis Highness should clearly under¬ 
stand that the contribution will have to be paid in England and by that date without 
fail. Her Majesty’s Government would propose that after the 31st March the contri¬ 
bution should be paid quarterly, and before the close of each quarter, so Ion" as any of 
Her Majesty’s troops remain in Egypt. 

It will be seen that if these arrangements arc concluded the Egyptian Budget 
for 1883 will have to provide for the extraordinary expenses of those‘troops durum 
fifteen months, should any part remain until the close of that year, and that the 
expenses of the first six months to the 31st March are to be paid in England before 
the 31st March, those of the next three months before the 30th Juue,°and in like 
manner for the succeeding quarters. 

The force lent to Egypt for the present has been stated above at 12,000 men, 
costing 1/. per man per month, that is to say, a maximum monthly charge of 18,000/. 
Assuming, for the moment, that it were necessary to maintain this maximum of force, 
the charge repayable by Egypt would amount for the six months ending 31st March 
to 288,000/., and for the whole fifteen months to 720,000/. These figures show the 
maximum of expense which, under the present estimate, might be thrown upon the 
Egyptian Budget of 1883—a maximum which could be reduced proportionately as 
the force lent to the Khedive can be withdrawn. They have been so calculated both 
because it is correct to state, in the first instance the outside costs which the case 
admits, and because it is impossible to give other figures without knowing the rate at 
which it will be possible to withdraw the troops. I am, however, desired to intimate 
to the Government of Ilis Highness that it is the desire of Her Majesty’s Government 
to withdraw the troops from Egypt as soon as circumstances permit; that such with¬ 
drawal will probably be effected from time to time as the security of the country will 
allow; and that Her Majesty’s Government hope that the time will be very short 
during which the full number of the present force will be maintained. 

It is possible, though not probable, that the estimate of the War Office and the 
Admiralty as to the capitation rate of expense per man may require some revision, as 
it has been framed as early as circumstances would permit. In any case, however. 
Her Majesty’s Government feel confident that His Highness the Khedive and his 
Ministers will recognize that the claim has been framed with every desire to show- 
consideration to Egypt, and will understand that the capitation rate represents an 
irreducible charge, and is presented for acceptance as such, and not as a basis for 
negotiation.

THE alterations proposed are really necessary whether a second canal is decided on 
or not, hut no appreciable shortening of the time of transit will be obtained until a second 
canal is made; one being used solely by vessels proceeding north, the other by those 
proceeding south. These two canals should be connected together about every 10 miles, 
so that any temporary stoppage in one would not delay the transit of ships in the other, 
except in that portion of it adjacent to the stoppage. 

In forming a second canal a depth of at least 29 feet should be insisted on, and it 
should be traced so as to avoid those places which, in the present canal, we know could 
be most easily obstructed. 

No ships should be allowed to enter the canal without having extra rudders attached.

AS your Lordship will have learnt from Sir C. Wilson’s court-martial Report of 
the 1st instant, inclosed in my despatch No. 7 of the 8th instant, I attached Major 
Brereton and Major MacDonald to watch Ihe proceedings before the two Commissions 
at Tantah and Alexandria, which were engaged in conducting the “ instruction ” of 
the individuals who were accused of being implicated in such crimes as murder, 
pillage, arson, theft, &c., aud who, therefore, were not released at the same time as 
the other political prisoners. 

I have now had reports from both these officers, who inform me that considerable 
progress has been made during the last fortnight in the disposal of the cases. 

At Alexandria twenty-three persons have been released, the evidence not bciug 
sufficient to warrant further proceedings against them, while ten have been sent before 
the court-martial. 

The Alexandria Commission itself seems to be well constituted. The Egyptian 
President, though slow, is described as a painstaking, conscientious man, and there aro 
several able European members upon it. 

The state of the gaols at Alexandria is also satisfactory. 

Similar progress has been made with the proceedings before the Tantah 
Commission.

Or, en appreciant a sa juste valour cette demi&re allegation, il parait evident que 
le Mouawen susmentionnd clierclie par ce pretexte h, se soustraire aux graves respon- 
sabilites qu’il a cncourues en faisant la saisic en question, sans en avoir rccu 1 ’ordre de 
la Moudirieh, attendu que ce fonctionnaire a, non seulement outrepasse les limites de 
ses attributions en prenant 1 ’initiative d’une mesure si grave, mais aussi il a agi en 
cette circonstance contrairement aux formalites et aux dispositions stipuldes dans le 
Decret Kliedivial rendu en date du 25 Mars, 1880, relativement aux saisies a pratiquer 
dans le but d’assurer le recouvremcnt des impbts. C’est pourquoi la Moudirieh a fait 
lever la saisie dont il s’agit, qu’ellc cousiderait commc nulle et non avenue. 

Cette conduite illegale de la part du susdit fonctionnaire constituc un abus de 
pouvoirs et une ing<5rence flagrante dans les matures de reclamations ou contcntieuses, 
ingerence contre laquelle ce Departement s’est (Sieve a plusieurs reprises et que j’ai 
condamn^e, avec une vive insistance dans mes pr^cedentes Circulaires et notamment 
dans celle toute r 6 cente datde du 27 Safer, 1300. 

Par consequent, et afin d’infliger au Mouaiven en question le cliatiment juste et 
exemplaire qu’il a m 6 rite par sa desobeissance aux ordres formels et par son inter¬ 
vention dans des questions qui n’entraient nullemcnt dans ses attributions, je viens 
d’ecrire a M. le Moudir de Menoufich de le revoquer de ses fonctions. 

En portant cette decision a votre connaissance, je vous rappcllc de la manure la 
plus formelle que le memo sort est rdservd a tout agent de l’autorite qui s’aviserait, 
ddsormais, de tenir une conduite aussi bhlmablc quo celle du Mouawen rdvoqud, ou 
qui interviendrait, de quelquc £39011 que ce fvtt, dans des questions de saisies a pratiquer 
pour des matures de reclamations, de dettes ou contcntieuses et dont des jugements 
executoires n’auraient pas ete rendus par les Tribunaux. 

Je viens vous adresser, ainsi qu’a toutes les autorites administratives, copie de la 
presente, que je vous prie do communiquer a tous les agents places sous vos ordres, 
tout en leur recommandant de la maniere la plus precise do sc conformer strictement 
aux dispositions y contenues et leur faire signer un engagement en consequence, pour 
servir en cas de besoin.

Extract from “History of the recent Operations against the Mahdi (False Prophet).” 

THE chief causes of the rebellion arc:— 

1 . Venality and oppression of the officials, particularly those in the lower 
classes. 

2. Suppression of the Slave Trade. 

3. Military weakness. 

Of the first it is unnecessary to say much. The same well-known kind of oppres¬ 
sion that goes on in Turkey obtains also here, though perhaps not quite to the same 
extent. Here,as there, the chief means of oppression is through the tax-gatherer. All 
over the country is a class of small officials, on salaries from 200 to 400 piastres, who 
have the very responsible duty of collecting the taxes. These officials arc irregular 
soldiers (Bashi-Bazouks), Turks, Tunisians, Dongolawis, &e., the former race perhaps 
predominating. As there can he hut little supervision over such an immense area, 
these men have it pretty much their own way, and squeeze the people to their heart’s 
content. I have heard of instances where the Bashi-Bazouk on his small salary main¬ 
tains twelve horses, twenty servants, and a number of women, and this in places 
where the payment for the water for his cattle alone would have cost more than three 
times his salary. It is no uncommon thing for a peasant to have to pay his taxes four 
or live times over, without the Treasury being any the richer. It may indeed safely 
he said that wherever the Bashi-Bazouk puts in an appearance oppression and universal 
discontent is the result. 

2. That, the suppression of the Slave Trade, or rather [r of] the difficulties thrown 
in its way is also a potent cause, is evident from the list of tribes who support the 
Mahdi. Many, if not the majority, of these tribes arc “ Baggara,” or owners of cattle. 
These tribes are all of Arab descent, and from time immemorial have boon inveterate 
slave-hunters. As they were also poor and unwilling cultivators, they were in the 
liahit of paying the sum their tribe was rated at by selling slaves, whom they would 
steal from the Jebel Nuba, or other districts further south, llow this Slave Traffic 
wau managed Avas somewhat as follows: Say the annual tribute of the tribe Avas 
5,000/. Having no money, and no Avealth but their cattle, it Avas evident that they 
were quite unable to pay the sum. In such cases the Kordofan merchant (Djellab) 
Avould offer to pay it if the tribe Avould supply him with an equivalent in slai r es, say 
1,000. Should the required number of slaves not he forthcoming, then the tribe 
Avould agree to pay the balance hv selling him cows at a certain rate. Should the 
tribe fail in the bargain, the merchant Avould refuse to pay the Government, and the 
latter Avould have to send troops to harry the tribe. These troops Avould probably 
plunder and destroy far more than Avas necessary, Avitli the result of still further 
impoverishing the tribe, making the Government detested, and the people only too 
willing to seize any opportunity of escaping from it. 

To complete this picture of Soudan administration (I hope as it Avas), it is 
necessary to sIioav Iioav the merchant settled Avith the Government. 

Noav, Avlien he made his bargain, the trader Avell knew that tin; Government, 
having generally but little money in the Treasury, its employes Avere mostly some 
fifteen to twenty months in arrears, and Avero compelled to discount their pay, with a 
loss of 40 to 50 per cent. With these hills the merchant Avould pay the Goaxhii- 
ment. 

Lately the Government would seem to have become really desirous to put 
doAvn the Slave Trade, so that those tribes have lost the only means of paying 
their taxes. NotAvithstanding this, the annual tribute expected from them is still 
the same. 

The Djellabs are also to a man against the Government, slave-trading being both 
their principal and by far most profitable business. 

3. Military weakness. 

'Ibis 1 have heard people put doAvn as one (f the chief reasons; hut I Avould he 
inclined to say there Avere quite enough troops, had they been only handled a\ ith ordinary 
intelligence, decision, and forethought, t Avould also he inclined to criticize the 
the system of scattering small detachments over the country. A few strong garrisons 
in Avell-chosen places appears to me preferable from every point of vicAV. 

The rebel method of attack is to seize a moment Avhen the troops are occupied 
and unready, such as draAving Avater and unloading the camels, and then to rush 
madly on them iu a dense mass of men, Avomeu, and children. The Avomen and 


children of course do not fight, and are only there to encourage the men through their 
low, continuous, and Aveird cries, along Avitli a frantic beating of small drums. Those 
who have seen the attack tell me it is really formidable-looking through its sudden¬ 
ness, rapidity, and clamour. The men fight mostly Avitli flat-headed lances, Avith 
which during the advance they shield their faces. Of late it is said they have begun 
to use the captured rifles. They are also in the habit of shutting their eyes Avhen 
advancing. Of all the supporters of the Mahdi, the Dervish is much the most 
formidable. I hear the fearless and desperate Avay Avith which he rushes on a square 
armed Avitli Itcmingtons is really marvellous. 

To protect the soldiers from these sudden attacks, one of the first things that is 
done after unloading the camels is to build a “ jerriba,” or circular thorny hedge, round 
the camping-ground. Every one then retires inside this inclosure. Practically the 
precautions of posting outposts, scouts, and vedettes are never taken, so that the 
troops are always liable to a surprise. 

The Egyptian regiment on the march is also greatly hampered by the number of 
women Avhicli follow it. It may he really said that every regiment of soldiers is 
folloAvcd by an equally numerous regiment of Avomen. 


Abdel Kader's Plan of Operations. 

As soon as the requisite number of troops are collected (scA T cn battalions, or about 
5,000 men), the Governor-General purposes to take the northern road leading from 
Khartoum through Kebra (Gcbra) on Bara, and passes through the country of the 
poAverful Kababish Arab tribe, Avho are reported friendly. He may thus expect that 
for scA r en marches, or as far as Kebra, he aa ill he unmolested. 

Another reason for choosing this road is that on the other roads all the Avells have 
been filled up. 

On this Khartoum-Gebra-Bara road Avater is found at four stations, the first two 
separated by intervals of one and a-lialf days’, and the latter by tAvo days’ march. 
After Gcbra the supply of Avater is plentiful as far as Bara. {Vide Routes Nos. 1 and 4, 
Western Theatre.) 

Immediately after Gcbra are the disturbed districts, and the column will probably 
have to fight its Avay to Bara. Should it be successful, and relieve Bara, it is more 
than probable that many of the nominal or enforced adherents of the Mahdi a\ ill 
begin to fall aAvay. Prom Bara the march aa ill then be on Obeid. The subsequent 
operations aa i 11 depend upon the course the Mahdi will folloAV. He may try to recross 
the White Nile, or, Avhat is more probable, to retreat to Jebel Nuba or some other 
wild district. 

Botli Avith the object of making the expedition as independent as possible of 
water, and also to carry a sufficient supply of biscuits for the garrisons of Bara and 
Obeid, it has been decided to collect camels in the proportion of one to every tAi r o 
men (the usual Soudan rate is to every four), or, say, 3,000. To collect such a large 
number of camels is not easy. Agents have been sent out among the friendly tribes 
to purchase or buy them. This camel difficulty appears to me the Aveak point of the 
expedition, and J doubt the requisite number being forthcoming when required. 
Such a number of camels Avill also proA'c exceedingly cumbrous. Perhaps at the last 
moment their number aa ill have to he cut doAvn. The expedition is also taking some 
rockets and mountain-guns. The former arc greatly dreaded. The latter Avill be 
mounted on camels. Abdel Kader does not approve of mitrailleuses, the sand 
rendering them useless. 

Efforts are being made to mount some men for scouting purposes. Horses are, 
liOAvevcr, hard to get, as all the tribes owning horses (Baggara) are Avitli the Mahdi. 
It is to be regretted that the horsemen sent from Egypt did not bring their horses. 
Cavalry Avithout horses are of little use. 

In conclusion, I Avould beg to point out how very important it is that the present 
expedition should prove a success. A failure Avould probably entail the total loss, if 
not of the Soudan, of at any rate many provinces. This truth can hardly be brought 
home aa ith too much force to the Egyptian Government. 

At the same time, I think Abdel Kader has every right to expect a success, ne 
is taking every reasonable precaution, daily superintends the training of his troops, 
exerts himself to influence the tribes and natives, and, in short, appears to he doing 
his best. Ho intends personally to take the field. I can only regret that such an 
[PAiJ O 
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active and intelligent man should not he supported by subordinates whom he could 
trust to carry out his intentions with ordinary intelligence and common sense.

Biography of the Mahdi. 

MAHOMED ACHMET, the Mahdi, is a Dongolawi, or native of the Province of 
Dongola. Ilis grandfather was called Ealiil, and lived on the Island of Naft Arti 
(Arti=Dongolawi for “ Island ”). 

This island lies east of and opposite to Ordi, the native name for the capital of 
Dongola. nis father was Abdullahi, by trade a carpenter. In 1852 this man left and 
went to Shindi, a town on the Nile south of Berber. At that time his family con¬ 
sisted of three sons and one daughter, called respectively Mahomed, llamid, Mahomet 
Achmet (the Mahdi), and Nur-cl-Sliam (Light of Syria). At Shindi another son was 
born called Abdullah. 

As a boy, Mahomet Achmet was apprenticed to Sherif-cd-dcen, his uncle, a boat- 
[ ? ], residing at Shakabeh, an island opposite Senaar. Having one day received 

a beating from his uncle, he ran away to Khartoum, and joined the free school or 
“Medres.su ” of a Eaki (learned man, head of a sect of Dervishes), who resided at lloghali, 
a village east of and close to Khartoum. This school is attached to the tomb of Sheikh 
lloghali, the patron saint of Khartoum, and who is greatly revered by the inhabitants 
of that town and district. (The Sheikh of this tomb or shrine, although lie keeps a 
free school and feeds the poor, derives a very handsome revenue from the gifts of the 
pious. lie claims to be a descendant of the original lloghali, and through him of 
Mahomet.) 

Here he remained for some time studying religion, the tenets of his Sheikh, &e., 
but did not make much progress in the more worldly accomplishments of reading and 
writing. 

After a time he left and went to Berber, where lie joined another free school kept 
by a Sheikh Ghubush, at a village of that name situated nearly opposite to 
Mckherref (Berber). This school is also attached to a shrine greatly venerated by the 
natives. ■ 

Here Mahomet Achmet remained six months completing his religious 
education. 

Thence lie went to Aradup (Tamarind Tree) village, south of Kana. 

Here in 1870 he became a disciple of another Eaki—Sheikh Nur-cl-Daim (Con¬ 
tinuous Light). Nur-cl-Daim subsequently ordained him a Sheikh, or Eaki, and ho 
then left to take up his home in the Island of Abba, near Kana, on the White 
Nile. 

Here, following the example of other religious Sheikhs, ho set up his religious 
battery. He began by making a subterranean excavation (khaliva=retreat), into 
which he made a practice of retiring to repeat for hours one of the numerous, and, as 
the Arabs term them, beautiful, names of the Deity, and this accompanied by fasting, 
incense-burning, and prayers (vide Note A). 

His fame and sanctity by degrees spread far and wide, and Mahomet Achmet 
became wealthy, collected disciples, and married several wives, all of whom he was 
careful to select from among the daughters of the most influential Baggara Sheikhs 
(Baggara = tribes owning cattle and horses) and other notables. To keep within the 
legalized number (four), he was in the habit of divorcing the surplus and taking them 
on again according to his fancy. 

About the end of May 1881 he began to write to his brother Eakis (religious 


Chiefs), and to teach that he was the Mahdi foretold by Mahomet, and that he 
had a divine mission to reform Islam, to establish a universal equality, a universal 
law, a universal religion, and a community of goods (“ bevt-ul-mal ”); also that all 
who did not believe in him should bo destroyed, be they Christian, Mahommedan, or 
pagan. 

Amongst others, he wrote to Mahomet Saleh, a very learned and influential Eaki 
of Dongola, directing him to collect his Dervishes (followers) and friends and to join 
him at Abba. This Sheikh, instead of complying with his request, informed the 
Government, declaring the man must be mad. This information, along with that 
collected from other quarters, alarmed his Excellency Reouf Pasha, and the result 
was the expedition of the 3rd August, 1881. (Vide despatch on « Rebellion.”) 

In person the Mahdi is tall, slim, with a black beard and light brown complexion. 
Like most Dongolawis, lie reads and writes with difficulty. He is local head of the 
Ghcelan or Kadrige order of Dervishes, a school originated by Abdul Kader-el- 
Ghulami, whose tomb is, I believe, at Bagdad. 

Judging from his conduct of affairs and policy, I should say lie had considerable 
natural ability. The manner in which lie has managed to merge the usually dis¬ 
cordant tribes together denotes great tact. He had probably been preparing the 
movement for some time back. 


Note A. 

Both to illustrate the ignorance, superstition, and degraded state of the Mahom- 
medan religion in these provinces, as well as to explain one of the proximate causes 
of the revolt, I have thought it advisable to give a short account of the system 
of Eakis (learned men—teachers), Dervishes (their immediate followers), and of their 
doctrine. 

In Arabic there arc ninety-nine names for God, and it is popularly believed that 
to each of these names numerous guardian angels arc attached; it is also a popular 
belief that by a continuous repetition of one of these names, accompanied by fasting, 
incense, and prayers, God will be induced to send the guardian angels of the name to 
the worshipper and order them to become his humble slaves and servants. Now 
these Eakis arc those who in the estimation of the people are thus supcrnaturnlly 
endowed. They consequently acquire enormous power, wealth, and influence, as it is 
thought that by a word they are able to cure the sick, cause death, remove sterility 
from women and cattle, give liegabs or charms, &c., for all which advantages the 
Arab is prepared to pay heavily. In cases where the Eaki’s charm has not proved 
efficacious, he gets out of the difficulty by asserting that its failure is owing to the 
recipient’s want of faith. 

By degrees the Eaki becomes rich and powerful. In order to look after his 
wealth and increase his importance, ho collects a number of followers (Dervishes). 
These arc only too happy to join him, partly on account of the lazy life, partly because 
it is pleasant to be looked up to by one’s fellows, and partly to escape paying taxes 
(the Government, to humour the people, having foolishly exempted the Eakis and 
Dervishes from the payment of taxes). 

Owing to these and perhaps other favouring circumstances, the number of 
Eakis and Dervishes has enormously increased, and it is now almost impossible to find 
a village or tribe throughout the Soudan which is not invaded by these holy men, 
who have practically become the spiritual guides of the people and the teachers of 
the young. 

In return for these spiritual advantages, they exact from all a tithe, disguised 
under the name of charitable gift. As an instance of the pitch the system has 
reached, I hear that in the wealthy tribe of Dabagne, south of Ghedarilf, there are no 
less than sixty-two villages belonging to Eakis. 

Tho result is that people are no longer able, in many instances, to sustain the 
Faki with his Dervishes and at tho same time pay the imposts of the Government.

Commander Harris to the Secretary to the Admiralty. 

Sir, “Linnet,” at Sualdn, January 5, 1883. 

HAVING left the inner harbour of Jeddah in quarantine on the morning of the 
3id instant, I arrived at tins port yesterday and received pratique. On landing I Avas 
informed that his Excellency, General Sulieman Pasha Niazi, the Commander-in-chief 
of the Egyptian Soudan expedition, had his head-quarters in this towm, and I 
accordingly called on him as well as on the Governor, Mohammed Bey Basik, when 
both expressed their desire to return my visit and I invited them on board, as also 
Abbass llelmy Effendi, the Director of Customs, to lunch the next day; his Excellency 
the Commander-in-chief w r as received with manned yards and the usual honours, and 
he as well as the tvro others expressed themselves highly pleased and gratified with 
the reception they had met with. 

2. During the time they were on board the Egyptian steamer “Damanhour” 
arrived with another battalion (“ orta”) of Egyptian troops; these were landed at once 
and w ill be dispatched to Khartoum as soon as transport can be provided, of which at 
the present moment there is a great scarcity; the troops have to march, but the custom 
is to allow' one camel to two men for carriage of impedimenta, and the journey to 
Khartoum usually occupies eighteen days. 

3. The “orta” of troops now disembarking here makes the ninth within the last 
few weeks, without reckoning 000 Bashi-Bazouks who have also been sent forward, 
and they are expecting three more battalions, making a total of 9,000 men and 
000 Bashi-Bazouks; his Excellency Sulieman Pasha proceeds to Khartoum as soon as 
the last hatch arrives. The Mahdi is said to be in force in tho neighbourhood of that 
place, but I am not in a position to judge of anj thing concerning his movements. 

•1. llis Excellency Aleydin Pasha, Governor-General of the Eastern Soudan and 
Red Sea Littoral, was * here \ip to the 31st ultimo, but has since returned to his head¬ 
quarters at Massowah, in consequence of a raid made on the town by Abyssinians 
who came down in force, killing the Commissioner of Police, five soldiers, twenty 
natives, and carrying oil several Hocks ol cattle. It does not appear that the 
Egyptian troops there, to the number of about 1,200, made any attempt at pursuit. 
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5. I propose to proceed to Massow'ali to-morrow' as soon as the sun is in such a 
position that the reefs can be plainly discerned, and shall have to anchor for that nig h 
on the way down. At Sualdn thci’c is but one Englishman, although there arc a few 
British subjects and Europeans, and there is no Consul for any other nationality but 
our owm, who is now at Jeddah. 

6 . The present Governor of the town was an adherent of Arabi, and he is about 
to be replaced by another; the officer who was Commandant of the permanent troops 
at Suakin has also been recalled to Cairo, and the troops are to be sent to the front 
and to be replaced by others coming from that place. 

7. Although his Excellency General Sulieman Pasha has command of the troops 
at present, it is not considered probable that he Avill lead them against the Mahdi after 
arrival at Khartoum, but the active operations will be conducted by an officer already 
on the spot.

Sir, “ Linnet ,” at Massowah, January 9, 1883. 

IN continuation of my letter of tlu' 5tli instant, from Sounkin, I have the honour 
to report that I left that port on Saturday morning and arrived here yesterday 
afternoon. 

I immediately paid my respects to his Excellency Aleydin Pasha, and he returned 
my visit this morning, when he was received with the usual honours, and, on leaving, 
expressed his gratification at his reception. Ilis Excellency informed me that he had 
received orders again to return to Souakin, to assist there in the difficulties con¬ 
cerning transport for the Soudan expedition, and he is about to do so by the first 
opportunity. 

2. It is difficult to arrive, in so short a time, at a just conclusion of the real facts 
or motives as to the recent raid committed near this towm by Abyssinians, but it seems 
pretty clear that the Abyssinians assert that the Egyptians are in the habit of making 
raids on them for female slaves, and that these are reprisals. The whole question is 
further much mixed up with tho politics of the two countries, the difference of 
religion, the desire of Abyssinia for a port for the collection of customs dues, and other 
matters of a kindred nature, that I do not feel myself in a position to offer any opinion 
as to the merits of the question on either side, and I can now r merely confirm in the 
main facts what I w rote in my letter from Souakin, the Egyptians have a wholesome 
dread of the Abyssinians in consequence of the manner in which they mutilate the 
wounded and prisoners. 

3. There are no Englishmen here, and I am indebted for any information I may 
have acquired to the “ Consul Honorairo Charge du Vice-Consulat do France; ” at the 
same time I would beg to observe that every facility has been given to me by 
his Excellency the Governor-General.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

®* r ’ i Khartoum, January 5, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to aeknoAvlodge the receipt of your telegrams of the 
28th December and the 1st January. 

On the 29th December 1 forwarded you a telegram that there Avas nothing new to 
report, and that the troops from Egypt Avcre arriving. 

The evening of that day a special messenger arrived from Kordofan. 

He reported that he had left that toAvn on the 12th, that the garrison Avas fairly 
well supplied a\ ith food and Avas in good spirits. That a feAV days previous to his 
leaving they had sallied out and attacked Sheikh Mcnnoo, the leading rebel Sheikh in 
the district, killing seventy to eighty of his people; their own loss was insignificant, 
that lie, the messenger, had told them of the arrival of the Egyptian reinforcements 
and of Abdul Kader’s intention of taking the field. 

.from Obeid (lvordotan) the messenger Avent to Bara Avherc he remained one 
night. He found the garrison very badly off for food and in a depressed condition. 
Some of the irregular officers Avith their men had deserted to the rebels. The Mahdi 
with the bulk of his forces Avas encamped round the toAvn. Most of the rebels had 
built themselves huts of straw. He also reported that there Avas a rumour that one or 
moic rebel tribes had deserted the Mahdi and had left to rob on their oavii account. 

On the 30th 1 saAA r a letter sent to Abdul Kader Pasha by a Kordofan merchant 
and an unwilling resident in the camp of the Maluli. The merchant stated that the 
Mahdi a\ as greatly disappointed by the failure of his assaults on Kordofan and Bara, 
and that he had iioav decided to take both toAvns by hunger. He AA'ent on to say that 
the food supply in Obeid a\ as fair, but that Bara Avas too badly oil'; that the soldiers 
were being compelled to search for roots, and that if the town was not soon relieved it 
must fall. Another and rival Mahdi had also appeared, but he had been promptly seized 
and hung. The Mahdi also intended after taking Obeid and Bara to march on Darfour 
and thence on Tripoli and Constantinople. Also the Province* of Darfour Avas so 
far quiet, but that the Mahdi Avas doing his best to stir up the tribes. 

This news corroborated to a great extent the ucavs of the messenger. 

On the evening of the 30th the 2nd battalion, 1st Regiment, 730 rank and 
file, left by steamer for Messclemiah, on the Blue Nile, to assist in attacking the rebel 
Sheikh Ahmet-el-Makashfi who from Sibel Avas threatening Senaar. As this Chief 
Avas giving a great deal of trouble, cutting the telegraph and preaching rebellion, 
Abdul Kader had given orders to the four companies at Senaar and to the gun Lon of 
irregulars at About, immediately north ot Sibel, to make a combined attack on 
Sibel. It Avas to support this attack Avhich Avas ordered for the 1th that the 
2 nd battalion had been sent to Messclemiah. 

On the 31st I forwarded you a telegram of the news from Kordofan and 
Bara. 

On the evening of that same day ucavs came from Messclemiah that Ahmet-el- 
Makashti had that morning attacked About and had been repulsed Avith considerable 
loss, but that notwithstanding this repulse, the communication between Messclemiah 
and Senaar Avas interrupted, and the a\ hole district Avas declaring for the rebels.

Sir, Khartoum, January 0, 1RS3. 

I HAVE tiro honour to forward you Reports and sketches of the road between 
Suakin and Berber. I have thought it useless to continue the sketch beyond Wad\ id 
Duroolc, the country being so devoid of features. 

T regret to have to inform you that the year lias not opened auspiciously for the 
Egyptian cause. 1 think I have already informed you of the intended attack by the 
troops of Scnaar and Messclemia on Achmet-el-Makashli at Sybel, and of its having 
been anticipated by the latter taking the offensive and attacking the detached post of 
About (between Messclemia and Sybel). He was repulsed, hut, notwithstanding, the 
communication between Messclemia and Scnaar was intercepted. Hence it was 
impossible to stop the advance of the Scnaar detachment on Sybel. 

On the 1st this detachment left Scnaar for Sybel. The following day while on 
the march they were attacked. The four strong companies formed square and at first 
repulsed the enemy. Subsequently, however, two of the companies were panic-struck 
and tied. The other two companies managed to effect their retreat on Scnaar, losing 
seventy men. 

Another disaster has also happened on the eastern hank of the White Nile. A 
detachment of 190 men was sent from the Port of Ture Iladra in a northerly direction 
to repair the telegraph line between that post and Khartoum. When a short distance 
from the fort they were attacked by some rebels under Eaki Owde. They at first 
succeeded in resisting, hut eventually some gave way, the square was broken, and 
many were killed, llalf the party managed, however, to hold out until a reinforce¬ 
ment came up Horn Ture Iladra. They then all returned into the fort. 

I hear also that the Bara garrison is in a desperate plight, and will not be able to 
hold out many more days. 

llis Excellency Abdul Kader Pasha, who reached Messclemia on the Till, lias 
telegraphed for another battalion to be sent him. On the 8tli he marched from 
Messclemia, I apprehend in the direction of Scnaar. I am anxiously expecting news 
from him, which I shall at once forward to you. 

What makes these small defeats so terribly disastrous is the encouragement they 
give the people to rise against the Government. It is a melancholy fact that the 
Government is almost universally hated and abhorred. 

It is very evident that the matter will become exceedingly serious should the 
troops continue to exhibit such pusillanimity. 

It will he quite hopeless to expect to cope successfully with the rebellion, and it 
will only remain with the Egyptian Government to make the best terms they can with 
the Maluli.

THE most painful characteristic which strikes a traveller on visiting Egypt is 
the universal use of the “ courbash,” or lash, administered with great severity on the 
most trivial occasions at the caprice of petty officials, clothed with however brief 
authority. The muv Minister of the Interior, Ismail Eyouh Pasha, has signalized his 
entry into office by peremptorily forbidding the application of this instrument of 
personal chastisement. I cannot but regard such an act as significant of the introduc¬ 
tion of a more humane and civilized spirit into the civil administration ol the 
country. 

I inclose a copy of the Ciicular in which the orders of the Minister are conveyed 
to the provincial authorities. In it these persons are given to understand that any 
breach of his Excellency's instructions will he visited, with the full severity ot the 
law.

Sir, Khartoum, January 12, 1883. 

SINCE my last despatch I have but little to communicate. 

Abdul Kacler with the 2nd battalion, 1st Regiment, is still about some six to eight 
hours from Messelemiali. 

The 3rd battalion, 1st Regiment, left on the afternoon of the 10th, in twelve sailing 
boats. Should the wind continue favourable, and the boats escape the mud-banks, 
this battalion will probably reach Scnaar about the 18th. 

llis Excellency Abdul Kader has, I hear, telegraphed to the Khedive, complaining 
of the very demoralized state of the troops. Ilis halt at About may be due to this 
cause. 

The report that Bara has surrendered has so far not been confirmed. 

There is no news of the enemy. 

Should matters not soon mend in the districts of Scnaar and Baukotscli (south of 
Senaar, on tlie Blue Nile), a great rise in the price of “ dura ” (a species of millet and 
the common food of the country) may be anticipated. These districts, but particu¬ 
larly the last, being the granaries of the Soudan. I hear that in the Government 
stores there arc only 500 ardebs (ardeb — 288 lbs.) of “ dura.” 

As yet the price of “dura” is not exorbitant, but it will soon be so should the 
rebellion in those districts not be quelled. 

With reference to the religious side of the question, there is a town report that 
the Malidi has declared the Koran to require revision and that four daily prayers are 
quite sufficient. 

This report requires confirmation. 

no has also added to the “kalima,” or creed, the words “ That Molmmed Ahmet is 
the true Malidi.” The “ kalima ” thus amended is carried on all the rebel banners. 

It is also said that the Malidi hardly ever shows himself in public, that he 
enshrouds himself and his surroundings in mystery, and thereby greatly increases his 
influence over his followers. 

To those who question his mission and ask for miracles, lie replies by pointing out 
his great success. 

There are now in camp here at Um Durman two and a-lialf battalions of the 
2nd Regiment, or 1,991 rank and file. There are, besides, 188 artillerymen with nine 
mountain-guns and nine rockets. 

One mountain-gun and rocket have accompanied the troops to Messelemiali.

Sir, Khartoum, January 1G, 1883. 

1 HAVE the honour to inform you that on the 13tli I forwarded you the 
following telegram :— 

“ Abdul Kader, with one battalion and some irregulars, is halted at about eight 
hours from Messelemiali. Another batallion has left here for Senaar. I am in great 
hopes that Abdul Kader will succeed in doing something. News just in that the rebels 
have defeated 500 soldiers near liana, on tin* White Nile. Egyptian loss, 112. Egyptian 
troops very demoralized.” 

With reference to this defeat, it would appear that a few days ago the command¬ 
ing officer at liana ordered 117 “shaglii,” or irregular troops, and 413 regulars, to escort 
some workmen, who were being sent to repair the telegraph line between liana and 
Senaar. This column, when some hours from Rana and between the villages of Om 
Senata and Om Maadak, was attacked by the rebels. The first attack was repulsed, 
but the second succeeded in breaking the square. The Egyptians lost 112 killed, and 
the rebels, it is said, some 2,000. 1 very much question the correctness of those 

numbers. 

On the 12th, or the same day on which the above intelligence reached us, news 
also came that Duem had been attacked, but that the rebels had been repulsed. Also 
that a small party of rebels had attacked the village of Karazi, on the right bank of the 
White Nile, below Duem, and, distant one and a-lialf or two days from Khartoum. 
The garrison of fifty men had, however, with the assistance of the villagers, repulsed 
the attack. 

It is satisfactory to find that in this case the inhabitants took the Government 
side. Needless to say, urgent call was made for reinforcement. 

On the 13th, M. Messcdaglia, who had volunteered to accompany Abdul Kader 
to About, arrived in Kartoum. and reported as follows. 

On tbc 2nd January Abdul Kader left Khartoum, by steamer, for Messelemiali. 
On the afternoon of the 3rd, the village of Messced was reached, distant some twelve 
and a-lialf hours from Khartoum. The progress of the steamer was greatly impeded 
by sand banks. 

At Messced the chief Notables and the numerous Eakis (spiritual guides) of the 
district came to see his Excellency. After the usual salaams were over, the Pasha 
said that he expected to see them use their great influence to keep the people quiet; 
that he blamed them and their fellows for the present condition of affairs, and that he 
would hold them responsible for the future good behaviour of the people. 

With reference to these Eakis, I am told it was quite striking the abject servility 
with which the people came to kiss their hands, and that it was quite evident uho 
were the real masters of the country. (N.B.— Lt is doubtful how far this servility is 
due to actual fear or superstition; perhaps to a mixture of both.) 

On the 4th Beshagra was reached. This is a village halfway between Khartoum 
and Messelemiah. There the steamer stuck on a sand hank, and was only got off the 
following morning by the united efforts of all the inhabitants. 

On the 5th Wad Raha was reached. This is a village on the eastern bank of the 
Blue Nile. Here there was the usual interview uitli Eakis and Sheikhs. 

On the 0th, early in the forenoon, the steamer reached Rameliii. This village 
and district belongs to the Government, and efforts have been made to encourage the 
planting of indigo and cotton—with some success. A cotton jinning factory was also 
[426] ' T 
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established l>y the Government some years ago, but, like most similar enterprises in 
the East, it is now in ruins. The village and district is now leased to a certain Ali 
Effendi for, it is said, £ E. 20,000 per annum. 

On the evening of the Otli Refaa was reached. In this village there is the 
residence of Wad-cl-Kerim Bey, the Chief of the powerful Chukuriyeh Tribe. As 
usual, the Pasha was very well received; some of the tribesmen exhibited their skill in 
sword and lance exercises. Many of the men of this tribe wear chain armour. Their 
horses arc also similarly protected. 

On the 7th Messclemiah was reached. This town is some G miles west of the 
Blue Nile Here again the Pasha was very well received. 

He immediately proceeded to inspect the battalion, and calling the officers together 
told them he meant to march with as few camels as possible. They protested and 
made all kinds of difficulties, but it was finally decided that each company should be 
supplied with four camels. 

(X.B.—To illustrate the friendly disposition of the people, it was reported that 
they had, of their own accord, entertained the battalion during the few days it had 
been there.) 

On the Stli the battalion, with some irregular troops under Saliha Bey and some 
Chukuriyeh horsemen, left for About. The order of march was in company column, 
with scouts on both flanks, and advance and rear guards. The country was a treeless, 
well cultivated, and open plain, with many villages and plenty of water. The crops 
were mostly “ dura ” (kind of millet) and cotton. There were also many large herds of 
cattle and sheep. The inhabitants were all very friendly, and freely supplied the troops 
with water and even bread. At S r.M. a halt was made at Poulla (pond) el-Sungaa. 

The troops bivouacked at the Poulla, being protected by a bank which had on a 
previous occasion been thrown up round the pond. 

Ten men per company were employed to patrol during the night some 500 yards 
from the camp. 

On the 0th, the march again began at 7 a.m. Order of march as on pre¬ 
ceding day. 

Some 2 miles from the bivouac the village of Effena was passed. This was the 
last inhabited village met with on the road. Although many more villages were sub¬ 
sequently passed, they were all deserted, the inhabitants having gone oil* willingly or 
unwillingly to the rebels, leaving their crops standing and ready for harvesting. 

At 1.30 r.M. the village of About was reached. Here there is a small military 
station. The garrison consisted of 125 men under Melek Hussein, 30 men under 
Otliman A glia j and 200 men under Osman Agha. They were encamped in a Zeriba 
(thorny edge inelosiire) with trench, near the well. This garrison, when attacked on 
the 20th December, was considerably weaker, and only consisted of the men under 
Melek Hussein and Otliman Agha. The 200 men of Osman Agha arrived after the 
attack had been repulsed. 

The physical appearance of the garrison was not in their favour. Many of the 
men were old and infirm, while others were quite young boys. All wore miserably 
armed. That they can have succeeded in repulsing the attack shows that their enemy 
was not very formidable. 

Twelve* dead rebels were found near the well. Amongst them was the headless body 
of the Nur, the Local Agent of Abdel Bhagi, who in turn is the Agent of the 
Mekashfi. 

(N.B.—Abdel Bhagi, it appears, had been in prison at Senaar, but had been let out 
by the Governor, l’sathy Bey, on his taking an oatli on the Koran of remaining 
faithful to the Government.) 

On the arrival of the troops at About, but two inhabitants were found in the 
village, all the others deserting their homes and crops, having followed or been forced 
to follow Abdel Bhagi; written pardons were at once sent out in various directions, 
and before the evening fifty of the inhabitants had already returned. 

Two new Zcrribas w'ere at once constructed : one for the regulars and the other ior 
the irregulars, under Saliha Bey. Reconnaissances were pushed in every direction, 
but especially along the roads leading to liana, via Waliail, and to Manasra, south of 
Sybel. 

It was soon discovered that the rebels had scattered, a certain number returning 
home, while the more determined bad retreated into the lladjaj district, near Senaar, 
where they would rejoin tin* Mnkashti. 

Eoreseeing now that the quelling of the rebellion in the Jeziret district would bo 
a more arduous task than lie had anticipated, and that it was of the first importuned 
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that it should be suppressed as quickly as possible, to prevent the rising extending still 
further cast, the Pasha determined to call up the Sliawcoul battalion from the White 
Nile, and to order another battalion from Khartoum to Senaar. Orders to this effect 
were at once sent out, and to facilitate his junction with the Sliawcoul battalion, he 
marched himself on Waliad, a day’s march from Sliawcoul. 

On the 15th, the junction between these turn battalions wus to have taken place. 
It was then the Dasha’s intention to march on Senaar, and in conjunction with the 
Khartoum battalion, surround the Makashii, or at any rate inflict a heavy blow on him. 
Should this operation succeed the three battalions were then to march on liana, and 
thence either to continue their march on Obeid, or else rejoin the main expedition 
according to circumstances. 

It appears to me evident, from the above account, that many of these so-called 
rebels are only rebels on compulsion ; also that it was full time to take the offensive if 
the Pasha intended to prevent the rehellion from spreading. At the same time this 
move of Abdul Kader’s is a critical one, for, should ho meet with any reverse, it will 
probably ho a decisive one, as far as the Egyptian authority in this country is concerned. 
With any other troops than Egyptians I would not doubt liis success, and even with 
them the chances seem greatly in his favour. 

Yesterday a telegram came in from the Mudir at Senaar reporting that the 
rebellion had spread to the eastern bank of the Blue Nile, and that the powerful 
tribe of Refaa-el-Shcrk, extending from Senaar to Eazoglou, was in lull revolt. Also 
that the Sheikh of this tribe, who had remained loyal along with some irregulars under 
Sanjak Ali Ttasheff, w r as besieged by bis own tribesmen. Another report also came in 
that the llassaruye nomads, liiing in the districts along the western banks of the 
White Nile from Rana to Khartoum, bad revolted. To quell this revolt and pacify 
the district a battalion was at once dispatched by steamer to cruize up and down the 
river, and to halt a few days in different stations on it. 1 Low far this news is correct 
it is as yet impossible to say, as the fervid imagination of the people magnifies enormously 
the slightest event. If a village is attacked by a few' men the eye-witnesses are quite 
ready to swear to 20,000; if a slight skirmish occurs in which, perhaps, no one is killed, 
both sides are quite ready to certify to the death of thousands, and indis iduals talk in 
the most bombastic vein of the multitudes each had slain, and of the mighty deeds of 
valour each bad done. 

Whether true or not this report serves the enemy’s purpose in leading the 
Egyptians to scatter their forces, and, perhaps, delay the advance on Obeid. J C true thus, 
it will lead me to suspect that Bara lias fallen ; that the rebels are pushing eastward, 
and forcing the river tribes to join them. I have already, in a previous despatch, 
pointed out bow important if is that Kordofan at least should bold out till relieved. 
Were it to fall it is impossible to say how far the insurrection might spread ; perhaps as 
far north as Dongola. 

Of the 50,000 or 55,000 inhabitants (including 30,000 slaves) of Khartoum, if I 
am to believe what I bear, T must consider the majority as unfriendly to the Government. 
I have been assured that many Government employes, and nearly all the native 
traders, are secret partisans of the Mahdi, in the hopes that be will re-establish the 
Slave Trade. It is questionable how far these statements are justified, but perhaps I 
shall not he far from the truth in saying that the majority will take w hichovor side 
they see is the strongest. 

With reference to despatch No. 2, 1 would beg to correct a mistake I was led into 
making from imperfect information. 

I stated that of the four companies that left Senaar to attack the Makashfi at 
Sibcl eighty had been killed. What really happened was that of the four companies 
all but some eighty surrendered to the rebels alter making little, if any, resistance. I 
apprehend much t ho same has happened in the other combats.

I HAVE the honour to forward, for your Lordship’s information, a letter written 
by the Minister of Justice to the Procureur-General, and published in the Egyptian 
“*Moniteur,” in which his Excellency invites that officer to call the attention of the 
International Tribunals to the terrible condition to which a combination of unfortunate 
circumstances has reduced the fellaheen. 


I have already described, in my despatch No. 47 of this date, the extent to which 
the peasantry of Egypt are burdened with debt. During the recent troubles they were 
subjected to‘great exactions at the hands of the Military party, who requisitioned both 
crops and cattle without mercy. It is not, therefore, unnatural that the Egyptian 
Government should feel considerable solicitude about their people, who stand in danger 
of expropriation at the hands of their creditors. Under the International Civil Code, 
Chapter 0, Section 1, Article 231, the Courts are given a discretion in certain eases to 
grant a delay in the execution of decrees against debtors. It is to this Article that 
the Minister of Justice appeals, though the .1 udges are not bound to pay any attention to 
his representations, His Excellency’s letter has caused some dissatisfaction among 
the lending classes, as they consider it will have a tendency to impress the fellaheen 
with the idea that they need not meet their obligations. The document was issued 
without my knowledge, and although legitimate and commendable in its intention, 
its terms are undoubtedly faulty. It was, moreover, undesirable to publish it. 
Nevertheless, I apprehend that the capitalists have attached to the incident a signi¬ 
ficance it scarcely deserves.

Their names were : Captain Yussuf Abu 
Dia, Hassan Dali, Scyyid Ahmed Fors, and Mohammed Ibn Nijin. 

The first was responsible for all the bloodshed at Tantah, and he permitted, if he 
did not order, two Europeans to be beaten to death in his presence. He was hanged 
close to the railway station where the massacres took place. 

The three last named, who were hanged in the three most public places in the 
town, had murdered two Greeks who had taken refuge in a Moslem house.

SINCE my last despatch of tlic lGtli January nothing of any importance has 
occurred. Ilis Excellency Abdul Kader is still at About with one battalion and a 
number of irregulars. 

He has directed the battalion now on its way to Senaar to disembark at 
Messclemiali and join him at About. 

It is not known whether or not he has formed a junction with the Sliawwal 
battalion, hut apparently he has altered his first plan of marching hut with his own 
and that battalion on Senaar. 

The last news from Senaar was that the rebels under the Makashfi and Abdul 
Bhegi were in the vicinity of that town. 

No news has reached us of the battalion sent from here on the 15th to cruize up 
the White Nile and strengthen the post at Gatina. 

No further news has come in of the rising of the Russa-il-Sheik tribe.

Sir, Khartoum, January 23, 1883. 

SINCE my last despatch, news has come of the proceedings of the 1st battalion 
2nd Regiment, that was sent up the White Nile to pacify the Hassann eh tribe and the 
villages about Katena, a village on the right bank of the river between Abu Kurad 
and Khartoum. 

This battalion left on the 16th in two steamers, and was accompanied by the 
Vekeelof thcMudiriyeh (civil officer) and some Ulemas. These officials were directed 
to enter into communication A\ith the people, and try to induce them to submit 
quickly. The orders given to the battalion Avcrc to disembark a little north of the 
village, and to advance in close order. 

On the 18th the steamers reached the neighbourhood of the village. Here one of 
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tlic steamers ran aground in the middie of the river. The other steamer, on hoard of 
which was the Bimbashi with five companies, pushed up abreast of the village, and at 
once disembarked. The troops at once advanced for a few hundred yards across a 
perfectly level and open ground to the bottom of a slight dip, where they were halted 
by the Bimbashi. Here the Bimbashi, while in the act of forming his men into some 
sort of order, was cut down by an isolated Arab horseman, w ho was of course at once 
shot. A few minutes after the rebels came up, and at once attached. After 
the first momentary surprise the soldiers stood well, and the rebels were repulsed, it is 
said with a loss of 2815 hilled. The Egyptian loss was (i hilled, including the 
Bimbashi. The troops, instead of pushing their advantage, then retired to the steamer, 
and the rebels a slight distance inland. 

The other steamer, with three companies, had in the meanwhile come up, and the 
Vcheel Hudiriyeh ordered the Sagh Kola Aghami to tahe the command of the 
battalion and follow up the success. 

This officer, instead of complying with this order, called a council of war, when 
it was decided that the battalion was not sufficiently strong to advance, and that 
reinforcements of men, artillery, and rochets from Khartoum were necessary. 

Since the 18th the battalion has remained quiescent at Katena. During the day¬ 
time some of the most adventurous of the men land, and at night all retire to the 
steamer. This news reached us yesterday. M. Giegler, the representative of Abdul 
Kader, immediately summoned Hussein Pasha Serri, the senior military officer here, 
and represented the case. This officer, I regret to say, appears somewhat to sympathize 
with the cowardice of the officers of the battalion. 

This expedition affords an admirable illustration of the morale and discipline of 
the ranh and file sent from Egypt. Almost every military fault that it is possible to 
commit appears to have been committed : (1) there is direct disobedience of orders in 
disembavhing at the village; (2) although the ground was quite open, no proper 
formal ion was taken up until the troops had advanced some distance inland; 
(3) no scouts are sent out; (1) a halt is made in a dip from whence the view is 
limited; (3) although five companies have been sufficient to defeat the enemy, the 
officers, demoralized by the death of the Bimbashi, decide that eight arc not sufficient 
to follow up a beaten foe. 

I need hardly point out that, unless some* very stern measures are taken to show 
the officers that to retire is more dangerous than to advance, it will he vain to expect a 
successful ending to the campaign, and the Egyptians had much better at once retire to 
Egvpt, and thus save both money and lives.

IN my despatch of the 23rd ultimo I had the honour to inform you of the very 
important result of the expedition up the White Nile to Karasali (not Katena as I 

On the evening of that day the Kaimakam (Lieutenant-Colonel) of the 2nd 
Regiment called on Giegler Pasha and volunteered his services to command the bat¬ 
talion. lie made it, however, a condition that he should be allowed to take with lam 
a reinforcement of four companies, as otherwise ho said he 'would he throwing a doubt 
on the courage of the battalion officers. After some hesitation this was, and I 

think wrongly, agreed to. , , 

The Kaimakam then, however, stated that ho must also have some camels tor water 
and ammunition to enable him to make a march of one or two hours from the river As 
this nronosal was quite unnecessary it was decided to let the Kaimakam stay at homo 
and to send the Bimbashi of the 2nd battalion 2nd Regiment without any rein- 

f01C( OiVthc 21th a steamer arrived from Karasali bringing nine wounded. I visited 
them in hospital, and found the wounds all of a trifling description. In reply to my 
ouestion one of the men said that when they disembarked they formed a square and. 
advanced. That some distance off they saw a number of horsemen galloping about. 
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That the Bimbashi at once halted the battalion and gave orders to open fire. That 
this went on for some time, when at length four rebels more daring than the others 
galloped up to the square, broke it, and killed the Bimbashi and five men, besides 
wounding fourteen. The battalion then retired, but at what speed he docs not say. 

Another version is that the battalion formed line and advanced. That four rebel 
horsemen dashed up, broke the lino, and caused it to retire in confusion. That in the 
hasty retreat the Bimbashi was shot by one of his own men, and that one rebel on a 
runaway horse pursued the battalion into the river. 

Whichever is the exact story, the affair evidently reflects no great credit on the 
Egyptian army. 

The latest accounts agree that the rebels did not exceed 400 men. 

On the 25th, in reply to a telegram from Hussein Pasha Serri, who in the absence of 
Abdul Kader commands the ti’oops here, and in which he evidently describes the heroic 
conduct of the troops at Karasali, Ilis Highness requests Hussein Serri to express 
his thanks to the battalion, to forward him the names of all the officers and non-com¬ 
missioned officers, and at once to send a reinforcement of one battalion, two guns, and 
one rocket. 

This telegram was af once shown to Geigler Pasha, with the natural result of 
causing an unpleasantness to arise between the two authorities, besides encouraging 
Hussein Pasha to act quite independently. 

I can hardly imagine the Khedive to he correctly informed of what really did 
occur at Karasali, or that he has considered the fatal results that must ensue by his 
telegraphing to his subordinates over the heads of the superiors. To have two 
independent authorities here is to needlessly add to the difficulties of the situation. 

Another very serious consideration is the direct encouragement the superiors are 
giving to the cowardice and inefficiency of the subordinate officers. Instead of finding 
fault, they are actually encouraging the officers to behave badly. 

I have no hesitation in saying that the officers of the battalion, instead of being 
thanked, ought to he severely reprimanded, if not dismissed, and that the officer in 
command should bo tried by court-martial and shot as a coward. 

That a battalion of 800 men, armed with breech-loaders, should require reinforce¬ 
ments to advance against 400 rebels armed with lances is to state what ought to be an 
absurdity. Yet not alone has this occurred, but the battalion is to he thanked for its 
heroism. 

On the 23rd Hussein Pasha Serri, who appears to have suddenly become a 
confidant of the Khedive’s, received a telegram from His Highness ordering him to 
suspend all operations, and to concentrate all the troops at Khartoum, pending the 
arrival of some Colonel from Cairo. This order was communicated to Abdid Kader 
at About. 

I yesterday received a telegram from Abdul Kader reporting this order, and 
saying that he had replied that if he withdrew the troops to Khartoum the rebellion 
would unquestionably extend to the eastern provinces, and that if the expedition did not 
soon leave for Kordol’an that province would he lost, and with it Darfour. lie begged 
me to ask you to use your influence to have the order cancelled. In consequence, I 
forwarded you to-day the following telegram :— 

“Abdul Kader has telegraphed to me from Senaar that the Khedive has ordered 
him to concentrate all the troojis at Khartoum and to await the arrival of some Colonel 
from Cairo. Abdul Kader replied that the eastern provinces were in partial rebellion, 
and that if the troops were withdrawn to Khartoum matters would become very bad. 
Also that if the Kordofan expedition did not leave soon Kordofan would he lost, 
and with it Darfour. Abdul Kader implores you to use your influence to have this 
order cancelled. I quite agree with all Abdul Kader says; the state of affairs is very 
serious, and the Khedive should not interfere.” 

I need hardly point out how r deplorable is this independent action of the Khedive’s. 
Should it continue, we shall not alone have all the authorities here quarrelling with 
each other, hut it will he also quite impossible to carry out any concerted plan. 

The Khedive must intrust some one here with supreme authority (Dictator) and 
then leave him alone. To telegraph Avhat he should do or not do, or to correspond 
with his subordinates over his head, is only to make his position quite untenable, and 
to insure a disastrous termination to the campaign. 

The 1st battalion 3rd Regiment arrived here on the 21th, along with 225 Baslii- 
Bazouks. It is to be regretted these do not bring their horses with them, as they can 
only be used as scouts. Being undrilled, to mix them with regulars in the fighting 
line is to risk a disaster. 
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Of the 2,800 men here, there are 79 in hospital; of these, 28 are fever cases. 

Some 650 available camels are now collected at Khartoum, ancl 400 are expected 
in a few days from Dongola. According to the lowest estimate, 300 camels per 
battalion will be required for the Kordofan expedition. They are accounted for as 
follows : rations 115, water 75, ammunition 52, officers 25, sick, hospital, &c., 33. 

I have just heard that Hussein Pasha Serri has decided to send the battalion 
going to Karasali by order of the Khedive by the steamer instead of sending it by 
the road. By going by steamer it can do no good; marching it by road it might, 
perhaps, have exerted a tranquillizing influence in the country.

the report is true, I am surprised that Abdul Kader has not before now attacked and 
dispersed him. The Egyptians, by their delays and indecision, are playing the game of 
the rebels. 

There is a good deal of tension here between the civil and military authorities 
caused by the action of His Highness. 

It is reported that the Kababysh tribe has joined the Maluli, or rather Eaki 
Manne. As this tribe extends as far north as Dongola, I have pointed out to the 
authorities the necessity of seeing to the safety of that place, and that the rebellion 
should not extend there. This is the more necessary as the telegraph to Cairo passes 
through Dongola, and the garrison is but small.

I nAVE the honour to report that on the 27th ultimo I forwarded a telegram 
that Bara had surrendered on the 5th January, and that Kordofan was still holding 
out, although pressed for food. 

On the same day a steamer from Dana brought a letter from the Eashoda 
Bimbashi reporting that he had assumed charge of the province owing to the death 
from illness of the Moudir; also that some thirty to forty of his negro troops had 
deserted, and that lie apprehended a mutiny among the remainder. 

By the same steamer Saleh Bey, the officer commanding the garrison at Bana, 
wrote complaining of the Egyptian battalion (1st battalion 1st Begiment) there, ne 
stated that he could not get them to do anything in the way of fighting; that all they 
did was to loot and plunder, and that their Bimbashi, who had been relieved of the 
command by Abdul Kader, had forcibly reinstated himself. 

Here also at Khartoum people are beginning to complain of the Baslii-Bazoulcs, 
and I am told their leader, Kliaireddeen, has acknowledged lie has no control whatever 
over them. 

Notwithstanding this bad news, the Khartoum public opinion persists in declaring 
that the general state of affairs is improving. It is said that a merchant lately arrived 
from Obeid brought the following news: (1) that although 1,000 Baslii-Bazouks of 
the Bara garrison had surrendered, the 500 negro regulars had forced their ivay to 
Obeid; (2) that the Obeid garrison had lately attacked the rebels and secured 
1,500 ardebs (ardeb equal to 209-5 lbs.) of doora; (3) that the rebels about Obeid 
were badly off for food; (4) that a second Maluli had appeared in the west with a 
strong following; (5) that Eaki Manne, the conqueror of Bara, had quarrelled with 

the Mahdi. . . 

Although it is impossible to trace these reports to their origin, or to learn flow iar 
any of them are true, still the reports are so persistent, and internecine quarrels so 
tally with what is known of the Arab character, that it is very probable there may 
be a good deal of truth in them. 

His Excellency Abdul Kader is now at Maatuk, near Bana. Ho reports that 
during his march from About on the 27th ho was attacked by a large body of Arabs 
under Wad-el-Leriff. That he defeated them with great loss and took live flags, llis 
own loss, one man killed and live wounded. 

I hear still more precise orders have come from the Khedive to Abdul Katlcr, 
desiring him to suspend all operations, and remain at Maatuk pending the arrival of 
some Staff officer from Cairo. 

I still think this order a very injudicious one. Possibly the Kordotan expedition, 
owing to the camel difficulty, may not be able to start, if, indeed, it evei doc-., till long 
afterthe arrival of the Colonel; but to order all operations between the White and < 

Blue Niles to remain at a standstill is only to give encouragement to the disaffected in 
the eastern provinces, and imperil the line of the \\ liite Nile. 

It appears to mo that, as long as the Egyptians remain masters of that line, that 
their position is a tolerably strong one, and that even supposing Obeid were to fall, that 
they can always look forward to eventually returning there whenever the inevitable 
dissensions among the Arabs begin. 

It is reported that the Mekaslifi is near Senaar with a strong body ot rebels. It

Extract from the “ Novoe Vremya ” of February - 3 9 y, 1883. 

THE correspondent of the “ Novoe Vremya,” writing from Cairo under date of the 
24th January, 1883, makes the following remarks :— 
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“ The more familiar I grow with Egyptian life and with the people, the more I 
become convinced that the nation has no historical future in store. Undoubtedly, the 
people deserve sympathy, but it must be admitted that they possess but little vitality 
and powers of resistance. 

“ Among the masses there exists hardly any idea of the Egyptian nation and its 
interests, there being nothing to connect them with it. The majority of Mussulmans 
are united together by religious ties, but in Egypt the religious question docs not 
possess the same significance as in other countries. I will go further, and say that the 
Egyptians are far from being fanatics, and it required great exertion to incite them 
against the Christians, as was done last summer. Arabi Pasha s revolt was supported 
in a great degree not by fanaticism, but by purely economical reasons. The fellahs 
imagined that, after having driven the Christians out of the country, they "would be 
released from all obligations towards the latter, and the land held by Europeans would 
be divided among the native population. It was only natural that these mercenary 
considerations could not raise the spirit of the people, and other reasons played only a 
secondary part. It is only in this way that the easy conquest of the country can be 

explained. ^ am | lovc of liberty is also observed in the wealthy classes. 

I am personally acquainted with many Egyptians whose position and connections 
could render them serious and useful factors in the country, but the. first . slight 
obstacle overcomes them, and they prefer to enjoy the pleasures of life, giving no 
thought to higher interests, and are ready to serve as tools in the hands of clever 

foreigners.” . . _ . 

With reference to the decease of M. Lex, the Russian Diplomatic and Consular 

Agent in Egypt, the correspondent remarks:— 

“ It is necessary that Russia should be represented in Egypt by a man of energy 
and activity, and that he should be able to assume a prominent position. The 
fallalieen re*ly upon us. and we might possess a powerful influence here, which might 
in good time be utilized. Everything will depend on our Representative.” ....

Sir, Khartoum, February 2, 1883. 

I nAVE the honour to inform you that on the afternoon of the 29th Youssouf 
Effendi, a French Algerian and an officer attached to the troops here, and who had 
been sent by Hussein Pasha Scrri along with the Bimbashi to Karasah, returned with 
the following report:— 

That the Bimbashi reached Karasah on the afternoon of the 26th, and at once 
issued orders to the battalion to march at 3 a.m. on the 27th against the rebel village 
distant some two and a-half hours from the river. He meant to attack the village at 
daybreak and take the rebels by surprise. As, however, all the officers remonstrated 
against this order, saying they would certainly be killed if they marched by night 
through an unknown country, the order was cancelled, and it was decided that the 
27th should be employed in route marching. 

On the 27th the battalion accordingly made a march of some two hours up the 
river. During this march a few rebel horsemen rode up close to the troops. They 
were fired at, and three were killed. That night orders were again given that the 
battalion should start at 3 a.m. and march against the village. The troops were also 
ordered to bivouac on the river bank, and not in the steamers, as had been their 
custom. 

Again the officers remonstrated, and the Sagli Kola Aghami openly stated that 
not a man of the battalion would ever return. Finding that their remonstrances were 
not listened to, the Sagli Kola Aghami, two Captains, and two Lieutenants proceeded 
to report themselves sick. 

At 3’30 a.m. on the 28th the battalion marched off. They wore formed in square, 
with scouts, advanced guards, &c. At daybreak they found themselves about 800 
yards from the village, from which they were separated by a very long narrow strip of 
low forest. 

Some two companies were at once ordered into the forest to reconnoitre the path 
leading to the village, but the officers refused to advance, saying they would be 
killed. 

During the delay and discussion that followed, some soldiers, disobeying orders, 
fired at some cattle that were graziug. This gave the alarm, and in a few minutes 
some nine or ten rebel horsemen appeared at the edge of the wood. These men, by 
[126J 2 A 
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galloping about and waving their swords, engaged the attention of the soldiers 
while the remainder of the Arabs were removing their cattle and women from the 
village. 

When this was accomplished, the rebel foot also advanced into the wood, and the 
soldiers then began to fall back. The rebels, who did not exceed 350, followed them 
till within half-an-hour of the steamer, but generally keeping out of rifle range. It 
is estimated that some thirty rebels were killed and wounded. They bad no firearms 
of any kind. 

Youssouf Effendi, on his return here, stated that ho never saw a more disgraceful 
affair, and that the officers ought to have been shot as cowards. On the other hand, I 
hear that Hussein Pasha Serri is going to ask to have the officers decorated. Youssouf 
Effendi states that both officers and men are persuaded that they have been sent to the 
Soudan to be killed. 

A few hours after the return of the troops the 2nd battalion with the Ka'imakam 
arrived at Karasah. This battalion had been sent by order of the Khedive. 

Whether this force of two battalions, two guns, and ono rocket, with the Kaimakam, 
have yet dared to attack the 350 rebels is not known. 

Youssouf Effendi also informs me that, in the first affair at Karasah, the rebels 
were more numerous, and commanded by Wad-el-Kcriff. He states that three 
companies first disembarked, lined a low sand-dyke parallel to and 500 yards from the 
river, and opened a brisk fire on the rebels, who were some 2,000 yards off. 

These latter advanced to the attack, but the severity of the fire soon forced them 
to incline away to the right and left. Some three or four horsemen of the right-hand 
party succeeded in penetrating between the dyke and the river, and fell upon two 
companies who were not formed up. The result was a terrific panic, and the flight of 
the Egyptians into the river. In the confusion the Bimbashi was killed, some say by 
the Egyptians, others by the rebels. 

Yesterday a messenger arrived who states that lie had left Bara on the 9tli. He 
denies that the garrison had surrendered, stating that all that had occurred was that 
the commanding officer, finding that food was running short, and that the irregulars 
were becoming troublesome, had disarmed them and turned them out. 

With such conflicting evidence it is difficult to know what the exact facts of the 
case are. It is, however, evident that in any case the affairs at Bara are not 
prospering. 

The following is the distribution of the troops now in the Soudan:— 

With Abdul Kader, at Maatuk, 2nd and 3rd battalions of 1st Regiment, and a 
number of irregulars. 

At Rana, 1st battalion 1st Regiment, and COO negro regulars (recruits). Also 
98 cuirassiers (dismounted), and some 100 artillerymen. 

At Senaar, some GOO negro regulars and a considerable number of irregulars. 

Between Berber and Khartoum, 3rd battalion 3rd Regiment, and 1st and 
2nd battalions 4tli Regiment. 

Between Souakin and Berber, 3rd battalion 4th Regiment. 

Health of the troops here at Khartoum continues very good. There arc only 
thirty-three men in hospital.

IILAYE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 32 of the 15th instant, forwarding a copy of a correspondent’s letter in the 
“ Morning Post ” of the 31st January respecting recruitment in Egypt, which had 
been brought to your Lordship’s attention by the Rev. W. W. Male!. 

It is not surprising that the peasantry should dread being recruited for the army 
and should resist it to the best, of their ability, when the system hitherto in force is 
taken into consideration. The laws and regulations regarding recruitment have been 
always ignored; the men were taken without regard to the exemption clauses, and 
once taken rarely returned to their families. They were for the most part as 


completely passed into slavery as the slave who Avas sold by slave-dealers. This state 
of affairs will now be changed : men will be brought into the ranks for a fixed period, 
and will return to their homes at the conclusion of their service. Sir Evelyn Wood 
has lost no time in turning his attention to this branch of military organization, and 
has already come to an arrangement by which officers upon whom he can rely will 
superintend the recruiting, and watch over the strict observation of the rules which 
regulate it. 

The reduction of the army from 18,000 men to 0,000 in itself produces a great 
alleviation of the burden which the peasantry had previously to bear, and is one of 
the most important benefits gained by the overthrow of the military despotism, which 
if it had been allowed to continue would soon have spread want and misery from one 
end of Egypt to the other. The wholesale seizure of men in the provinces, when the 
country was groaning under the cruel military rule of Arabi, is amply sufficient to 
account for the dismay with which the peasantry regard the arrival of the recruiting 
officer, and this will unfortunately continue until they learn by experience, which can 
come but slowly, that the future of the recruit is governed by fair laws strictly 
observed.

Sir, Cairo, February 22, 1883. 

IN forwarding the accompanying Report from Major Brereton, the Royal Irish 
Regiment, I would beg to draw attention to the great progress which has been made 
by the Commissions at Alexandria and Tantali since British officers were appointed to 
watch the proceedings. 

On the 2nd January, when Major Brereton first visited the Commission, it had 
after three months’ work finally disposed of only 53 cases out of 312 ; whilst during 
the six weeks of Major Brcrcton’s attendance 61 cases were finally disposed of, and. 
others were much advanced. 

At Tantali the results have been even more marked, for only 57 men now remain in 
prison out of 210 who were awaiting trial when Major MacDonald, Highland Light 
Infantry, first attended the Commission on tho 1st January last. In addition to these, 
the examination of the Bedouins implicated in the murder of Professor Palmer, 
Captain Gill, and Lieutenant Charrington was conducted at Tantali. 

Majors Brereton and MacDonald have frequently visited the prisons and materially 
alleviated the misery of the prisoners,.especially by securing to them a daily ration of 
food and proper treatment by the prison warders. * 

I think the two officers named above deserve great credit for the manner in which 
they have carried out tho duties entrusted to them; and they have been ably assisted 
by Mr. Assistant Cameron and Mr. McCullough, of tho Egyptian Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment, who have acted as interpreters. 

I may add that carefully tabulated lists of tho prisoners, their crimes, and their 
punishments are being prepared by Mr. Cameron and Mr. McCullough, and will bo 
forwarded on the termination of the trials.

First Sitting.—February 5, 1883. 

1. Said Mohamed-es-Soudani. 

Charge —Riot and murder. Four witnesses. None saw the prisoner commit the 
act. The shot Avas fired from a crowd of about sixty persons. _ 

(The members of the Commission are in favour of dismissing this case, hut the 
Vice-President refuses the responsibility of action in the absence of the President. I 
pointed out that, as acting for the President he had full powers, and that it was useless 
to sit without the President if no decisions could be arrived at.) 

Decision postponed. 

2. Abdulla Yorna, ex-Soldier. 

Charge. —Massacre and pillage. Prisoner Avas arrested at Tantali. A deposition 
is read from Shcikli-el-Bclcd that prisoner had boasted in the market-place of his 
village that he had taken part in the massacres at Alexandria on the lltli June and 
12th°July, and in the Tantah massacres of the 14th July. Articles of pillage were 
found in prisoner’s possession. 

Decision. —Postponed for the attendance of Slieikh-cl-Beled. 

3. Hussanein Harb. 

Charge. —Violence on the 12th July. 

First \\ itness, Moreus Baffael, states that prisoner entered liis house, threatened 
violence, and attempted to drag him into the street. The prisoner is the propiiotor of 
the house in Avhich the Avitncss lodges. 

Second a\ itness, Siderous Efiendi Abdel Messiah, states that a misunderstanding 
arose between the prisoner and Moreus Baffael about a lock on the house door. 
Prisoner Avas angry with Baffael. 

Decision. —Postponed for more cvidenco. ... 

(This appeared a mere dispute between landlord and tenant, which, if it occurred 
at any other time, Avould have been made nothing of. The ease ought to have been 
dismissed.) 

4. Marzook Ramadan. 

Charge. —Biot on the lltli June. 

First Avitncss, Gaspar Navcllo (Italian), states lie saw prisoner with a stick, assisted 
by a mob, belabouring a European coA'ercd with blood. lie and his companions were 
looking from the door of a shop, Avliicli Avasj partly closed. Saw the European driven 
along the street, but does not knoiv Avliat became of him. Witness identifies

Third Avitness, Martino Gabriello (Italian), corroborates first Avitncss, and identifies 
prisoner. 

Fourth witness, Carmeno Bocca (Italian), corroborates first witness, and identifies 
prisoner. 

The prisoner, Marzook Bamadan, denies charge. States ho had a dispute Avith 
fourth Avitncss when he was a fish vendor; that he was at home with sore eyes on the 
lltli June, and names four Avitnesses A\ho can testify to it.

Prisons in Alexandria. 

Zaptieh .—Visited on the Gth February. 100 prisoners—an increase of 3 since 
last visited. A number of prisoners about to be passed into exile have arrived from 
Cairo. No complaints except as to long detention. 

Burg .—1 isited on the Gth February. 83 prisoners—an increase of II since last 
visited. No complaints, except as to long detention and Avant of clothing amongst the 
poorer prisoners. 

Summary. 

An increase of 14 prisoners, owing to arrivals from Cairo. No improA'cment in 
the state of the prisons. 

Recapitulation. 

During the six Aveeks of my visits to the prisons the number of inmates has fallen 
from 317 to about 200. A number of these are common prisoners, who are frequently 
detained for several months before being tried by the ordinary Tribunals. 

I regret I cannot report haA'ing attained any benefit for the remaining prisoners 
except a more general and regular issue of the prison bread, and a slight attention to 
cleanliness. It, Avould be difficult to do more than this Avithout entering upon the 
general question of prison reform, Avliicli lay outside my duty. 

I haA'c I rom time to time brought A’arious cases of long detention to the notice of 
the Prefet, but he can only send up the names to the Tribunals, and aAvait their 
action. 

The Prefet has lullv met my vicivs in recommending certain prisoners to be 
released on bail.

While agreeing Avith M. do Lcsseps that many of the statements referred to avcvo 
unfounded in fact or were unfair to the Company, avc took the opportunity thus 
a Horded of again urging upon him to consider the propriety of introducing a certain 
number of Englishmen into the working stall on the Canal, especially in the higher 
posts. 

We pointed out the advantages of such a measure, both as tending to facilitate the 
passage of English ships through the Canal, and also ns a matter of policy, by 
indicating a desire to conciliate public opinion in this country.

Also the 
estimated and actual revenue of various provinces of the Soudan from Septcmbei 
18G9 to January 1879, &c. 

I would also wish to express my thanks to the officials here and to M. Messadaglia 
for the great assistance they have given me in drawing up these papers.

IT is said that between the first and second century after the Mahommedan era 
the Arabs of the tribe of Beni Oinr, being hard pressed b t \ the Beui Abbas tribe, 
began to emigrate from Arabia in small numbers to the opposite shores ol the lied 
Sea, and to settle in the districts about Senaar, on the Blue Nile*. Whether the Beni 
Omr led the van of the great Arab invasion it is impossible to say, nor is it known 
whether all the tribes chose tin' Bed Sea road. Some authorities appear to think that 
several came into the Soudan from Eg\pt and Morocco. 
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"Be this as it may, the fact remains that the Beni Omr settled gradually in the 
districts round Senaar, the inhabitants of which were negroes belonging to the tribes 
of Bung, llamagli, &c. 

The Beni Omr, becoming gradually stronger, by degrees succeeded in becoming the 
masters of the whole of the Senaar districts, and converted the negroes to Islamism. 

By degrees the distinction between Arab and negro diminished, and in 1493 the 
name of Beni Omr is no longer heard of, and the old tribal names of Bung, llamagli, 
and others reappear. 

In that year Amara Dunkus, the Sheikh of a sub-section of the Fung, either 
through the fortune of war or his superior capacity, succeeded in getting himself 
declared King of the whole Fung tribes, lie then allied himself with Abdulla 
Gemaa-el-Kerinani, the powerful Chief of the Kcri district (east of the Blue Nile), 
and conquered all the country on both sides of the river between Fazoglou and 
Khartoum. ° 

These districts were inhabited by negroes belonging to the Nuba (Nubian) tribes, 
some of whom, after the conquest, remained in the country, while others emigrated 
into the mountains of Fazoglou and lvordofan. Those w’ho remained embraced 
Islamism, intermarried with their conquerors, and, losing their language and 
nationality, wore soon lost in the tribes knoAvn collectively under the name of 
Fung. 

Of these tribes, some settled in towns, while others retained their nomad habits, 
such as the (1) Khamir, (2) Rebia, (3) Kakhtan, (4) Kenana, (5) Kawaklah, 
(0) Gchcena, (7) Jicui Slickr, (<S) Beni Zibari, (9) Beni Abbas. Prom this last have 
descended the (1) Kababish, (2) Fcrara, (3) Beni Selim, (i) Ahamdeh. The latter 
two tribes are Baggara, or owners of cattle and horses. 

All those tribes are now to be found along both banks of the White Nile. 

In 1323 Amara Dimkas ivas succeeded by his son Abdul Kader. 

In 1539 Abdul Kader was succeeded by his son Nule. 

In 1515 Nule was succeeded by bis son Amara. 

Amara Avas surnamed Abu Sakakin; during his reign Sheikh Abdulla Gcm&a 
leaving the Province of Kcri to his son. 

In 1553 Amara died. Betw'ccn that date and 1596, four Kings, all of the family 
of Dunkas, succeeded each other. 

In 1396, in the reign of Adlan, Sheikh Aglieeb, a descendant of Gcmaa and 
Governor of Kcri, rebelled. Adlan defeated him near Alati. His children lied to 
Dongola, where Adlau senl Sheikh Idris to otter them a free pardon and invite them 
to Senaar. They came, and Adlau invested the eldest with the Government 
of Kcri. 

This emissary of Adlau’s, Sheikh Idris, was celebrated for his ability. lie is also 
said to have lived to the great age of 117. During this reign many learned men came 
from Cairo and Bagdad. 

In 1603 Adlau w as succeeded by his son Baadi. 

In 1606 Baadi ivas succeeded by his son Ruhat. 

In 1633 Ruhat ivas succeeded by his son Badi-Abu-Daku (Father of the 
Beard). 

This King attacked the Shullook negroes and took a large number of slaves. 
The Shullook inhabited the country on both sides of the White Nile south of Kana. 
Thence he invaded the mountain of Tagalle and destroyed lvordofan, Avhere he again 
took a large number of slaves. On his return to Senaar ho built a number of villages 
in that district for his prisoners. 

The prisoners named these villages after those they had left, hence the number of 
villages noAV near Senaar Avith names similar to those in the Jehel Nuba, Tagalle, and 
other districts about lvordofan. 

In time these slaves supplied the Kings of Fung Avith recruits for their 
armies. 

Besides his Avarlike enterprise, Baadi built the mosque now at Senaar, and 
furnished it A\ith copper Avindow -bars. 

In 1671 he died, and was succeeded by his son Ansu. During this reign there 
Avas a great famine and an outbreak of small-pox. 

In 1683 Ansu Avas succeeded by his son Baadi-el-Akhmar. In this reign a 
number of the Fung tribes and the people of lveri, under their I’rince, rebelled, but 
they were defeated Avith great slaughter, and the Prince of Kcri was killed. Sheikh 
Hamid-Welid-el-Terabi, a celebrated Sheikh, lived during this reign. His tomb is 
now' at Senaar. 
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In 1710 Baadi was succeeded by liis son Ansu II. This Monarch caused such 
great dissatisfaction by liis extravagance and debauchery that the Southern Fungs 
revolted, deposed the King, and placed a noble called Noor on the throne. This 
happened in 1711. 

In 1719 Noor was succeeded by bis son Baadi Abu Shellook. In this reign the 
Abyssinian King Kcdem Yassoo invaded the Scnaar with a large army, lie was, how¬ 
ever, defeated with great slaughter by Sheikh Emin, near the village of Tekiyah, on 
the Hindu Biver. It is said that the reason for this invasion was that some presents 
sent by the King of France to Abyssinia had been seized by King Baadi. 

After this great victory the renown of Scnaar spread in all directions, and 
eventually even reached to Constantinople. Crowds of learned and celebrated men 
flocked into the country from Arabia, Egypt, and India. Notwithstanding this, in 
175S Baadi, owing to his bad administration, was deposed and exiled. lie was 
succeeded by his son Nasser. 

1758. Under this reign the Ilamag or Hamagli tribe became very powerful, 
and tbe Fung lost a great deal of their influence and prestige. In 1705 Nasser was 
killed by a rebellious vassal, and was succeeded by his son Ismael. 

In 1771 Ismael was deposed, exiled to Souakin, and succeeded by his son Adlan. 
During this reign many intertribal wars went on both in Scnaar and lvordofan, and 
the power and influence of the Ilamagh grew so great that they eventually became 
the masters of the King. 

In 1780 Adlan was deposed by the Ilamagh, and the Kingdom of the Fung 
totally disappears, and anarchy prevails throughout the country, and the Kings 
succeed each other in such rapid succession that in the year 1788 four Kings 
successively reigned. During the succeeding thirty-three years of anarchy the 
Ilamagh continued supreme, and under Sheikh Nassir they devastated the northern 
and eastern part of the Soudan with fire and sword. 

In 1819 Mehcmet Ali, hearing of the anarchy prevailing in the Soudan, and 
wishing to introduce the benefits of a regular government, ot civilization, and at the 
same time to occupy bis troops, oidered his son Ismael, with a numerous army ot 
regulars and irregulars, with many learned men and artizans, to ima le the country. 

3 Ismael reached Khartoum without meeting with any resismnee, and thence 
marched on to Scnaar. There he was joined by his brother, Ibrahim Pasha, and they 
together advanced to Fazoglou. Shortly after Ibrahim returned to Egypt, and the 
report spread that Ibrahim had been killed in the Fazoglou Mountains. The Arab 
nomads immediately rose, but Ismael returned, defeated the rebels, and appointed now 
Sheikhs, lie then went on to Shindi, on the Nile. The Meg (Ruler) Nemr (Tiger) 
of that place, wishing to be revenged of all the cruelties and barbarities Ismail had 
been guilty of, invited him and his followers to a great banquet at Shindi. During 
the banquet, and while the guests were all more or less intoxicated, the house was set 
on lire, and Ismael and all his followers perished. 

When the news of this catastrophe reached lvordofan, Achmet Bey, the Dcfterdar, 
Avho had wrested that province from the Darfour Sultan, put himself at the head of a 
largo army and marched on Shindi. When lie reached Motoma, opposite Shindi, the 
inhabitants sent to ask for pardon. This was granted. One of the people, however, 
happening to throw a lance at the Dcfterdar, the pardon was at once rescinded, and a 
general massacre took place*. The Meg-el-Nemr, however, escaped, having tied towards 
Abyssinia. 

After this the Dcfterdar marched to Zezir Atuti, opposite Khartoum, where lie 
again defeated the rebels with great slaughter. ILe then marched to Med Medeni, 
near Messelemia, and then returned to lvordofan. 

It is said that when lvordofan was conquered it was found that the Governor ol 
the province had the title of Makhdum, which is a title only given to Palace eunuchs. 
It would appear that it was the custom of the Darfour Sultans to send eunuchs to 
govern provinces and districts. 

In 1822 Osman Bey Avas named Governor of the Soudan, ami the Defteraar, 
Aelnnet Bey, returned to Egypt. This was a year of rehellions and I amines. 

in 1821 Mokhoo Bey was appointed Governor. 

In 182(3 Klmrshid Pallia became Governor. He is renowned for his rectitude and 
honesty, lie led some expeditions up the White Nile against the Diukc negro tribe, 
opposite Eashoda, and also into the mountains of Tagalle. In 1831 he went to Egypt 
fora few mouths. Towards tlm end of that year he went to tin* Abyssinian I rentier to 
repel the attack of tbe Aby.-sinians, who were coming to tbe assistance of the Scnaar 
rebels. The Abyssiniuns A\ere defeated, and Adlan, their leader, A\as taken and 
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impaled. During this year cholera and other diseases ravaged the country. In 1830 
tbe Abyssinian*; after attacking the Gallabat provinces, retreated into their mountains. 

Klmrshid Pasha Avas the first Governor Avho taught the people of Khartoum to 
build Avitli bricks, and to ghe up their lmts made of skins and reeds. In 1837 he Avas 
recalled to Egypt, and Avas succeeded by Achmet Pasha Abu Udan (Father of large 
cars). During this Governor’s reign Mehcmet Ali came to visit the Soudan, and 
went as far as Fazoglou, where be remained till the end of 1837 exploring the goldfields. 
In 183S Aelnnet Pasha Avont to Shindi to seize tbe Mek-el-Ncmr, avIio bad returned. 
The Mek, Iioavcyci*,* again not only succeeded in effecting bis escape, but also killed 
one of the Pasha’s lieutenants. 

In 1811 a rebellion broke out at Kassala, Avhieli Avas quelled. The Soudan Avas 
divided into seven Moudiriehs: (1) Fazoglou, (2) Scnaar, (3) Khartoum, (I ) Taka, 
(5) Berber, (C) Dongola, (7) lvordofan. 

In 1812 Aelnnet Pasha Menikli Avas appointed GoA'ernor-General. Soon after bis 
arrival, owing to the bad administration and ineptitude of the officials, another rebel¬ 
lion broke out at Kassala. The Pasha Avent there, beat the rebels, and, bringing back 
many prisoners to Khartoum, beheaded them. 

In 1845 be Avas succeeded by Klialed Pasha. This Governor spent most of bis 
time travelling about tbe country. 

In 1819 Abdel Latif Pasha became Governor-General, lie spent bis time in 
rectifying thcAvrongs committed by bis predecessors, opened schools, and built tbe 
Government Palace. 

In 1S50 be Avas succeeded by Bustcm Pasha. He organized a Tribunal at 
Khartoum, and brought Judges and Councillors from Cairo. He died in 1851, and 
was succeeded by Selim Pallia, Avho left Egypt much against his Avill. 

In 1853 Ali Pasha Scrri became Governor-General. 

Tn 185 L Ali Pasha Tcherkess Avas appointed Governor-General. Shortly after, 
Abdul Khalim Pasha, son of Mehcmet Ali, visited the Soudan, and remained till 
the cholera broke out. In 1850 Mohammed Said Pasha, the Viceroy, also visited the 
Soudan. This Viceroy, after due consideration, bad almost decided to abandon the 
country, and Avas only restrained from doing so by the Sheikhs anil Notables pointing 
out the inevitable anarchy that, Avould result from such a measure, lie ordered many 
reforms, such as (1) forbidding the collection of taxes by soldiers, and directing that 
they should be removed from the districts; (2) that the villages should in future pay 
the taxes through their Sheikhs; (3) diminution of all the taxes on irrigation; (Id that 
the imposts should only be collected after the harvest; (5) that an Assembly of 
Notables should be invoked every year to inquire into the state of the country, &c. 

In 185(3 Arakel, surnamed “ the Franzaw i,” became Governor-General, lie is 
distinguished for bis justice and administrative capacity. 

In 1853 Ilassan Bey A\as named Governor-General. 

In 18(31 Mahommod Bajik Bey Avas named Governor-General. 

In 18(32 Moosa Pasha Ifamdi succeeded him. lie rearranged tbe system of 
taxes, and supplied the natives Avitli stamped paper declaring the taxes due by each. 
He marched to the Abyssinian frontier, but, as usual, the Abyssiniaus retreated into 
their hills. Before returning, he, howuver, direeled that the district of Wolkait, a 
part of Abyssinia Avliero tbe Mek-el-Nemr had taken refuge, should be ravaged. This 
Pasha Avas an old Soudan official, and bad seen a great deal of service in many 
places, and, amongst others, at lvordofan and Tagalle, Avliero be bad suppressed several 
rebellions with great cruelty. ILe died at Khartoum in 1804, aiul was succeeded by 
Osman Bey Fakliry. 

In 18(3.*), just as this official Avas returning to Cairo, the military mutiny at Taka 
occurred. This mutiny was caused by the negro troops not having received any pay 
for many mouths. Vfter eighteen mouths’ delay they began to murmur. 'Phis was 
reported to Cairo, without the reason for the dissatisfaction being given. Orders were 
at once issued to send them to Egypt, and replace them by Egyptians. They then 
broke into open rebellion. The mutineers amounted 8,000 men. As they, however, 
had no leader and no ammunition, they could not effect much, and tin* GoA’cmment 
bad time to send reinforcements to sa\e the town of Kassala. 

In 1SG5 Jaaflar Pasha ai rived as G (worn or-General. He brought a large number 
of troops from Cairo via lvorosko. At the same time Jaaflar Pasha Mazbar was sent 
from Eg\pt Avitli some other troops by Souakin to Taka, lie succeeded in quelling 
the rebellion. From Kassala be marched to Khartoum, and was appointed. Governor- 
General vice Jaaflar Paslia Sadyk, who returned to Cairo. The negro troops were sent 
to Egypt, and replaced by Egyptians.

In 1800 Jaaffar Paslia made a journey of inspection through the Soudan, and, on 
his return to Khartoum, asked to have the negro troops sent hack. lie returned to 
Cairo, leaving an Acting Governor-General. 

It was in this year that the territory of Massowah and Souakin was given to Egypt 
by the Sultan of Turkey. 

In 1808 Jaaffar Pasha again returns, and at once gives orders to send hack the 
Egyptian regiment. 

In 1870 Sir S. Baker’s expedition to the Equator left Khartoum, and another 
expedition, under Ilelale, a native of Darfour, was sent into the Bahr Gliazelle to seize 
the copper-mines at Khofrat (mine) -cl-Nakhars (copper). This expedition gave rise to 
the first idea of conquering the Darfour. 

In the same year Munzinger, a German, annexed the Scnlieit territory for the 
Egyptians. Scnlieit, although it paid tribute to Abyssinia, was practically independent, 
under its own Sheikhs, and under French protection. Munzinger, who had been 
residing there for many years, and who had acquired a great deal of influence, 
proposed to hand the country over to the Egyptians. This was accepted, Munzinger 
was named Bey, appointed Governor of the lied Sea Provinces, and the country was 
quietly annexed. The Abyssinians, however, have never recognized this annexation, 
and still continue to exact taxes from the people. Practically, the country is 
Abyssinian, and the Egyptian territory does not extend beyond the limits of the citadel 
at Keren. The people are miserably poor, and never pay their tribute of (500 dollars to 
the Egyptians. 

In 1871 Mumtaz Pasha was named Governor-General. He encouraged and pro¬ 
moted the cultivation of cotton, but his indifferent, not to say foolish, administration 
having given rise to many complaints, he was dismissed and imprisoned at Khartoum, 
pending an inquiry. lie died there in 1875. 

In 1873 Ismail Pasha Eyoub was named Governor-General. He set to work to 
remove the “sudd ” (vegetable obstruction) from the White Nile. This year Sir S. Baker 
returned from the Equator, leaving llcouf Pasha in command. 

In 1871 Colonel Gordon is appointed Governor-General of the Equatorial 
Provinces. 

In 1875 Zibert Pasha, with his Bazingers (slave soldiers) and Dongolawis, begiu 
the conquest of Darfour, under the orders of Ismail Paslia Eyoub, who assists him 
with troops, rifles, &c. 

This year also Munzinger Pasha proposed to annex the territory to the south of 
Massowah, but an as treacherously murdered. In the same year another expedition, 
under llcouf Pasha, left to conquer Ilarrar. The expedition Avas successful, and a 
large extent of territory ivas annexed. 

In 1870, oAving to frontier quarrels, Avar was declared Avitli Abyssinia. The 
Egyptians an ere defeated. The Abyssinians took a A'cry large number of prisoners, 
including Ilassan Pasha, the son of the Khedive. 

In 1.877 Colonel Gordon is appointed Governor-General of the Soudan, including 
Harrar and the Equatorial Provinces. lie spent most of his time in travelling. 
During his rule the rebellion of Ilaroun, in the Darfour Province, was put down, as 
Avell as that of Suleiman Zibert, in the Bahr Gliazelle Province. Suleiman Zibert, 
who Avas the son of Zibert Paslia, Avas taken and shot. Vigorous efforts AA'ere also 
made to suppress the Slave Trade. 

In 1880 llcouf Pasha Avas made Governor-General. During his rule vigorous 
efforts AA r ere made to limit the expenditure. In August 1881 Mahomet Aclimet, the 
Malidi, began his divine mission. 

1882 : Abdul Kader is appointed. 

Extent of Country now held by the Egyptians, — Boundaries. 

The country now occupied by the Egyptians, under the name of Soudan, covers 
an enormous area. Its length from north to south, or from Assouan to the Equator, is 
some 21 degrees, or about 1,050 miles. Its Avidtli, from MassoAvah (about tO east) to 
the an (‘stern limit of the Darfour Province (about 22^' east), is irom 1,200 to 1,400 
miles. 

Beginning near Berenice, on the Bed Sea coast, the Soudan boundary follows the 
24th paiallel to some indefinite point in the Kybian Desert, say the 28th parallel of 
longitude. Thence it follows a south-westerly direction till it meets the north-Avestern 
corner of the Province of Darfour, in about the 23rd parallel of longitude. From that 
point it trends almost due south till about the lltli or 12th parallel, and then following 


a south-easterly direction through Monbutoo and the Albert Nyanza till it strikes the 
entrance of the Victoria Nyanza. 

From this point it trends north-east, and including the Province of Harrar, 
reaches the Indian Ocean about Cape Guardafui, and thence folloAvs the coast-line 
back to Berenice. 

N.B.—I have thought it best to include the Province of Harrar within the 
boundaries of the Soudan, as not alone is Ilrarar under the Soudan Government, but 
also so little is known about the intervening country that it is impossible to say where 
one province should begin and the other end. 

All this large tract of country to the south of Abyssinia, and stretching from the 
Victoria Nyanza to the Indian Ocean, is practically almost quite unknown. The 
inhabitants arc Gallas, Somalis, and others, and do not encourage travellers. The 
feAv attempts that have been made to land at Cape Guardafui to build a lighthouse 
have been repulsed. 

Character of the Country.—Line of Demarcation between Ttaccs. —Climate, 8fc. 

In the northern division, between Assouan and Khartoum, beyond the narroAV 
strip of cultivation along the Nile, the country is almost a desert, and inhabited by 
nomads belonging, it is said, to aboriginal tribes. A Ioav range of broken and barren 
hills separates the Nile Valley from the coast. Another Ioav range to the Avest shuts 
in the Nile from the Desert of Bayuda. 

The climate is dry and enervating. The summer heat is excesshe. Regular rains 
occur as far north as Shindi, between the Kith and 17th parallels of latitude, during 
the months of June, July, and August. In the Avinter, say between the 1st September 
to the end of November, occasional heavy rains occur on the eastern slope of the bills 
overlooking the Red Sea. 

Of the country west of the White Nile, between the parallels of Khartoum and 
that of llaka (about 11 latitude), the general appearance is that of a vast steppe, 
covered Avitli Ioav thorny trees (mimosa, gum trees, &c.) and prickly grass. 

Occasionally Ioav groups of bare hills are met Avitli. The villages and the patches 
of cultivated ground are feNv and far bctAveen. Water is scarce, and stored in Avells 
and trunks of baobab trees. 

In the extreme Avest of the Darfour ProA'incc the country greatly improves in 
appearance. The hills arc more lofty and continuous, and the cultivation is luxuriant. 
In summer the heat is excessive. From September to May the climate is dry, Avitli no 
rain. The rainy season lasts from about the middle of May to the end of September. 

As far south as the 11th parallel the inhabitants are mostly Arab nomads, and 
nearly all Baggara (owners of cattle and horses). South of that parallel the negro 
race begins. To this general rule the Darfour Province forms an exception, as there 
the negro and the Arab are intermixed. 

East of the White Nile, and for some degrees south of the parallel of Khai’toum, 
the country is a Avell-cultivated and Avell-watered plain. In the parallel of llaka 
(11 north latitude), and near the Blue Nile, the hills begin and increase in height till 
the Abyssinian frontiers are reached. 

The inhabitants of all this zone of country are mostly pure Arabs, and many of 
them nomad tribes. The exceptions are the Barker tribe of negroes on the northern 
frontier of Abyssinia, and the Takruri, or inhabitants of the Gallabat country, avIio 
are also negroes avIio have emigrated from the districts AA r est of the Darfour Province. 

All the district east and Avest of the White Nile, hotAveen Djebel Nuba and the 
Abyssinian hills, and from latitude 8 J north to within a slioit distance of Khartoum, is 
infested Avitli the tsetse fly. This fly, which is so destructive to cattle, appears and 
disappears Avitli the rainy season. It acts, however, as a very efficient tax-collector 
for the Government, as all the nomad tribes have to emigrate north towards tho 
Government stations. 

In the Kordofan, Darfour, and somo districts of the Bahr Gliazelle Provinces, 
during and immediately after the rainy season a microscopic egg or insect (“ fereuteet ”) 
frequents the vicinity of an ater. This insect lodges itself bctAveen the skin and muscles 
of the human body, causing excruciating pain. Opinions differ as to Iioav it effects a 
lodgment, some saying that it is through bathing, Avhile others that it is due to sleeping 
on the ground. 

From the parallel of Baka (IP north) to that of Gondokoro(5 north), the country 
is a perfectly level plain, Avitli huge marshes on both banks of the Nile and tho Bahr 
Gliazelle. South of Gonclokoro to the Equator the country becomes more and more 
i_4-'b | 2 D 
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mountainous. Tlic forests arc everywhere very extensive, and with a large vanety of 
trees fruit trees, &c. Water is everywhere abundant, and owing to it the climate to 

the west of the Nile is unhealthy. The heat is very great. 

At Gondokoro the rainy season begins in April and lasts till Scptembei. The 
rains are very heavy, lasting sometimes for ten or twelve hours. Prom Gondokoro 
south to tlic Equator the rainy seasons increase in length till on the Equator it may e 
said that rain and sunshine succeed each other in rapid succession all the year round.

Owin 01 to this great rainfall and the very hot sun, the vegetation is exceedingly 
luxuriant, "and the rivers become blocked by masses of

Besides the above, in the north of the Soudan there are the inhabitants of the 
Province of Dongola, said to he the representatives of the ancient Nubian race. 
Besides Arabic, they have a language of their oivn. 

The area of cultivable ground in that province being very limited, the people arc 
mostly boatmen and small traders (Djellabs). In the latter capacity they are to he 
found all over the Soudan. Many of them are or were engaged in ilu* Sla\o Trade. 

Between the Nile and the Bed Sea, in the latitude of Berber, there are the tribes 
of Bcsharcm. ITadcndoa, and others. These tribes arc also said to he very old residents 
in the country, and to belong to a race different to that of the Arab. They have a 
language of their ow n, and some of them hardly understand Arabic. 


Religion. 

The Arabs, Dongolawis, negroes, and others settled w ithin the Arab zone are of 
course all Mahommcdans of the Maliki school. This religion, however, owing to the 
prevailing ignorance among the people, partakes mostly of an emotional and super¬ 
stitious nature. Ilcncc the enormous influence of the Eakis, or spiritual leaders, who 
are credited with a supernatural power, and are almost more venerated than the 
Prophet. Similarly, with the general estimation in which Dervishes are held, the 
miraculous power attributed to the repetition of certain words, such as “ Bismillali,” 
the influence of charms, the evil eye, &c. 

The negro tribes, notwithstanding their being officially inscribed as Mahommcdans, 
arc all Pagans, or have no system of religious belief. 


A dm inistra five Divisions. 


Prior to 1RS2 the Soudan was divided into a number of provinces, each under a 
Governor, or Mudir, or Mudir Umoom, and with a Governor-General resident at 
Khartoum. 

Early in that year it was decided to appoint a Minister for tlic Soudan, who 
should reside at Cairo, and to divide the country into three large divisions, of several 
provinces, each under a Governor-General, or ILukumdar. 

These divisions were to be independent of each other, and to correspond directly 
with Cairo. 

First, Division.—The Ilukumdiriye of West Soudan, with the capital at Easlier. 
Comprises the Provinces or Mudiriyds of Darfour, Kordofan, Bahr-el-Ghazcllc, and 
Dongola. 

Second Division.—The Ilukumdiriye of Central Soudan, capital at Khartoum. 
Comprises the Provinces of Khartoum, Senaar, Berber, Eashoda, and Equator, or 
Hat-el-Islwn. 

Third Division.—The Ilukumdiriye of East Soudan, capital Massowab. Comprises 
the Aludiriyes of Taka (capital Kassala), Souakin, and Massowab as far as Bab-el- 
Mandeb. 

There is also a Fourth Division, formed by the ilukumdiriye of Jhrrar, capital. 

This was di\ided into the Provinces of Zeyla, Berborn, 11 amir, and attached to 


the Soudan Ministry. 

This a mm cement has been carried out, and several of the llukumdars have 
been appointed. The Ministerial stall and offices at Cairo haw also been oiguni/cd, 
but force of circumstances has, so lav, compelled the Minister to reside at Khartoum. 

Each of tin* above llukuindiriycs is divided into a number of Aludiriyes, or 
provinces, each under a Mudir. The province is again divided into a number ot 
Aksam (sing. Kism), or district, each governed by a Nazar, 'the Kism is again sub¬ 
divided into Akbtat (sing, lvliot), or communes, each governed by a Uakeni. 

The nomad tribes can, of course, hardly he included in this system. They aro 
••■overned by their own Sheikhs, who are responsible to the Government. 

B The following provinces are somewhat differently organized :— 

1. The Darfour Province. Owing to its size, it is governed by a Mudir Umoom 
(Pi'o\iueiai Governor-General), whose duties are somewhat those of a travelling 

jiepeetor-General. . , 

Tin* province is divided into the Mudiriyet of Easlier and the two Memuviyet 
ldaret of Kolkol and Data. These Mciuurijet ldavet are i'aeh governed In a A lemur 


Idaret (Head Councillor), residing at Kolkol and Dara. Except in tlie matter of 
the control of their finances, these officials are quite independent of the Easlier 
Mudir. 

The usual subdivisions into Aksam follow. 

2. Bahr-el-Ghazellc. This province is administered by a Mudir IJmoom, with an 
assistant residing at Deni Idris. 

As the country is inhabited by negro tribes, each under its own Sheikh, it is not 
further divided. No regular taxes arc paid. Some of tho Mudir’s chief duties are 
(1) to collect ivory, caoutchouc, &c.; (2) to prevent Slave Trade. 

3. Equatorial or Hat-cl-Istwa Province. It is administered by a Mudir Umoom. 
The inhabitants are broken up iuto tribes, and pay no taxes. 

The province is subdivided into the Memuriyets of (1) Latooka, (2) Bor, 
(3) Makraka, (4) Monbutoo, (5) Wadilai, (G) Eoweira. 

4. The Scnaar Province. Also under a Mudir TJmoom. The Memuriyet Idaret 
of Pazoglou is under him. 

5. The Province of Taka ; capital, Kassala. Also under a Mudir Umoom. The 
Memuriyet Idaret of Gallabat belongs to this province. The province is further 
divided into Aksam. 

6. As the Provinces of Massowah and Souakin are mostly inhabited by nomad 
tribes, they are not subdivided. 

To illustrate this system of administration, I give a list of the number of officials 
and officers belonging to the several positions of (1) Minister, (2) Ilukumdar, (3) Mudir 
Umoom, (4) Mudir, (5) Memur Idaret, (G) Nazar, (7) Hakem. 

N.B.—The salary of an official of the same rank is not everywhere the same. It 
depends on the extent of the province, district, &c., administered.

A number of tax collectors resident in the villages of the commune on salaries of 
120 to 150 piastres.

I append lists of all the employes in the Soudan, with salaries attached. 

Administration of Justice. 

With the exception of the Equatorial, there is in the chief town of each province 
and in tho Memuriyets of Kolkol and Dara a Court of Eirst Instance or Medjliss 
Malialli, consisting of a President and eight members. This Court, besides other 
business, takes cognizance of all eases forwarded to it by the Nazars and other 
executive officers of districts, &c. It has the power of deciding money cases whose 
value does not exceed 1,500 piastres. Sentences of imprisonment can always be 

appealed against. t 

In some places the President receives a monthly salary varying from 3,000 to 
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BOO piastres. In others the appointment is an honorary one. In the Khartoum 
Court there is also a Vice-President, receiving a salary of 750 piastres a-montli. 

The President and the Vice-President are appointed by Government. Lately at 
Khartoum the members have been chosen from among retired civil and military 
officers. In other provinces the general rule for choosing them is to form a Council, 
composed of the President of the Court, the Chief of the Corporation of Merchants, 
and some other Notables, who select, the man they consider most tit. 

Apparently there is no law limiting the time of service of the President and 
members. 

Besides this local, or, as it might be called, provincial Court, there is at 
Khartoum a Court of Appeal, or Medjliss Istinalf, also consisting of a President on a 
monthly salary of 5,000 piastres, and eight members. Loth the President and the 
members are merchants or Notables of Khartoum. The President is appointed by the 
Government, and the members are elected as already described. 

This Court, can imprison without appeal up to two months, and can decide money 
disputes not exceeding 5,000 piastres in value. 

The papers connected with more important cases, or eases where a more serious 
punishment has been awarded, are sent on to Cairo, where the sentence of the Court is 
either annulled or confirmed, as the case may bo. Murder cases are invariably 
forwarded on. 

In both these Courts the President lias two votes, and four members with the 
President make a Court. 

The Law by which these Courts judge is the IClianoon Ilumayoun, a Turkish 
Code, dating from 1837. 

Although these Courts are thus tied down as to the amount of imprisonment they 
can award, there is no limit to the length of time to which they can keep a ease 
pending, so that practically an accused person can ho kept in prison awaiting trial for 
a period perhaps considerably exceeding that to which he could he legally sentenced 
if guilty of the crime of which he is accused. I am aware that, in such case's, it is 
usual to allow the man out on security, hut 1 would beg to point out that perhaps the 
man may not he able to find a security, or that the Court may, for some reason or 
another, not choose to accept it. 

With reference to this point, there are now in the 1stinaff Court seven cases 
pending, and in the Mahalli Court (of Khartoum) eighteen to twenty-one. The oldest 
of these eases dates hack twelve years, and refers to some misappropriation of Govern¬ 
ment property. Probably it is worse in the provinces. 

For the above and the following reasons, I am unable to give a favourable opinion 
on the administration of justice, and I am convinced there is no Department requires 
more reform. 

1. General ignorance of the President and members. Owing to this tlie chief 
motive power of the Court is the Head Clerk. 

2. The members being unpaid, and having other business to attend to, are with 
difficulty induced to attend in sufficient numbers to form a Court. 

3. The President and members being all residents and Notables of the town, their 
decisions are liable to be biassed by their enmities and friendships. 

4. Probably bribing and corruption exert a considerable influence. 

The chief difficulties the administration of justice lias to contend with arc :— 

1. The ease and facility with which false testimony can ho procured. 

2. The general disinclination of witnesses to come forward as evidence. 

3. The inattention, not to say contempt, which is paid to the summonses to 
attend the Court. 

4. The enormous distances from which witnesses have to he brought, and the 
great difficulties and delay in finding them. 

Besides these Courts, there is in each province a Meklicme or Sheriyat Court, 
with a Cadi on a monthly salary varying from 100 to 1,250 piastres. 

This official cannot inquire into criminal cases, hut in civil suits, should both 
partu s agree, lie caii he appealed to. IIis chief business is, however, connected with 
inheritances, marriages, divorce, &c. 

The Cadi’s decision is not final. Before becoming so it must go on to tlie Mufti, 
who is attached to the Court of First Instance. Thence, if necessary, it goes on to the 
Mufti of the Istinalf Court, and from him an appeal can he made to the Ulema at 
Cairo. 

(Subject to the Cadi there is in almost each Kism a Nail), or District Judge, of the 
Sheri Court, ou a salary of 50 to TOO piastres. 
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Many towns have also a Prdfet of Police, who is only authorized to make a 
preliminary investigation. 

Taxes and Taxation. — System. 

In the Soudan, as elsewhere in the East, it is admitted that the Government is 
the owner of the land, and that the peasant, in order to cultivate it, must pay a 
certain tithe calculated at one-tenth the produce. In tlie Soudan, however, instead of 
the tithe being paid in kind it is paid in money. The actual sum that is paid not 
alone includes tlie value of the tithe, but also all the other taxes incumbent on the 
peasant, such as house tax, cattle, sheep, &e. The amount paid varies, of course, with 
different districts, hut once fixed it is supposed to he invariable and independent of 
the harvest. The manner of levying is for each district to lie rated at so much; this 
is divided among the communes, villages, and so on until the individual cultivator is 
reached. 

With reference to this money tithe, I am unable to say how far it has been 
equitably fixed. I find that in 1881 many considerable reductions were made ; whether 
they arc sufficient time only can tell. 

The different sums chargeable on the districts will he found in the Budget 
Returns. 

Among the Arabs or nomad tribes an annual tribute is levied varying with the 
wealth, /.(*., the number of cattle, sheep, horses, &c., of the tribe. In 1881 there was 
a general reduction in these tributes by one-fourth. In the absence of reliable 
information it is impossible to judge whether these tributes arc equitably assessed, hut 
from what I hear I should incline to the opinion that they are too high. It appears 
to me that it would he far preferable to demand a very light tribute from a tribe, 
and which the Government would feel fully justified in insisting on its paying, than 
to assess it heavily and have a heavy accumulation of arrears. The latter system is a 
constant incitement to revolt and to slave-dealing. 

While on this subject of taxation I would wish to point out the great harm done 
by employing the irregulars (Baslii-Bazouks) to collect the taxes. Many, if not most, 
of these men arc of very indifferent characters. They are mostly Turks, Albanians, 
&e., and are swaggering bullies, robbing, plundering, and ill-treating the people with 
impunity. Probably for every pound that reaches tlie Treasury these men rob an 
equal amount from the people. They are a constant menace to public tranquillity, 
and before any amelioration can he expected they must ho got rid of. As soldiers 
they arc valueless, having no discipline, nor, except in talk, do they exhibit any 
extraordinary courage. Compared with that of negroes and Egyptians, tlieir pay is high. 

In the Provinces of Berber and Dongola the land tax, &c., is levied not on the 
land but on the instruments used for irrigation. These are of dilferent kinds, and tlie 
tax levied on them varies not alone with the instrument hut also with tlie productive¬ 
ness of the land. For instance, the sakiyes, or water-wheels, arc taxed at different 
rates. This is not because one sakiye can supply move water than another, but 
because one field is better than another. To each sakiye (water-wliccl), &c., 
8 feddans (acre) are allotted, and should more than this quantity he irrigated there is 
a proport ionatc increase in the tax. 

Date palms, which are very numerous in tlie Province of Dongola, arc also taxed.

A fractional addition must be added to every one of these amounts, calculated at 
the rate of 5 9459 piastres per £ E. in the Province of Dongola, and 1-1395 piastres 
per £ E. in that of Berber. 

The additions were made to indemnify the Treasury for certain small taxes, such 
as those on ferry-boats, beer taxes, &c., that had been done away with at the request 
of the people. Also to pay the salaries of those employed in collecting the taxes, and 
for the surplus of ground watered by each sakiye, making altogether a sum of 
£ E. 4,228 32 prs. 36 p. 

Previous to 1881 these taxes were all considerably higher, but in consequence of 
a Report drawn up during that year a reduction to then* present rate occurred. It is, 
however, probable from what I hear that they arc still too high, and notably so in the 
Province of Dongola, where it is quite notorious that the people would be quite 
unable to pay the tax if they were not assisted by other members of the family who 
are employed in other trades. 

I gather from this Report, which appeared in April 1881, that his Highness 
Said Pasha, when lie visited the Soudan in 1857, issued an order fixing the tax on 
sakiyes at 200 piastres, and that this tax was gradually raised by successive Governor- 
Generals until, at the time of Jaafar Pasha, it was fixed at 500 piastres. This officer 
stated openly that lie was quite aware the tax was excessive, but that he had fixed it 
at that rate to see how much the peasant would really pay, and that lie hoped after 
three years’ trial to be able to arrive at a just mean. lie was, however, removed long 
before his three years were* over, and his successors, either through ignorance or 
indifference, allowed the tax to continue. In the Report just quoted a melancholy 
account is given of the ruin this excessive taxation brought on the country. Many 
were reduced to destitution, others had to emigrate, and so much land went out of 
cultivation that in 1881, in the Province of Berber, there were 1,142 abandoned 
sakiyes, and in Dongola (513. 

Included in this Report are the proceedings of a Commission of Dongola Notables, 
presided over by the Mudir, and assembled to report on the condition of that 
province. 
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They proceed to state that they had begun by carefully calculating the earnings 
and cost of working of two sakiyes irrigating fair average land, and that, after 
deducting all expenses, including the maintenance of the cultivators, they had found 
that the net returns, exclusive of taxes, were for one sakiye 391 piastres, and for the 
other 201 piastres. 

They then state how the cultivator, in order to meet the tax, is compelled either 
to depend on other sources, to sell his cattle, or to borrow. Their Report is rather 
long and involved, but shows how, in 1856, Said Pasha had fixed the following rates 
of taxation:—

The Committee conclude their Report by making some proposals, and of which 
the following are the chief:— 

1. To reduce the tax from 500 to 400 piastres, with the exception of some 
130 sakiyes, who should only be charged 350 piastres, and some tit the Cataracts, who 
should only pay 250 piastres. 

2. Each shadoof to be taxed 100 piastres. 

3. Each amtar to pay 300 piastres. 

4. Land situated on islands to pay 40 piastres per feddan. 

5. Gerouff or riverain lands, 35 piastres. 

6. Not to charge the oavner for land that he no longer irrigates. 

7. To remit the taxes due on ruined sakiyes since 1877, with a view of encou¬ 
raging the return of the owner. 

8. By payment of a tax of 350 piastres, to allow the site of an abandoned sakiye 
to be reoccupied. 

9. To appoint capable and honest land surveyors. 

10. To discontinue the levying of taxes on lands and dates carried away by the 
floods. 

11. To diminish the tax on Kcrue’h lands by 25 piastres the feddan. 

Besides the above, there are certain imposts, levied mostly on the inhabitants of 
towns, and which may be classed under different headings, such as trade and profession 
tax, house tax, &e. 

The Government also farms certain monopolies, such as porterage of goods, 
weighing, measuring, &c. 

1. AVerko, or trade and profession tax. Estimated on no fixed scale, each indivi¬ 
dual being assessed by the Head of the Corporation of Merchants, assisted by some 
Notables. 

2. Ataba, or house-tax. Estimated at one-twelfth the annual rental. AA r hen the 
house is occupied by the owner, the tax is assessed as is done for the werko. 

3. Stamp duty. Eor eveiy petition, document, &c., 23 piastres, 

4. Stamp duty on receipts. 2 piastres per 1,000. 

5. Tobacco duty, l’er feddan (acre), 200 piastres. 

6. Succession duty. 5 per cent, on all kinds of property. 

7. Transit dues. 4 piastres per camel-load. 

8. Market dues on the following, and calculated at, 5 per cent, on the price: 
Camels, donkeys, cows, slicep, skins, palm-leaf, baskets, mats, cotton, tobacco. 

9. A graduated scale of charges on all boats, calculated at the rate per annum of 
8 piastres the ardeb on all boats whose burden is 4 ardebs, down to 10 paras the 
ardeb on boats of 3,500 ardebs burden.

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N.B.—It is seldom that the carrying capacity of Nile boats exceeds 700 ardebs. 
The tax on such is 22 paras. 

An ardeb equals 98 okes, or about 2G9'5 lbs. 

10. On each ardeb of dates used in the distillation of a spirit called araki-min- 
balah, GO piastres. 

11. On each bourma (5 gallons) of mcrissa (beer) and spirits (um-bilbil) distilled 
from grain, 20 paras. 

Taxes 11 and 12 arc farmed. 

Monopolies, all farmed :— 

1. Weighing goods in the market: Ivory, per cantar of 100 lbs., 4 piastres; 
copper, ditto, 4 piastres; ostrich feathers, ditto, 10 piastres; Cairo goods, ditto, 
2 piastres ; Soudan goods, ditto. 2 piastres; per demijohn of wine, 2 piastres; gum, 
per cantar of 100 lbs., 1 piastre. 

2. Measuring, per ardeb, 20 paras. 

3. The remaining monopolies arc (1) ferries, (2) porterage on quays, (3) porterage 
of goods to the market scales, (1) loading and unloading boats, (5) public auctioneer, 
(6) right of hiring out donkeys, &c. 

The period of the year during which taxes are collected is from January to June. 
Harvesting is generally over in October. 


Finances. 

The following is the Budget for 1882. The financial year is from January to 
December. Previous to 1873 it was from September to September. 

In the present state of the country it is impossible to know how far, in many cases, 
the anticipations of this Budget have been realized, but there can he no doubt that the 
deficits of many provinces are very far in excess of those stated. Probably no revenue 
Avhatever has been collected in the Province of Ivordofan. Much the same can also be 
said of Dara and Pashoda. Scnaar, with, perhaps, Dari'our, must also be in pretty much 
the same plight. 

In the official Budget the Pension Pund was included. This I have removed.

Railway. 

Some years ago the Egyptian Government decided, for both political and com¬ 
mercial reasons, to connect Egypt with the Soudan by a line of railway. Of the 
several projects they selected the one following the Nile Valley. The scheme was 
actively taken up, hut beyond wasting a great deal of money in contracts, salaries, &c., 
hut little was done. 

About, the time Colonel Gordon became Governor-General a line had been made 
8 kilom. in length from Assouan to the village of Shellal, south of the First Cataract, 
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and another of 52 kilom. along the east hank of the Nile from Angash, 2 miles north 
of Wady Ilalfe, to the village of Seres. Colonel Gordon decided to stop the works, 
and it is only to he regretted that the decision was not taken earlier, as anything more 
preposterous than the scheme it would he hard to imagine. 

Besides this scheme, there are two others designed to connect Khartoum with the 
Red Sea coast. 

First scheme : From Souakin to Berber, a distance of some 245 miles. 

From Souakin, for some 70 or 80 miles, as far as Wadi Haratri (alt. boiling 
point, 2,869 feet) there is a gradual and almost uniform rise. 

The road lies through bare hills and shallow, somewhat wooded ravines. From 
this point till a few miles beyond Ariab (distant 120 to 130 miles from the sea) the 
general aspect of the country is that of barren level plains alternating with low ranges 
of bare bills and shallow defiles. Thence the road into Berber is over an open, level, 
and barren plain. The boiling point alt. of Berber is from 1,000 to 1,100 feet. 

The main difficulty on this line would be the water supply. Judging, however, 
from the general character of the country, I should expect that the wells need hardly 
ever exceed 200 feet in depth. There arc no rivers and torrents to bridge, and the 
only rain that falls arc a few heavy showers in the winter season. 

In the districts bordering the coast a considerable amount of small timber is 
found, which might prove useful. 

According to a rough estimate, I should think the line could be made for from 
1J to 2 millions. It would be well worth considering whether the narrow gauge might 
not answer. 

Between Berber and Khartoum the river would be used, and a channel would have 
to be made at the Sixth Cataract or that of El ILaffar between the Saballoka Mountains. 
This oilers no serious difficulty, as it would be only necessary to blast a few r jcks. At 
present, during the months of February, March, April, and May steamers are unable 
to pass. 

I would, however, beg to point out that even now, with the little traffic there, it 
is difficult to supply the steamers with sufficient wood, so that if the traffic were to 
increase the wood supply would have to be brought from elsewhere, or the steamers 
would have to burn coal. 

The second scheme is that of a line direct from Khartoum, or rather from a point 
on the Blue Nile opposite that town, to the coast. This line would cross from 
Khartoum a perfectly level plain as far as Goz Rcdjcb, and thence to the coast at 
Souakin or Alik-es-Saghir, some 30 or 40 miles south of Souakin, and where there is 
said to be a very fair natural harbour far better than that of Souakin. About half¬ 
way between Go/, lied job and the coast hills begin similar to those on the Bcrber- 
Souakin road. 

Of the two lines, the last is of course much the longest, but it would be a ques¬ 
tion whether the advantage it would all'ord of bringing such a central place as 
Khartoum in direct communication with the sea would not more than compensate 
for its extra length and the necessity of throwing a bridge over the Atbara. By 
running a branch to the south from Gdz Redjeb 10 Senaar and Gallabat some of the 
richest districts of the Soudan would be tapped, as also a good deal of the Abyssinian 
trade. 

Trade , Commerce, and Manufacture. 


Although at present, owing to the rebellion, the trade of the Soudan is almost at 
a standstill, in ordinary times it is considerable, and shows rather a tendency to 
increase. 

For trade purposes the country may be divided into three districts, each connected 
by mads with Egypt or the Red Sea. 

The first district includes tin 1 basins of the White and Blue Niles with their 
tributaries, and aho the eastern portion of the Province of Kordofan. This district is 
connected with Egypt by the Nile Valley, and with tho Red Sea by the Berber- 
Souahin road. The great grain'growing districts of Ivarkotscb are also connected with 
Souakin by a road passing through Ghedariif and Jvassala. Khartoum, situated at the 
junction cf tho Niles, is the centre of this district. 

The trade consists chietly of gum, ivory, ostrich leathers, tamarind, senna, hides, 
lii mopoiami hides, gutta-percha, honey, wax (fallen oil'), doom (kind of millet), salt 
(ixni), rhinoceros horns, indigo (small quantity), musk, palm-oil, and a vegetable fat 
used in scents. 
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district is connected vvitli Egypt by the long and toilsome road from Kobbe to Siout, 
known as the “ Road of the forty days’ march.” 

In former years the track along this road, as it formed an outlet not alone for the 
Darfour, but also for the trade of the Wadai, Bagirmi, Bornu, and other districts 
further west, amounting, I am told, to over 100,000 cantars. Large quantities of salt 
and nitre were also exported to Egypt from the plains over which the road passes. Of 
late years the trade along it has, however, greatly fallen off, partly because the road 
was closed for some time to prevent the export of slaves, and partly because the 
Sultans of the Wadai, Bagirmi, &c., frightened by the never-ending conquests of the 
Egyptian Government, bad forbidden all communication with Darfour, so that the trade 
of those districts was diverted on to the northern road leading from Lake Tchad to 
Murzoukh and Tripoli. The salt trade was also stopped by order of the Government 
in Egypt, as it interfered with tho salt monopoly. 

At present only some two or more very large caravans leave Kobbe annually in 
September and January for Siout. On arrival at Siout they have to pay transit 
dues. 

The trade consists mainly of gum, ostrich feathers, ivory, ebony, and hides. 

The third district is that of Abyssinia, with its export centre at Massowah. Coffee, 
wax, and honey are the chief articles. 

By an order given some years ago, the White Nile was completely closed to 
traders. This was done to put a stop to tin; Slave Trade along that river. Although, 
of course, the order greatly hampers trade, still, for the above reason, it should be 
maintained. 

The natural result of tho order is that the Equatorial trade has become a Govern¬ 
ment monopoly. 

Of other products, cotton sufficient for local consumption is grown in the districts 
of Berber, Senaar. Kassala, and Ghedariif. 

Tobacco culture has of late sprung up about Senaar, and is, I hear, succeeding 
admirably. 

The tax is at present 200 piastres the feddan (acre), or about 1 piastres per okc 
(3 lbs.). Frobably, were this tax reduced, the revenue would greatly benefit. 

All tho districts south of Khartoum, between the Niles, and also about 
Karkotseh and Ghedariif, are celebrated for their corn-growing capacity, and may be 
said to be the granary of the Soudan. Were easy communications opened with the 
sea, there can be little doubt that a considerable export trade in grain w ould spring 
up. At present grain is allowed to rot in the ground in those districts, while it is 
perhaps at a famine price at Souakin and Jeddah. 

Manufactures .—None, except a kind of light cotton cloth made at Dongola, and 
called “tamur.” 

The import trade is mostly manufactured cotton goods, cutlery, &c. 

Transit dues are levied at Berber, at the rate of 4 piastres per camel-load on all 
articles passing through to Egypt, either vifi lvorosko or Souakin. 

Dues on all imports up the Nile Valley, at the same rate, are levied at Siout. 

I append Tables of the import and export trade of the Soudan, as far as I have 
been able to procure them. 

Slavery. 

This is a very much more difficult question to deal with than is generally 
supposed. Slavery is so woven into the habits and customs of the country, that to 
eradicate it will be both difficult and tedious. Not alone do many officials, Notables, 
nomad tribes, and others, view the institution with favour, and in many cases make a 
livelihood out of it, but also the country, owing to its vast size, is exceedingly difficult 
to watch. 

Chief Slave-supplying Tribes .—Besides the Equatorial, those tribes who have 
up to now furnished the greater number of slaves are (1) the Shillook, at Fashoda; 
(2) the Dinka, opposite Fashoda, on the cast bank; (3) the No-er, on the Bakr- 
Giralfe; (l) the Gyanghe and the Bongo, on the Bahr-Ghazelle; (5) the Jebel 
Nuba mountaineers; and (0) the Berta, on tho Beni Shanghul Mountains, near 
Fazoglou. 

Of these tribes, the slaves from the Jebel Nuba Mountains and tho Dinka are the 
most highly prized, as they art* more cleanly and intelligent. 

Besides the black, there are a certain number of white slaves called Abyssinians, 
These slaves all belong to the Gallas tribes to the south of Shoa. They are captured 
and sold by Abvssinians, hence the name. 
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The main slave-routes arc (1) Obeid-Dongola, (2) Omehanga-Dongola, (3) Kobbd- 
Assiout, (1) Khartoum-Del)ha, (5) Obeid-Dcbba, ((5) Kassala-Souakin-Massowah, 
(7) Wadai (west of Darfour), AYaiTa-Murzouk-Tripoli, (S) Bcrber-Souakin, (0) Bcrbcr- 
Korosko. 

As regards these roads, it must not be supposed that the slave-caravans follow 
closely the regular road. They usually keep a short distance on each side, and either 
come to the wells at night or else send to fetch water. Similarly, when they arrive on 
the coast, they will encamp near some small creek, while their agent in the neigh¬ 
bouring town sends them a boat. 

General Measures that have been taken to suppress the Trade. —Besides issuing 
numberless orders, which are obeyed or not, as the ease may be, and closing some of 
the principal roads, it lias of late been decided to appoint, an Inspector-General for 
the suppression of the Slave Trade, who is to reside at Khartoum, and Inspectors, 
Sub-Inspectors, and other minor officials, in the province. It is intended that tlic 
Inspector-General and the Inspectors should be Europeans. The 1 nspector-General, 
and some of the Inspectors, have already been appointed. 

Although there can be no doubt that these gentlemen, if they do their duty and 
are supported by the authorities, can do a great deal, still I think that the M udirs, 
Nazars, and other officials should be told that they are not to consider that their 
responsibility ceases because some special officials have been appointed, and that 'when¬ 
ever it is known that a caravan has passed through a district, the employes of that 
district will be held responsible and punished. 

Up to now, although many of the smaller slave-dealers have been caught and 
punished, none of the realh big firms engaged in the Trade have been molested. 
Several of these firms are in Obcid, and doubtless still do a good deal of business in an 
underhand way. An official told me that he had several times tried to got some of 
them punished, but that, through want of support, he had always failed. Apparently 
there arc too many interested in the business, or else the Notables are too powerful 
and influential. 

With a view to effectually coutrol sonic of the roads, it would he advisable to 
occupy the wells. If possible, those wells should he selected for occupation which 
arc so situated that the caravans must necessarily use them. Eov instance, in the 
Eobbe-Siout road, if the second well, which is two days from Kobbc, and the third 
well, which is two days further on, are occupied, it will be impossible for any caravan 
to travel on to the next well, ten days distant, without stopping to take water. 
By following this or some similar [dan, I have no doubt many roads could be 
effectually watched. I believe, at one time, the Egyptian Government established 
a guard at Siout, to close the lvobbe road, but the measure was, of course, 
ineffective, as the caravan could easily avoid Siout by going north through the 
oasis. 

Of late I am told that the Trade has greatly declined, if not altogether ceased, 
but, whether or no that should be tlic case, I am convinced the appointment of a 
Consul at Souakin to natch the coast between there and Massowah, and keep a 
watch on the officials, will do a great deal of good. I think a few native boats, 
employed along the coast, would also prove useful, as men-of-war boats are so very 
conspicuous. 

Of the two Trades, the export and the homo, the former might, if active measures 
were taken, the officials kept up to the mark, and the coasts and trade roads well 
watched, he almost entirely put a stop to. The latter is more difficult to deal with, and 
will, I am afraid, take a long time to suppress. It is easy enough to make Treaties on 
the subject, but a great social question such as this will not be solved by Treaties. To 
expect that after 1889 slavery will cease is to expect almost an impossibility. The 
utmost that can be hoped for is that every kind of difficulty will be thrown in the 
way of the Trade, that all slaves who are at all ill-used will be released, and that slave- 
traders, great or small, will be punished. In this respect, both with a view to keep a 
watch on the Slave Trade, and also to exert a wholesome pressure on the Govern¬ 
ment, I think the appointment of a travelling Consul at Khartoum would be 
advantageous. 

AYlien all, however, is done that can bo done, I look with more hope on the 
opening up of tlie country, and in the extension of legitimate trade, to bring slavery 
to an end than on the mod stringent Treaties that can be devised, anil 1 am i onvinml 
no instrument will be more effective in bringing about this result than a railway 
bringing Khartoum within an easy distance of the sea. 
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General Remarks.—Suggestions of Reform, Army, Sjc .— Cession of Territory. 

It is generally acknowledged that the Soudan is, and has for many years been, a 
source of loss lo the Egyptian Government. Some assert that Hie tide was latterly on 
the turn, and that, had the present rehellion not occurred, the country would have 
begun to pay its way. Butting, however, the financial view of the question aside, lam 
firmly convinced that the Egyptians are quite unfit in every way to undertake such a 
trust as the government of so vast a country with a view' to its welfare, and that both 
for their own sake and that of the people they try to rule, it would be advisable to 
abandon large portions of it. The fact of their general incompetence to rule is so 
generally acknowledged that it is unnecessary to discuss tlic question. 

I would therefore propose that the following territories should be given up, or that, 
at any rate the Administrative Staff should be withdrawn, and the people left to be 
governed by their Slicikbs and former rulers. 

1. I am not altogether sure if it would not in the end be better for all parties if 
tlie Malidi or some other leader w ere successful, and the Egyptians compelled to restrict 
their territory to the cast bank of the "White Nile. The provinces beyond arc Kordofan, 
Darfour, and Eashoda, and of which Kordofan alone gives a small surplus. This province 
has for many years been an Egyptian possession, and probably they would be very 
umvilling to part with, at any rate, the northern part of it, but Darfour and Eashoda were 
only conquered in the time of the Khedive Ismail, who fondly imagined they would 
enable him to pay off bis creditors. 

Darfour is now governed by a European, and it is owing to him that it has remained 
quiet, but with the Egyptians a Governor’s tenure of office is very uncertain, and should 
the present Governor be succeeded, as be probably will, by sonic native wlio will promise 
great tilings in the matter of revenue, a rebellion similar to the one now in Kordofan 
will probably break out. Some of the Boyal Eamily of Darfour an* now at Cairo, and 
perhaps some arrangement might be made to replace them on the throne and the 
country left to look after itself. I am inclined to think tlie Eg} ptians might lie brought 
to agree to some arrangement of this kind. 

2. Eashoda and the .southern part of Kordofan are districts which bring in next to 
no revenue. At no time was tlie Province of Eashoda wealthy, but it was completely 
ruined by an Egyptian Governor called Sclim-Bey-cl-Kurdi, w'ho extorted large sums 
from the peasantry and sold many of them into slavery. This province and Ihe southern 
districts of Kordofan might be handed over to their tribes and Sheikhs. A small garrison 
should, liov'evor, lie kept at Sobat, on the right bank of the Nile, for trade purposes, and 
to guard the "White Nile against the Slave Traffic*. The present station at Pashoda is 
unsuitable, as it is surrounded with swamps and feverish. 

I have been asked to select a strategical frontier to the west, but it is quite impos¬ 
sible to do so, as the country is a barren open plain, almost devoid of features. There 
is said to be a tract of country east of Omchanga somew hat more barren and w aterless 
than the rest which might perhaps fairly well answer the purpose. 

3. Instead of keeping up an Administrative Staff in the Bahr-el-Gliazelle and 
Equatorial Provinces, the Government establishments might he restricted to mere com¬ 
mercial agencies. To each province a Euiopcan Agent might be appointed, and liis 
duties strictly limited to trade and to the prevention of slave-dealing. 

lie should havo a small negro force. This was the s\ stem follow ed by the old Arab 
merchants. 

In my Beport I have stated that, for some years yet, the White Nile should ho 
closed to private trading. To reopen it would probably encourage and facilitate tlie 
Slave Trade. 

Administrative Reforms. —Under this head 1 would propose the following :— 

1. To do away with tlie present cumbrous and expensive system of a Minister at 
Cairo, with three Governor-Generals in the Soudan, and revert lo the old system of a 
Governor-General of the Soudan residing at Khartoum, and Provincial Governors. 

2. A Department- for the Soudan finances to he attached to tho Ministry of 
Finance at Cairo. This Department should lu* more of an Auditing Office, and should 
not interfere with the executive Finance Oilice at Khartoum. 

3. 'flic Governor-General to he appointed for a fixed term, say five year*, and only 
subject to removal for misconduct. In sucli cases the accusations must he tried 
before a public Tribunal. 

f. A qualified official to he sent to the Soudan to reorganize the system of public 
offices and introduce a rational mode of book-keeping. At present it is impossible for 
any outsider to understand the system of accounts, and the number of checks and 
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counter-checks so seriously increase business that, notwithstanding the present 
enormous staff, extra clerks have frequently to be called in. The Cairo Government 
is also every now and then seized with a desire to get some of the old accounts wound 
up, but the sooner they make up their minds that such a task is only a waste of time 
and money, the better. 

5. The Presidents of the Court of Appeal at Khartoum and the Courts of Pirst 
Instance in the provinces to be qualified lawyers, and always strangers of the place. 
The present system of appointing a local Notable frequently leads to great scandal. 
The Court to consist of four paid members besides the President. 

6. The powers of the Court of Appeal to be greatly increased, and its decisions 
made final. 

7. The Sheikhs of villages and tribes to be salaried, and to he alone employed in 
the collection of taxes. 

8. Where a tribe refuses to pay, to at once enforce payment by sending regular 
troops against it. Perhaps at first the system of leaving the Sheikhs to themselves to 
collect the tax would not work very smoothly, but it is more than probable that, after 
a short time, the tribe would sec the advantage to themselves of no longer being 
harried by irregulars and tax-gatherers. 

9. Bashi-ltazonks to be on no account whatever employed in the collection of 
taxes. These irregulars are one of the principal causes why the Government is so 
generally disliked, and it will be a happy day for the Government and the people 
when they arc finally got rid of. As soldiers they are also of little use, besides being 
expensive as compared to Egyptian and negro regulars. I would propose that they 
should be given the option of either settling down as cultivators or else of leaving the 
country. 

10. The taxes on sakiyes and other irrigation implements to be largely reduced. 

11. No limit to be placed to the amount of ground watered by a sakiye. 

12. The question of the tributes paid by nomads to be carefully gone into, and a 
balance struck on the amounts actually paid during ten or more years. 

13. The cost of the collection of taxes to be charged against the Treasury, and 
not, as now, by an addition to the tax. 

11. A Table of the scale of taxes to be put up in conspicuous places, and also to 
be frequently read in the mosques. 

lo. Many tax-collectors, particularly in the Provinces of Dongola and Berber, 
might be dismissed, even under the present system. 

1G. Eakirs and other spiritual Chiefs, with their followers, to pay taxes like 
ordinary individuals. 

17. The Government to lay to heart the axiom, “The more officials, the worse for 
the people.” Probably for every £ paid into the Treasury another lias been paid to 
the tax-collector. 

Army required. —On this subject it is difficult to arrive at an opinion without 
being very well acquainted with the country. Before, however, venturing on an 
opinion on the garrison required, I would submit the following suggestions :— 

1. All the most important points to be fortified by enceintes, &c., with deep 
ditches, steep scarps, and flanking fire. 

2. As far as possible, all small detachments of troops to be avoided. 

3. The single battalion system to be substituted for the regimental of three bat¬ 
talions, the latter being both expensive and unwieldy. 

4. Each battalion to be supplied with 200 camels, 150 for transport and 60 for a 
mounted corps of riflemen. In this way a battalion would bo ready to move at a 
moment’s notice, and the mounted infantry would form a corps of scouts. Two 
mountain guns and rockets to be attached to each battalion. 

5. Efforts to be made to supply the deficiency in cavalry by inducing some of the 
nomad tribes, either by a direct money payment or by remitting some of their tribute, 
to furnish a contingent of irregular cavalry whenever required. I have been told that 
the efforts heretofore made with that view have failed but 1 am unable to see why 
they should not succeed if the contingent be not bullied, and not drilled or uniformed, 
and allowed to be led by its own Sheikh. Should the attempt fail, other measures will 
have to be taken to supply cavalry, that arm of the service being absolutely necessary 
in these plains, both to supply scouts and to follow up a beaten enemy. 

0. The infantry to consist, as far as possible, of negroes. 

7. Measures to be taken to improve the officers, to give them some self-respect, 
and prevent their mixing with their men. Perhaps some system of practical and 
theoretical examinations might be introduced. 


Were these suggestions carried out, and matters settled with Abyssinia, I venture 
to think 18 battalions of 872 rank and file would bo sufficient.

Police .—A police force will, of course, be required in many of the chief towns 
and districts, such as Khartoum, Souakin, Massowali, Kordofau, Easlier, &c. A police 
force already exists in some of these places.

I HAVE the honour to report that on the Gth instant Abdul Kader returned from 
Kana on a steamer, bringing 500 negro recruits from the Bahr-el-tihazelle Province.

H was Abdul Kader’s intention to steam round by Khartoum to Wad Hedani, where 
1 J 2 M 
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lie would again meet the battalion on the 15tli, and then advance to the reliei of 
Senaar. This plan lie has been unable to carry out as far as he is personally concerned, 
the Khedive having directed him not to leave Khartoum. Hence the operations for the 
relief of Senaar and the defeat of the Makashfi will have to he intrusted to the 
Mir Alai in command of the regiment. Whether this officer is competent to carry 
out this duty is perhaps an open question. I shall he agreeably surprised if he 
succeeds. 

It is almost unnecessary for me to point out how important it is that the Senaar 
district should he quieted, and how utterly untenable Abdul Kadcr’s position is when 
his slightest movement is hampered from Cairo. To attempt to direct the Govcrner- 
GeneraFs movements from Cano is absurd and will only lead to disaster, as will 
also the system of telegraphing to subordinates over the heads of their superiors. 

It is hut fair to state that Abdul Kadcr has returned with a rather more favourable 
opinion of the Egyptian troops. Their recent success serves to show that even 
Egyptians can escape defeat if they arc properly led. 

Favourable reports continue to arrive from Kordofan and Bara. At Bara an 
agreement between the combatants appears to have been come to whereby the besieged 
are to be allowed to supply themselves with food on the condition that they will 
intercede for the besiegers should the Government in the end be successful. 

The breach between the Malidi and the followers of Eaki Manna is apparently 
increasing, and probably before long they will be at open feud, when the Government 
will have the chance of taking up one side or the other. 

Many of the Maluli’s followers arc also said to be losing faith in his mission. It 
appears that he predicted the utter defeat of the Turks (Egyptians), before the end of 
the uinter, and his people now turn on him and say that the Turks, instead of being 
defeated, are day by day becoming more numerous. 

Allaeddem Pasha, the Governor-General of the Bed Sea Coast, is being sent here 
by Cairo on a secret mission. It is generally supposed that he is coining to replace 
Abdul Kadcr Pasha. From what I hear the change will not tend to the public 
advantage, as Allaeddem Pasha is not credited with any very great capacity. I think 
it will also be a great mistake to change Governors when affairs are still so critical.

Lord Ampthill to Earl Granville.—■(Received March 19.)

My Lord, Berlin, March 13, 1883. 

WITII reference to your Lordship’s despatch No. 80 of the 14th ultimo, and to 
my reply No. 86 of the 6th instant and previous correspondence, respecting the pay¬ 
ment of taxes and dues levied by the Sue/ Canal Company on vessels of war and 
transport employed during the recent operations in Egypt, I have the honour to state 
that the Minister for Foreign Affairs this day read mo the Memorandum he had 
received from the proper Department, in reply to the queries your Lordship had 
instructed me in the first-named despatch to address to his Excellency. 

According to this Memorandum, the German Government adhere to the opinion 
expressed to and reported by Sir John Walsham in his despatch No. 336, Very Con¬ 
fidential, of the 26th August last, that, as far as German vessels arc concerned, they 
will not admit the pretension of the Company to exact tolls from ships engaged on 
patrol service in the Canal, the Powers having been unanimously of opinion at the 
time that their ships could no longer safely enter the Canal without the protection of 
vessels of war. 

Count Ilatzfeldt added that the tolls levied on the German ship of war “ Move,” 
while on duty in the Canal, amounted to between 12,000 and 13,000 marks, flic 
repayment of which the German Government expected from the Suez Canal Company.

1 am happy to 
be able to state that the efforts of the new constabulary, under the supervision of an 
English inspector, have succeeded in completely suppressing the disorders. Fifty-four 
of the brigands have been arrested, and the band entirely broken up. Order has been 
sat isfactorily re-established.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

Sir, Khartoum, February 13, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to report that on the evening of the 9th Abdul Kacler 
Pasha read to me two telegrams he had forwarded to His Highness in reply to 
questions whether the expedition to Kordofan could not he put oft' till the rains, and 
also ns to the condition of Senaar, 

In his reply he stated that there were two grave objections against delaying the 
Kordofan expedition:— 

1. That Bara and Obeid would probably not be able to hold out till then. 

2. That although water would be abundant, fevers would also be abundant, and 
that probably three-fourths of the expeditionary force would be in hospital. 

The rainy season is also the time for the “ Pertit ” (a kind of small worm that 
burrows into the skin, causing agonizing pain) to put in an appearance. The Pasha 
appears firmly convinced that now or never is the time to send otf the expedition, and 
that every day’s delay will increase the difficulties ten-fold, lie told me yesterday 
that if he got leave lie would start at once with the four battalions and the 1,000 
camels he has got. His idea is to march forward as Car as Gebra, fortify himself 
there, and gradually bring up the remainder oC his force. 

With regard to Senaar, he stated in his telegram that the garrison was 1,000 
strong; that the Makaslifi was encamped in a neighbouring wood on flic banks of the 
Nile ; that it was impossible to estimate his numbers, as they varied from day to day ; 
but that the only real fighting men he had with him were the followers of the 
Dervishes and Arabs belonging to distant villages and to the tribes, the other Arabs 
merely joining him because lie happened to bo stronger than the Government. Also 
that the supply of food in Senaar was insufficient, and that the Makaslifi, unless he 
were driven off, would induce the other tribes further to the east to rise. 

In reply, the Khedive, on the lltli, sent a telegram permitting Abdul Ivadcr to 
leave for Senaar and take command of the three battalions that were to dislodge the 
Makaslifi. On the same date Abdul Ivader sent a telegram to Cairo, suggesting that 
if the troops were not to advance on Obeid that they might be permitted to follow up 
the western bank of the White Nile as far as Duem and Turn Hadra, and drive 
oft the insurgents that are now infesting its banks. To this no reply has yet been 
sent, nor is it probable anything will be decided on till Colonel nicks arrives. 

His Excellency Abdul Kacler intends leaving to-day for Welid Mcdani. His 
departure has been delayed by the absence of the only available steamer. She had 
been sent to Welid Medani when it was thought that Abdul Ivader could not go, and 
hence had to be recalled. All these delays, orders, and counter-orders arc most 
perplexing and unfortunate, adding immensely to the difficulties of the situation. It 
woidd be greatly to the general advantage if His Highness would abstain from 
interfering and trying to direct matters from Cairo. It is utterly impossible for him 
to be as well acquainted with the state of affairs as people arc here. If he wants 
matters to go smoothly ho must intrust his Agent here with full powers and leave 
him alone. That a Governor-General engaged in trying to suppress a formidable 
rebellion should have to ask leave from Cairo to take command of his troops in the 
field is sufficiently absurd. 

Only yesterday I was present at an incident showing how prejudicial to discipline 
and general efficiency was the Khedive’s habit of telegraphing to inferiors over the 
heads of their superiors. Abdul Ivader sent an order to Hussein kasha Serri at Om 
Durmarr to send him at once a mountain gun, to assist in the attack on the Makaslifi. 
Instead of complying, Hussein kasha Serri replied pointing out that Ifis niglmess had 
directed that no guns and troops should be moved pending the arrival of Colonel 
Hicks. On my expressing astonishment that a subordinate should permit himself to 
send such a message, I was assured that the incident was far from uncommon, and 
that sometimes His Highness sent orders to the Governors of provinces without 
acquainting the Governor-General. 

On the lltli a messenger arrived from the West, and confirmed the report that 
Baia had fallen on the 5th January. He said the garrison had been fairly well 
treated by the Arabs, and that only the officers were kept in confinement. We cross- 
questioned and confronted him with the other messengers, and it was unanimously 
decided that his story was correct. By this surrender some 2,000 troops have been 
captured, besides a considerable number of arms and ammunition. The messenger

also stated that desertions were of daily occurrence from Obeid, and evidently inferred 
that its surrender could not be very distant. 

About the same date a report came in that the three battalions, when on their 
march to Welid Medani, had captured large herds of cattle belonging to the rebels. 
Half of these herds arc divided among the soldiers and half belong to the Government. 

A telegram has arrived from Dongola stating that, owing lo the defection of the 
lvababysh, the people about Dcbhe, on the Nile, had become rather restless and timid. 
It has been decided to send there some of the Bashi-Ba/.ouks who arc encamped here. 
I can only hope the remedy may not be worse than the disease. I pointed this out to 
Abdul Kader, hut he appears to think the Baslii-Bazouks will conduct themselves 
fairly well. Perhaps he thinks, if an Egyptian battalion were sent there, that the 
desertions would be numerous. 

Yesterday, in reply to your telegram, I forwarded you a telegram that a 
messenger had arrived lately, and confirmed the report that Bara had fallen. I must 
apologize for the delay in sending this, but it is so very difficult lo get at the truth 
when such contradictory messages are received. 

There are now here four Egyptian battalions, or some 3,200 men, besides 420 
Baslii-Bazouks, 1,100 negro recruits, 90 cavalry dismounted, and a few artillerymen. 

On the 8th instant the sick list was : fever, 22 ; ophthalmia, 2 ; skin diseases, 17; 
wounds, 21.

Some Notes by Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart on the Town of Khartoum, its Population, Posi¬ 
tion, 8)C.; also an Explanation of its Scheme of Defence as designed, by his Excellency 
Abdul Kader Pasha. 

General Description. 

T11E town of Khartoum, the capital of the Soudan, and chief trade emporium 
for the whole country, is built on a barren, stoneless, and wide plain, on the western 
bank of the Blue Nile, and about a mile above its junction with the White Nile. Its 
river frontage is about l:j-miles; its depth inwards from the river about a mile. As 
its site is somewhat lower than the point reached by both rivers when in flood a dyke 
15 feet to 20 feet in height has been made along the hanks of the Blue Nile, and another 
somewhat loner, immediately at the back of the town, to protect it against the 
overflow of the White Nile. When at their lowest point both streams are from 
600 to 800 yards in width, and have several islands which are cultivated. The White 
Nile is unfordable, except in one or two places far up the river, but the Blue can be 
forded in many places above the town. When in Hood the White Nile increases its 
width to a very great extent, but not so the Blue Nile, as its banks are much steeper. 
Around Khartoum are the following small villages—(1) Tootc, north of Khartoum, 
on an island of the same name, facing the town, and formed by a branch of the Blue 
Nile, which dries up during the summer; (2) llodgale, also on the right bank of the 
Blue Nile, and north of the town ; (3) Boori, on the left bank, east of the town and 
about 1 mile from it ; (1) Geuz and Sheik Salem villages, l mile from and south of 
the town on the right bank of the While Nile ; (5) Om Durmarr on the left bank of 
the White Nile, and opposite its junction with the Blue Nile. In this village are 
some lime-kilns, which supply lime for the whole of the Soudan.

Both above and below the town arc small plantations of date palms and plantains, 
also a number of vegetable gardens. According to an old custom or privilege none 
of these gardens pay any taxes: with the exception of the river banks the country is 
bare and treeless. 

Cl ini die. 

During the hot season, which lasts from the beginning ol April till the middle of 
November, the heat is severe, and averaging in the shade Irom 1)0 to 95 Fahrenheit. 
The rains generally begin about the middle of duly and last till the middle of 
September. " They are, however, said to be very irregular, and sometimes there is 
little or no rainfall. Tn the rainy season the barren ground stretching between the 
two rivers is covered with grass, affording very good pasture. The rivers begin to rise 
on the 1st June, and reach their highest point about the beginning of September. 
They remain stationary at that point till about tlie 15th, and then begin to fall. 

The cold weather begins about tin* middle of December, and lasts till the middle 

of February. . 

Prom November to March high north w inds prevail, and during the remainder ol the 
vear south. In winter the thermometer sometimes goes dow nas low as 10° Fahrenheit;— 
except in the regular rainy season there is no rain, the unhealth\ season is dining 
the months of June, July,'October, November, when typhoid fevers and dysentery are 
prevalent. 

The winter is the healthy season. 

Popuhi lion.—Ho usrs. — Trades, Sf c. 

The resident population is generally estimated at Irom .*0,000 to .*5,000 souls, ot 
which two-thirds are slaves. There is also a floating' population estimated iioin 
1,500 to 2,000 souls, and consisting of Europeans, Syrians, Copts, Turks, Albanians, 

and a few Jews. . . , 

The free resident population are mostly Makhass or Aborigines, Dongolawces 
from Dongola, Shaghiyes from a district along the Nile north of Khartoum, and 
llubatat, a district north of Berber. . .. 

The slaves belong mostly to the Nuba, Dinka, Shulook, Berta, and other negro 

* li,0 Bnth the free population and the slaves are all Mahommcdans of the Maliki 
School of Divinity, and are also followers of either the Uutai, Kadri, llaindi, or Saadi 
sect of Dervishes' They are very superstitious. Their political creed is to side with 
whichever side is the strongest. The free inhabitants are mostly engaged in trades 
or commerce, and the slaves in agriculture, or else hired out as daily labourers by their 
masters. But few are employed as domestic servants. It is said that a master always 
makes a point of marrying his slave as soon as possible, partly to attach him to the 
place, and partly for the profits he will derive from the children. It is also reported 
that slaves born in the country improve greatly in appearance as compared with the 

parent stock. . . 

Of the floating population, the Copts are mostly employed in Government sen ice 
or trade. The Turks, Albanians, Ac., are generally irregular soldiers or loafers. The 
European element is represented by about 100 individuals, mostly Greeks. I hero arc 
also some Italians, French, Austrians, and Germans. 

The chief export and import trade is in the hands ol the Europeans, Copts, and 

Syrians. 

Manufactures. — Trades , Commerce. — Bazaar. 

Except the manufacture of mats, cotton cloths, a rope made from palm leaves 
and some fihmree silver work, there is no manufacture worth speaking of. The 
Bazaar is of considerable size and tolerably well supplied with Manchestei goods, 
cheap cutlery, Ac. 

The export and import trade is considerable, and, besides numerous caravans, is 
said to omplov over 300 boats of various size. A considerable trade in grain is also 
carried on with Senaar and Karkotseh. These districts are practically the granaries ot 
the Soudan. 

Consuls. 

There is a fair supply of Consuls, or rather Consular Agents. The following is 

]. Austria.—M. llanzel, a Viennese, and \ery old resident in the country This 
gentleman also officiates lor England. 
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2. Italy.—Signor Calisto Lcgnani, an Italian. 

3. Greece.—Mr. N. Leontides, a Greek. 

4. America.—Azhcr EtTcndi, a Copt. 

5. Persia.—Petros Paolus Effendi, a Copt. 

6. The French have a paid Vice-Consulate, but the post is now vacant. 

Except M. llanzel, all the above are traders. 

Description of the Town. 

In shape the town is very irregular. Tts appearance is also poor and miserable. 
Except the Government-house and one or two other buildings, there is hardly a 
house worthy of the name. The houses are mostly built of sun-dried brick, generally 
without an upper storey, and nearly all surrounded by court-yards with mud walls. 
To prevent these houses crumbling away during the rains they are every year 
plastered over with dung before the rainy season commences. This plastering process 
is doubtless the cause of a good deal of the illness. As the town is so low r there is no 
drainage, and the consequence is, that during the rains the whole place is deep in 
water, and it is almost impossible to move about. As there is no stone throughout 
the whole district, the streets are full of dust during the summer and mud during the 
rains. 

Education. 

There is a Government school frequented by 300 pupils, where, besides the 
Koran, some writing and arithmetic are taught. There are also a number of private 
night schools kept by Fakis, or holy men, where the Koran is taught. 

Buildings. 

The chief buildings are: (1) Government House and offices, large brick buildings 
on the banks of the Blue Nile; (2) arsenal, with smithy, carpenter’s shop, smelting 
furnaces, stoves, Ac.: attached to this arsenal arc some fourteen steamers for the 
navigation of the rivers, and also boats of various kinds; (3) a large commodious 
hospital built by Colonel Gordon; (1) a mosque or jami built by Ivhurshid Pasha ; 
(5) a sibil or small mosque, provided with a well, and some rooms for the convenience 
of travellers and poor people; (0) a large barrack of mud without an upper storey 
and large barrack square; (7) powder magazine and workshop for the relilling of 
cartridges; (8) a large Roman Catholic missionary building, established in 1818: 
stone building with garden, church, Ac.; (9) a small Coptic church. 

Attitude of Khartoum. 

According to a boiling point observation taken on the 12th February, 1 make the 
altitude 1,301 feet. Colonel Gordon, L see, makes it 1,102 feet, and Sir Samuel Baker 
gives two altitudes, one 1,102 feet and another 1,189 feet. 

In a pamphlet written by Dr. Abbas Bey, he states tin* average temperature to be 
81° Fahrenheit in winter, and summer temperature 111 0 Fahrenheit. These numbers 
are probably exaggerated. 

The compass variation is 5° west. 

Defences of Khartoum. 

Abdul Kader on his arrival as Governor-General, both with a view of defending 
the town and to give confidence to the inhabitants, gave orders that a ditch and 
parapet uniting the two rivers should be constructed, and some 800 to 1,000 yards in 
front of the town. This was done. 

The dimensions of the work are: Length, when the rivers are in flood, 5,900 
yards; when at low water, 0,700 yards. Depth of ditch, 8 feet; width at top, 17 feet; 
at bottom, 10 feet; slopes steep. Width, bottom of parapet, 20 feet; superior crest, 
14 feet; height, 7 feet. 

From the crest there is a command of view over the country. 

Beginning at the Blue Nile, the crest line for the first 3,000 yards incloses two 
very large salient angles. From that point it follows in a straight line direct to the 
White Nile. 

Some 300 or L00 yards in front of the lines and on the banks of the Blue Nile is 
the village of Boori. At the opposite end of the line, but further away, are the villages 
of Sheik Salem and Gcriz. A few small villages are scattered beyond. All the 
houses of these villages are of mud. 
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With tlie exception of sonic cultivated ground about these villages and along the 
hanks of the rivers, the country to the front is a barren open plain, with some very 
low swellings. The ground is mostly hard clay, with a surface coating of sand. 

The banks of the Blue Nile are steep and 18 feet in height, brom their crest the 
ground rises very gradually till opposite the first salient angle, which may he 2o to 
30 feet above the river at low water. Thence, as far as the third salient, it remains 
level, and then declines very gradually to the level of the White Nile, whose banks are 

quite low. 

The defects of this line are:— 

2. Its liability to enfilade from the opposite banks of the Wbite Nile. 

3. No flanking defence. , ... 

The second objection is of no importance against an enemy unproMded with 

aVtlll To obviate the third defect, I would suggest the construction of redans, as shown 
in the plan. These redans should lie made at intervals of about 1,000 yards, and with 
60 yards side.

Judo-in- by a European standard, such a line would require a garrison of at h ast 
5,000 men, but probably a much smaller number would be required to hold it against

Considering, however, that the line maybe forced, or that the garrison may not be 
numerous enough, it would he advisable, in the event of a serious attack, to constiuct 
some interior defences. The buildings most suitable lor that purpose would be the 
Government House and gardens, and the public offices which aw ^ 

buildings are all of burnt brick, and the gardens are large. As the lattei are unpro 
tected by a wall, a parapet and ditch would have to be built round them, borne of 
the neighbouring houses might also be taken in, in accordance with the strength 
of the garrison. The Government House and public offices are situated along the

On the 15th a’Channel, (Sergeant-Major) of the Bara garrison arrived and 
reported that on his way here lie had heard on throe different occasions Iran sold,c is 
of the Obeid garrison that Obeid bad fallen on the 1 <th danuan. His stoij is, that 
on that mornin- the Arabs advanced against tin- entrenchments, and that just as tiny 
wore -oiim^o"assault the garrison held up the stocks of then; rifles in token ot 
surrender. I'lie Arabs immediately reported this to the Maluli, and that <> > tl. 
following day the latter made a triumphal entry into the town, wentstiaight to the 


mosque, where he remained lost in prayer for eight days. During this interval the 
large war stores and ammunition were being handed over to the rebels. The Governor- 
General of the West Soudan was at first well received by the Maluli and presented 
with the coloured coat of a Dervish, but he was subsequently seized and imprisoned 
with a chain round his neck. The Chaouch then went on to add that the rebels 
intended breaking up into three bodies ; one, partly under Eaki Manna, was to march 
on Dongola ; Sheikh Rahrna, the conqueror of Bara, was to march on Darfour, and 
the Maluli himself on Khartoum. The Chaouch also said the Arabs destroyed 
nothing at Obeid beyond the seats of the divan, which they said had been defiled by 
the Turks. The soldiers of the garrison were also allowed to go free, and only the 
officers kept in captivity. 

lo test the truth of this news 1 have advised Giegler Pasha to send an express to 
Duem and lura Hadra, and should the news be confirmed I will of course telegraph it 
to you. 

Personally, I am rather inclined to believe in its being true, as it is impossible 
to expect that Obeid is to hold out for ever. 

It is evident that this success, besides vastly increasing the strength of the Arabs 
in guns and ammunition, will enormously increase the Mahdi’s prestige, and confirm 
many in their belief of his divine mission. They will reason somewhat as follows :— 

“ Here is a Government well supplied with arms, ammunition, money and soldiers, 
utterly defeated and paralyzed by a poor simple Fakir. How can such a result happen 
except by the direct interposition of God.” 

The question now arises, “What should lu- done in this crisis ?” 1 think the first 

thing the Government will have to decide on will be whether the Kordofan expedition 
should leave or Uot. My own opinion, from what I am told and know of the Egyptian 
soldiers, is, that to send it w ould be to run a very great risk, and if the expedition wore 
defeated the probability is that the Soudan would be lost. Should it be decided to give 
up the expedition, I would then suggest that strong garrisons be sent to Berber and 
Dongola. I would also suggest that orders should be at once sent to Slaten Bey, the 
Governor of Darfour, to destroy all his stores and retreat as best he can oil the Bahr-el- 
Gazal Province. There is, of course, a chance that Khartoum may be bcleagured, but 
I can hardly fancy that even 10,000 Egyptian soldiers, if they remain faithful, 
and are commanded by some energetic officers, will allow themselves to be shut up. 

The question, however, is, whether they will remain faithful, or whether their 
cowardice may not induce them to desert, knowing as they w ill that the Maluli wall 
not harm them. It has been noticed of late, on several occasions, that they eagerly 
asked their prisoners whether the Maluli would kill them if they were taken.' Also at 
one or two of the late skirmishes they were heard exclaiming, “Oh, Effcndina Arabi, 
if you only knew the position Tewdik has placed us in.” Many, also, of both officers 
and men, are still convinced that they have merely been sent here to be slaughtered. 

Altogether the state of affairs is far from being a bright one, and it is really im¬ 
possible to foretell what may not happen. 

There can also be no doubt that the feeling of the country is quite against the 
Government, and nothing proves it more than the difficulty we have in getting news, 
while the rebels are informed of every movement that occurs in Khartoum or other 
places. 

His Excellency Abdul Kader left on the 13th for Wei id Mcdain, and thence march 
w ith three battalions to the relief of Scnaar. He will probably have to fight the 
Makashfy. 'flic battle w-ill be a critical one. 

Nothing has as yet been heard of the Kaimakam and the two battalions who were 
to have attacked the rebels at Abu Juma. I shall he agreeably surprised if the attack 
has come off and been successful. 

Allacddcen Pasha left Berber yesterday, and is expected here in three or four da vs. 
What his mission is is not known. 

At Om Durmarrthere arc now three and a-lialf battalions and 400 Bashi-Bazouks. 
In Khartoum there are one Egyptian battalion, 11,000 negro recruits, some SO or 00 
dismounted cuirassiers and a few artillerymen. 

To mount the cuirassiers and Bashi-Bazouks 103 horses arrived from Gallabat 
quite lately. They are small, underbred, and out of condition. 

The sick in hospital are: fever 20, wounds 22, skin diseases 10, gall 1.

lie went to the Government House, where lie had an interview with Mahmoud Said and 
the other officers, lie directed them to give up all their valuables, money, &c., but 
otherwise treated them leniently, and even went so far as to present them with the robes 
of a Dervish. On Mahmoud Said, however, refusing to surrender his money, he Avas 
seized and imprisoned, and the Mahdi at once proceeded to his house, Avhcre, seeing 
that some of the flooring of the harem had been lately disturbed, lie ordered that the 
ground should be dug up. The order was carried out, and £ E. 8,000 in gold found; 

£ E. 7,000 wore also'taken from Ali Sheriff, and more or less from all the other officers 
and Notables. Altogether, although little or no money was found in the public 
treasury, (he Mahdi is said to have taken over a million dollars from the Notables and 
officials. None of this money was distributed amongst the Mahdi’s followers. 

The garrison when it surrendered numbered 3,300 regulars and irregulars, n<j>rty 
all negroes. The arms consisted of 3,000 rifles (including those with the troop*), 3 
guns, 1 rocket, and large stores of ammunition. Two of the guns are believed to ho 
of large calibre. The troops when disarmed Avere told olT hy companies among the 
different banners. All are fairly well treated, including the Roman Catholic 
missionaries. 1, liOAvtwer, hear that missionaries of Delcny, both male and female, 
have suffered a great deal indeed,—my informant says their sufferings would bring 
tears of blood to my eyes. 

The Mahdi frequently calls up some of the Government officials, Avhen lie presents 
them Avith a few dollars for current expenses, lie shows great antipathy to Mahmoud 
Said, and on one occasion presented him with a ring, saying it had belonged to a 
thief, and was, therefore, extremely suitable for him. All the hooks and Government 
property haA’e been destroyed, and the town completely looted. The Mahdi has taken 
up his residence in the Government House, whore he issues orders, hut does not see 
that they are carried out. No attempt has been made at establishing a Government, 
and anarchy reigns supreme, every one doing exactly as it suits him. 

My informant states that Mahmoud Said kasha is undoubtedly mainly responsible 
for all that has lately occurred. Through his shameless venality, love of gain, and 
harshness, lie incensed the tribes against Ihe Go\eminent. Through his fanaticism, 
superstition, and, perhaps, coAvardicc, he failed to arrest the Mahdi AAdien lie had the 
power. Through his incapacity and want of energy, he neglected to provision the 
town when lie had the moans, and, finally, through his stupidity and Avant of 
division, lie lost the favourable opportunity for making a sortie, lie also adds that 
this is not alone his opinion, hut is also that of all those who have any knowledge of 
what has been lately going on in Oheid. 1 Avould, however, beg to point out that 
Mahmoud Said is but an example, although perhaps an exaggerated one, of the official 
class in the Soudan. Most of the officials come here hating the country, looking upon 
themselves as exiles, and determined hy fair means or foul to make as much money as 
they can, quite regardless of the ruin and misery they cause. 

Mahmoud Said kasha is a Uoumelian Turk. In 18(53 he came to the Soudan as 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 8th Regiment, quartered at Kordofan, and to act as the 
Yakeel of the Mudir during the absence of the latter. In 18(5'.) he returned to Cairo. 
In 1873 Ismail H\oub Rasim applied for him, and he returned to the Soudan, lie 
Avas at once promoted to the rank of Colonel, and made Mudir of Kordofan. In 1877 
Gordon kasha made him Mudir of Berber. At the end of 187'.) Gordon kasha made 
him Mudir of Kordofan.

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On receiving tlic news of flic fall of Obeid, T forwarded you the following 
telegram:— ‘ D 

“ Messenger just arrived. lie reports that Obeid surrendered on the 17th 
January. That there are great dissensions among the rebels. That if the troops 
advance some of the rebels will join them. This news about Obeid is true. I think 
there is no danger for Khartoum. I propose that Abdul Kader be authorized to send 
orders to Darfur to destroy stores and retreat on Bahr-el-Ghazelle if hard pressed. 
Have you spoken about Dongola ?” 

As to the future movements or intentions of the Malidi not much is known; but 
it appears to me very improbable that he should venture here. Not alone is our 
position a strong one, but also the troops, if not very formidable in quality, still 
impose through their number. It is also extremely doubtful whether the tribes of 
Komofan could be induced to come bere. It is far more probable that he will remain 
where he is, and that the rebellion will extend westward into Darfur, and northward, 
by means of the Kababysh tribe to Dongola. It is asserted that the Malidi intends 
marching at first west to punish the large .1 Lamar tribe, who have fallen away from 
him, and then south against the Gliemaa and Gyawama tribes, who, under tlic leader¬ 
ship of Sheikh Manna, deny to recognize him as a Maluli. 

Should such be bis intentions, it is more than probable that the whole movement 
may eventually resolve itself into a number of inter-tribal fights. 

The disintegration will be still further hastened if it" is true that the Mahdi 
refuses to divide the booty. Indeed, I already hear that many of the tribes are 
displeased with him on that account, and would join the troops if "they advanced. It 
is improbable also that the country can continue for an indefinite time* in a state of 
anarchy, and if he cannot substitute some sort of Government he will fall. For these 
and other obvious reasons, I am strongly of opinion that to advance now on Konlofan 
would be exceedingly injudicious, and that the alternative policy of remaining on the 
defensive, vigorously putting down any attempted rising on this bank of the Nile, and 
waiting to see what will happen, is the true one. 

To advance now with our miserable troops against an enemy flushed with recent 
success, wx'll supplied with arms, and worked up to a high pitch of fanaticism, would 
be but to risk a disaster with no corresponding advantage now that Obeid has fallen. 
A serious disaster, or indeed a check, would also very probably involve the loss of the 
whole of the Soudan. 

As the carrying out of such a policy may involve the loss of Darfur, I have there¬ 
fore suggested in my telegram that the Governor should be authorized to destroy his 
stores and retreat on the Bahr-el-Ghazelle if hard pressed. To got rid of Darfur 
would, I think, he an unmixed benefit. Dongola and Berber should also bo strongly 
held, and finally the troops here should be constantly kept on the move, some attempts 
made to weed out the inefficient officers, and to instil some discipline and military 
spirit into the remainder. 

Of the other military operations which should have occurred since my last 
despatch, I have but little to relate. No news has yet arrived from Abdul Kader, but 
he is known to be marching on Senaar, and it is hoped he may succeed in defeating 
El Makaslifi, who may attempt to bar his way. 

Of the two battalions under Hussein Bey Mazhar (visible) who arc at liana on 
the White Nile, and w r erc ordered by Abdul Kader to march against the rebels at Abu 
Juma, some hours south of liana, on the east bank of tin* river, news arrived yester¬ 
day. The Colonel reports that he has reconnoitred the road from liana to Abu Juma, 
that the natives tell him the rebels arc so numerous that God alone could count 
them, and that sixteen tribes are arrayed against him—a statement palpably absurd. 
He ends bis report by asking for two more battalions along with guns, camels, rockets, 
and cavalry. The real meaning of his lteport obviously is that both lie and his troops 
arc afraid to advance*, and will not do so on any account whatever. This is but another 
proof, if more were wanting, of the utter worthlessness of Egyptian infantry, officered 
and trained as they are at piesent. It is almost impossible for me to convey an idea 
of the contempt with which all classes of people here rogard them. Their common 
nickname is “ Wader lleef,” a corruption of “ Oolad-el-Iteef ” (Sons of the Country), a 
name used in a contemptuous sense. The negro troops will not associate with them, 
nor will, curiously enough, the Egyptian officers in command of those troops. 

We have a considerable number of Egyptian troops encamped at the Durman 
opposite Khartoum, and T am persuaded, were the rebels to make a sudden attack, 
that the whole of these tro >]>s. with Hussein Serri Pasha at their head, would instantly 
he driven into the Nile. 
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I regret to say that His Highness the Khedive continues his fatal policy of tele¬ 
graphing to Hussein Serri Pasha over the heads of his superiors. 

lie is doing his best to loosen still further the bands of discipline, and to make 
confusion worse confounded.

Mil. W. II. WYLDE, formerly of this Office, and another gentleman, called 
upon me to-day to request the support of Her Majesty’s Government for the project 
of a railway from Souakin to Berber, or to some point on the Nile in the vicinity of 
Khartoum. They urged the importance of this undertaking as calculated to open a 
large portion of Central Africa to European commerce and civilization, and added 
that the proposed railway would he not more than 300 miles in length, and that then* 
were no engineering difficulties in the way of its construction. 

I told these gentlemen that, as a general rule, Her Majesty’s Government had 
determined to refrain from pressing upon the Egyptian Government anyone industrial 
or commercial scheme in preference toothers ; that, in any ease, they could not under¬ 
take to express an opinion on, or to recommend the consideration of, projects which 
were merely given in their general outline, w ithout full elaboration in detail. But I 
added that if the complete particulars necessary for forming a judgment upon flu* 
proposal tverc supplied to me I should be ready to forw’ard them to your Excellency, 
and that as you had already expressed yourself in favour of such a line of railway, I 
did not think you were likely to oppose any well-considered scheme for its con¬ 
struction.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s dispatch No. 51 ol the Otli instant, 1 have 
the honour to inclose a Memorandum which 1 have received from the Egyptian 
Ministry of Finance, show ing the progress which has been made towards refunding 
the sums paid for Moukabalah previous to the repeal of that tax. 

It appears, from the inclosed statement, that the delay in commencing these 
payments has arisen from the necessity of establishing the exact amount of the claims : 
this work was only concluded at the beginning of the present year, and the total has 
been fixed at 9,370,000/. Now, however, the arrears due from the date of the Law of 
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Liquidation will be paid; and the sum of 150,000/. per annum, set apart for this 
purpose, has been accumulating, so that instead of TOO per cent, about 4 per cent, is 
now available for the liquidation of the claims. The money is not paid directly, but 
will be accounted for and deducted in the collection of the taxes.

Memorandum respecting the Moukabalah. 

(Translation.) 

IN consequence of a Report presented to His Highness the Khedive on the 
25th December, 1*70, by his Excellency Riaz Pasha, at that time Minister of Finance, 
and on the proposal of the Council of Ministers, His Highness issued, on the 
0th January, 1880, a Decree abrogating the law respecting the Moukabalah. 

This Decree stipulated that when the rate of the land tax had been fixed in 
accordance with the result of the survey operations which were being carried out, 
reductions proportionate to the sums actually paid should be granted to the proprietors 
of lands who had paid the Moukabalah. 

The Commission of Liquidation which met in the year 1880 decided that the law 
respecting the Moukabalah revoked by the above Decree should continue finally 
repealed under the reservations contained in Article 5 of this same Decree relative to 
the acquisition of landed property. It also decided that the provisions of Article 3 
of the Decree of the Gth January, 1880, concerning the proportionate reductions to be 
granted, should be likewise repealed. 

The provisions of the Law of Liquidation (17th July, 1880) relating to the 
Moukabalah arc contained in Articles 87 to 93, inclusive, of this Law. 

In these Articles it is stipulated:— 

(a.) That the payments of the Moukabalah found correct shall give claim to an 
indemnity to the profit of the persons who from the time of the regulation, of which 
mention is made below, shall be proprietors of lands which have been subject to these 
payments. 

(b.) That a yearly sum of £ E. 150,000 shall be raised from the 1st July, 1880, 
for the service of "the Moukabalah indemnity on the revenues of the Budget assigned 
to the General Debt. 

(c.) That the above-mentioned proprietors should substantiate their rights by a 
written or verbal application addressed before the 1st January, 1881, to the Mudirs or 
to the Agents appointed for this purpose by the Ministry of Finance, for which a 
receipt will be given to them. 

By virtue of this Law, and in conformity with the tenour of its 88tli Article, 
individual deductions ought to be established. 

Again, the number of tax-payers, amongst whom these deductions had to be 
made, amounted, according to the annexed statement (Annex A), to 119,722/. 

It is easy to understand that the assessment of individual deductions has been 
very complicated, and that, notwithstanding the number of employes who have been 
sent into the provinces, this work could not be finished before the commencement of 
the present year. 

The deductions which have been made show that the net total of the Moukabalah 
paid is about 9,370,000/. It is therefore on this sum that it will be necessary to 
distribute the annuity of £ E. 150,000 fixed by the Law of Liquidation. The distribu¬ 
tion would correspond to an annual payment of 121 Turkish piastres (l’GO per cent.) 
for every 100 Turkish piastres net of the Moukabalah paid, and that during fifty 
years. 

On the completion of those accounts, the Ministry submitted to the Council of 
Ministers the scheme of administration, as provided by the 93rd Article of the Law of 
Liquidation. This scheme having been approved by the Council of Ministers on the 
15th February, 1883, necessary instructions for the application of this regulation were 
given to the Moudiriehs by Circular dated the 21st and 25th February, 1883. 
(Annex B.) 

It having been stipulated by the Law of Liquidation (Article 89) that, in the 
event of the liquidation not being completed in time to allow of the half-yearly 
payment of 1880 being applied to the contributions of that year this fact would not be 
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lost sight of with regard to the tax-payers on the lists of 1881, the Ministry of Finance 
must now take into account—

Or about 4 per cent, of tbe net total of the Moukabalah tax paid. 

These sums are not paid down, hut they will be counterbalanced with the arrears 
of taxes due up to date by tbe tax-payers, together with those they will have to pay 
from now to the end of the year. 

This set-olf, however, is only carried out in virtue of the 2nd paragraph of 
Article 89 of the Law of Liquidation, which says:— 

“ The sum of £ E. 150,000 shall be divided among the proprietors in the form of 
annuities, recoverable on payment of the land tax. The distribution sliall be made in 
the ratio of tbe net debts resulting from individual reductions.” 

According to information furnished by the Moudiriehs, the set-off is being carried 
out. It will, moreover, be made under the superintendence of tbe Ministry, and there 
is every reason to believe that it will soon be completed. 

I append to this note a copy of that which was submitted to the Council of 
Ministers on the 10th February last, and a copy of the decision of the Council 
of Ministers approving the proposal which had been submitted to them.

invite the Sarsafs to send you for every village a statement showing the balance of the 
MokabalaU due to each claimant for the area of laud registered under his name, and 
showing likewise the amount of the half-yearly annuity of 1880, and of the two half- 
yeai’ly annuities of 1881 and 1882, the indemnity being calculated at tbe rate of G4 paras 
a-year for every 100 piastres, viz., at the rate of 4 per eent. for the two annuities and 
a-half. 

As soon as you receive these documents, you will take care to have the statement 
concerning eacli village cheeked in the annuity register, and, if the figures are correct, 
you will authorize tho Savsal' to inscribe the amount of those two annuities and a-half 
on his cash-hook as well as on tho wird of the tax-payer, and to deduct the said 
amount on bis books from that of tbe land tax, considering it as a payment made by 
the tax-payer on account of his taxes, taking care at the same time to state, as well on 
[■420] 2 Q 
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flic wil’d as on the register of receipts, the amount both of the indemnity and of the 
annuity. 

You will order the Sarsaf to firing these 1 operations to a close within one month, 
or, at latest, in the first days of the next one. You will then cause the amount of 
these two annuities and a-half to he carried in the hooks of your administration to the 
dehit of the Accountant-General’s Department, Finance Ministry. 

With regard to the operations connected with entering the amount of the 
annuities on the registers and delivering certificates to the tax-payers, you will cause 
them to he carried out only after the inscription of the said annuities on the registers 
of the Sarsal's, being careful that any changes that may have taken place in the mean¬ 
time with regard to landed property should he duly noted ; and you will order the 
amount of the annuity to he paid during fifty years from the 1st duly, 1SS0, to he 
duly mentioned on the annuity register, without its being necessary to detail the 
different series of annuities. 

With regard to the delivery of cert ideates lo the tax-payers, the Finance Ministry 
has already given the printing office the order to have the necessary counterfoil 

registers printed,.copies of which will be sent to yon for the requirements of 

your Moudirieh. As soon as you receive those hooks you must have the certificates 
filled up and delivered to the claimants. 

In order to carry out the work as speedily as possible, you may, if you do not 
consider your present clerical stall' connected with the service of the Mokabalah as 
sufficiently numerous, engage two or three temporary agents for a few days, at any 
rate not for more than a month. In that case you must not fail to forward to the 
Finance Ministry a list showing the number of clerks attached to the said service, as 
well as that of the newly-engaged ones, together with the date of their appointment. 

You must he careful to state in the razas which are to be forwarded to the 
Finance Ministry the amount of the annuities concerning each village. 


Appendix (C). 

Memorandum for the Council of Ministers, 

The Law of Liquidation having definitively annulled the Law of the Mokabalah, has 
prescribed that the payments effected on account of that tax will, if regular, entitle to 
an indemnity such persons as may, on the final adjustment of accounts, be proprietors 
of the land which these payments concern. 

When this Law was promulgated the Finance At inistry ordered the different Depart¬ 
ments to enter on special registers all the claims which might he sent in by the 
Mokabalists. 

As soon as this operation was finished the Moudiriehs began to settle the accounts 
of the claimants by carrying to their credit the amount paid hv them for the Mokabalah, 
together with interest at the rate of (• per cent, a year, and to their debit the amount 
of the yearly deductions granted] them on land tax for payment of the Mokabalah, 
their arrears of taxes and other debts, as mentioned in Article 88, together with the 
interest thereon at the rate of 4 per cent, a year. 

These accounts once established, the Finance Ministry has deducted from the same 
the amount of the payments contemplated by the Law of Liquidation. 

The balance, which is intended to serve as a basis for the assessment of the 
indemnity, amounts to £ E. 9,1171,719. As all the informat ion required by the Law of 
Liquidation have been mentioned in the books in which the sums to be paid for 
annuities to the claimants have to be registered, as these books are now ready, and as, 
according to Article 93 of the said Law, the Finance Ministry is bound to submit to 
the Council of Ministers, for approval, a regulation stating what steps it is 
necessary to take for the adjustment of the Mokabalah accounts, the creation 
and keeping in proper order of the annuity registers, as well as for the checking 
of all the operations connected with the said adjustment, this Department is of 
opinion that the following measures ought to be taken to that effect, viz. :— 

Service of the Moukahulah Indemnity. 

According to Article 89 of the Law of Liquidation this indemnity, to which a 
yearly sum of C F. 150,000 has been devoted, ought to have been paid to the claimants 
from the 1st July, 1880. 


As the drawing up and checking of the accounts have been brought to a close, and 
as it is now possible to settle tbc indemnity which, according to assessment, ought 
to be calculated at the rate of G4 paras a year for every 100 piastres, the Finance 
Ministry is of opinion that the annuities due for the time which has ('lapsed between 
the 1st July, 1880, and the 31st December, 1882, to such of the tax-payers who have 
not paid their taxes up to that last date, should be deducted in January 1883 from the 
amount due by them, and that the annuities due for the same period to claimants having 
paid their taxes should be deducted from those tliev will have to pay during the year 
1883. 

The same system will be adopted for every succeeding year, that is to say. that the 
annuities for one year will have to be deducted from the taxes due for that same year 
out of the sums to be paid by the tax-payers in the following month of January ; the 
amount of the said annuities being fixed according to the quantum resulting from a 
proportionate allotment of liabilities, without, as is stated in Article 91, being ever 
subject to any change, were even the rates themselves to be modified. 

Reimbursement of the Annuities of the Assigned Provinces. 

That portion of the annuities due to the assigned provinces will have to be refunded 
by the Finance Ministry in the course of the month in which the assessment of the 
annuities will be fixed. 

Annuity Registers and Checking Operations. 

The books in which the amount of the annuities to be paid during a period of 
fifty years ought to be inscribed, are ready, and all the information required by 
Article 90 of the Law of Liquidation have been duly registered. 

The Finance Ministry thinks that if the keeping of these registers were intrusted 
to the village Sarsafs, it is to he tea red that the service of collection of taxes with 
which they are specially charged might be impeded, and besides, that they could not 
keep them in proper order for a period of fifty years. 

On the other hand, the Moudiriehs require to have these books constantly at their 
disposal, in order to be able to consult them whenever they are called upon to deliver 
to claimants the certificates prescribed by the Law of Liquidation. 

This Department is therefore of opinion that the keeping of these books should 
be intrusted to the Moudiriehs, each of these Administrations being bound to deliver 
to the Sarsaf of each village an extract, showing, for each tax-payer, the balance 
of the Mokabalah, the amount of annuities, and the area of land belonging to 
him. 

After having been checked both by the Moudirieh and the Sarsaf, and found 
correct, this extract will bear an order of the Moudir, according to which the Sarsaf 
will be bound to enter on the village register the amount of the indemnity as well as 
that of the annuities to be paid to each claimant. 

These annotations will have to be registered in the books at the beginning of the 
year, and any changes which may have taken place with regard to ownership of 
property having been duly entered on the Sarsafs books, this official Avill be bound, at 
the end of the year, to draw up and send to the Moudirieh a statement showing the 
area of land of which each tax-payer may be proprietor at the time, as well as the 
amount of the annuities concerning the said area. 

The Moudirieh will have to check this statement, and, if found correct, to give 
the Sarsaf the authorization to note on the register for the ensuing year the financial 
position of each claimant, to enter the annuities in his cash-book and on the wirds, 
and to carry that amount on the land revenue register as a payment on account of 
taxes. 

Certificates to be delivered to Claimants. 

Article 92 of the Law of Liquidation states that certificates showing the amount 
of the annuities inscribed on their behalf in the village register should be delivered 
to tbe claimants. 

The Finance Ministry deems it indispensable, for regularity’s sake, that those 
certificates should be detached from a counterfoil register. 

In case of sale or transfer of property, the Moudiriehs Avill have to point out on 
the orders issued for the registration of the said sales or transfers the extent of area 
to be carried from the seller’s to the buyer’s account, to deduct it from the seller’s 
certificate as well as from the page in foil, and to deliver a certificate to the buyer. If 
the said buyer owns, in that same village, property for which a certificate has already 
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been granted to him, the Moudirieh will add on that certificate the amount of annuity 
corresponding to the extent of area purchased. 

The certificates delivered to claimants should be drawn up according to the 
following form:—

Expenses of the Clerical Staff charged with the Keeping of the Annuity Registers. 

As the agents of the Moudirielis cannot keep these books, it would be necessary 
to appoint a certain number of Agents specially charged with the work. 

This staff will cause, for the year 1883, an outlay of about £ E. 1,000. 

The Finance Ministry is of opinion that for the year 1883 this sum might be paid 
out of the Liquidation Fund, and that for the ensuing years expenses of this kind 
should he met by such funds as might ultimately be devoted to that purpose.

The President of the Council to the Minister of Finance. 

(Translation.) 7 Rabi-Ahher 1300 (February 15, 1883). 

In a Memorandum addressed to the Council of Ministers, your Excellency states 
that your Department, according to the terms of Article 93 of the Law of Liquidation, 
has caused a regulation to be drawn up stating the measures which it is necessary to 
take for the settlement of the Mokabalali account, the creation and regular keeping of 
the annuity registers, and the checking of operations. 

Your Excellency, therefore, submits this regulation, which is divided into five 
chapters, as stated in your Memorandum, to the Council of Ministers for approval. 

The Council having approved these five chapters in the sitting of Monday the 
4tli Rabi-Aliker, 130U (the 12th January, 1883), I beg your Excellency to take the 
necessary steps to have this decision carried out.

Letter written to Khartoum by Sefton Bey , Egyptian Moudir of the Bahr-el- Gazelle 

Pi wince. 

(Private and Confidential.) Mutera-el-Nek, January 28, 1883. 

IT is some time since I received news from you. I have written by every 
opportunity and hope letters arrived. You will learn from official letters all that lias 
taken place here; things looked very had two months ago, but am now glad to say 
they are brighter. The bad news which is continually being brought in from Darfour 
and Kordofan had a bad effect on the troops and Bazingers, but after we were 
fortunate enough to beat the revolutionists in several hard-fought battles confidence 
has in a great measure been restored. 

The collecting of recruits for Khartoum has been a sad blow to this province. 
The Bazingers (irregular infantry) would rather die than be made to join the regular 
army and be sent down to Khartoum. No amount of persuasion can make them enlist 
of their own accord, and it is only by force and chains that they can be brought from 
the distant stations to this place. Whether I am justified in using such means I 
would not like to say, and those in authority in Khartoum are not likely to answer mv 
question. The news from Ilat-el-Istwa,* Rob I,* and Izaak* is that there has been 
some fighting but that on every occasion the troops were victorious. His Excellency 
the Governor-General asks me to do all in my power to collect 0,000 to 7,000 Bazingers. 
I only wish he would come here and see how I have had to work to get together those 
I have sent you. lie would then be a little more reasonable in his demands, but I 
should not be in the least surprised if they were doubled when such men as Abu 
Amoorif (Khenawi Bey) gives him information. Khenawi would willingly give a 
good round sum to be allowed to come here and take charge of his Zareeba Dembo 
and his hundreds of slaves, and I beg you to do your utmost to prevent such a thing, 
which will, if it takes place, be the cause of a loss every year of some thousands to the 
Government, besides opening the old Slave Trade again, which has, as sonic people 
think, revived in tin' province since Gessi Pasha. But it certainly will do so if such 
men as Ilassan Bey, Khenawi, and others are sent hero. At present I can confidently 
say that the Trade has ceased to exist. Domestic slavery is as rife as ever, and it will 
continue so long as Government pay my DanagleJ at the rate of 40 piastres per month. 
Not one of them would serve for that small sum if it were not that they have large 
numbers of slaves which they would lose if removed from here. It is only by slave 
labour that those men can live. How is it that this Mudiriye should be so much for¬ 
gotten at Khartoum when we give such large returns to the Government ? Everywhere 
else a Khatoriyeh§ has 75 piastres per month, why my men only 40 piastres ? Please 
mention this to his Excellency, and ask him to give them their due. Even the 
40 piastres they do not x-eceive, as nearly every one here has duo to him from fifteen 
to twenty months’ pay, reckoning from January 1880. We bring you the dollars, but 
they are sent elsewhere; Bahr-el-Gazelle sees mighty little from Khartoum. The 
Govei’nment has no servants who work so hard as my men, and yet they are only paid 
half of the little sum which is their due, while those in Khartoum receive their pay 
monthly. I am tired every day of being bothered by my men for their back pay, and 
at present it is as well to keep them as far as possible in good humour.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

(Extract.) Khartoum, February 23, 1883. 

SIN CE my last despatch I have but little to report, except that the Makaslifi 
still continues to rob and plunder the district between Wed Medani and Scnaar. No 
further news has come in either from Abdul Kadcr on the Blue Nile or Hussein Bey 
Mazhar on the White. As, however, to-morrow (Saturday) is considered a lucky day 
in popular estimation, it is anticipated that Abdul Kadcr will avail himself of the 
superstition to engage the Makaslifi if possible. On the result of that engagement 
will, in a great measure, depend the tranquillity of this part of the country to the 
east of the White Nile. 

On the 21st Ala-ed-dcen Pasha and Suleiman Pasha Niazi arrived from Berber. 
Ala-ed-decn is a Circassian, and the business on which he has come is not known, 
but it is popularly supposed he is to supplant Abdul Kadcr. Suleiman Pasha Niazi 
comes as one of the Brigadiers. He is a miserable-looking old man of 70 or 75. 

I have had some further information from Achmet Effendi Falimi, the apothecary, 
recently arrived from Obeid, on the sayings and doings of the Malidi which may be 
of interest. He states that one of the main reasons why many of the Baggara tribes 
rebelled was the love of pillage and robbery, and that they are quite indifferent to the 
authority and sauctity of the Maluli. That the Malidi has committed a very serious, 
if not fatal, mistake in appropriating to himself all the money taken in Obeid. That 
this measure will greatly damage his prestige as a holy man and leader, and will 
probably alienate many from him. That since he has acquired this ivcalth lie lives 
apart and is inaccessible to the common herd. That many, even of the Arabs, say 
that before many weeks are over they will all be fighting with each other. That the 
Malidi proposes remaining some two or more months in Obeid, and then marching 
against the powerful tribes of Elamr, Ghcrnaa, and Ghcwamaa; tin' two latter arc 
under Sheikh Manna, who is very influential, and said to have become an inveterate 
foe to the Malidi. 

According to Achmet Effendi, the only changes in religious observances that the 
Malidi has up to now made are :— 

1. That until he receives further orders from the Ncbbi (Prophet Mahommed) 
the different systems of prayers, ablutions, &c., prescribed by the Sheikhs Ilanbal, 
Ilanafi, Sliafai, and Maleki need no longer be strictly followed, and that a worshipper 
may wash his hands according to tho system of Ilanafi and pray according to that of 
llanbali. 

2. To diminish the time during which a woman must, according to law, remain 
faithful to her absent husband from four years to four months. 

The garrison here has not changed since my last Report. There are now at 
Om Harman, opposite Khartoum, about 4,000 Egyptians. In the town there are 
900 Bazingers, recently arrived from the Bahr-cl-Gazelle, and GOO negro recruits. 
There are also 95 Circassians and some artillerymen. 

The sick list for the Egyptians is: wounds, 23; fever, 12; skin diseases, 10. 
The Bazingers (or slaves who arc infantry irregulars) are suffering a great deal from 
dysentery, caused by change of diet. Their sick list is : males, 92; females, 29. 

I hear that the Treasury is getting rather empty. It is probable that before long 
application will have to be made to Egypt for the necessary funds to carry on the war. 
With the large force now here the expense's are very great. 1 believe there is a good 
deal of ivory to the credit of the Soudan now at Cairo.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

Sir, Khartoum, February 27, 1883. 

I nAVE the honour to report that yesterday a telegram arrived from Messelemia 
stating that Abdul Kadcr Pasha had defeated the' rebels under the Makaslifi at Meshra- 
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cl-Dai, near Scnaar; that many rebels had been killed; that the Makaslifi had fled to the 
village of Abdel Sani; and that Abdul Kadcr had gone in pursuit. This success, if 
true, is very important, and will tend to keep the East Soudan quiet. When officially 
confirmed I shall telegraph it. 

Erom Kana, on the White Nile, there is little or no news. Saleh Bey Iledjazi, the 
officer in command, writes to complain that the Egyptian troops, under Hussein Bey 
Mazhar, refuse to obey him. The latter writes that ammunition, reinforcements, &c., 
should be sent him. On the 25th, on hearing that Hussein Bey Mazhar’s troops, 
when on the march from Kurash to Kana, had seized twenty-five Arab women not 
belonging to rebels, and compelled them to come to Kana to grind corn for the regi¬ 
ment, I called on Ala-ed-decn Pasha and expressed my opinion very strongly that 
such conduct should not be permitted. That although I had no wish to interfere in 
military affairs, still I could not witness such conduct without expressing my disap¬ 
probation, and that I was sure, were the matter reported, the offenders would bo 
punished. He agreed with me, and an express was sent off -with orders to Hussein 
Bey Mazhar to send the unfortunate women to their homes. Giegler Pasha appears 
to think that tho order will not be obeyed. 

It is impossible for me to criticize too severely the conduct of the Egyptian 
troops, both officers and men, towards the natives. Their general conduct and over¬ 
bearing manner is almost sufficient to cause a rebellion. When to this conduct 
cowardice is added, it is impossible for me to avoid expressing my contempt and 
disgust. 

Ala-ed-dcen Pasha has not yet declared his mission, but there can be little doubt 
that lie is to be Governor-General rice Abdul Kadcr. I cannot but consider the policy 
of changing the Governor-General at the present crisis an unfortunate one. Abdul 
Kadcr has now been here a considerable time, and, whatever faults he may have, ho 
thoroughly knows the people he has to deal with; he has been successful in one or 
two engagements; he knows his troops and they have confidence in him; the natives 
also both respect and fear him. He is active, intelligent, and painstaking, with a 
considerable amount of common sense. On the other hand, Ala-ed-dcen is eompa- 
tively an unknown man, and whatever good qualities he may possess, it is impossible 
that he can command the same influence or have the same knowledge of the country 
and the enemy. Also, to send Ala-ed-dcen here without declaring his mission is a 
very great mistake, and only tends still further to complicate matters. Although 
nominally he has no official position, his presence is sufficient to neutralize the 
influence of Abdul Kadcr, with the result that practically no one is in command. 
Add to this the constant interference from Cairo, and I think it will be admitted that 
the situation of the Acting Governor-General, during the absence of Abdul Kadcr, is 
far from an enviable one. 

I would also beg to bring to your notice the appointment of Rescind Pasha as 
Governor-General of East Soudan. This officer is a Circassian, and, according to all 
who know him, from his character and capacity, quite unfit for his present post, lie 
was formerly employed on the Abyssinian frontier in command of the troops, and 
Ala-ed-deon states that had lie not been overruled lie would on several occasions have 
brought on a war with the Abyssinians. All here look upon his appointment as a 
most unfortunate one, and it is said that probably before many months are over he 
u ill have quarrelled with Abyssinia. 

As an instance of tho unbusinesslike interference of tho Cairo Government in 
Soudan affairs, there is the case of Mahmoud Bey Akhmedani, Mudir of Taka 
(Kosala). When lately at Cairo, Rescind Pasha, through some back-stair influence, 
managed to get this man dismissed from his post. The Government here has never 
yet been officially informed of his dismissal, nor is it known why he has been dis¬ 
missed. The man is generally considered a very fair official. 

Until matters are conducted in a businesslike and straightforward and honest 
way, it is hopeless to expect any amelioration in the Soudan.

THE steamer I sent up the Nile for intelligence has returned. Major Farqulmr 
reports the people along the west bank of the White Nile are hostile. There are 
45,000 rebels assembled about Marabia, Gomabi, Goumahnand, Gebcl Abu. Also 
1,800 Baggara Arab cavalry. The rebels, or most of them, are about four hours' 
march from the bank of the river. The Baggara tribe have quarrelled with the 
Maluli regarding the booty taken at Obcid ; they have seized some of it, and carried it 
olf. I am trying to open communication with the Chief of the tribe. I hope to get 
him to meet me at Duem. The troops at the posts are from four to six months in 
arrears, and are in rags. It is a fact that some of them to procure money sell tin' 
rebels’ grain, which they collected in the deserted villages of Senaar. The Mahdi’s 
forces, 100,000 strong, liave dispersed for the present, but can be reassembled ouieklv.

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The Chiefs meet at Oheid every Friday for orders. The Chiefs of the Baggara do not 
attend. The above numbers are supposed to he reliable.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 87 of the 20th instant, relative to the 
Moukahala claims, I have the honour to inclose copies of a statement showing 
the original sums paid, and the amounts to which the claims have been reduced. 

The word “ privileges ” in the fourth column includes the reductions made, in tne 
collection of the taxes, for those persons who had paid the Moukahala. 

The principle of the Mouhahala was, as your Lordship is aware, that each tax- 
paver who paid a sum of money equivalent to six years’ taxation should he pennanen ) 
relieved of half the land tax; for instance, a taxpayer who paid 100/. a-year was only 
to pay 50/. a-vear in the future, it he at once advanced 000/. for Moukahala. 

These reductions have therefore been taken into account in estimating the amount 
of the Moukahala claims as they now stand.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

Sir, Khartoum , March 2, 1883. 

1 HAVE the honour to report that yesterday I forwarded you the following 
telegram:— 

“ On Saturday, the 24th Echruary, the troops while marching on Senaar under 
Abdel Kader, were attached by a large body of rebels. The rebels were defeated witli 
heavy loss; casualties among tin* troops insignificant; the troops behaved well; 
Abdel Ivader’s telegram is dated one hour from Senaar.” 

The further details state that Abdel Kader left Wed Madam on the Blue Nile 
with the 1st Regiment (2,100 men), GOO irregulars or Bashi-Bazouks, and some 
irregular Teliukeriyeh cavalry commanded by the sons and relatives of Sheikh 
Wad-el-Kerim. Abdul Kader’s objective was Senaar, which was blockaded by the 
JMakashli. 


On the evening of the 22nd February, the troops reached Meshoa-el-Dakhin, some 
eight hours’ march from Senaar. That evening, about 8 p.m., a large body of rebels 
under the Makashfi advanced against the camp. Some shots were exchanged, but the 
rebels, finding the soldiers on the alert, retired. The following day, Friday, the troops 
remained halted in their position, and the neighbourhood ivas thoroughly reconnoitred. 
That day Abdel Kader received a letter from the Makashfi, in which, after testifying 
to the Divine mission and invincibility of the Mahdi, he invited Abdel Kader to 
submit, saying that he had a regard for him, and was anxious to save his life and 
spiritual hereafter. This letter was dated from Mcshra-el-Dai. 

Early on Saturday, the 2l<th, the troops marched on Mcshra-el-Dai. When near 
Dai the Makashfi with some 10,000 or 12,000 rebels (it is said) Avas discovered in a 
forest bordering the road. 

The guns and rockets were at once opened on them. After some time they left 
the shelter of the wood and attacked the troops. 

The attack Avas carried out with the greatest determination, but after some severe 
fighting they were dispersed and pursued by the cavalry. The engagement lasted from 
10 a.m. till 1 p.m. Of the troops some twenty-seven were slightly wounded. The 
rebel loss is estimated at 2,000 killed, including Sheikh Wad-el-Kcriff, ol Maatuk 
notoriety, Slieikli Mahomet, and Sheikh Almiet-el-Baghar, belonging to the Kawaklch 
tribe. 

Many of the rebels fled into the river where they were cut down by the cavalry. 
The Makashfi succeeded in getting away, but for the time being the rebel army 
appears to have been completely dispersed. Some of the rebels appear to have 
used fire-arms, and Abdul Kader had a narrow escape, his watch chain being broken 
by a bullet. 

Saturday night the troops remained halted at Dai, but on Sunday the road to 
Senaar being reported clear, the march Avas continued to that place. Abdel Kader 
further states that many villages are submitting, as also the district of Wad-el-Abbas, 
on the east bank of the Blue Nile, opposite Senaar. 

As this engagement aa ill probably exert a very considerable influence in quieting 
the country east of the river, I judged it of sufficient importance to telegraph it. 

Within the last few days some further details of the siege of Obeid liave come in 
which may prove interesting. 

Suleiman Hindi, a Copt merchant, is my informant. He left lvordofan 
twenty-two days ago, having succeeded with some others in obtaining not alone a 
pass from the Mahdi, but also some money and donkeys for the road. To obtain this 
favour he appears to have used the very transparent ruse of praising the Mahdi and 
abusing the Turkish Government, /.<*., the Egyptian, and telling the Mahdi that he 
merely wanted to go to Khartoum to fetch his family. lie states that on the day of 
the assault, the Mahdi accompanied the Arabs till within half-an-hour of the town, 
and then left them, saying that the Xcbblii (Prophet) had told him the bullets of the 
soldiers would do no harm, and that after taking the town they were to return to him 
the following day, when together they would march to the mosque in the big square 
and return thanks for the victory. In the firm persuasion that they would remain 
unharmed, the Arabs advanced impetuously to the assault, and were repulsed Avith 
frightful loss, lie also says that Avhen ihe assault occurred Mahomed Said Pasha had 
actually ordered the troops to retire, but that a Lieutenant of Artillery fired off his 
gun in the face of the rebels, and by threatening the men forced them to remain at 
their posts. That after the failure of the assault the Mahdi and his folloAvers Avere so 
disheartened that they had decided to move aAvay and Avere only prevented from doing 
so by a wealthy Notable of Obeid called Elias Pasha, Avho pointed out to the Mahdi 
that the toAvn Avas badly provisioned, and if blockaded must soon succumb, llis 
advice Avas folloAved, and the Mahdi sent letters to the tribes asserting that in ordering 
the assault he had misunderstood the Ncbbhi, and that in a subsequent revelation the 
Nebbhi had told him he was an ass (“enta liomar”); that he (the Mahdi) had made a 
great mistake, and that Avhat he must now do is to blockade the town. 

According to Suleiman Hindi the Maluli avcII deserves the name the Prophet 
called him, and that his chief adviser is Elias Paslm. This Elias K a man ol about 
seventy, very shortsighted, and the largest, land and slave-oAvner in Kordofan. In 
former days he also had a Eunuch manufactory. He is quite the most influential man 
in the province, and a bitter enemy of Mahmoud Saul Pasha. It is popularly supposed 
that in order to revenge himself on the latter he invited the Mahdi to come to 
Kordofan. My informant also confirms the report that Mahmoud Said Paslm refused 
to provision the town Avhen he had the power, and that no one, including the Christians, 
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have been badly treated by the Arabs. Beyond plundering them they have not been 

molested, o ^ ^ t j l0 f ew religious changes instituted by the Mahdi is one 

doing awav with the religious observances of Friday. This appears to have been done 
with a view to get rid of the prayers for the Turkish Sultan, who the rebels look upon 

as an alien and an infidel. . . . , 

There is no further nows from the White Nile. Of late some business has been 
done here with some of the Arab nomads of Kordofan. They arc beginning to come 
to Khartoum to purchase cotton cloths, &c. 

I expect Colonel Hicks to arrive either to-morrow or the day following. < 
With the exception of the recently arrived Bazingers, who continue very sickly 
from dysentery and fever, the health of the troops is good. Of the Egyptian 
infantvv at Om Harman and Khartoum, 3,G10 men, the Basin-Bazouks, -IS1, and 
the artillery and cuirassiers about 200, or a total of 4,324 men, the sick list is the 
following:—

My Lord, Constantinople, April 2, 1883. 

I HAVE reason to believe that some time ago the Porte drew up the project of 
an answer to the proposals of Her Majesty’s Government with regard to the reorgani¬ 
zation of Egypt, and which I communicated to Aarify Pasha in accordance with your 
Lordship’s instructions contained in your despatch of the 5tli January last. 

I have now the honour to report to your Lordship that I am secretly informed 
that the Sultan has decided not to issue an Irade authorizing the Porte to reply to 
your Lordship’s above-mentioned communication; that His Majesty is of opinion that 
it is not desirable to raise objections when the Khedive, who is his Kepresentative in 
Egypt, approves the reforms introduced by Her Majesty’s Government into that 
province; but that when Egypt shall have been evacuated by the British forces, if 
amongst the measures which may have been carried into effect some lie found not in 
accordance with the wants of the country, that the Porte is to enter into correspondence 
with the Khedive with a view of having them either revoked or modified.

My Lord, Cairo, April 2, 18S3. 

ALTHOUGH not belonging to the category of political questions, there is no 
subject in which the literary, scientific, and artistic world of Europe is more interested 
than that of the antiquities of Egypt, whether mediaeval or pre-historic. 

As your Lordship is aware, Cairo has been at all times celebrated for the architec¬ 
tural beauty of its streets, mosques, fountains, and monuments. Unfortunately, these 
possessions have not been sufficiently appreciated by its inhabitants. Under the 
auspices of the former Governments, Cairo had begun to lose its national characteristics, 
and to assume the appearance of a second-rate European watering-place, with its 
straight boulevards, detached villas, and insignificant carrefours, while the very heart 
of the city was pierced by wide streets, to the straightness of whose alignment every 
building, no matter how picturesque or interesting, was ruthlessly sacrificed. The 
new frontages which were substituted for the old ones are of a mean and undis¬ 
tinguished character. As a consequence, Cairo can now boast of possessing in its 
principal thoroughfare as ugly, sun-scorched, and monotonous a causeway as has been 
constructed in modern times. 

These vandalisms naturally attracted the attention of the polite world, both of 
Europe and Egypt, and under the auspices of Cherif Pasha and others a Commission 
lias been established for the preservation of the mediaeval monuments of the city. 
Several intelligent persons are members of it, including Rogers Bey, M. Bourgoin, 
Artin Bey, Yacoub, and Hussein Pasha, and Mr. Stanley Lane Poole, the eminent 
Arabic scholar, has recently been added to its members. Oncca-week the Commission 
make a tour in a body round various quarters of the city, and, thanks to their 
exertions, the hand of the destroyer has been to a certain extent stayed. I am now 
in hopes that any future municipal improvements which may be designed for Cairo 
will be conducted in a more intelligent manner. 

But great as may be the necessity for the foregoing precautions in reference to the 
vestiges of Arabian mediaeval art and architecture, the desirability of at once doing 
something to preserve the pre-historic monuments of Egypt is still more obvious—for 
it is a melancholy fact that the temples and tombs of the old Pharaohs have under¬ 
gone greater ruin and destruction within the last fifty years than during the previous 
ten centuries. 

The time seems to be propitious for putting an end to so great a scandal, for 
which, I regret to say, European travellers are principally responsible. These incon¬ 
siderate persons are in the habit of seeking a disgraceful immortality by carving their 
obscure names on the pictured tombs of the ancient Egyptian Kings, or shattering 
their wall surfaces for the sake of carrying away with them disjointed scraps of 
[42G] ’ 2 Y 
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hieroglyphic carving, which involves, of course, a fatal lacuna in many an interesting 
inscription. 

After consultation with M. Maspero, the learned and zealous head of the Boulak 
Museum, and with Cherif Pasha, who shows a most intelligent interest in this as in 
every other matter affecting the credit of his country, we have come to the conclusion 
that clauses should be introduced into the new Codes constituting the wilful deface¬ 
ment of the public monuments of Egypt—a criminal offence punishable by tine or 
imprisonment. At the same time, the Inspector-General of Police lias undertaken to 
provide M. Maspero with a certain number of European policemen whose knowledge 
of Erench will enable them to deal with foreign visitors more easily and promptly than 
any native guardian might be disposed to do. A careful survey will also be made of 
the various sites and areas circumjacent to the ancient temples, which will be declared 
the property of the State. This precaution is very necessary, as the Arabs are 
frequently in the habit of appropriating the bulwarks and columns of the temples as 
supports to the Avails of their mud cabins, and otherwise squatting Avithiu their 
sacred precincts. The natives will be further precluded from selling sculptural tablets 
and other remnants of antiquity, unless they arc able to prove that they have become 
possessed of them in a legitimate manner; and in this Avay a check Avill be put on 
their nocturnal depredations. 

As public opinion is in the habit of taking the colour of any law that is founded 
on justice and common sense, it is to be hoped that the result of these precautions Avill 
be to deter the enterprising tourist, Avhcther protected by Messrs. Cook and Son, or 
voyaging on his own account, from disgracing his nationality in the manner I have 
mentioned. 

It Avould be very desirable, and at the same time just, that the extra expenses 
entailed by the above measures should, to a certain extent, be defrayed by those 
Europeans in whose interest they have been conceived. This could readily be done by 
the levying of a small tax on every dahabeah or steamer going up the Nile. I have 
reason to believe that Messrs. Cook and Son, Avith their usual liberality, Avould be 
quite ready to facilitate the realization of such a project. But, here again, avc are 
confronted by the capitulations and the privileged character Avith which they invest 
the foreigner.

TIIE Egyptian Government has constituted a special bureau for the superin¬ 
tendence of the affairs of the Soudan. The Head of the New Department, Ibrahim Bey, 
called upon me yesterday. He seemed an intelligent and well educated person, and I 
have no doubt that under his direction the present situation of that unfortunate region 
Avill improve. 

I ventured to impress his Excellency Avith my belief, that the recent distur¬ 
bances were mainly to be attributed to the misgovernment and cruel exactions 
of the local Egyptian authorities at Khartoum, and that, Avhatever might be the 
pretensions of the Maluli to a divine mission, Ids chief .strength Avas derived from the 
despair and misery of the native population. If the Egyptian Government Avere wise, 
1 added, it Avould confine its present efforts to the re-establishment of its authority in 
Senaar, and Avould not seek to extend its dominion beyond that province and the 
bordering river banks. By this modest policy the annual drain on the Egyptian 
Treasury Avould be greatly diminished, if it did not altogether eea«e, and if he 
succeeded in endotving Dongola, Khartoum, and Senaar Avith a just, humane, and 
beneficent administration, there could be no doubt the ultimate recovery of so much 
of the abandoned territories as it might be desirable to reannex Avould be easily 
effected at a later period.

My Lord, _ _ Cairo, April 2, 1883. 

I HAVE just returned from an excursion of ton days up the country, during 
which I had an opportunity of communicating Avith a good many people of different 
degrees and conditions. 

On the Avhole, my impression of the state of affairs in the districts I traversed is 
very favourable. 

The harvest promises to be excellent, tranquillity prevails everjAvhcre, and the 
people are solely intent upon their private affairs. 

The tAvo or three Mudirs I suav Avere undoubtedly superior and respectable men, 
and their administrative ability above the average. 

On several occasions I observed the 1 provincial gendarmerie at work, and I wasAvell 
satisfied both with their appearance and the accounts I heard of their conduct and 
demeanour. 

I was also glad to learn that in Upper and Middle Egypt the peasantry are not 
weighed doAvn Avith debt to anything like the same degree as the cultivators in the 
Delta, nor are their little properties so heavily mortgaged to Europeans. 

What struck me most, however, Avas the keen interest exhibited by my interlocutors 
in the “institutions ” Avhicli they had heard were about to be introduced. I can now 
testify, from my OAvn experience, that at all events the middle classes are fully alive 
to the benefits likely to be conferred by them. They comprehended Avhat Avas meant 
by the ballot, and showed symptoms of a more lively political intelligence than I bad 
anticipated. I am only now referring, hoAvevcr, to the small landed proprietors, 
local Notables, shop-keepers, and persons of that description avIio had assembled to 
greet me on my passage. With the actual fellaheen I had no opportunity of coming 
into more than casual contact, as they Avere all dispersed amongst their fields. My 
inquiries, however, only confirmed the statements in their regard I have already 
submitted to your Lordship. 

There is one very sinister circumstance, however, Avliieli I regret to he obliged to 

note. 

On first coming to the country I had been told that had it not been for the inter¬ 
vention of our arms the Christian Copts of Upper Egypt Avould have been infallibly 
massacred. At first I Avas disposed to treat this assertion with incredulity, and as the 
result of an exaggerated panic. I fear, however, that a catastrophe of the kind avus 
only too imminent, and that a plan had been organized for the destruction of several 
of the Christian villages by their Mahommcdan neighbours. Though assuming a 
different form, the motive was as sordid as that which prompted the massacres at 
Tantah. As in LoAver Egypt the native debtor imagined a fitting opportunity had 
arrived for getting rid of his Christian creditor, so in the upper country self-interest 
fanned into a flame the fanaticism of the Arab population, and the covetous fellah 
thought the time had come for acquiring the fields and the hoarded Avcaltli of his rich 
Coptic neighbour. The victory of Tel-el-Kebir of course put an end to these infamous 
designs, and I imagine that even the savage spirit Avhicli they temporarily engendered 
has itself disappeared, or, at all events, that in a low months’ time the friendly 
relations Avhicli have hitherto prevailed will he re-established between these sections of 
the Egyptian people. 

In conclusion, I may remark that all the persons Avith Avliom 1 conversed pro¬ 
fessed to he fully alive to the services wo had rendered the country, as Avell as to the 
good intentions by Avhicli avc Avere animated towards Egypt and her people.

AMONG the many subjects crying for reform in this country there is none 
perhaps move urgent than that of prison organization. Colonel Chermside’s and 
Mr. Beaman’s conscientious and elaborate lleports, as transmitted to your Lordship in 






my despatch No. 43 of the 11th December last, sufficiently exemplify this fact. It 
is true many of the evils signalized were aggravated by the extraordinary pressure 
placed upon the prison authorities in consequence of the exceptionally large number 
of persons they then had to keep in custody; hut even in ordinary times the condition 
of the Egyptian prisons is essentially had. Persons awaiting their trial arc shut up 
in the same cells with condemned criminals of the worst description. The accom¬ 
modation for the women prisoners leaves much to he desired, and the sanitary arrange¬ 
ments are fearfully defective. 

No very considerable improvement in the foregoing state of things will he 
possible until new gaols arc erected, the present buildings being altogether unsuitable 
for their propose. Unfortunately the Egyptian Government is not at present in a 
position to embark on the required expenditure. They have, however, shown an 
earnest desire to ell’cet a change for the better; and have caused to be constituted 
within the Ministry of Justice' a Prison Bureau, with an energetic President at its head. 
At the same time, it has been arranged that the Constabulary Inspectors should 
bo endowed with the attributions of Prison Inspectors within their several districts; and 
Baker Pasha has made a further suggestion for converting some of the empty barracks 
in the provinces into temporary gaols until regular prisons can be erected. 

As soon as the new Codes'are issued, a stop will be put to one of the grossest of 
existing scandals, namely, the inordinate periods of time during which unconvicted 
prisoners are kept in confinement before they are brought up for trial.

COLONEL WARREN, while in discharge of his duties connected with the 
inquiry into the murder of the late Professor Palmer and party, paid a visit to 
El Arish towards the end of February last. The Governor of the town, Mustapha 
Efiendi Mamnoon by name, was absent at the time, and certain of the notabilities of 
the place took the opportunity of disclosing to Colonel Warren the arbitrary and cruel 
mauner in which that functionary governed his district. Colonel Warren thereupon 
investigated the matter closely, and succeeded in collecting a mass of evidence from 
all classes of the local society, which conclusively proved the gross abuse which the 
Governor bad made of the power intrusted to him. 

I caused the facts to be submitted to the Minister of the Interior, who, after 
having cross-examined the inculpated official, dismissed him from his post as Governor 
of El Arish.

My Lord, Cairo, April 3, 1883. 

I AM sorry to be obliged to signalize to your Lordship an important clerical 
error in my despatch No. 47 of the Gth Eebruary. 

At p. 07 (“ Egypt No. 0,1883 ’*) the number of natives in the Egyptian Civil Service 
is put down at 53,000; and a little lower down on the same page the percentage of 
European employes at 2 per cent, of the total number. These figures were taken 
from the Egyptian Accountant-General's Return, inclosed in Sir E. Mulct’s despatch 
of the lltli September, 1882. 

At p. 13 (“ Egypt No. 3,1883 ”) the total number of employes in each Department 
of Government is there given; but under the ambiguous designation of “ employes” 
were included the men enrolled in the Egyptian army and navy, and in transferring 
the figures to the fair copy of my despatch, the deductions to be made on this account 
t ere not allowed for. Eortuuately, the error in the figures does not allcct the text 
with which they were incorporated, as the figures were merely mentioned incidentally. 
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and no conclusions were drawn from them, or rather, the considerations set forth in tire 
passages in question were founded upon the correct figures. 

The number of Egyptian civil servants appears to he about 20,000, and the 
proportion of Europeans to natives about 5 per cent.; but in the 20,000 are included 
persons employed in the Customs, railways, and services of that description. Of 
Departmental civil servants, properly so-called, there are about 10,000, of whom 8 per 
cent, arc Europeans; but it is not necessary to discriminate further, as the question at 
issue is not one of percentage, hut of utility. Indeed the amended statistics, as given 
above, no longer represent the actual state of the case, for since I wrote my despatch 
the Government has made great retrenchments in all the public offices. A considerable 
number of the superfluous or less necessary officials, both native and European, have 
already been got rid of. When the process of reduction is complete T will acquaint 
your Lordship with the results.

Sir, Khartoum, March 0, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose a rough estimate of the Egyptian losses in men, 
material, &c., up to date; also an estimate of what the rebellion has, so far, cost 
the Government. The cost is perhaps more, but it certainly is not less. 

I also forward the Budgets of the dilfercnt provinces so far as it has been 
practicable to get them made up. Also details of the various items of expenditure, 
salaries, nationalities of the officials, &c. These lists may, I think, prove useful in any 
attempted reorganization of the Soudan. 

Since my last despatch there is no war news to report. There is, however, a 
report in the town that the Maluli has been assassinated, which may perhaps prove 
true. 

Trade continues to be carried on between Khartoum and Kordofan, and the 
native travellers arriving from the west report that there is a good deal of traffic along 
the road. 

Colonel Jlicks and suite arrived here on the 1th instant.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

Sir, Khartoum, March 8, 1883. 

I DAVE tlie honour to report that I this morning forwarded you the substance 
of a telegram received from Abdul Kader reporting another victory over tlie rebels near 
Senaar. 

It would appear that Abdul Kader, on arriving at Senaar, sent out at once 
to discover where the rebels bad retreated to. His scouts soon brought back news 
that Aclimet-el-Makaslifi, with the rebels, were at a place called Scklcdy, six hours west 
of Senaar. A force made up of 1,200 irregulars, Tcbukcrizeli and Aburoff Arabs, 
under Saleh Agba, was at once directed on Sckledy. An engagement occurred on the 
4th at that place, and resulted in the total defeat of tlie rebels, who lost 547 killed, 
including Sheikhs Omr and Amr, brothers of Aclimet-el-Makaslifi, and also Sadyk, bis 
nephew. Of the troops but two men were wounded. 

The despatch goes on to say that, as now all tlie wells throughout the district 
have been seized, the speedy surrender of the whole rebel force is anticipated. 

Abdul Kader now proposes marching south along the Blue Nile, and pacifying the 
country as far as Jcbcl Kliooli, near Karkotsch. lie will then cross to the east hank, 
pacify the Rufaa-il-Slicrk and Kawalilc tribes, and put down Slieikh Sheriff-el-IIind, 
who lias raised tlie standard of revolt between the Dinder and Rabat Rivers. 

Hicks Pasha proposes taking two more battalions and some guns to reinforce the 
force now at Kana, and then to attack and disperse the rebels collected at Abu Juma, 
on the White Nile- He w ill then return along tlie river-hank to Khartoum. 

This will probably bring the spring military operations to a close. Eurtlier 
operations and the relief of Obcid will have to he postponed till after the rains.

7 IN accordance with your Lordship’s instructions, I brought to the notice of 
Chcrif Pasha the observations of the Governor of Ceylon upon the inadequacy of the 
allowance accorded to Avahi and his companions in exile. In reply, his Excellency 
has sent me the inclosed Memorandum insisting upon the difficulty which the 
Egyptian Government would have in increasing the pensions of these persons at the 
very 1 moment the economical necessities of Egypt had compelled it to dismiss trom 
their posts a number of employes whose official salaries are their chief resource. is 
Excellency further adds that Arabi’s pension exceeds that to which an officer of the 
same rank non Id have been entitled bad he claimed his retruite Ihc total 
augmentation suggested amounts to nearly 1 , 700 /. a-year, m addition to the 2,oJ)i. 
now bein'i- paid by the Egyptian Exchequer. Client lasha observes that such an 
increase, which, of course, would have to appear in the Budget of next year, 
would expose himself and his colleagues to much censure and lie hopes your 
Lordship will take into consideration his position in reference to this subject. 

Some of the prisoners, having fortunes of their own, arc certainly m no need ot 
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further assistance. Arabi himself stands in a different position, as perhaps do one or 
two of his companions. Madame Arabi, moreover, who was unable to accompany her 
husband in consequence of her approaching confinement at the time of his departure, 
is now anxious to join him. In order to meet Clidrif Pasha’s views, and at the same 
to relieve the stringency of Arabi’s position as pointed out by Sir James Longden, the 
Governor of Ceylon, I would venture to suggest that the Egyptian Government should 
place at his Excellency’s disposal an additional 500/. a-year, to be distributed by him 
amongst the prisoners in such proportions as the necessities of each may require. At 
the same time, it will be but fair, I think, to require tlic Egyptian Government to pay 
the passage of Madame Arabi and her children to Ceylon, as, had it not been for her 
peculiar situation, she would have obtained a free transit in the ship which took her 
husband.

My Lord, Cairo, April 7, 1883. 

ON Wednesday, tbc 4th instant, I received the inclosed Petition from the 
European inhabitants of Alexandria, and the various towns and villages of the Delta, 
enlarging upon the necessity of the continued presence of the British troops in Egypt. 
As your Lordship will see from the subjoined Report of what took place, I contented 
myself with informing the persons who addressed me that the idea of a permanent 
military occupation of Egypt by Great Britain would certainly not bo entertained by 
your Lordship; at the same time that I referred them to the speeches delivered by 
yourself in the House of Lords on the 15th Eebruary, and by Mr. Gladstone in the 
House of Commons on the 5th March, as an authoritative exposition of the views 
and intentions of Her Majesty’s Government on tlic general subject. In reply, the 
deputation intimated that these two speeches had already had a very reassuring effect 
upon those whom they represented. 

It is needless for me to add that the getting up of this Petition was not in any 
way countenanced either by Sir Edward Malet or by myself. On the contrary, wo 
both regretted a demonstration which seemed to us unnecessary and inopportune, 
inasmuch as it raised issues which, for the present, it would be premature to discuss. 

Erom the analytical Table herewith inclosed, it appears that the total number of 
signatures amount in round numbers to 2,GOO. Of these nearly two-tliirds, or 1,000,

are Greet; of tlic remainder, 350 arc English; 177 Italian, 21 German, 10 French, 
6 Austrian, and 285 belong to other nationalities. Amongst the English, Italian, and 
German signatures will he found the names of almost all the influential and respect¬ 
able merchants and citizens of Alexandria; nor can the document he regarded as 
other than the genuine and spontaneous expression of the convictions and wishes of 
the European colony in Lower Egypt. On the other hand, your Lordship will 
remember, as I have already had occasion to point out in previous despatches, that 
the opinion of the petitioners cannot be regarded as unprejudiced or disinterested. 
On the one hand, their recent experiences must inevitably predispose them to take a 
gloomy view of the future, and to entertain grave misgivings, if not as to the desire, 
at all events as to the power, of the native Government to provide for their safety. 
On the other hand, their chief preoccupation is naturally the promotion of their own 
material and mercantile interests ; and they can scarcely be expected to consider the 
question from an Egyptian point of view, or to allow their conclusions to be disturbed 
by reflecting on the additional burdens imposed on the native Exchequer by the 
arrangements they desiderate. As a consequence, I cannot but feel that though the 
opinions of the intelligent and honourable gentlemen who have signed this Petition 
in such numbers, must at all times be entitled to the most respectful and serious 
consideration, it is not necessary to consider them as infallible or conclusive. 

There is, however, another document bearing on the same subject, which has 
been recently placed in my hands, to which it may not be inopportune to draw your 
Lordship’s attention; namely, a Memorandum with which I have been favoured by 
the members of the American Missionary Society. The Society to which these 
gentlemen belong has, ns your Lordship is aware, been for many years past estab¬ 
lished in the East, and has won for itself a very high and honourable position. Its 
college at Constantinople is one of the noblest educational institutions in the Levant; 
and in every part of the Sultan’s dominions its endeavours to promote the cause of 
justice, humanity and religion have been universally recognized. When 1 heard that 
the Petition referred to above was being signed at Alexandria, I thought it might be 
advisable to compare its conclusions with those of the American missionaries, ivho at 
that moment happened to havo come up to Cairo to attend their General Assembly. I 
was all the more disposed to attach importance to what they might say, from the fact 
that there arc as many as fifty-two different mission-stations in Egypt; that all the 
members of the Society speak Arabic; that they have been long resident in the 
country; that they have as fair a knowledge of the disposition and feeling of 
the people as any foreigners are ever likely to acquire ; that they have no personal, 
mercantile, or political interests to subserve; and that by the very obligations of 
their profession, they arc bound not to be over-anxious for their personal safety. I 
subjoin an abstract made by Mr. Nicolson, of the reply I received to my communica¬ 
tion. It will probably surprise your Lordship as disagreeably as it did me, to find 
that the unanimous and deliberate opinion of the gentlemen in question, was very 
much in accord with that of the European community at Alexandria. They assure 
me in the most positive and uncompromising terms, that they consider that nothing 
but the continued presence of a British force for some time longer can assure the 
tranquillity of Egypt, or prevent the recurrence of disturbances. They state 
positively, that had it not been for the fortunate intervention of the British army and 
the victory of Tel-el-Kebir, massacres upon a largo scale would have been perpetrated, 
in spite of the exertions of Arabi to prevent them, throughout the Coptic villages of 
Upper Egypt, and that the feelings of animosity, engendered by recent events 
between the two sections of the native population, are not yet assuaged. I confess, 
however, that in spite of the trustworthy source from which they emanate, I cannot 
bring myself to coincide in these gloomy prognostications. It is at all times difficult 
to fathom the feelings and intentions of an Eastern people; but there is nothing in 
the present aspect of affairs which seems to me to justify so pessimist a view of the 
future. Considering how recently the country has emerged from a revolutionary 
crisis, its general condition is extraordinarily tranquil. Although tlie public force 
distributed throughout the provinces is far less numerous than formerly, there dot's 
not seem the slightest difficulty in maintaining order, and so far from being conscious 
of any trouble or disquiet in the air, my own personal impressions lead mo to believe 
that the stream of public feeling is flowing in exactly the opposite direction. 

In any event, however, it would be premature to enter upon the discussion of the 
points mooted by the Alexandria petitioners. There can be no question at present, as 
your Lordship’s intimations on the subject have made sufficiently plain, of tho 
proximate evacuation of Egypt by Her Majesty’s forces, and 1 do not imagine that you 
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will be inclined to reply to the petitioners in other terms than those to which I have 
myself resorted. 

There is one point insisted on by the American missionaries to which, however, I 
would more especially draw your Lordship’s attention, as it so entirely coincides with 
my own convictions on the subject. These gentlemen say that the only chance of 
restoring peace and harmony to Egypt is that all classes of its inhabitants should he 
made to understand that the new regime about to be introduced will be invested with 
an impregnable permanence and stability. If once this idea permeates the population 
they will accept the situation created for them with satisfaction. As long, however, as 
they are kept in a state of uncertainty, and their minds arc agitated by the idea that 
other influences and other forces, whether emanating from Turkey or elsewhere, are 
at all likely to change tho present state of things, a perpetual condition of disquiet and 
disturbance is certain to prevail. It is most important that they should come to regard 
the system wc have called into being as henceforth part and parcel of the immutable 
order of nature.

ME. CHAPMAN and Mr. Eoyle waited upon Lord Duflerin at Cairo yesterday, 
for the purpose of presenting a Petition signed by the principal European residents of 
Alexandria and of tho Delta in favour of the permanent occupation of Egypt by tho 
troops of Great Britain. Lord Duflerin informed these gentlemen that it would of 
course he his duty to acquaint Her Majesty’s Government with the views of the 
petitioners, though lie himself was not prepared to discuss them at that moment. Ho 
must frankly tell them, however, that the permanent military occupation of the 
country, being contrary to the repeated declarations of Her Majesty’s Government, was 
not an idea to which lie could give the slightest encouragement. On the other baud, it 
would be a misapprehension to regard the reduction of the army of occupation, which 
had recently taken place, as a continuous process which was in course of being 
unremittingly pursued. In order to relieve as much as possible the overburdened 
Treasury of Egypt, the army of occupation was being reduced to the lowest limits 
compatible with the exigencies of the actual situation. It would he altogether 
premature at present to discuss future eventualities. In regard to them ho could not 
do better than refer the petitioners to the speeches of Lord Granville in the House of 
Lords and of Mr. Gladstone in the House of Commons, as containing the most 
authoritative exposition of the views and intentions of Her Majesty’s Government. 
He had felt quite certain that those speeches would be considered satisfactory, and ho 
was now glad to find from what had fallen from the gentlemen who had done him tho 
honour to wait upon him, that such was the case. 

Mr. Chapman and Mr. Eoyle expressed their thanks to his Lordship for tho 
courteous manner in which they had been received.

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Resume of a Letter from the Members of the American Mission in Egypt, dated Cairo, 

March 13,1883. 

THE writers are of opinion that there are two distinct currents of feeling in 
Egypt: one in favour of the establishment of a strong and enlightened Government, 
and the other anxious for a continuanco of the old system. The former is prevalent 
amongst the better class of the Mussulman population, and unanimously accepted by 
the Christian communities. The latter is adopted by those of the governing elasses, 
who find their profit in the maintenance of existing abuses. Those who are in favour 
of the first line of policy accept with gratitude the supremacy of British influence in 
Egypt, although somewhat troubled and perplexed by the rumours of the withdrawal 
of the British troops, of probable European interference, and of opposition on the part 
of Turkey. 

Tho spirit of fanaticism, fanned during the rebellion, had risen to the pitch of a 
projected massacre of all the native Christians, which was only averted by the victories 
of the British troops. The ill-feeling and hostility which have been engendered will 
not, in the opinion of the writers, disappear before another generation has arisen. 

Tho writers proceed to state as their opinion that the continued retention of a 
British force would, by inspiring confidence, enable many to give free expression to 
their sentiments and feelings, and to suggest such reforms as would bo conducive to 
the welfare of the country. Any uncertainty as to tho continuance of English

military protection would close the mouths of those men from the fear of retribution 
being exacted by the reactionary party on the departure of the British troops. Any 
doubt as to the prolongation of tho stay of the English forces prevents the true 
patriots from taking a decisive stand. 

The writers are further of opinion that the introduction at an early date of 
equitable reforms will bo of eminent assistance in reconciling the great bulk of the 
population to any form of Government that might be established. In the desire and 
expectation from England of the introduction of such reforms nearly all elasses would 
be in complete accord. They have no confidence, however, in any scheme of reform 
that does not contemplate a large introduction of a reliable foreign element into the 
higher offices. Up to the present time, Mudirs, with nothing to guide them in the 
administration of affairs but their own private judgment or arbitrary will, and tho 
law of “ use and wont,” continue to rule the provinces with a rod of iron ; and when 
appeal is made against their decisions to tho local Medjliss, or any higher Court, 
months must pass before the case is looked into; and, unless bribery does its perfect 
work, months more will elapse before judgment is issued. Venality, pure and simple, 
continues now, as heretofore, to give legal form and effect to unjust decisions in the 
native Courts of Law. Crime is either concealed or connived at by those appointed to 
prevent it, because, on the one hand, they arc still held personally responsible if they 
fail to produce the culprit; and, on the other hand, because their associates in crime 
pay better than the Government. The corvee is still imposed on tho fellahs in the 
inverse ratio of their personal interest in the objects aimed at by it, the landless poor 
bearing the burden, while the wealthy landowners are practically exempt. 

Tho writers, after recurring once more to the necessity of the retention of the 
British troops in order to repress, by the fact of their presence, the tendency to out¬ 
breaks, proceed to record the hope of all the native Christians that the day is at hand 
when their legal status will be raised to its proper level, and their disabilities for 
service in places of honour and trust removed. They state that the testimony of a 
Christian against a Moslem is still accounted of no legal value, and that the higher 
offices in nearly all the Administrations are closed against Christian candidates. They 
consider that the military conscription would be bereft of some of its terrors were 
the higher ranks in tho army open to competition irrespective of sect or religious 
creed. They conclude with the suggestion that Sunday should be observed as a day 
of rest among the Christian employes of the Government.

It 
is difficult. Khartoum is full of people, unfavourable to the Government, but tho 
civil authorities do not think tho garrison I leave behind insufficient. I have delayed 
on account of insufficient transport and further on account of deficiency of provisions,, 
but I hope to arrange all the day after to-morrow.

1IE11 Majesty’s Government have instructed me to represent to your Excellency 
that recent events in Egypt have subjected the resources of that country to a strain 
which the most rigid economy on the part of the Egyptian Government will not 
enable it entirely to relieve ; that the preparation of new iinancial measures is 
occupying the serious attention of that Government, and that it may he anticipated 
that proposals will shortly he submitted to the Powers with a view to making foreign 
residents in Egypt liable to the payment of those taxes from which they have hitherto 
been exempt. 

Your Excellency is aware that a Decree was prepared some time ago establishing 
a tax upon immovable property, to he paid alike by foreigners and natives. 
M. Barthelemy St. Hilaire was so good as to inform Mr. Adams in a note, dated the 
26th August, 1881, that the Ercnch Bcpresentativc in Egypt had been authorized at 
the beginning of that year to inform the Egyptian Government that the Ercnch 
Government admitted, in principle, that the immovable property belonging to Ercnch 
citizens in Egypt should be subjected to the tax in question. The definitive consent 
of the Ercnch Government to the levying of the tax was only reserved until an under¬ 
standing should he come to as to the securities to be given against any abuse in the 
assessment of it. In a note to M. Duclcrc, dated the 15th October last, Mr. Plunkett 
expressed, on behalf of Ilcr Majesty’s Government, the belief that they might assume 
the Ercnch Government entertained no objection to the issue of the Decree respecting 
the levying of the house tax on foreigners. Her Majesty’s Government are informed 
that the Egyptian Government attaches great importance to issuing the Decree and 
collecting the tax without further delay, that it is willing to give securities respecting 
proper and fair assessment, and that it will establish administrative regulations which 
will prevent any undue interference with the immunities enjoyed by foreigners in 
regard to their dwellings under the Capitulations. Her Majesty’s Government trust, 
therefore, that the Ercnch Government will concur in facilitating the measures 
proposed.

Mv Lord, Cairo , April 25, 1883. 

IN a previous despatch I referred to the measures Avhich Avere being taken to 
ameliorate the prison discipline of Egypt, so fin- as it Avas possible to do so with the 
miserably inadequate prison buildings at present existing. I have iioav the honour to 
fonvard an extract from a despatch addressed to Iler Majesty’s Agency by Mr. Vice- 
Consul Borg, to the effect that Mr. Vice-Consul Felice reports from Zagazig that a 
considerable improvement has taken place in the condition of the prisons at that place, 
under the supervision of the Officor commanding the constabulary in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

The Egyptian prisons have iioav been put under a special Department at tho 
Home Office, at whose head has been placed a European, and the inspection of all the 
n-aols in the country Avill be conducted by the Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors of con¬ 
stabulary. These measures, hoAvevcr, can at the best be merely palliative as long as 
the prisons remain so overcrowded. The chief cause of this abuse is the incredible 
procrastination of the Native Tribunals in deciding causes. Not merely months, but 










•years frequently elapse before tbc accused person is brought up for trial. It is to be 
hoped that the organization of the now judicial system will put an end to this state of 
things. 

In the meantime, however, an arrangement is in contemplation by the Minister 
of Justice which will help, in some degree, to relieve the gaols of their present inmates. 
It is his Excellency’s intention to create, in the neighbourhood of Suakin, a penal 
colony, to which will be transported a large proportion of the persons condemned to 
long terms of imprisonment. I have ascertained that the climate is very healthy, and 
the soil fertile and easily susceptible of cultivation. Provision will be made for the 
temporary accommodation and sustenance of the prisoners, who will be eventually 
required to build huts for themselves and cultivate the land. The penal colony will 
be periodically inspected by officers of the constabulary, and T am inclined to consider 
that, inasmuch as there is no prospect of the necessary funds being forthcoming for 
supplying Egypt with the prison accommodation which is required, the alternative 
I have described will be the best remedy for the crying evils to which your Lordship’s 
attention has been so frequently called. The tracts on which the prisoners are to be 
located is surrounded by a desert region entirely destitute of water, so that escape from 
the place to which they have been relegated will be impossible.

THERE has been a small fight at Haem. I am now there from Cana, to see a 
Chief who has been taken prisoner. AVhen halving Cana, a Petition was brought to 
me from the Bashi-Bazouks, natives of this country. They have no food nor money, 
and claim several months’ pay and ration*.. They tell their officers, if not paid to-day 
they will go no further. The bearer of Petition says, the men would take the camels 
they are mounted on for scouting, and go if not paid. This is a sort of thing which 
spreads, but I do not fear it will at present. The officers 1 have sent to Khartoum for 
money not yet returned. No food for army has yet reached me, although promised. 
I have only fifteen days’ supply, and the march to where I am going takes eight days, 
and nothing obtainable en route. My telegram of the 9th April tells you that sufficient 
money for pay was promised but not sent. Men still greatly in arrears, and some have 
received nothing—for instance, alt Bashi-Bazouks. Please communicate to General 
Baker.

AYE called upon M. do Lcsseps to-day with the intention of discussing with him 
the question of the appointment of an Inspector of Navigation, which formed the 
subject of our despatch No. 17 of the 9th March last. 

AVithout allowing us, however, the opportunity of introducing the subject, heat 
once commenced to complain, in a very excited maimer, of the proceedings, as 
recorded in the newspapers, on the occasion of the recent reception by your Lordship 
of deputations from the Associated Chambers of Commerce and the Chamber of 
Shipping respecting the insufficiency of the existing Suez Canal for the requirements 
of commerce, and the proposals for another canal. 

lie adverted to what he considered to be the misrepresentations of the various 
speakers, lie complained that the rights of his Company were disregarded, and lie 
dwelt with considerable emphasis on Ihe omission in your Lordship’s reply of any 
acknowledgment of the large outlay 'which has been lately voted for the improve¬ 
ment of the Canal. He added that when the question of new works was under 
consideration last winter, he, his managing Committee, and his technical advisers, 
were prepared to recommend the construction of a second parallel canal, but post¬ 
poned the further consideration of the idea sine die, in view of the want of encourage¬ 
ment which it met with from the .Representatives of Her Majesty’s Government. 

He further added that he Avas under the impression that he had been acting 
in friendly accord on all points with Her Majesty's Government, of which his offer of 
tin' appointment of ail Englishman as Inspector of Navigation was a proof, but that 
the whole situation Avas now changed, and that any such concession now made ivould 
he attributed to alarm at the attitude of the English Government. He had been 
besieged for the last two days by indignant shareholders avIio had seen the market 
value of their property depreciated (a fall of 200 fr. per share having taken place), and 
that under these circumstances he ivas not prepared to give effect to his conditional 
engagement as to the new appointment. 

lie begged us, however, to discuss the whole matter further ivitli his son, 
M. Charles do. Lcsseps, avIio Avas present during the conversation. 

The intervioAv which folloAved Avith AI. Charles do Lcsseps Avas of an important 
and much more satisfactory character, and avo have thought it advisable to embody a 
report of it in a separate despatch.

AVTT1I reference to our immediately preceding despatch No. 20 of Ibis dalo, avo 
have the honour to report the following particulars of au interview we leave just lmd 
with M. Charles do Lcsseps:— 

M. Charles de Lcsseps began, by repeating the Avords Ins father had just used to 
us, viz., that the whole situation as between Her Majesty’s Government and the Suez 
Canal Company had been completely changed by Avlnit passed between your Lordship 
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and tlic deputations of commerce and shipping on Thursday last, lie said that the 
questions at issue were evidently of far greater importance than could he sat is d. ed hy so 
simple a remedy as the appointment of an English official on the Canal, however 
considerable might he the position created for him; lie had indeed, until quite 
recently, thought that the arrangements made in 1S7G between Her Majesty’s 
Government and the Company had laid at rest all differences, and had boon considered 
hy Her Majesty’s Government as satisfactory and final. It would appear, however, 
that this was not the ease, and in these circumstances it might he advisable at once to 
examine, from the widest point of view, what would lie the extent of the concessions 
which the Company might make so as to satisfy the requirements of Her Majesty’s 
Government and the interests of commerce, and effectually protect the Company 
against the recurrence of the complaints and attacks to which they are now exposed. 

He then said that the fundamental idea in the minds of the representatives of 
British shipping Avas evidently the apprehension that the Company, being in possession 
of a monopoly, Avould always exercise the rights under their Concession to their fullest 
extent, and that no reduction would he voluntarily made hy them in the maximum 
rate of toll alloAved hy their Charter, lie stated distinctly that this Avas by no means 
liis vicAV; he had ahvays considered that a monopoly carried Avith it duties as well as 
privileges—that the Company ought not to seek for an excessive rate of remuneration 
at the expense of trade, and that lie had been and Avas still quite prepared to 
consider under Avhat conditions a reduction of tarilf might he made, for instance, that 
a ratio of reduction of toll in proportion to increase of traffic might he established; 
and although he guarded himself as usual by the ohseiwation that his suggestion must 
not bo held to bind the Council of Administration, he gave us to understand that he 
thought a negotiation might he opened on a basis of Avhich the above Avould he one of 
the most important points. The other elements of the negotiation to Avhich he 
adverted would he the attainment of a sufficiency of canal accommodation for the 
requirement': of commerce, and the appointment of the English Inspector. 

The Avliole tenour of M. Charles dc Lesseps’ observations shoAved evident appre¬ 
hension of the danger to Avhich the Company Avould he exposed if they did not take 
some steps for conciliating public opinion in England, and avc think it not improbable 
that tlie present opportunity may he made available for obtaining not only some 
considerable concession to the interests of commerce, but also for materially increasing 
English control in the management of the Company; hut, at the same time, avc feel it. 
our duty to represent that, liOAvever alive (lie Messrs, do Lesseps and the Council may 
he to the material interests of the Company, they import iuto their discussions a 
considerable amount of sentiment, Avhich, upon A'arious occasions, we have found an 
inconvenient factor in the negotiations avo haA r e had to conduct; and that if our 
demands are excessive, or are put forward in a spirit of Aihat is thought to imply 
hostility to the Company, avo fear that avc should lmve difficulty in obtaining any 
material advantage from the opening now offered to us. 

We may add that neither of the Messrs, de Lesseps appear to attach importance 
to the scheme of a canal starting from Alexandria, which they believe to be imprac¬ 
ticable, and in no case likely to compete Avith the existing Canal. 

"We liaA'e engaged to bring this matter Avithout delay under the consideration of 
your Lordship, in order that avc may he able, should the overture Avhich has been made 
to us find favour Avith Her Majesty’s Government, to obtain such instructions as may 
alloAv us to enter upon its more serious discussion Avhen avc meet in Baris for the yearly 
settlement of accounts on the 18th May.

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We hog leaA'e to state that, in a Jew of the circumstances represented in our 
despatches Nos. 20 and 21 of this date, avc thought it expedient not to allude to the 
subject. 

M. de Lesseps, on liis part, did not ask us for a definite answer, as avo had 
expected aaouI'1 he the case, and as he certainly Avould liaA’e done hut for the incident 
which avc have reported to your Lordship. 

We propose to aA'ail ourselves of your Lordship’s authority to treat on this 
question on a more opportune occasion. In the event of our being instructed to 
negotiate on the larger matters alluded to in our preceding despatch, it may he con¬ 
venient that aa'C should he in a position to oiler to M. de Lesseps the concession to his 
wishes Avhich might result from an adoption of the compromise, aaIucIi is to he the 
basis of our discussion.

WJTil reference to our despatch No. 20 or yesterday, aa c have the honour to 
report that at the meeting of the Council of Administration to-day M. de Lesseps 
took the opportunity of making some remarks on the subject of the fall in the market 
value of Suez Canal shares, Avhich has been going on since last Thursday, and Avliich 
had reached 300 fr. per share yesterday evening. 

M. dc Lesseps Avas to-day moderate and calm ; his object was evidently to remove 
from the minds of his Directors all cause for alarm, and through them to put an end 
to the agitation at present prevailing amongst the small shareholders. 

M. de Lesseps dAA r elt upon tbc good understanding existing helAveen the Company 
and Her Majesty’s Government, and on the AA'orks for the improvement of the Canal 
Avhich have been decided on, and which are being actually carried oui. He said that 
he did not suppose that your Lordship could keep constantly in your mind these 
minor details, or eouhl anticipate ihc eJl’ccl that Avould he produced hy any omission 
to allude to them, hut, lie expressed the hope that Iler Majesty’s Government would 
take an opportunity of making some public observation Avhicb Avould have the clteet of 
calming the agitation Avhich had sprung up. 

He appealed to us to convey to your Lordship the expression of this hope. 

As AA r c had observed in our private conversations Avith I ho Directors that there 
was a considerable feeling of irritation amongst them, and as M. de Lesseps was 
extremely moderate in his language and friendly in his allusion to Her Majesty's 
GoA’crnment, avo thought it best not to raise a discussion which might have assumed a 
disagreeable aspect, and confined ourselves to simply promising to report to your 
Lordship M. de Lesseps’ observations.

Nous savons, en effet, (pie taut que 1’Europe eontinua do se servir du Latin eomme 
langue exclusive; taut qu'ellc ne voulut ou ne put pasadmettivlesilialeetes modernes 
au rang do langue, olio clemeura dans un etat presque sauvage. Elle ne se regenera et 
ne se civilisa que lorsqu’ello renonoa au Latin eomme langue exclusive, et reeoimut 
defiuitivement les dialcctes modernes, I’ltoliou, le Eranouis, l’Espagnol, Ac. L’Orient 
1‘era forcement la memo marche; il ne pourra etre civilise d’une maniere satisfaisantc 
que loisquo l’Arahe Nahoui sera abandonin'aux homines exelusivement savants, et que 
l’Araho vulgaire sera roennau, pour ainsi din', oflieiellement, en sortc que les auteurs 
puissent s’en servir dans lours ouvrages, et qu’il soit adopt e pour propager 1’instruction 
parmi les Egyptians et les Orientaux.

<lu cdtd de la langue, qui lie lour fournit pas les tonnes necossairos pour l’expression 
exaete des idees, que lcur preseiiteiit les originaux. 

Ce que nous venous dc demontrer prouve en principe, si je no me trompe, la 
necessity de suhstitucr au Nahoui I’Arabe vulgaire, Mais la question n’est pas video 
par cola soul que la tlieorie a pu etre etablic. Il nous ri'ste, en outre, d’oxaminer les 
moyens pratiques pour la realiser.

1 replied that t must decline 
to do so, ns T was no judge of procedure ; and l was certain that, even if lit 1 and his 
opponent could agree upon a procedure, he would immediately ‘Mute to me the next, 
day with a complaint that it had been infringed, aiul I should find mvself implicated 
in an endle-.s e mtroversv in regard to legal points, of which I know nothing. Some 
time afterwards Mr Napier returned to mo f> complain that lie was not admitted to 
see hi*, clients. Upon communicating with the Kgvpthiii Government, [found that 
they justified themselves on the ground that the inquiry before the Commission was 
analogous to the course pursued by the -luge d’liistruetiou in Franco, and that in 
France no one was allowed to hove access to flit' prisoner until after the “ instruction” 
had heen completed. They added, howevei, that as soon as this was done, Mr. Napier 
would he given every opportunity of seoi ig his clients, of examining the “ instmo¬ 
tion,” of preparing his witnesses, and of pleading his ease before the court-martial, it, 
having heen arranged to allow him an inhrvalof a fortnight or three weeks for this 
purpose. 31v. Napier again urged mo to interfere, on the ground that the position 
of his clients was identical with that of Arabi and the other political prisoners, 
and that I had heen instructed by your Lordship to set* that Arabi got a “fair 
trial.” 1 replied that I did not accept this view of the case, and that it appeared 
to me that the crimes of the prisoners now accused of specific acts of murder, 
&o., committed during the late rebellion, differed in no respect, unless in their 
heinousness, from ordinary crimes of a similar description. 1 further observed that 
the implicated persons were not prisoners of war who had surrendered themselves 
to a British General, hut were Kgyptian subjects arrested bj the Egyptian Executive, 
and that, consequently, it was better to allow them to he dealt with by the Egyptian 
Government on its own responsibility. We had heen content to allow the murderers 
ol* Professor Palmer and his party to he judged by the Courts in question ; and 1 did 
not see why any exceptional course should he adopted in regard to the three or four 
persons in whom Mr. Napier was interested, merely because thev were rich enough to 
secure the services of an English counsel. The Egvptian Government was being 
advised by respectable European lawyers as to the course they were pursuing, and il E 
once began to interfere, i did not see whore my interference would he likely te 
end. 

[ cannot help hoping that your Lordship vv ill approve decision, for, men 
if the proceedings of the Egvptian Commissions had heen far more unsatistaetory 
than was the ease, an attempt upon the part of any one occupying my position 
to seelin' for the accused a “fair trial,” in accordance with English ideas and 
the technicalities of English procedure, would onlv have resulted in a general break¬ 
down. 

In conclusion, I must call your Lordship’s attention to the conscientious and in¬ 
defatigable manner in which Major Mac Donald is discharging his arduous and respon¬ 
sible duties in connection with these trials. He has given me entire satisfaction. 
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nnd lifts impressed me as being u singularly industrious, .title, find high minded 

I have also to express my great sense of obligation to Mr. McCullagh, who, first 
under Sir Charles Wilson and subsequently under Major MacDonald, has done most 
excellent service, and received strong commendations at the hands ol both these 
officers.

‘ ACHILLA ELY to your Lordship’s request, I have the honour to lay before you 
a resume of the work done by the Commissions now sitting at Alexandria, 1 .iiit.ih, 
Damanhour, and Mehallet-ol-Kebir. To this 1 have added a lew particulars legal ding 
these Commissions for your Lordship’s information. 

I have also the honour to lay before you similar information regarding the 

Alexandria court-martial. . . 

As your Lordship is aware, at the conclusion of the military rebellion in September 
188- special Commissions were appointed at Alexandria and 'lantah. these Com¬ 
missions were instituted to examine into the numerous cases oi massacre, pillage, and 
incendiarism which had taken place in Egyptian territory during the rebellion. At 
the ,,ame time, a court-martial was instituted by lvliedivial Decree, for the purpose ol 
giving sentence in the cases sent before it by the Commissions. 

Tin' Decrees instituting the Tantali and Alexandria Commissions, and tin* 
Alexandria court-martial, were dated the 21st and 29th beptemher, 1882. 

Towards the end of the year, it was found that the number of eases of massacre 
and pillage wore so much greater than at first anticipated, that it was deteimined to 

appoint, two new r Commissions. . . 

On the 9th January, 1883, a Decree appeared appointing, these Commissions : one 
was to be held at Damanhour, and the other at Mehallet-el-Kcbir. these places ware 
selected because at both of them serious disturbances had occurred, resulting in the 
massacre of Christians and the destruction of their property. 

By the Decree of the 21st September, the Tantali Commission was to examine 
into all the eases of massacre, pillage, &e., which had taken place in the whole territory 
of Egvpt, outside the town of Alexandria. 

Its jurisdiction was limited by the Decree of January 9th to the provinces ol 
Garbicli, with the exception of the town of Mehallet-el-Kcbir, to the provinces ol 
Ghi/.eh, and all the provinces of Upper Egypt. 

The jurisdiction of the Mehallet Commission was to extend over the provinces 
of Charkieli and Dalikalieh, that of the Damanhour Commission over Beheira and 

Menonfia. _ ,. 

By this means the work of inquiring into a large number ol cases was equally 
divided, and the result has been satisfactory. > , „ . . 

The powers and procedure of the four Commissions, as indicated by lvliedivial 
Decree, are the same : they are briefly as follows:— 

Each case is to be thoroughly inquired into, evidence both tor and against the 
accused to be taken, and the whole allair carefully sifted. . 

If the Commission considers the evidence sufficiently strong against the accu-nd 
to justify their being sent before the court-martial, an Acte d’Aecusalion founded on 
the details of evidence is drayvn up, and forwarded, together with these details, to the 
Alexandria Court. This Acte d’Accusation is simply a summing up of the case. A 
Dolomite from the Commission accompanies the ewe for the purpose ol sustaining the 
charge. If the Commission are of opinion that the evidence is insufficient or delectiyo 
in any wav, the accused are at once set at liberty. . 

On the arrival of tlit' case before the couri-inarlial, the summing.up is read by 
the Clerk of the Court to the members, reference being made .to the d. tails to clear up 
itnv part of the summing up which may be obscure. The prisoner and prosecutor are 
then sent for, and confronted with each other ; the prisoner may make any statement 


lie likes in bis defence, or may call any fresh evidence. The prosecutor explains the 
case to.the Court; he then indicates the Article in the Ottoman Civil or Military Code 
on wdiicli lie bases his accusation, and according to which the prisoner should be 
condemned if found guilty. The Court is then cleared for finding and sentence. 

Consuls or their accredited agents are permitted to be present at the sittings of 
the Commissions, and have the right to make any suggestions through the President 
that they may think useful. 

The court-martial is an open Court. Prom the above, it will be seen that the 
most important part of the work falls upon the Commissions. Also, that if the 
members of the latter are honourable and capable men, there is very slight chance of 
a miscarriage ol justice. Having explained in as brief a manner as possible the mode 
of procedure laid doyvn for the Commissions and court-martial, I propose to take 
each Commission in turn, and report upon its composition and the work done by it up 
to date. 

r l he Tantali Commission was the first instituted, the Decree bearing date the 
21st September, 1882. 

Mahmood Pasha Palaki was appointed President, and it consisted of four members. 
Oi this original Commission neither President nor members remain, all having been 
appointed to other posts. 

In the changing of President and members, and the consequent delay arising 
therefrom, this Commission has suffered more than any of the others, the present 
President being the fourth that has occupied that post. 

lorthe first two months little progress was made, and during that time not a 
single case was sent before the court-martial for disposal, This was due to two causes : 
(I) that the President, though an excellent man in other respects, and an accomplished 
astronomer, was not very well suited for his post: (2) that most of the Christians wdio 
had survived the massacres had left the country, and had not yet returned. II was 
therefore very difficult to get any reliable evidence; the Moslems refusing to give anv 
evidence, either through fear of being implicated in the case or through dislike of 
the Christians. During four months of tlm sittings of the Tantali Commission, two 
Moslems have given direct evidence again 1 -! their co-religionists. 

Ealaki.Pasha was replaced by lsmai'l Pasha Yusri, and under the latter’s 
Presidentship affairs progressed considerably. A number of unfortunate persons who 
had been imprisoned on no evidence w'ere set at liberty. The cases of two influential 
men were reopened. These nu'n had been accused of participation in the massacres, 
but bad been set at liberty alter a short examination by the previous President. 
Not long after this, Yusri Pasha rearrested them and sent them up for trial to 
Alexandria. Almost immediately afterwards, lie himself was promoted to the President¬ 
ship of the Alexandria Commission. Mohammed Zeky Pasha was appointed in his 
place. During his jurisdiction, which only lasted three weeks, the case of the murderers 
of Professor Palmer and his party wns inquired into. 

On the 2i3th February Zeky Pasha was made Mudir of Dakhalia, and in the 
beginning of March Ali Pasha Sadik, the present President, succeeded him. This 
constant changing ol the personnel has been very detrimental to tin* work done, the 
ncu r President and members finding it very hard to pick up the threads of the various 
cases where they were abandoned by their predecessors. The present Commission 
consists of Ali Pasha Sadik and two native members. None of the Commission 
profess to have any knowledge of the law, or of the powers of cross-examining; 
they therefore throw a great deal ot the work, which ought to be done by them, upon 
the court-martial. 

Ol the 140 persons arrested for complicity in the massacre, riot, and pillage at 
Tantali and in its neighbourhood, together with* 11 prisoners brought there charged 
with tin 1 murder of Professor Palmer and his party—

The Tantali massacre commenced at daylight on the 13th duly, 1882, and 
proceeded with occasional lulls until about midday. It wns then put an end to by the 
arrival of Ahmed Bey Minshaui. This man is a large landed proprietor in the 
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neighbourhood. Uc entered the town A\itli liis followers, and effectually stopped the 
rioting, released the Christians aaIio were in hiding, put them some days after in a 
train, to the number of 300, and took them to Ismailia. 

During the time the massacres lasted between 70 and 80 Christians, mostly 
Creeks and Syrians, were killed under circumstances of the greatest brutality. 

The main causes of the massacre aa ere, first, the presence of a mob of Alexandrians 
in the town; secondly, religious fanaticism against Christians in general; thirdly, 
personal malice againot many of the Christians, who wore mostly of the shop¬ 
keeper and usurer class. There yet remains about three weeks’ work before this 
Commission. 

The Alexandria Commission was instituted on the 29th September for the investi¬ 
gation of massacre, pillage, &c., which had taken place in the town of Alexandria on 
the 11th June, 1882, and on the days between the lltli and 10th July, inclusive. Its 
powers wero identical with those of the Tantah Commission. 

The President was Abdur-Rahman Pasha Rushdi, and it consisted of six members, 
two of whom were European*. Of the remaining four, two, Emeen Rey and Beleegli 
iky, are still members of the Commission. Most of the members had other duties to 
perform in addition to the work of the Commission, so that the progress made was 
"Iowa At the commencement of February, Yusri Pasha was appointed President of 
this Commission, and some new members were nominated. M. Caillard, one of the 
European members, handed in his resignation on account of the extra Avork the 
attendance at the Commission entailed on him. The number of the members was 
increased to seven ; two of these, Shefoek Boy Mansoor and Emeen Rey El-A limed, are 
substitutes to the Prosecutor-General of the Native Courts; three are substitutes to the 
Prosecutor-General of the Mixed Tribunals. The sixth member is Ibrahim Pasha 
llushdi, who has filled many important posts under the Government; and the soxenth, 
M. Cavallo, a European in the Egyptian service. "With regard to the substitutes, they 
are all men of good family, who have received their legal education in Prance and 
Switzerland. The President, Tsmni'l Pasha Yusri, late Prosecutor-General of the Native' 
Courts, was educated at King’s College, London. The difficulty in obtaining reliable 
evidence, after the lap-c of time since duly, has stood greatly in the way of this 
Commission. It has also had to deal with some eases to which extra importance has 
been attached on account of the accused being defended by Puropean lawyers.

It must he borne in mind that, previous to the appointment of this Alexandria 
Commission, a court-martial had held sittings at Alexandria for the trial of persons 
implicated in the massacres of the ILth June. This Court disposed of 117 eases, 
implicating 198 persons. Of these 19S persons, 9 w’oro sentenced to death. 

With regard to the details of the massacres, they are too well known for me to 
dwell upon them here. 

There yet remains between twm and three months’ Avork before this Commission, 
provided that the east's in Avhieh European huvyers are engaged are not unnecessarily 
lengthened. 

The Mahal let-Kebir Commission, 

The Decree appointing this Commission is dated the 9th January, 1883. The 
Commission consists of a President and two members. The first President was Saad- 
ed-doen Bey; the members arc both natiu's. One of these, Ferecd Efendi, is a 
substitute of the Prosecutor-General of tho Mixed Tribunals; the other is an official 
from the Ministry of tho Interior. 
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The Avork done by this Commission, under the Presidentship of Saad-ed-deen Boy, 
AA’as very good. The difficulties in obtaining evidence arc very great, owing to the 
lapse of time Avhieh has taken place hetAvccn the committal of the massacre and tho 
sitting of the Commission, and also to the notorious stubbornness of tho peasantry 
of this part of the country. By dint of much patient cross-examination, sufficient, 
evidence has already been obtained to bring the guilt home to 37 persons, 0 of whom 
liaA’e been sentenced to death by the court-martial.

The riots at Mahallet-Kebir took place on the same day as those at Tantah. They 
began immediately on the arrival of certain ringleaders from the latter toAvn by the 
mid-day train, and continued till about 3 p.m. Most of the Christians avIio still 
remained in the toAvn had shut themselves up in places of safety, and thus e.eaped. 
Eight unfortunate persons, mostly Italians, AA’cre, however, seized by tho mob and 
massacred. Many shops and bouses of Christians Averc pillaged. The riot was 
eventually stopped by Hasan Euad, Prefect of tho Police, avIio Avas seA’orcly maltreated 
by tlie mob in bis efforts to suppress the disturbance. Shokoob Bey, a Moslem 
landed proprietor of the neighbourhood, bohaA’od with great courage and gallantry in 
saving the lives of several Europeans, Avhom he afterwards sheltered, and funvarded in 
safely to Ismailia. 

There yet remains about six Avcoks’ works for this Commission to get through. 

The Damanhur Commission. 

The Decree appointing this Commission is dated the 9th January. The 
Commission consists of a President named Hamdi Bey and two members, Suliman 
Yusri Roy, a Lieutenant-Colonel, and Mohammed Raseem Efendi, a substitute of the 
Prosecutor-General of the Mixed Tribunals. The President and members are the 
same as at first appointed, no change having taken place in the personnel. To this, 
and to the intelligent procedure of the Commission, are doubtless due to the fact that 
the Damanhour eases are remarkable fir the clearness of their summing up and tho 
completeness of their details. The Commission here have a special prison for their 
use. Ln the chambers of this house or prison the accused are separately confined, so 
that no collision amongst them is possible. This greatly facilitates the Avork of cross- 
examination. At the other Commissions the prisoners arc horded together in the Ioavii 
prisons. The ansAvers given by them when cross-examined by the Commission are 
remarkable for their similarity.

The massacre at Damanhour and its neighbourhood took place on the morning of 
the Lltli July, and was directly due to the inltux of a large mob of Alexandrians. 
The people of the town assisted Avitli much willingness. In Damanhour itself oi >iy 
one man, a Jcay, Avas killed, owing principally to there being no one else to kill, 
all Europeans having lied or taken refuge in the houses of rich Moslems ; fifty-live 
shops and houses belonging to Christians were wrecked ; fourteen Christians, chiefly 
European*, Avert; massacred in the surrounding villages. 

As at Tantah, the Avork of destruction began at daybreak and lasted till noon, and 
was oA’cntually stopped by the energy of the Inspector of (he Treasury. It is a 
regrettable fact, that not a single Alexandrian has been arrested for this day’s work, 
and at Tantah only two have been arrested. The reason given for this is, that the 
arrests only began in September, by which time all the Alexandrians had dispersed. 

There yet remains about eight Aveeks’ work before this Commission. 
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The Alexandria court-martial was instituted on the 21st September, 1882. 
It consists now of a President and eight members. Moriee Pasha, Inspector of 
Lighthouses, was an original meml)er of this Court; he did not remain long (as it 
interfered with his other duties), and u as replaced by Morion Bey, Chief of the Coast¬ 
guard, On the departure of the latter to conduct Arabi and other political prisoners 
to Ceylon the Court was left without any "European member; its sittings were then 
characterized by much delay, and an apparent, if not real, sympathy for the more 
influential class of prisoner. This Court was dissolved at the end of March and a non 
one instituted, which held its first sitting on the 2nd April. 

The President of the court-martial is Baouf Cash a, who has held some of the 
most important posts under the Government, and has a high reputation for straight¬ 
forwardness and integrity of character. There are two Europeans on the court- 
martial, Movice Bey and Eederigo Pasha. I cannot speak too highly of the assistance 
that both these members arc, and especially the former, in expediting the album of the 
court-martial. It will he soon by comparing the numbers already given that, of the 
1,003 persons who were originally imprisoned for participation in the massacres, 
pillager &o., which accompanied the military rebellion—220 whose eases are under¬ 
going inquiry yet remain in pr’son—308 are out on nominal bail for minor cases 
of pillage, possessing plunder, &e., and have 1 absconded; the remaining 773 have been 
disposed of by Commissions and court-martial. 

In conclusion, I would venture to bring to your notice the valuable services 
rendered to me by Mr. McCullough, Mr. Cameron, and Mr. Kent, British Consular 
Agent at Mehallel-el-Kebir. Mr. Cameron lias represented me at Tantah during my 
absence on Commission work. He has attended nearly all the sittings ol the Tantah 
Commission, from the 1st January until now, and has rendered me most valuable 
assistance, both as an interpreter and as m\ representative at Tantah. 

The services of Mr. McCullough have been of the greatest assistance to me. His 
"knowledge of the Arabic and Turkish languages, as well as his zeal and capability for 
work, are most remarkable. I can safely say that the good progress made oil the 
court-martial lately is in a very great measure due to him. 

In Captain Cummings I have had a most valuable and zealous representative on 
the Alexandrian Commission and court-martial. He has also rendered me great 
assistance in occasionally visiting die Damanh >ur Commission, and the prisons both at 
Damauhour and Alexandria. 

1 subjoin lists containing the names of every person whose case has been inquired 
into by the four Commissions and forwarded to the court-martial, with the sentences 
that have been passed upon them by the latter.

The Karl of Duffer in to Earl Granville.—(Received Mai/ 14.) 

(No. 138 c.) 

My Lord, Cairo, May 1, 1883. 

AS 1 have already informed you by telegram a disturbance, which might have 
proved serious, took place at Port Said on the 29th April. The Greeks were cele¬ 
brating their Easter festival, and on coming out of church proceeded to burn the 
effigy of a Jew, and to fire a fen dc joie in the streets. The police endeavoured to 
stop these proceedings, which had been forbidden by the Governor. The Greeks at 
once turned their arms against the police, and a collision ensued. .Vs the rioters were 
numerous the position of the police became critical, especially as it was necessary to 
detach a part of their force to keep at a distance the Arab population, who had begun, 
to collect as soon as they heard the firing. The Governor of the town, who had 
repaired to the scene of the riot, thought it advisable under the circumstances to 
invoke the aid of Captain Rice, of tier Majesty’s ship “ Iris.” This officer, with 
great promptitude, sent on shore a detachment of men to the assistance of the police, 
and in this way order was quickly restored. 

On learning what had occurred, General Laker dispatched to Port Sat'd a 
reinforcement of 100 men of the constabulary from Alexandria, and another 100 from 
Cairo, under Major Nartorius, Major Clarke, and other European officers. 

it seems that at this season of the year the proceedings of the Greeks generally 
give rise to some such contretemps as that which occurred at Pori Sat'd, as would likely 
be the case when excitable persons of one nationality discharge guns and pistols in the 
streets of a town inhabited by another nationality equally excitable. In view of this 
danger the ordinary constabulary force both at Tantah, Alexandria, and Fsma'ilia had 
been strengthened, but as the Governor of Port Sat'd had not iufimatel that he was 
apprehensive of trouble additional men were not sent there. 

Great credit is due to Captain Rice for the energy and decision with which ho 
acted.

My Lord, Cairo, April 28, 1883. 

I HAVE tlic pleasure of inclosing, for your Lordship’s informal ion, copy of a 
Eeglement which lias liceu drawn up by tbe Minister ol Public orbs tor the 
protection of tbe ancient monuments ot Egypt. 

I have already alluded io this subject in my despatch No. 92 of the 2nd instant. 

A Committee is to be appointed at the Ministry of Public M orks to deal with and 
supervise tlic proposed arrangements. The principal provisions laid don n in the 
inclosed Eeglement arc as follows:— 

No person will be permitted to remove or dispose of antiquities except according 
to the Eulcs regulating the sale of all State property. Land near the monuments or 
other places specially designated by the Committee cannot be sown or cult hated,, but, 
under certain conditions, tlic peasants will be allowed to maicc use of the soil foi 
manure, as has been hitherto the custom. 

Any removal of antiquities will be regarded as a theft, and persons who write 
their names on or otherwise deface the temples, tombs, or other buildings, will be 
punished for destruction of property. 

Antiquities on land belonging to private individuals arc the property ot the 
State, but the Government will pay a reward tor their discovery amounting to one-halt 
of the number of articles excavated, or else to one-luill of their estimated \aluc. All 
excavations and the cost of the removal ol the objects discovered will be deirayed by 
the Government, who will also pay an indemnity' for the damage done in the eoui.se ol 
the undertaking, but in eases where the work is commenced at the expressed wish ot 
the owner of the land, the expenses will fall to his charge. 

The Government has the right to excavate anywhere on payment of the alxne- 
montioned indemnitv, the amount of which is to be fixed beforehand. 

To carry out these Eegulations, six additional Inspectors are to be appointed, it 
will be their duty to preserve the existing buildings Irom any kind of demolition or 
defacement. Thcv will prevent unauthorized persons from excavating, and in the 
case of the accidental discovery of antiquities, they will stay the prosecution of the 
work until the arrival of competent and duly authorized agents. They are specially 
instructed to apply to the local authorities for assistance v hene\er immediate sli ps 
fire noeessaw to save ancient buildings from lulling into ruin. In addition to these 
functions, they will be called upon to assist visitors by every means in their power, 
and especially to protect them from annoyance and importunity at the hands of the 

natives. . . . 

Excavating atrents are also provided for. Other persons may recce, c permission 
to excavate, but only' on condition that the results of their labours should become the 

property of the Government. . . 

In the distribution of the districts of the Inspectors, a special proviso is made in 
favour of the Bedouins of Ghizeh, who will retain their former privilege of escorting 
travellers up the Pyramids, the duty of the Inspectors being limited to the protection 

of the stonework itself from injury. , 

Penalties are provided for the contravention of these Eegulations. Tines and 
even imprisonment will be imposed, and it is suggested that, when foreigncis aie 
concerned, their cases should be dealt with before the Alixed 1 ribunals. 

A certain number of European police will be placed at. the disposal ot the 
Director of the Boulae Museum, to be located in those places principally visited by 

foreigners. , . . , , v 

Your Lordship having been so good as to authorize me, in your despatch i\o. 1U_, 
of the 19th instant, to inform the Egyptian Government that Her Majesty s Govern¬ 
ment would consent to any Eegulations by which visitors to Egypt could lie made to 
contribute towards the preservation of ancient monuments and temples, I have made 
a communication in this sense to Clierif Pasha, which his Excellency received with 

expressions of the greatest gratification.

General Hicks’ victory is opportune, as in a short time tin* rainy season will have set 
in, during which no military operations could have bom conducted.

YOUR Lordship will remember that on the departure of Dervish* Pasha last 
summer one member of his mission, named Cadri Boy, was left behind. lie has 
remained here ever since, and though be is invested with no official position as agent 
of the Sultan, he has been the reporter of events to llis Majesty. The Khedive has 
frequently complained to me of the manner in which Cadri Bey fulfils this duty. 
Ilis Highness states that the reports made are false, and that their general drift is to 
foreshadow dissensions between Ilis Highness and the English, and to encourage the 
Sultan in the idea that lie still retains great influence in Egypt. 

Recently Cadri Bey proposed to four influential Egyptians to make the Sultan 
a present of horses. Three of them agreed to do so, and the fourth, as he had no 
horses, oflered to send a dromedary. The tour persons in question were Prince 
Ibrahim, son of the late Ahmed Pasha and cousin of the Khedive; Sultan Pasha, 
President of the last Chamber of Notables; Cheikli Sadat, and Mustaplia Pasha 
Khaznadar. The first three sent horses, the last a dromedary. 

On receiving these presents the Sullan announced his intention of conferring the 
follow ing honours on the donors :— 

Prince Ibrahim was to receive the First Class of the Order of the Medjidieh in 
diamonds. 

Sultan Pasha to be raised to the rank of Bala, corresponding to the rank of 
Vizier or Marshal. 

Cheikli Sadat was to have the First Class of the Order of the Medjidieh, and 
Mustaplia Pasha Khaznadar to be raised to the rank of lloumeli Beilas Bey. 

The Khedive was exceedingly annoyed at learning this intention of His Majesty, 
as it was, in the fust place, a departure from the long-established rule that all honours, 
decorations to Egyptians, should be given through His Highness, and on llis 
II ighness’ recommendation ; and secondly, because it is extremely undesirable that 
such dignities should be bestowed in return for presents. 

Ilis Highness therefore, with the approval of the Council of Ministers, telegraphed 
to Constantinople to ask if the intelligence he had received was correct. The result 
has been that he has received a telegram from the Porte, stating the Sultan’s desire to 
confer the honours, and asking the Khedive if lie approves, to which llis Highness 
has icplied that the honours are beyond the deserts of those for whom they are 
intended, and that he cannot approve of their being awarded. The matter remains 
there for tin' present, but llis Highness, in relating the incident to me, stated that he 
should be very grateful if Lord Dull’erin, to whom he had spoken on the subject, could 
obtain Cadri Bey’s recall, as bis presence enabled him to carry on small intrigues on 
tin* spot, and that he was constantly endeavouring to form a party favourable to tlio 
inlluenee of the Sultan.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lorship that the Khedive said to me on the 
4th instant that lie had received a telegram from the Palace at Constantinople, saving 
that a report had reached the Sultan that it was the intention of the English to 
compel Ilis Highness to appoint Arabi President of the new Parliament. The 
telegram urged His Highness to resist, and warned him against the English, who 
would ultimately supersede him by Arabi if llis Highness allowed him to n turn from 
Ceylon. The Khedive has replied that there was no Parliament, morely a Legislative 
Council, and that the idea of the return of Arabi, or of appointing him to any post in 
Egypt* was not entertained by anyone. Ilis Highness said to me that the incident 
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was only worth mentioning as one of the many endeavours of the Sultan to sow 
distrust in His Highness towards us; endeavours which are happily entirely futile.

My Lord, ^ “ Iris” at Port Said, April 30, 1883. 

YESTERDAY afternoon I sent the following telegram addressed to your Lord- 
ship : — 

“Outbreak in Port Saul, Greeks verses Police, threatened to become Arabs versus 
Europeans. Have occupied town of Port Said at written request of Governor and 
Consuls. Matters arc qui< ter at present. Will telegraph again later. Have informed 
Lord Dufferin and Senior Officer, Alexandria.” 

And in the evening a further one as follows :— 

“Order is restored. Two Europeans killed, about twenty wounded of different 
nations. No assistance required.” 

The circumstances attending the outbreak, and under which T deemed it my duty 
to incur the responsibility of acting a . 1 have done, are shortly as follows. 

2. About 2 p.m. on Monday, the 2!)th instant, the English and Greek Consuls 
came on hoard and reported that a serious outbreak had occurred between the Greek 
and Arab population, that lile had already bent lost, that the police were overpowered, 
and that the Governor’s life had been attempted. T at once gave orders for the 
landing parties of “ Iris ” and “ Ealcon ” to prepare to disembark. J then informed 
the Consuls that the first duty of preserving or restoring order in the town belonged 
to the forces under the Governor, and that before I fomented to act in any way I must 
have a written communication from his Excellency to the effect that he was unable 
to preserve order, and irom the English and Greek Consuls that they considered 
the lives of Europeans in danger owing to there being no force able to control the 
population. 

3. As far as I can ascertain, the disturbance commenced at the Greek Church, 
where the Easter religious ceremonies were being carried out. The Governor had 
given orders to the police to prevent tI k* burning of the “Jew.” This was resented 
by the Greeks, w ho surrounded the police, and a general fight seems to have com¬ 
menced inside and outside the church. The Governor came down, and was assaulted 
by a Greek with a knife. The report then spread that his Excellency had been 
wounded, on which the Arabs began to collect, and advanced from the Arab town in large 
numbeis. 3 ho Governor went to meet them, and at great personal risk induced them 
not to enter the European quarter. At this period one European was killed and about 
fifteen of different nationalities wounded, and if was at this stage that 1 was appealed 
to. Satisfying myself that the state of affairs was critical, and that if the feeling 
already exhibited was allowed to glow hid ween the Europeans and Arabs disastrous 
consequences would ensue, and finding that the police were powerless, 1 placed the 
small-arm companies of the two ships and all the marines, making a total of 180 officers 
and men, under the command of Commander Pringle, with directions to march through 
the Greek quarter and principal streets of the town, then to repair to the English 
Consulate and await orders. The Governor, English and Greek Consuls, and Major 
in command of police, met me at. the Consulate, and having received the letters 
(copies ol which 1 inclose), and ascertained from these gentlemen the true state of 
affairs, and that they had no means ol‘ restoring order, 1 consented to become respon¬ 
sible lor the restoration and maintenance of order until the next morning at lO.i.w. 
The Governor then placed the whole of Lis gendarmerie and police under my orders. 
I at once sent for the Greek Consul and priest, closed tin* church, relieved the Arab 
sentries round it with our own men, gave orders that no tiring in the streets and back¬ 
yards was to he allowed (a practice of the Greek population during Easter), issued a 
Proclamation through the Greek Consul that no collection of people Avould bo allowed 
near the church or in the streets, and directed Captain Pringle to institute strong' 
patrols of our men to disperse gently hut firmly the large mob of people collected 
round thi' church, Consulate, anil other places. In an hour order was restored. J 
then, in conjunction with Captain Pringle, who remained on shore in command during 
the night, made such arrangements as 1 considered necessary to ensure the safety of 
our men and the tranquillity of the town during the night. This morning at t) 30 
I visited the Governor, taking with me the English Consul and police officer. I asked 
the Governor if he considered he could maintain order if l w ithilrew my men. The 
police officer then said if the English force was withdrawn he would not answer for 
what might occur; he had just imprisoned an “Arab” policeman for refusing to make 
an arrest. The Governor then requested mi' to continue in command for another 
twenty-four hours, ami his request will be made in w riting.

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4. I hare suggested to his Excellency Lord Duffcrin lh.it a force of some fifty 
men (Europeans) should he sent here temporarily. At present there art* 120 police, 
100 of whom are Arabs, and cannot he trusted. 

5. As the mail leaves to-night and I have much to attend to, I trust your Lord- 
ship will excuse my going into further detail. I will only add L am aware of the 
great responsibility L have incurred in landing the small force at my disposal in a place 
inhabited by such diiferent and discordant elements; but as I took ('very precaution 
to ensure the retreat and safety of our men, and felt certain that by prompt action a 
collision between the large Arab and European population which was threatening, and 
which would certainly have led to disastrous consequences, could he averted, 1 trust 
your Lordship will approve my proceedings.

T HAVE the honour to transmit to you, hy direct Inn oi‘ Earl Granville, the 
papers noted in the accompanying list,*' ■with reference to a claim put forward hy the 
Suez Canal Company, to the exclusive right of constructing a maritime canal through 
Egypt between the Mediterranean and Tied Seas. 

lam to refer you, in the first place, to the preamble to the Concession ol the 
30th November, 1851 (Parliamentary Paper, p. 1), b\ which the Yiecros of Kgvpt 
granted to M. d( v Eesseps exclusive power to form and direct an universal Company to 
pierce the Isthmus of Suez, and to work a canal lad warn the two s<«a , from whi. h it 
would appear that the power thereby granted did not extend beyond tin' isthmus. 
This view seems to have been held at the time by IT. do Eesseps, who, in his Jtepoit to 
the Viceroy of the 30th April, 1855 (p. 3, marked para., Parliamentary Paper), recognized 
the desire of IIis Highness to limit the area through -which the canal was to pass, and 
stated that, after reviewing all the schemes put forward during the last iifiy vears, full 
liberty had been given to make a communication between the Bed Sea and the Medi- 
terrancan by cutting the Isthmus of Suez at a point to tin* oast of the Nile, hut that 
Ilis Highness had declared that he would not authorize the Company to take a line 
■which would start from a point on the Mediterranean to the west of the Damietta 
branch, and cross the river. 

The second Concession, of the 5th January, 185(5, alludes in the preamble (p. !. 
Parliamentary Paper) to the first Concession granted above, as giving to M. de Eesseps 
exclusive power to pierce the Isthmus ol' Suez, and describes the duty of the Company 
to bo the construction of a maritime canal between Suez on the lied Sea and the (lull* 
of I’elusium in the Mediterranean, which description is repeated in the second Article 
of the Statutes of the Company (p. 8, Parliamentary Paper). 

Again, at the commencement of iho Convention between the Company and the 
Egyptian Government (p. 19, Parliamentary Paper) relative to the const ruction of a 
fresh-water canal, reference is made to the two Concessions of 1851 and 1850 for the 
construction of a maritime canal across the rstlunus of Suez. 

I am to invite your attention to Article 50 of the Statutes (p. 13, Parliamentary 
Paper), which lays down that tin' approval of the General Assembly of the Share¬ 
holders is necessary in questions of fresh Concessions or of combining with other 
.schemes, from which it may be inferred that other Concessions were considered 
possible, and that the Concessionnaircs onh took the necessary precautions to prevent 
any interference with the Concessions obtained by them so far as the Suez Canal was 
concerned. 

The accompanying despatch, from Her Majesty's Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt in 1872, shows that the Khedive then entertained the project of constructing 
a fresh-water maritime canal from Alexandria to Suez through the agency of a British 
Company, and that, although M. de Eesseps had made representations on the subject, 
claiming 1‘or his own canal tin* exclusive right of ship communication between the two 
seas, 11 is Highness refused lo admit this pretension, as he maintained that no such con¬ 
struction could be attached to the Concession, and that there could be no doubt of his 
own right to make canals through Egyptian territory. 

I am to refer you, on the other hand, to a despatch from the British Directors of 
the Suez Canal Company, who were consulted with reference to a scheme for cutting 
a second canal between the Mediterranean and tlx* Gulf of Suez, in which they state 
their opinion that the Concessions to M. de Eesseps give him the exclusive power of 
working a canal between the two seas. 

I am to request that you will take these papers into your consideration, and 
favour his Lordship with your opinion whether the Company’s monopoly extends to 
an\ canal uniting the two seas, or only to any canal uniting: the two seas across the 
Isthmus of Suez; and if, in vour opinion, such exclusive right only applies to the 
Isthmus of Suez and the Gulf of iVlusium, whether the Khedive lias a right to make 
a second canal, starting from the cast of the Damietta branch of the Nile, or only from 
the west of that branch.

My Lord, Paris, May 18, 1883. 

WITH your despatch No. 192 of the 1 Ith instant your Lordship has done me the 
honour to send me a copy of a despatch (No. 13 of the 29th ultimo) which has been 
addressed to you by the Earl of Dufferin on the subject of the friendly attitude 
assumed to him by the Representatives of foreign Rowers in Egypt. 

In that despatch Lord Dufferin calls particular attention to the very correct and 
loyal attitude of M. Raindre, the Erench Agent and Consul-General, and of all 
the Erench officials in the country, and informs your Lordship that not only 
have those gentlemen shown great personal cordiality towards himself, but that 
neither in word nor deed have they from first to last done anything to impede or 
thwart his efforts in the execution of the English programme for the amelioration 
of Egyptian affairs. 

Your Lordship is so good as to say that I am at liberty to communicate 
Lord Dutferin’s despatch to the Erench Government if I should think it advisable 
to do so. 

It is with much pain that I find myself hound to deprecate any communication of 
tho contents of this despatch either to the Erench Government or the Erench public. 
In tin' present state of irritation in Eranee respecting Egypt there is, I fear, no hope 
that it would he road here in the same friendly spirit in which it has been written. If 
it became public, it might produce attacks in the press upon M. Raindre which might 
seriously injure him personally, and render it difficult for him, or for the successor who 
Avilt probably he appointed, to go on in the same prudent and conciliatory line of 
conduct. 

I cannot help adding that there seems no probability that the consideration shown 
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"by Lord Dufferin for the position and interests of the Erenchmcn in the Egyptian 
service would he appreciated here. So far from being regarded gratefully, or even 
dispassionately, the information on the subject given in the despatch would probably 
raise a storm of controversy in Eranee. 

I must, however, guard myself against being held to imply, by ivhat I have said 
above, that in acting as lie has done M. Raindre has departed from his instructions. I 
do not think that it is the policy of the Erench Government to pick small quarrels Avitk 
us, or sIioav ill-humour in treating ordinary every-day matters Avith us, either in Egypt 
or other countries. On the contrary, in dealing Avith such matters the French 
Foreign Office seems to me to be, if anything, rather more punctual and conciliatory 
than usual. I am far from undervaluing the adAxmtages of this, and, indeed, it is my 
hope that from careful and considerate endeavours to he friendly in minor matters 
avc may glide more or less insensibly into generally cordial relations. Rut I cannot 
persuade myself that a really cordial feeling exists on the Erench side at this moment. 
As your Lordship is avcII aAvaro, M. Challcmel-Lacour is little disposed to go beyond 
the matter actually in hand Avlien conversing on diplomatic questions, but subordinate 
Ercucli officials do not hesitate to let it be understood that courtesy in minor questions 
will not exclude strenuous resistance in matters Avliieli affect strongly Erench feelings or 
French views of the interests of the country. 

All things considered, I cannot hut think that the safer course will he not to com¬ 
municate Lord Dutferin’s despatch to tho Erench Government, or to alloAV its contents 
to transpire in this country.

relative to the steps taken by Captain Rice.

Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Adairs, to convey to Captain Rico their 
approval of the action taken by him in reference to this affair.

Captain Rice to Vice-Admiral Lord J. Hay. 

My Lord, “Iris,” at Port Said, May 2, 1883. 

IN continuation of my letter of tho 30th ultimo, I have the honour to incl *so 
copy of his Excellency the Governor’s Avritten request referred to in that letter, and to 
inform you that during the afternoon of Holiday an attempt to get up a disturbance 
was again made on the occasion of the funeral of the European avIio auis killed on 
Sunday. It is impossible to get at the true origin of these disturbances. I believe it 
originated by an Arab saying as the body passed ho “ hoped all the Christians Avould 
soon he going the same path;” stones and pieces of Avood Avere then throAvn at tho 
cofiin, and a large mob collected, a rush being made from the Aral) toAvn. The officer 
in charge at the main guard sounded the assembly, and Avlien he had got his men 
together marched them through the mob, separating the Arab and European popula¬ 
tion as far as possible, and after a time order Avas restored. Roth parties are evidently

restrained by tbe presence of our men and are satisfied to be so, as on every occasion, 
of their interfering they are cheered by both European and Arab, a significant sign, 
which lias relieved me of much anxiety. 

2. On the 30th ultimo I received from tbe officer in charge of the police forces 
a letter, in which he states that he can no longer put any confidence in the native 
gendarmerie and police, and suggesting their arms should be taken from them: this I 
did not sanction, but directed that, if necessary, they should patrol immediately in front 
of our men, and that no ammunition should be given them. During the evening and 
night there was no further disturbance, and on tbe morning of the 1st instant, Colonel 
Sartorius, chief of Baker Pasha’s staff, arrived from Cairo, lie informed his Excellency 
the Governor and myself in writing, that he was not prepared to take over the 
command of the town and be responsible for order until further forces arrived, 
and we mutually arranged that I should continue that responsibility on the same 
conditions as heretofore, viz., that the gendarmerie and police remained under my 
orders until I am informed in writing by his Excellency that he is prepared to 
re-establish civil authority. 

3. T have been in telegraphic communication with his Excellency Lord Dufferin, 
who complied v ith my every request, placing the troops at Isma'ilia at my disposal, 
and sending a trustworthy force to whom 1 hope to give over charge of the town this 
afternoon and re-embark our men. 

4. I have refrained from making any inquiry or arrests, as I considered that 
appertained to the civil authority, and I only undertook to preserve order until that 
authority was re-established. 

5. To-morrow there will he a force, of 100 Turks and 200 gendarmerie and police: 
an inquiry will then commence, and is sure to lead to several arrests, but with prudence 
the above force ought to be amply sufficient. 

(5. I did not bring tbe troops from Isma'ilia, because I understood from his 
Excellency Lord Dufferin, when I visited him in Cairo, that it was desirable we should 
interfere as little as possible with the local Executive. 

7. I shall have an opportunity of sending your Lordship a further despatch 
to-morrow.

My Lord, “Iris,” at Port Said, May 3, 1883. 

IN continuation of my letter dated the 2nd instant, I have tbe honour to inform 
you that at l< p.m. yesterday I sent the following telegram to your Lordship in cypher:— 
“Naval force embarked again.” 

At 3 - 30 p.ai . yesterday I received from bis Excellency tbe Governor-General a 
letter informing me of the arrival of sufficient force to enable him to resume authority 
in tbe town. I immediately gave orders to Commander Pringle to arrange Avitli 
Colonel Sartorius the necessary details and to re-embark our men, which was at once 
done. 

2. I also inclose a copy of a Circular letter to the foreign Consuls with their 
replies. Those of the Evenoh and Italian Consuls are characteristic, and an index to 
tbe unfortunate want of unanimity existing amongst some of the Consular Body at 
this place; but as time did not admit of those gentlemen being consulted by their 
colleagues in the first instance, and as at tbe time of making their replies order was 
re-established and tlieir personal safety assured, it was as much as could be expected. 

3. I am glad to say my relations with the Canal Company during these events 
have been satisfactory and cordial; they rendered me every assistance, keeping their 
telegraph office open all night to Isma'ilia, and otiering the use of a steamer to convey 
the troops from that place if necessary. I have addressed a letter to M. Tlicveney, 
the bead of the employes hero, thanking him for these services, and adding that 1 have 
reported my having done so to your Lordship. 

4. Mr. Boyle, agent of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, has also been of 
great assistance, placing his office and bouse, from tbe roof of which L could flash to 
the ship at night, at my disposal whilst on shore, detaining one of bis tugs free of 
expense at Isma'ilia for fourteen hours, and giving me the benefit of his local 
experience and knowledge. 

5. I Avould only further bring to the notice of your Lordship, that though 
disembarked for three days and nights in a place Avhieli is one mass of low grog-shops 
and dens of infamy, not one ease of drunkenness or misconduct occurred. That on 
tAvo occasions large concourses of excited men were quietly dispersed, order restored 
and maintained during the Avhole of that time, without a counter-complaint from any 
of the inhabitants, I consider due to the great tact, judgment, and firmness of 
Commander Pringle in carrying out his orders.

HAVING quitted Egypt, as I have already announced to your Lordship in my 
last despatch from Cairo, one further duty is still incumbent upon me, namely, to 
convey to your Lordship my deep sense of obligation to Sir E. Malet, Her Majesty's 
Agent and Consul-General, with whom T have been associated during the last six 
months in the important mission your Lordship Avas pleased to confide to us. It 
would be presumptuous upon my part to dwell upon those qualities in Sir Edward 
Malet which have already gained for him the honourable position he holds in the Diplo¬ 
matic Service, as well as in your Lordship’s confidence; but having had exceptional 
opportunities of becoming personally acquainted Avitli the high estimation in Avhieh he 
is personally held by all classes in Egypt, by the Khedh'C, by His Highness’ Ministers, 
and by the English, and, I may say, the European colony at large, it is but natural 
that 1 should desire to add my tribute of respect to the general voice. Erom first to 
last Sir Edward Malet gave me the most cordial support. 11 is knoAvledge of Egyptian 
affairs and of the leading personages in the country rendered his opinions extremely 
valuable, and I have no doubt that on many occasions 7 have been kept from adopting 
erroneous aucavs, and from taking many a doubtful step, through having had the 
advantage of his adA'iee. lie Avas of the greatest assistance to me in the elaboration 
of my General Deport, many of its paragraphshaving contained more of his handiwork 
than of my oavu. On taking my Icua'C of the Khedive, nothing struck me more than 
the unmistakable earnestness Avitli which JTis Highness expressed his hope that 
Sir Edward Malet might return to Cairo, and similar expressions of regard emanated 
with equal Avarmth from His Highness’ Ministers.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received May 22.) 

(No. 25.) 

My Lord, Paris, May 20, 1883. 

IN obedience to the instructions contained in your Lordship’s despatch No. 21 of 
the 1 (5th instant, avc have taken advantage of an extraordinary meeting of tin* Sue/ 
Canal Council to open negotiations with M. do Lesseps on the three points indicated 
by your Lordship. 

IVo have the honour to report as follows the results of our discussions Avitli 
M. Charles de Lesseps, Avhieh Avere confirmed by his father. 

On the subject of the improvement of the canal accommodation across the 
Isthmus, the Mil. de Lesseps pointed out that the Committee of Works had already, 
last winter, recommended that the construction of a second canal parallel to tin* first 
should be undertaken Avhen the net tonnage passing through the Canal should reach 
10,000,000, in order that it might be completed by the time this tonnage should 
■amount to 12,000,000, and that the Council of Administration had adopted this 


Hcport. But, in order to meet the requirements of trade and the wishes of Her 
Majesty’s Government, M. de Lesseps declared that he should be ready to recommend 
to his Company to undertake this Avork at once Avithout Avaiting for the increase of 
tonnage, Avhieh he had deemed necessary to allow of the shareholders bearing, aa it l.ont 
too heavy a sacrifice, the increased strain on their revenue Avhieh so large an outlay 
must entail. That avo proposed to push forward the Avork with the utmost energy, so 
that, if possible, it might be carried through in four years from the moment of its 
commencement. M. de Lesseps stated that a further concession of laud Avould be 
required, through Avhieh the second canal Avould pass, and on Avhieh new Ioavus or 
villages must he built, and enlarged basins at Port Said and Suez be excavated to hold 
Ihe increase of shipping for Avhieh the means of transit from sea to sea is being 
provided. That ho counted on the support of Her Majesty’s Government in obtaining 
this concession, as Avell as a prolongation of the term of the concession in consideration 
of the heavy additional outlay to lie made on the Canal. 

As regards the second point of discussion—a substantial reduction of the dues and 
tolls —we found a very decided opposition to any immediate reduction. 

It Avas contended that the suggestion Avhieh had been made to us, and Avhieh 
formed the subject of our No. 21 of the 30th April last, Avas intended to he pro¬ 
spective; that the arrangement concluded betAveen M. de Lesseps and Colonel Stokes 
in 1S7<‘> for the gradual extinction of the surtax, Avhieh is now in the last year of its 
operation, had been represented to tin* shareholders as conclusive, and that thereafter 
they Avould be left in tin* undisturbed possession of their rights. That as such it had 
been, though reluctantly, accepted by them, and that it Avould have the Avorst elfect to 
come to them iioav before the contract Avhieh they had been taught to consider final 
had reached its accomplishment, and to call upon them to .sutler a reduction of their 
legal maximum of 10 i’r. pur ton. 

It aa as admitted that the true interests of the Company consist in not abusing the 
poAver conferred by their Charter, and that the Company Avas prepared to accept an 
eventual reduction of tin* tarilf, or, in other Aix.rds, to admit their customers to a share 
of their profits, but this reduction Avas not possible at the very moment at which they 
arrived at their normal condition. 

It Avas further urged that the reduction of the tariff could not be proposed just 
as they Avere about to engage to construct neiv and extensive AA’orks ; that the share¬ 
holders Avould certainly rebel against such a proposal. 

The outlay on the second canal could not be safely estimated at less than 
200,000,000 IV., including the outlay necessary for tin* construction of a fresh¬ 
water canal bet Aveen Ismai'lia and I’ort .Said, Avhieh Avould be an absolute necessity 
in the event of the duplication of the Maritime Canal. The annual charge of this sum 
on the Company’s revenue Avould not he less than 10,000,000 fr., to AAhich must he 
added 3,000,000 fr. or 7,000,000 fr. annually for increased cost of AA'orking and main¬ 
taining the iioav canal. That this annual charge of itself Avas equivalent to a reduction 
of tarifl in its etfect on the dividends of the shareholders of at least L] fr. 
per ton. 

IVo pointed out that the outlay would not all take place at once, but by degrees, 
to Avhieh it AA r as replied that if the Avork is to bo carried through Avitli the rapidity 
above mentioned, and Avhieh is indeed most desirable in the interests of commerce, a 
large part ol tin* sum must be spent at the outset on the acquisition of dredging plant 
and the establishment of the Avorking parties, workshops, Ac., and that thus a heavy 
annual charge Avill at once come upon the revenue. 

Wo, hoAvcA'or, pressed upon M- do Lesseps that, even if he did not see his way to 
an immediate reduction of the transit dues, then* is a due levied by the Company 
Avhieh gi\-es rise to much irritation and complaint, and Avhieh, although the Company 
have a right to Ioav it, avc thought that they might, and, indeed, in their oavu interests 
should, abolish at once and altogether —namely, the pilotage due. This due is much 
in excess of the real requirements of the pilotage service, and avo urged strongly that 
it should be made to disappear. 

M. de Lesseps admitted the force* of our arguments, but pointed out that this 
pilotage due* brought in 3,500,000 fr. in 1882, or 75 centimes per ton ; that its 
abolition, therefore, must bo taken as forming one distinct step in tho direction of a 
gradual reduction of tin* dues. The net tonnage being now at about 5,000,000, he 
proposed to reduce one-half of tho pilotage dues aa hen the net tonnage should reach 
7,000,000, the other half at 8,000,000.

Ilis Highness had thereupon, he said, sent for thc Prefect of Police, who 
had denied that there was any foundation for the rumour; and it Avas clear, from the 
manner in Avliieh llis Highness spoke to me, that lie also disbelieved thc report. 

When, therefore, I received a copy of the Petition itself, transmitted by 
Mr. Wyndham, I showed it to Cherif Pasha, commenting on the inefficiency of thc 
police authorities in the matter. Ilis Excellency Avas ready to admit that Cadri Bey 
might have obtained a feAv signatures to such a document, but he said lie could not 
belicA'c that it had 125, or, if it had, that they Avcrc the signatures of Notables and 
Ulemas; and he said that lie should he very glad if it were possible to obtain for him 
a copy of them. I have accordingly telegraphed to-day to your Lordship to ask if a 
list of the signatures can he obtained.

General Hicks to the Earl of Dufferin. 

(Telegraphic.) Near Gebel Ain , May 3, 1883. 

IN confirmation of my telegram of the 29th, I steamed up river and, as I 
expected, found the rebels crossing. I drove them inland on Loth banks, killing a 
number on west bank. A very large assembly were prevented from crossing. I sent 
word for the landing force to advance quickly, but they were delayed. I hear that 
many I stopped have crossed to Blue Nile to submit to force there. I am afraid 
they will not find it; it has gone too far south. I believe that the victory of the 29th 
is a very heavy blow to the rebels, so many' Chiefs killed. The country seems 
deserted. I went to Gebel Ain, landed, sent men to top of mountain; the place 
seems quite deserted. I came back to land force to-day. It seems there are tribes 
beyond Gebel Ain to whom it is important to show an army: if so, 1 shall march 
the force there. My after movements depend on information, if I can get any. I am 
inclined to drop quickly down river, and descend on Shat; but if there are many men 
with rifles, I shall be cautious of attacking with cavalry. A square surrounded by 
clouds of skirmishers with rifles would have bad chance, if composed of the best of 
soldiers.

Officers of tin' Egyptian Government in answer to the question submitted to them 
“ whether the Lesscps Comention constitutes a monopoly which restrains the Govern¬ 
ment of His Highness from ever establishing a new line ot water communication 
between the Mediterranean and the lied Sea. 
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The opinion given by these gentlemen is that, reserving the right of the State to 
exact additional works and modifications of those existing, the Lesscps Convention 
constitutes a monopoly which, as long as it lasts, prevents the construction of a new 
line of communication by water between the lied Sea and the Mediterranean. 

The opinion is signed by MM. Borelli, Pietri, and Ara. The first two gentlemen 
are French; M„ Ara is Italian. 

The opinion is principally based upon the following words occurring in the 
preamble of the first concession : “Wo have given to him (M. dc Lesscps)" by these 
presents, exclusive power to constitute and to direct an universal Company for the 
piercing of the Isthmus of Suez, and the formation and working for his benefit 
(‘ exploitation ’) of a canal between the two seas.” 

Those who are of an opposite opinion to that of the Law Officers of the Egyptian 
Government hold that these words merely indicate that the Viceroy granted an 
exclusive right to M. de Lesscps to make and work the existing Canal; that the 
power granted to him was exclusive with regard to that Canal; "but that there is 
nothing in the successive concessions to the Suez Canal Company to prevent the 
Egyptian Government from permitting the construction of other canals uniting the 
two seas.

Sir, Massawah, April 18, 1883. 

1 HAVE the honour to report that on the 8th March X left Khartoum for 
Massawah. My road lay along the western bank of the Blue Nile as far as Senaar, 
and through a level open country more or loss cultivated during the rains. There are 
a considerable number of villages. Those nearer Khartoum, mostly of mud-houses, are 
inhabited by “ Dauaglas,” or emigrants from Dongola. Those more remote' are 
inhabited by various tribes of Arabs, and generally consist of “ tokhuls,” or boo-hived 
shaped straw huts. 

On the 10th \ reached the large village of Khanibecn. lien* at one time it was 
intended to build a cotton cleaning factory, and machinery was brought from England 
at great expense, which was, however, never put up, and now strews the banks of tin* 
river. The belt of cultivated land extends here a considerable distance from the river. 
The crops arc mostly cotton, corn, and indigo. 

On the 12th T reached Messelemia, a place some 3 or 4 miles from tho river, with 
a population variously estimated at from 6,000 to 10,000, mostly of the Dauagla, 
Djaalcen, and S ha liable tribes or races. The latter is said to represent the ancient 
race. This place exports a large quantity of corn, and the area cultivated during the 
rains extends nearly across to the White Nile. The town is open and undefended, 
situated in a plain, and is mostly built of mud-houses. Tho neighbouring villages are 
inhabited by the Halloween Arabs—a sub-tribe of the llufaa. 

On the 14th I reached Senaar. For the last 40 or 50 miles the road passes through 
[420] 3 R ° 
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a somewhat more broken country covered with thorny hush-jungle, alternating with, 
spaces of more open ground. The inhabitants all belong to the Wad Saad section of 
the Kawaklak tribe of Arabs, and had all revolted against the Government. 

That this district had been a disturbed one was evident from the deserted and 
burnt villages, the uprooted telegraph poles, and the empty “ djerribos,” or hush 
stockades, built by the troops. Some five or six hours before reaching Senaar I 
crossed the battle-field of Maslira-el-Dai, where the insurgents, under Amr and 
Aehmct-el-Makashfi, were defeated by Abdel Rader Pasha. The rebels, who appa¬ 
rently were encamped in considerable numbers among some thorny hushes close to 
the river, were dislodged from their shelter by the Egyptian artillery. They retreated 
to the river, but instead of crossing returned through the woods, and suddenly 
attacked the Egyptians with considerable vigour. It is said that they nearly succeeded 
in breaking the square. 

When I visited the battle-field the only vestiges of the fight were a number of 
dirty caps and other clothing, and thirty or forty human skeletons. According to 
what I subsequently heard at Senaar, the Egyptian pursuit after the victory was 
greatly wanting in vigour, and most of the insurgents wort' allowed to get away with 
their large herds of cattle. After this defeat, the insurgents would appear to have 
split up into three divisions: one, under Abdul Gliaflar, retired to Karkotsli and 
joined Fakili Sheriff; a second party, under Amr and Achmet-el-Wakashti, took up a 
position at ,Tobol Sekhedi, a few miles to the west of Senaar, where they met with 
reinforcements sent by the Maluli, and from whence they were shortly after dislodged 
by Saliha Bey and his irregulars; a third party came into Senaar and surrendered. 

Senaar, the capital of the province, is a miserable, poverty-stricken place, with a 
population variously estimated at from 10,000 to 15,000, mostly of the Dgaalcen race. 
Although most of the houses are of mud, there is also a fair proportion of “tokliuls.” 
The town is situated on the Blue Nile, and during the late insurrection a ditch and 
rampart bad been built around it. There is a market-place beyond the ramparts 
where markets used to be held twice a-week, but which is now only occupied by 
the spiked and sun-dried heads of Ainr-et-Makashfi. and some six or seven ol his 
followers. 

The Governor of the province is Besati Bey, late Secretary to General Gordon, 
lie gave me some details both of the beginning of the rebellion and of the battles 
that had occurred in the neighbourhood. According to him the batik 1 of Sekhedi 
was a far more disastrous defeat for the rebels than that of Meshra-el-l)ai, both as 
regards losses and prestige, lie also said that the reason why Abdel Rader did not 
employ Egyptian troops at Sekhedi Avas that the irregulars of Salika Bey were far 
better abb', being mostly natives, to endure tlit' A\ant of Avater and the fatigues ol the 
march. It Avould also seem that in the house of Amr and Aohniet-el-Makasliii at 
Sekhedi many bottles of absinthe and brandy were found after the battles, and it 
Avould seem to luwe been the habit of these leaders to intoxicate some of their 
principal subordinates before a fight. Again, in the flight succeeding that battle it 
was noticed that Aeh met-el-Alaka-.il I i drew his sword, and, nourishing it in the air, 
told the people that for every cut he made the Nebbhi (Prophet Mahomet) would slay 
100 infidels (Turks or Egyptians), lie also assured them that all those slain in battle 
Avould rise again after six months, adding that there Avere “ many other things yet 1 
could say, hut I cannot toll them yet.” Besati Bey also confirmed aa hat had been 
already told me by many people, that ihi' real cans' of the rebellion was misgovern- 
ment and oppression, and that all the Malidi did Avas to apply a lighted match to the 
fully-prepared tinder. 

Besati Bey, in common Avitli other officials, appeared very hopeless as regards the 
present condition of allairs. lie stated that no revenue had been paid for Iavo years, 
and that salaries Avere seven months in arrear. I even heard that some of the irregular 
troops had not been paid for twenty-live months, lie appeared to have little faith in 
his ability to do any good, saying that he was liable to he removed at any moment— 
that. b(‘ bad been sent there as a sort of exile to punish him for having boon General 
Gordon’s Secretary; that the general feeling of the country Avas against ihe 
Governor, &c. 

Several of the residents also complained of the conduct of the Egyptian troops on 
their march through the town, and I A\as assured they had robbed and plundered so 
impartially as to pick the pockets of their oavu commanding ollicer. Others related 
tin' history of the rebellion, showing that it Avas greatly owing to the folly and want of 
judgment of the officials that the toAvn had ever been in the actual possession of the 
rebels. Stories were also told me of the desperate tenacity, even when under torture. 




with which the rebels held to their opinion that the Egyptians and Turks were 
infidels. 

From Senaar it had been my intention to go on to Gallabat, hut I gave up the 
idea, being assured that most of the tribes to the east and south of Senaar AA r crc still 
far from quiet, and that a large escort Avould he necessary. I had therefore to retrace 
my steps doAvn Ihe Blue Nile to Wed-Medani, Avliere I crossed that river, reaching Abu 
Ilaraz on the 20th March. 

This is a considerable village', built of mud-houses, surrounded by a good deal of 
cultivation, and inhabited by Djaalcem Arabs. The soil is reported a t cvv rich, and a good 
amount of corn is groAvn during the rains. As olsoAvherc in the Soudan Ihe free popu¬ 
lation is indolent and limited, so that large use is made of slaA r c labour. "Without such 
help undoubtedly a large amount of ground Avouhl not ho cultivated. The plough is 
unknown, and planting is by hand. I Avas told that on fairly good soil, where the 
weeds were kept (born and tin? rains abundant, tin* return was simply marvellous. 

From Abu Harass to GbedarilT, or Souk Ahu Sin, except Avliere tin' short and 
stony trachyte range of Kalnab Arauj crosses the path, the road is over a barren, hush- 
covered, and generally Avaterless plain, inhabited by the Chukriyeh, a nomad tribe, 
living in tents of mats, and miserably poor. The Chief of this tribe is Awd-cl-Kercin, 
who lias done right good service for the Egyptians during Ihe rebellion ; indeed, it is 
hardly too much to say that, but for him, the revolt Avould have been far more serious. 
As already mentioned, the supply of Avater is very limited, and this district, like so 
many others of the Soudan, Avould appear condemned to remain in the future, ns in the 
past, comparatively a desert. 

Besides the Chukriyeh, the district is also visited by the Bufaa-cl-Shcrk Arabs, 
Avho travel up from the south, both for the sake of the pasture, and also to escape the 
tsetse fly. When last in the country the tribe Avas in full revolt, and opportunity had 
been taken of destroying the telegraph uniting Aim Ilaraz Avitli GbedarilT. 

Ghedarilf is a collection of tokhul villages on an undulating plain close to some 
low, isolated hills. Each tokhul is usually surrounded by a garden and fence. Tn 
many of these gardens tobacco is cultivated; hut I Avas greatly disappointed both Avith 
the quality and the system of cultivation. I Avas told that the area under cultivation 
bad diminished instead of increasing. The usual reasons avovo given—the indolence of 
the people, their A’cnality, and the pressure of taxes. 

Here, as elsewhere in the Soudan, Avere some Greek traders, owners of stores, 
where, amongst other articles, brandy and other spirits Avere sold. Until lately some 
of tin' Greeks Avere in the habit of lending money, usually at enormous interest; Imt T 
hear that of late this kind of business has fallen off, the Arabs in many eases declining 
to pay either interest or capital. 

The inhabitants are mostly of Ihe Chukriyeh tribe, and the Chief of the district is 
Mahmoud Elfendi A wd-el-Kerin, a Chukriyeh. This official Avas aAvav Avith Abdel 
Rader Basha, and, pending bis return, Yuzbashi (Captain! Moosa Effendi liassan was 
Acting Governor. 

As at Senaar and other places in the Soudan, a fair, or market, is held at GbedarilT 
tAvice a-week. As the fair happened to fall during one of the days of my stay, l look 
the opportunity of visiting it. I found it held in a largo open space in the ceilin'of 
the toAvn, and that each trader sat under the shade of a straAV screen, Avhieli ho 
gradually shilled round with the sun. Besides the market-place, Avliere only country 
produce Avas sold, tlieio Avere also two or three rows of small brick stalls, Avliere .Man¬ 
chester goods, scents from India and Arabia, sandal-Avood, tin-plates, knives, scissors, 
bottles, beads, and other foreign goods Avere sold. 

On inquiry I found that the octroi dues levied on sab's in the bazaar and market 
were sold by public auction once a-year, and that the present, multozein, or farmer, was 
Sheikh Ali Wad Amara, aa ho had paid 00,000 piastres for them. 1 also heard that, 
some years ago the fair had been much more prosperous and that Hit' octroi tint's bad 
been sold for 100,000 piastres; also that the reason why the importance of flit' fair had 
so greatly decreased Avas the outrageous Avay in Avhieli the sellers wove robbed by the 
multozein and Gtnornment officials. To verify this statement, I caused several of (be 
traders to be examined, and they stated— 

1. That a butcher paid for twery slaughtered bullock, valued from 5 to 10 dollars, 
a tax of 1 dollar 2 piastres, besides giving half a hind quarter to the tax-farmer. 

2. That grass mats, valued at 2 piastres each, pay a tax of 20 paras. 

3. That Avood is charged 2 piastres the Imlloek-Ioad, the Avood merchant lies id in 
giving two logs of Avood to the police officer, two to the military, two to the multezein, 
tA\o to tlio Government official, and two to the vekeel per bullock-load. 
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4. Salt, valued at 2 dollars the lialf-cantar, pays a tax of 4 piastres.

I forded the Athara, aiuh aftiw many hours’ ride across a monotonous and lnirren plum, 

I reached Kasala on the 30th March. Just helore reaching tin t town, the wi lc, 
sandy and very dry bed of the Gash is crossed. There is a good deal of cult nation 
ahm^’its hanks, and also dense groves of dune palms. The river which rises m 
Abyssinia continues its course northward, past lvasala, till h gradually is os m it 
^Si of the plains. The riy or begins to till about the end ol June and continues 
more or less m flood for three months; it is subject to very sudden Ireshets, «lu n it is 
quite hnpassable ; when in that state it has been known to carry down elephants and

I walked about the town and visited a very good cotton factory uhieh had been 
put up seven years ago by Muu/.ingcr i’asha, at an estimated cost ol 20,0001. 01 

at),000/. 
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This cotton cleaning factory was complete in every respect, with engines of 100 
horse-power and 21 gins. Everything appeared to he in excellent order, and all that 
was wanted to set the factory going was the cotton. I was told that the factory had 
never been worked ; that although the culture of cotton had succeeded the first year 
it w r as tried, it had since unaccountably failed. Further inquiry elicited the fact "that 
the usual causes, indolence, dislike of change, oppressive and illegitimate taxation, 
difficulty of communication, &e., wore at the bottom of Ibis as of other Egyptian com¬ 
mercial ventures. Tn a village I subsequently passed through the peasantry assured 
me that they had to give up the groyving of cotton, as every passing traveller and 
Baslii-Bazouk was in the habit of allowing his camels to graze in their cotton fields. 
Besides the factory I visited the barracks and gaol. In the barracks, instead of 
finding a battalion, r only found a few tailois and shoemakers. T was told that the 
battalion were all on detached duty, some employed in getting in the taxes, otlieis on 
police work, &e. I inclose a Table showing the present distribution of the battalion, 
and how far the system of employing soldiers on duties foreign to their profession has 
been carried in the Soudan. It is almost needless for me to point out how utterly 
ruinous the system is to discipline, esprit dr corps , and other military requisites. In 
tin' prisons I found fifty-three prisoners, and discovered that none had been legally 
sentenced, although some had been six or seven years in prison, 'flic President, of the 
local Court had recently been dismissed for incapacity, but I sent for him and inquired 
why justice had not boon more speedy, and why at least some of the cases had not 
been completed, lie stated that as regards seventeen of the prisoners they had come 
in since the 17tli March, ]SS3, the date of his dismissal, and that as regards the 
remainder, he had done all in his power to accelerate matters; that he had brought the 
state of affairs to the notice of the Mudir. That the causes of the delay were partly 
the difficulty of procuring evidence and partly the dismissal of the Cadi some two 
years ago, and who had not been replaced. Also, that the presence and signature of 
the Cadi was rendered necessary by an order of Beouf Pasha, ex-Governor-Geueml of 
the Soudan; that ho, the President, had tried to got over the difficulty by replacing 
the Cadi by the Alufti, hut that this had been overruled. 1 append' a list of the 
prisoners, and would beg to bring the ease most urgently to your Excellency's notice, 
and to point out that the case of the Tribunal is far from reflecting credit on the 
administration of Ala-el-Deon Pasha, the late Governor-General of East Soudan. It 
is useless for him to plead ignorance of the state of affairs as Governor-General; it 
was his business to make himself acquainted with them, and to devise measures to put 
an end to the scandal. 

From Kassala L proceeded through a hilly country to Senliyt or Keren, as it is 
indifferently called. The road is level along the bed of narrow, uninhabited valleys, 
alternating with hare grass plains. The grass is of a very coarse and reedy kind. 
'I'he hills are mostly trachyte, and are hare and uninteresting. "Water is scarce, and 
only procurable from shallow wells dug in the sandy beds of the torrents or rivers. 
Judging from Ihe size of many of the latter, the fall of rain in the rainy season must 
he very heavy. 'Pile country is mostly inhabited by the Beni Amr, a poor hut largo 
tribe of nomad or partly nomad Arabs, living in tents made of mats, and only just 
cultivating enough to supply them with thi' minimum of corn required. To the 
south are the hills inhabited by the Bara, Barkn, and Bazi tribes of Nubians, said to 
he partly subjected to Egyptian rule, hut who plunder and rob the passing caravans 
and Beni Amr tribe with apparent impunity, and, practically, neither recognize as 
rulers either the Abyssinians or Egyptians. [n this respect they resemble the 
frontier tribes of India, who neither acknowledge our rule nor that of the Afghans. 
These tribes are mostly armed with swords, shields, and lances. 

Near lvhor Baraka, a large, sandy and dry river hod, thickly lined with doum 
palms, 1 passed several Arab encampments. From one of them I heard the* piteous 
Availing of a number of women, and the following story was told me, which well 
illustrates the lawless character of the irregular troopsIt would appear that some 
time ago a slave belonging to the Sheikh of tlu* encampment escaped, and enlisted as 
an irregular soldier in the service of the Egyptian Government. He then returned 
to the village and asked the Sheikh to givo him one of his relatives in marriage, hut 
was refused. Sometime after he again returned, and to revenge himself shot a cow 
belonging to the Sheikh. The \illagers 1 hereupon turned out, and one of them is 
said either to have struck or threatened him with a stick. The soldier immediately 
went to the neighbouring village of llakliit Andowal, where there was a small garrison 
of irregular soldiers. Returning with some of them he attacked the village, and in

the melee two of the Arabs were killed, and one Arab and one soldier wounded. The 
ories T heard were those of the female relatives of the dead Aiabs.

I was also told that the Commission had strongly urged the Government to 
occupy at least strongly the second line. Also, that the grievances of the natives had 
been fully inquired into, and that the report confirmed in every respect what I have 
already brought to your Excellency’s notice. 

As regards the present number of troops on the frontier, I was told they did not 
exceed 9,300 men, distributed as follow's :— 

At Massawali, 1,177 regulars and 210 irregulars ; at Senhyt, 1,100 regulars and 
300 irregulars ; at Emideb, 4)01 regulars; at Gliire, 280 regulars and 220 irregulars ; 
at Gallabat, 556 regulars and 97 irregulars. 

The Commandant also stated that the frontier was one day’s march to the south of 
Senhyt, hut from what I subsequently heard I question if any one can venture more 
than three hours’ march in that direction without meeting with Ahyssinians. 

Several of the Senhyt inhabitants also continued the report of the very arrogant 
and tyrannical behaviour of Johannes, saying that since the last Egyptian defeat he 
had quite got beyond himself; that lie was convinced lie was the mightiest monarch on 
earth; that he had asserted it -was only through his help that the British had got to 
Magdala; that both he and his subjects had the greatest contempt for the Egyptians 
andT their soldiers; and that the Ahyssinians were now fairly well armed with the 
ammunition and rifles taken from the Egyptians. It w r as also said that the policy of 
sending Consuls and others to negotiate with the King was unwise', and only confirmed 
him in the ideas of his own importance, and also that the Italian Government had of 
late sent several missions, hut so far with no great result. It would also appear that 
latterly Johannes had rather got the hotter of Monelek, King of Slioa, and reduced 
him to comparative submission. Altogether, I gathered that the present was hardly a 
favourable time to enter into negotiations with the King; that affairs in Abyssinia 
were still in a very unsettled state; and that it was doubtful whether, if so inclined, if 
the King had the"power to execute a satisfactory Treaty. Among those who differed 
witli this opinion was the French Consul at Massawali, who assured me he was 
convinced that with a little pressure from France and England a satisfactory Treaty 
could he concluded ; that what the Ahyssinians chicily wanted w r as a port; that the 
population of Abyssinia, ow ing to internecine wars, pestilence, and famine, was rapidly 
on the decrease, and that most of the robberies put dow n to the Ahyssinians were really 
connived at by the Egyptian authorities, and carried out by their subjects, lie also 
stated that the treatment, Abyssinian traders had to put up with in Massawali did not 
tend to encourage a friendly feeling between the two nations. The Consul also stated 
that he had lately scut a messenger or emissary to King Johannes to invito the King 
to pay 5,000 IT., which he had promised to pay on account of an outrage on a French 
Catholic priest, hut that he had strictly forbidden his emissary to have anything to say 
to polities. 

He also said he was aware that Johannes was in the habit of waiting to the 
Emperor of ltussia, as Head of the Greek faith, but that so far his letters had remained 
unanswered. 

With such very conflicting opinions, it is difficult to come to a decision as to the 
best policy to follow'. It would, however, appear to me that, unless the English 
Government is prepared to interfere, that it w ould he better for the Egyptians to allow 
matters for the present to remain very much as they are. Meanwhile, attempts should 
he made towards conciliating the Ahyssinians, by remedying some of their legitimate 
grievances and facilitating and encouraging their trade at Massawali. To do this, 
however, a European Head of the Customs would Ik* absolutely necessary. As 
regards the lteport of the Commission and the number of troops required along the 
frontier it is obvious that Egypt could never afford such a force, nor do I think that 
it, would he at all necessary. To begin w ith, most of the country to he protected is at 
present, whatever it may he in the future, almost worthless; nor are the Ahyssinians, 
so far as I can learn, competent to hold or govern it if so inclined. Undoubtedly, 
Abvssinian raids will occur, hut that they will march down in force appears to me for 
the"present unlikely. Probably the present, or something approaching the present, 
force will he found to suffice, hut 1 would venture to point out the necessity of steps 
being taken to improve the discipline and general efficacy of the force, he they regulars 
or irregulars. As now' constituted, they appear to me more dangerous to their friends 
than their foes. Perhaps also the system of small subsidies to the frontier tribes 
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might bo introduced with advantage. As regards Senliyt, it appears to me safe from 
a coup de main , and the officers themselves acknowledge that the Abyssinians could 
never remain long enough to besiege it, as they never carry any provisions. 

On the lltli April I left Scnhyt for Massawali, where' 1 arrived on the 15th. 
The greater part of the road is through a narrow, picturesque, and well-wooded gorge. 
The very unsettled state of the country was proved by the very large escort with 
which T was provided. As usual, the country is thinly peopled, the tribes being the 
lamariam and the ITahab. The latter, I am told, is a tribe of Abyssinian descent, 
expelled from that country years ago. It is now Mahommedan, and has settled along 
the shores of the Red Sea. It still speaks, I am told, the Guoz, or ancient literary 
language of Abyssinia. Owing to the raids and robberies that have occurred within 
the last few years, this tribe has now petitioned Government to attach it to the Suakin 
Province, and to be allowed to move north. 

flic last 30 or 10 miles into Massawali are across an open, bush-covered, uninha¬ 
bited and nearly waterless plain, extending between the Abyssinian Mountains and 
the sea. This is the scene of many of the late raids and robberies, which Lave become 
so frequent of late that the trade between Senliyt and Massawali is in a great measure 
put a stop to. 

Massawali is a town on one or two small islands, connected by causeways with 
each other and the mainland. Its population, along with that of one or two villages 
on the mainland, is estimated at 10,000 souls, nearly all Arabs, w ith some Abyssinians. 
There are also a few' Italians and Greeks, and some Indian Ramans, agents for 
Bombay houses, and who do a considerable trade. 1 hear that these Indians arc very 
keen traders, and have been known to sell a bale at cost price, being satisfied with the 
profit on the iron hands which secure it. 

In the first island arc the barracks for the troops and a small fort commanding tho 
causeway. The town is altogether dependent for its water supply on a spring 
at Monkullo, a village on the mainland also protected by a fort and garrison. 

The Governor of tho town is Khourshid Bey, a Circassian, Holy Kaimakam 
of the battalion, and said to he a weak and fanatical man. I aiso made the 
acquaintance with M. le Chevalier Soumnque, the French Consul above referred 
to, who told me that shortly before my arrival he had been insulted” 1 and aimed struck 
by some of the soldiers, but that, thanks to his eavass, an Abyssinian, he had ccaped 
unhurt, although the latter was beaten. 

According to his statement, lie wa; returning home in bis palanquin, when bis 
eavass, who had overheard the soldiers making impertinent remarks about the Consul 
as a “lmsseranco/ and styling him one ol t !i * (J annus w ho had latoly shed M ahommedau 
blood at Alexandria, noticed one approaching the Con-ul with a raised stick. The 
eavass at once seized the man, whereupon there was a struggle, which was put a stop 
to by an officer of the battalion, although another officer who was standing by 
nevor offered to interfere, and looked on with indifference. The Governor then came 
up and ordered the man to he arrested, but the other soldiers refused to obey, and it is 
even said that tht* Governor also was struck. The following day the Consul in full 
uniform, and followed by many of his proteges, lodged a proti s( with the Government. 

On inquiry ! found that the men of the battalion were nearly all negroes; that 
the battalion had come from Egypt three years ago; and that the commanding officer 
was a Sagli Kola Aghassi, the Bimhashi or Mayor having been sent away on account 
of his polities. T also heard that a few days prior to the assault a certain holy man. 
Sheikh Mohumed, had arrived from Mecca; that he had been received with great 
ceremony by the Xotables; that a guard of irregular soldiers had come to meet him; 
that ho had marched about the town headed by a green (lag, and that he had spent (he 
day of the assault with the troops in barracks* l understood from tho Governor that 
the Sheikh was from Constantinople, and that he was on his way to India. It 
is probably entirely owing to his iulhtence that tin* Consul was insulted, as negro 
soldiers as a rule know little, and care less, about religion. In conversation the police 
officer of Massawali acknowledged that the Government had been weak and foolish in 
not keeping the Sheikh out of the barracks. 

I had an interview with the Governor, and told him 1 regretted to see that the 
discipline of his soldiers was so had, and that I had also heard from many outsiders 
that it was the habit of these men to levy black-mail on all traders (Mitering the town ; 
that it was greatly owing to their behaviour that the Abyssinian trade had almost 
ceased; and that it was quite impossible to allow such a state of things to continue. 


* This matter has been amicably si ttlcd at Cairo. 
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and that both he and the officers of the regiment would he held responsible for all that 
oceui red. I also visited the battalion in barracks, and told the officers that the 
indiscipline of their men was disgraceful, and that they, the officers, were to blame 
for what had occurred. T also found that the men who had assaulted the Consul had 
been put in prison and the case reported to Ilcscliid Pasha. The Consul also told me 
that, in his opinion, many of the robberies complained of were done by irregular 
soldiers, and connived at by the Government, lie stated that some five or six hours from 
Massawali, at Gelid Ivhadem, was an outlawed Abyssinian called Lizdabad, the son of 
Pas Ilayah, and a connection of Johannes, and that this man had, in the presence of 
an Egyptian official, acknowledged that he was a robber. That notwithstanding this 
avowal he ivas still at largo, although his capture v r as easy, as lie could not venture 
into Abyssinia. It would also appear that goods robbed from caravans shortly after 
make their appearance in the Massawali market. 

I also hear had accounts of the Courts, where it is said decisions arc but seldom 
given. 

At the prisons I found some seventy prisoners sent from Egypt, of whom forty- 
three are soldiers from Madge, opposite ICosseir. These men appear to have been 
implicated in some riot with the inhabitants, and they and their officer have been 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. The officer states they were never tried. 
One or two other imprisoned officers also stated that they did not know what they v r ere 
imprisoned for, and that they had never been tried. 

Among the prisoners was Ali llageb, condemned to fifteen years’ imprisonment. 
This man appears to have been Arahi’s messenger to Constantinople. Should lie have 
done nothing worst', it certainly appears hard that he should be imprisoned while his 
chiefs arc allowed to walk about the town. 

Altogether, from wh’l 1 saw of Massawali, and the state of things there, I would 
suggest that the sooner the Governor is changed and a more intelligent, determined, 
and energetic man appointed, the better. 

On the IStli April I left Massawali for Suez.

WITH reference to that part of Colonel Stewart's Report inclosed in my despatch 
No. 151 of this day’s date, which refers to the insult offered to M. Soumagne, the French 
Consul at Massawah, I have the honour to inform your Lordship that M. Soumagne 
demanded exemplary satisfaction to be given for the manner in which he had been 
Heated. The demands made by him appeared to be in excess of what it was possible 
for the Egyptian Government to grant, and the question of the satisfaction to be 
given was ultimately arranged between the Egyptian Government and M. Raindre, 
French Acting Agent and Consul-General, who treated the matter in a very 
conciliatory spirit. 

The Governor of Massawah is to be removed. The new Governor on arrival will 
call upon the French Consul and express the regret of the Government for the 
incident. The Egyptian and French fiags will be hoisted and saluted together in 
token of the amity existing between the two nations, and the officer and men 
implicated in the affair arc to be sent to Cairo to be tried by court-martial.

Major-General Hicks Pasha to the Egyptian Minister of War. 

Excellency, Kaiva, April 14,1883. 

I HAVE the honour to report, for your Excellency’s information, my intention 
of proceeding up the Nile to the ford of Abu Zed on Monday next with a strong 
detachment to take possession of the ford, which is said to be held by the rebels in 
force, and to hold it until the arrival of the main body of our army by land, when, 
having established a fortified post at the ford, the whole force will proceed to attack 
the enemy at Gebel Ain. 

I can have little information to give your Excellency by letter which you will 
not have already received by telegram, or will receive by telegram ere this letter 
reaches you. 

You will have heard already of the vexatious causes of the delay which occurred 
in my leaving Khartoum, and in our advance from Kaiva—all this will have reached 
you through my telegrams. 

I may, however, inform your Excellency that the enemy had approached close 
to Ivawa, and had strong parties all along the river on both banks, commencing from 
6 miles out of Kawa. I determined upon make a reconnaissance up the river. I left 
Kawa in the steamer “ Bordein,” with one mountain gun, two Nordcnfeldts, and fifty 
Baslii-Bazouks, on Tuesday, 10th April, at 6 a.m. After wo had proceeded about an 
hour and a-half wo were fired upon from the west or Ivordofan bank by a small party 
of rebels, who were concealed in the bushes. We took no notice of them, and going 
on were again lin'd on at several places, especially opposite the Island of Abba. The 
rebels had constructed trenches on the banks. 

The fire was at no time heavy. We returned it after the first place; and, with 
a few shells, some rounds from the Nordcnfeldts, and a brisk rille lire, we easily cleared 
the banks, and drove the rebels inland. They suffered some loss, but I cannot say 
what; of my party no one was injured. We took some cattle, which were appreciated 
by the Baslii-Bazouks, who had been some time without meat. 

Owing to the failure of fuel, I was unable at that time to continue my reconnais¬ 
sance up to the ford, as 1 had intended, and was obliged to return to Kawa, which 
plaeo I reached at 5 - 30 p.m. 

I may mention that I have to cut all fuel here, no depots having been established 
as yet. I am collecting a quantity. 

I will keep your Excellency advised of my further proceedings by telegram when 
I have the opportunity of sending to Khartoum, the telegraph to Kawa not having 
been yet re-established.

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P.S.—My great anxiety now is for provisions for tlie troops, also for money for 
tlicir payment. As regards the first, there are only fifteen days for some and twenty 
days for others. No supplies have arrived from his Excellency Aladir Pasha. The 
steamer I sent to Khartoum about the pay and money for expenses has not returned. 
I am in hopes my staff officer will bring both money and food, otherwise I fear there 
must be delay in the departure of the army from here. 

It is eight marches to Gebel Ain, and with only fifteen days’ supply, and nothing 
to be obtained in that country, the question is one of great difficulty. I do not like 
to leave on my expedition to take possession of the ford until I get news from Khar¬ 
toum by the returning steamer. 

The native Baslii-Bazouks who came from Wad-el-Zaki yesterday told their 
officers that, if they did not get pay to-day, they would go no further. This is not 
reassuring. 

1 shall endeavour to do what is possible, and to get Gebel Ain as quickly as I can, 
but I must point out to your Excellency, for Ill's Highness the Khedive’s information, 
that at present I am without sufficient supply of provisions; with an army several 
months in arrears of pay ; with steamers out of repair and too few in number to bring 
up food, take possession of the ford, patrol the river, and stop communication between 
the banks ; and I am without store of fuel, all of which I have to cut.

SIR CHARLES RIVERS WILSON has been so good as to inform me that, 
during an interview which he had to-day with M. Lcsseps and his son, M. Charles 
Lcsseps, M. Pontanes, the Secretary of the Suez Canal, told him that a member of a 
foreign Legation had called on him this morning lo say that a Protocol ivas about to 
be signed between the three Powers (Austria, Germany, and Italy), on the proposition 
of Austria, to the following effect:— 

Each Power to have a Delegate to reside upon the Canals for the purpose of 
controlling the freedom of navigation, and preventing any favouritism. 

This gentleman had added that Germany had already selected its Delegate, a 
military officer; that Holland and Spain had already privately adhered to this arrange¬ 
ment ; and that it would shortly be communicated to all the Powers.

IVITH reference to my letter of the 1th instant, and to previous correspondence, 
relative to the proposal to appoint a British naval officer on the working staff of the 
administration of the Suez Canal, I am commanded by my Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty to transmit to you, for Earl Granville's perusal, the inclosed copy of a 
Report on this subject furnished by Captain .Fairfax, of Her Majesty’s ship 
“ Monarch,” who has been stationed at Port Saul for some months, together with a 
copy of the letter, dated the 7th instant, from the Commander-in-chief in the Medi¬ 
terranean, forwarding Captain Pair fax’s Report. Those Reports, my Lords would 
observe, may be of use to the British Directors of the Canal. 

With reference to the contemplated appointment, while their Lordships think it 
probable that more efficient administration of some of the traffic arrangements would 
result from the direct agency of a British naval officer, they are not unmindlul of the 
difficulty of making any division of the duties without handing over to him the whole 
of the traffic arrangements apart from the finance. Their Lordships consider, 
however, that the British Directors will be able to judge better than they can how far 
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such a division would be acceptable to the Board of Direction, or whether the consul¬ 
tative position suggested by Captain Fairfax would be more adapted to present 
circumstances if a British officer is associated with the administration of the Canal.

I!N forwarding, in reply to your letter of the 30th ultimo, the inclosed Report 
from Captain Fairfax, of the “Monarch,” on the subject of the duties Avhicli would 
be performed by a naval officer employed in connection with the entire administration 
of the Suez Canal, I may express my general concurrence with his views. 

2. Should it, however, be contemplated to employ a naval officer in a position of 
more direct authority, and not only in the position of an adviser, such as has been 
suggested by Captain Fairfax, I venture to state the nature of the duties which he 
should be placed in a position to regulate and superintend, viz. 

The navigation; lighting; dredging; buoys; steam tugs and barges; garcs; 
harbours ; clearing passage when blocked ; regulations of pilots and employes, so far 
as they engaged in executive, that is, non-clerical, work. 

3. The duties in regard to pilots would involve a revision of the Regulations, 
whereby the existing delays and vexations, and irritations so much complained of at 
present, would be got rid of. 

L difficulty that I sec in this is, that what I have detailed describes almost 
tlie whole executive duties in connection with the Canal, leaving nothing but the 
finance unappropriated. 

5. It seems hardly possible to diminish the list of duties that should be superin¬ 
tended by such a naval officer, but perhaps these might be excluded from the foregoing 
list, viz., the lighting and dredging. 

0. It must, however, be borne in mind, that such a transfer of duties might 
involve a very serious chance in the staff, while the duties I have enumerated are so 
intertwined with each other that it would be most difficult to separate them, and to 
assign one portion of their active superintendence to a naval officer, leaving the 
remainder to the management of the existing officials. 

t # 7. So that, it would appear that if you depart from the principle of advice and 
criticism, and attempt that of direct authority and interference, the question becomes 
seriously complicated. 

8. I entertain no doubt whatever that a competent naval man, having direct and 
supreme authority over the Departments I have alluded to, would confer an immense 
benefit on the trade of the world, and would be of even greater advantage to the 
shareholders. Still, I hardly think it practicable, under existing circumstances, how¬ 
ever desirable this may be.

IN accordance with your Memorandum of the 5th instant, quoting Admiralty 
letter of the 30th April, 1883, desiring me to report my opinion “as to the 
functions which may be delegated to such an officer, as an Inspector of Navigation, 
in connection with the Suez Canal administration, the post to be filled by an officer 
of ncr Majesty’s Navy,” I have the honour to make the following observations, 
premising my remarks by stating that the opportunities which I have had of 
acquiring a knowledge of the Canal administration have not been sufficient to 
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warrant my expressing a very decided opinion on all the points involved in this 
important question. 

The administration of the Canal is carried on under the following Heads of 
Departments:— 

In Egypt there arc three important posts in connection with the administration 
of the Suez Canal Company—A Chief, who resides at Cairo, and who represents the 
Canal Company to the Egyptian Government, and has, I think, supreme control of the 
finances of the Company in Egypt. 

The person of first importance in the working of the Canal is called the “ Chef du 
Service du Transit et de la Navigation,” and lives at Isma'ilia. 

This post is filled by M. de Savary, who was lately moved from Tort Said on 
promotion. 

Next to the “ Chef du Service ” is the “ Agent Principal du Transit et de la 
Navigation,” who resides at Port Saul. He has under him the “ Capitainc d’Armcmcnt 
et la Navigation,” the Harbour-masters, and the Pilot service; M. Thevenet is now 
“Agent Principal.” 

Ships when brought in from sea, or from the Canal, are met, when near the 
harbour, by an officer from the Harbour-master, who directs the pilot what berth to 
take up. 

The “ Agent Principal ” carries out the ordinary routine of the Canal service, hut 
any questions of doubt are at once referred to the “ Chef du Service ” at Isma'ilia. 
The duties which naturally associate themselves with the position of a British naval 
officer of rank occupying the post of “Inspector of the Navigation of the Suez Canal” 
would be those of adviser, or counsellor of the “Chef du Service” on all practical 
questions, or matters affecting navigation, or the comfort and well-being of the ships 
and crews. 

He would advise the “Chef du Service” at Isma'ilia on all points relating to the 
active administration of the Canal and its practical working, keeping the “ Chef 
du Service” informed of all that comes to his notice relating to the navigation of 
the Canal, with the view' of suggesting improvement, and for this purpose, the 
Inspector of Navigation should, in his quality of adviser of the “ Chef du Service,” 
have full opportunity of observing the records of administration, and should receive 
any returns or detailed information that lie might deem necessary to effect these 
objects, in the interests of tin' Canal and of commerce generally. 

The Inspector of Navigation would not require a numerous staff, only one or two 
clerks at the mo-4, hut they would of necessity be unconnected with the clerical staff 
of the existing service. This expense might doubtless be met by economy in the more 
than ample staff of the existing administration. 

As the duties of Inspector of Navigation would specially concern qcustions 
relating to the practical working, it would be understood that all suggestions or 
representations on such questions should, if not in every case primarily, yet. in 
all eases without unnecessary delay, he forwarded to him for opinion and advice, 
whether such questions arose from within flu* Canal administration or from without, 
in the form of complaint or suggestions by the public. 

The Inspector of Navigation should make periodical reports direct to the Board of 
Directors, or any Committee or section of them, which may be devalu'd desirable, the 
“ Chef du Service ” being made acquainted with their tenour. 

It is not herein suggested that the Inspector of Navigation should acquire any 
portion of the authority now exercised by the “Chef du Servin',” while it is olniously 
not intended that he should hold a position subordinate to that official, llis precedence 
among the employes of the Company should he defined as “with but alter the Chef 
du Service,” and he should bo regarded as available, in case of the interests of the 
Canal demanding it, for the performance of the duties of “Chef du Service,” during 
the absence on account of illness or other causes of that official. 

The foregoing is a sketch which, in a somewhat incomplete way, answers your 
questions. It is, however, obvious that while an appointment might be made of 
an officer, in the proposed position, on the broad lines f hare suggested, yet there 
are many details which would require working out before his duties could he more 
accurately defined, though perhaps after all it might answer as well to leave this to 
work itself out in practice, as less calculated to produce a very natural jealousy and 
opposition from the employes of the Canal administration.

Not only, he said, 
had no such Protocol been signed, but no proposition to sign one had ever been made 
to him by any Power whatever.

I IIAYE the honour to inclose copies of correspondence relative to the recog¬ 
nition by Her Majesty’s Government of the Egyptian Police Regulations of 1857. 

In liis note of the 25th September, 1881, Cherif Pasha called my attention to a 
case in which Her Majesty’s Consul at Alexandria had refused to allow a Maltese, 
accused of the murder of a native Egyptian, to appear before the local authorities to 
undergo a preliminary examination in the presence of an official from Her Majesty’s 
Consulate. My answer vas to the effect that Her Majesty’s Government had in 1858 
addressed a protest to the Egyptian Government against the Regulations, in virtue of 
which the demand in question had been made, and that I was therefore unable to 
issue the instruction required to Her Majesty’s Consul. 

On the 22nd January last Cherif Pasha again addressed me in regard to this 
question, quoting a ease which had arisen at Zagazig. Mr. Cookson thereupon 
furnished me with a Memorandum, showing that owing to the nature of the 
preliminary investigations conducted in this country it was not advisable that British 
subjects should be allowed to appear, and that according to the system prevailing in 
our Consular Courts flic native police authorities have 1 full opportunity of attending at 
the proceedings of the Court by which the offenders must eventually bo tried. Mr. Cook - 
son concludes by remarking that no practical advantage would be gained by the Egyp¬ 
tian Government from our concession of a principle to which we have a radical objection. 

I referred Mr. Cookson’s Memorandum to the Egyptian Government, in order to 
give them an opportunity of replying to his arguments, before forwarding the papers 
to your Lordship. No answer was sent me; but on the 21st ultimo Cherif Pasha 
wrote to Her Majesty’s Agency and brought forward two fresh cases at Port Said to 
which he called special attention. Prom one of these it appears that the Greek Consul 
refused to prosecute certain Greeks who were accused of assault, because the English 
subjects implicated in the same misdemeanour were not permitted to be dealt with by 
the local authorities at the preliminary inquiry. 

Thus the non-acceptance by Her Majesty’s Government of the Police Regulations 
of 1857, although it may not in any way interfere with the course of justice where 
British subjects alone are concerned, appears to afford an inconvenient precedent, which 
other Governments, including, I believe, the French, are inclined to follow. And in 
their case, as shown by Mr. Cookson, a preliminary examination before the local 
authorities may fairly be asked for, because the investigations of the Consular Courts 
are conducted in secret. 

I have the honour to place these considerations before your Lordship in case it 
should be found possible to assist the Egyptian Government in dealing with one of the 
many difficulties arising out of the Capitulations, the general question having already 
been brought to your Lordship’s notice by Lord Dullerin in his Excellency’s despatch 
No. 138 a of the 3rd instant.

Ce R( N glemcnt a, d’aillcurs, ete coik;u et redige dans un esprit de sagesse (4 
de moderation evideutes, alors quo les Capitulations stipulcnt que toute rixe entre 
sujets Ottomans et etrangers sera du rcssort des Tribunaux Ottomans; les tenues 
memes des Articles qu’il renforme iiuliqucnt avec quel soin le Gouvernement Local 
tenait a sc renfermer dans les limites de juridietion ct d’autorite determinees par les 
Traites Internationaux. 

En vertu do ces Conventions, ct en demeurant memo en deija de son droit (il 
suffit, pour s’en convaincre, de se reporter a quelques Articles des Capitulations de 
1075 et de 1783 avec I’Angleterre et L la Russii*, entre autres), le Gouvernement Local 
se borne a prescrirc unc instruction sommairc devant l’autorite du pays en presence ct 
avec lc concours de l’autorite Consulaire dont releve le prevenu. Cette formality 
remplie, le Reglemcnt reconuait a l’autorite Consulaire le droit do poursuivre le 
delinquant, qui lui est remis, ot de statucr sur le crime ou lc debt qui lui est impute. 

Du refus oppose par l’autorite Consulaire do se conformcr aux proscriptions de ce 
Reglemcnt, il rcsultc que, pour la repression d’un crime ou d’un debt commis sur 
terriioirc Kgyptien par un etranger, 1’autorite locale est compffitcment ignoree, qu’elle 
n’a aueunc communication au sujet de la gravite de l’actc qu’il s’agit de poursuivre, 
pas plus que de la punition infligec au coupable, et quo eonsequemmeut pour le pays ou 
le crime ou lc debt ont et6 commis aueunc satisfaction n’est, donnee a 1’opinion et 
a la vindicte publiques. 

Qu’il me soit permis, M. le Ministre, de eiter ici, a l’appui do ce qui precede, un 
fait qui, entre hoaucoup d’autres analogues, s’est produit recemment. 

Un sujet local, le Sieur Mohamed-el-Sohami, aurait etc grievement blesse par un 
sujet Britannique residant a Zagazig. Sur la plaintc de la vietime l’autorite locale 
s’est adressee a M. l’Agent Consulaire de Sa Maji'ste dans eette villc pour le prier 
de vouloir bien envoyer a la IMoudirieh son administre, aceompagne d’un Delegue 
Consulaire afin qu’il y fut procede a l’enquetc preliminairc prevuc par le R&glemcnt 
de 1857. 

Cette demande a etc repoussee, et le sujet local invite a porter sa plainte devant 
l’autorite Consulaire. 

La procedure indiquee par ec R6glement no portcrait ccpendant (je crois devoir 
insister sur ce point) aueunc atteintc a la juridietion Consulaire, dont les prerogatives 
sont entierement respcctees ct reconnues par 1’Article 52, et ello serait unc legitime 
satisfaction accordec au Gouvernement Local, qui a le devoir de prendre en main les 
interets do ses nationaux. 

Cost ainsi qu’ont pt'use les Rcpresentants des Puissances qui conscntent a eette 
enquetc preliminairc dans les conditions oil elle est determinee par le Reglemcnt 
do 1857, et dans certaines locabtes, ii Port-Said, par oxemjile, son acceptation donne, 
dans la pratique, d’cxcellents resultats, taut au point de vuc des interets des sujets 
etrangers que de ccux des sujets locaux, pour la poursuite ct la repression des crimes 
ou debts dans lesquels les premiers peuvent etre impliques. 

Le Gouvernement de Sa Majcste a donne trop de temoignages de son bon vouloir

Memorandum, by Consul Cookson on the proposed application of the Police Regulations of 

1857 to British Subjects. 

I ASSUME that there is no intention to resuscitate the other parts of the 
Ordinance of November 1857, but that the Egyptian Government is desirous of 
obtaining the consent of ller Majesty’s Government to the application to British. 
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subjects of Chapter VI, Articles 10 to 55, relating to the preliminary examination and 
trial of foreigners arrested for offences, therein vaguely described as “sufficiently grave 
to compromise public order and safety,” and that the question to be considered is 
whether on general principles it is expedient to give this consent. 

Articles 48 to 52 would establish innovations in the practice which has hitherto 
prevailed. 

Article 48 authorizes the detention of the person arrested in the local prison, or, 
on the demand and under the guarantee of his Consulate, in the Consular prison. 

This implies the right of the police to his production before their Divan for the 
purpose of undergoing a preliminary examination. 

Article 49 expressly authorizes the examination by the local police in the presence 
of a Consular Delegate. 

Article 51 gives the Director of Police the power to discharge the accused. 

At present the accused is arraigned only before his own Consular Court, and it 
rests entirely with that Court to decide whether he shall be punished summarily, com¬ 
mitted for trial, or discharged. 

The despatch of Chcrif Pasha complains that the ctfcct of this is to ignore 
the local authority in tin' matter of offences committed by foreigners on Egyptian soil, 
as no communication is made to them cither of the nature of the charge brought or of 
the sentence inflicted; and a case is cited as having recently occurred at Zagazig in 
which a British subject having severely injured a local subject, the Consular Agent 
refused to allow the accused to appear before the local Police Court. It dot's not 
appear whether in this instance the accused had even been arrested and was in custody 
of the police. 

The objections made by Chcrif Pasha to the present system have undoubtedly 
some force in reference to most of the foreign Consulates in Egypt, where the system 
of secret examination by a “.luge d’i instruction ” prevails; but they are entirely 
inapplicable to British Consular Courts. There the usual course of procedure is that 
either the local police authority, if tin* accused has been arrested by it, or some 
individual local subject makes a complaint through the Governor, and the Consular 
Court, through the same channel, requests the attendance of the prosecutor and bis 
witnesses on a certain day, when the preliminary examination, or summary trial, of the 
case is to he held before the magistrate. Thus, by our svstem, the police have full 
opportunity of attending at the examination, of tendering any evidence, and of cross- 
examining witnesses either through the prosecutor or the Court. In the same way at 
the trial, if the accused is committed, every facility is afforded for the local police 
being represented, and they are always informed of the result. 

I fail, therefore, to see wlmt practical advantage would be gained by the 
preliminary examination proposed to he made by the local police. The only difference 
would be that, according to the practice prevalent in all foreign Courts, the accused 
would be liable to be questioned with a view to inducing him to criminate himself. 
But his answers being inadmissible as evidence before the British Tribunal, which 
must eventually try him, this would not be any substantial gain to the ends of justice, 
even from the point of view of those who put the questions. 

Further, the eventual trial by the competent Court would, in my opinion, only be 
rendered more difficult by the conflict w hich would be likely to arise between* the 
evidence taken at the Police, and that before the Consular, Court.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 158, Confidential, of the 14th April, con¬ 
veying the wish of Cherif Pasha that Cadri Bey should be recalled, in consequence of 
his continual intrigues, and to my despatch No. 171, Secret, of to-day, I have the 
honour to inform your Lordship that Cherif Pasha spoke to me on the subject again 
on the 16th instant. 

A Havas telegram had been published a day or two before stating that the Sultan 
disapproved of the British policy in Egypt, and was resolved to maintain llis Majesty’s 
rights in the country. 

Cadri Bey had thereupon dispatched a telegram in cypher to Ressim Bey, first 
Secretary to the Sultan, of which Cherif Pasha gave me very confidentially a 
decyphered copy, of wdiieh the follow ing is a translation:— 

“ While public opinion w r as much agitated by Lord Dullerin’s Report, the Havas 
Agency informed Egyptians that His Majesty did not approie the measures taken by 
the English in Egypt, and would exact the maintenance of his rights in that eouutrv. 
This new's created general satisfaction. Erionds undertook to disseminate it in many 
places, such as Tantah, Rosetta, and Damietta, &c., w here it produced an excellent 
impression. It is almost a fete. The English perceive that their influence in Egypt 
is nil, and arc in much tribulation. I learn, on positive authority, that Malet has 
just telegraphed on the subject to Lord DulTcrin and to London. May Heaven 
favour His Majesty in all his desires.”

General Hicks to the Earl of Duffer in. 

(Telegraphic.) Island of Aba, May 13, 1883. 

I AM glad to tell your Lordship I have induced many of the Baggara and other 
Chiefs to submit, and beg for forgiveness. Ten Chiefs have come in to me during the 
last few days. The country on both sides of the river about here is settled. The 
movement is spreading, and I expect numbers to submit. I met, the Chiefs on the 
western bank, unaccompanied by the army, and this gave confidence. The victory of 
the 29th has had a great effect. I am now hastening to Duem, and shall be there 
to-day. Possibly attacked there by Mahdi. Mahdi is evidently going to do some¬ 
thing, but what I do not. know. I am moving the army to Duem. 

I ask General Baker to submit to His Highness that I should be in indisputable 

command. I have not interfered with the-, but my orders should be law, or I 

cannot have confidence nor success. T do not ask this from any personal motive, but 
being convinced of the necessity. 

The quicker I am placed in Ibis position the better. Hussein Pasha has at a 
critical 'time delayed unnecessarily for some weeks joining his command, and I do 
not yet know that lie has done so. 

Will you please forward to General Baker after perusal.

My dear Cherif Pasha, Cairo, May 22, 1883. 

I INCLOSE herewith to your Excellency, confidentially, a telegram from General 
Hicks to Lord DulVerin. Your Excellency will perceive that General Ilicks requests 
that this telegram may be sent to General Baker, but instead of doing so I send it 
only to yonr Excellency for such action as your Excellency may deem advisable. 
Because, although General nicks finds it convenient to communicate with Lord 
Dufferin or with me, it must not be supposed that we indorse in any way the contents 
of his telegrams. 

It is, I am sure, unnecessary for me to repeat to your Excellency that Her 
Majesty's Government are in no way responsible for the operations in the Soudan 
which have been undertaken under the authority of His Highness’ Government, or for 
the appointment or actions of General Hicks.

HER Majesty’s Government have had under their consideration your despatch 
No. 25 of the 20th ultimo, reporting upon your negotiations with the MM. de Lesseps 
respecting the arrangements which might be made between Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment and the Suez Canal Company with the view of meeting the requirements of the 
shipping and commercial interests of this country. 

Her Majesty’s Government accept the principle suggested by MM. dc Lesseps of 
reducing the rate of the dues and tolls pari passu with the increase of the profits 
divisible amongst the shareholders, but they cannot hut regard as altogether 
inadequate the proposed ratio of reduction. They are of opinion that the pilotage 
due might he abolished at once, or at all events as soon as the profit admits of a dis¬ 
tribution of 18 per cent.; and they regard as absolutely inadmissible the proposal that 
the reduction in the transit dues should only commence when the divisible profits 
reach 25 per cent., and should then only be diminished by 50 centimes, with an 
additional reduction of another 50 centimes for each successive 5 per cent, profit above 
the 25 per cent. Her Majesty’s Government consider that M. de Lesseps should 
he pressed to accept a rate of reduction of 50 centimes for every 2 per cent, increase 
over the IS per cent, divisible profits until the dues reach a fixed minimum of 7 fr. 

With regard to the manner in which an increased share in the government of the 
Company should be obtained for this country, Her Majesty’s Government are not 
disposed to attach much weight to the proposal that the number of British Directors 
should he increased, provided that other means be devised for obtaining a share in the 
centred more commensurate with the interests of this country in the Canal. One 
of the British Directors should, as suggested by M. de Lesseps, be a Vice-Frcsident, and 
another should be a regular member of the Managing Committee. 

Her Majesty’s Government accept as satisfactory the proposal that an appointment 
shall be created, under the title of “ Inspccteur do la Navigation,'* to bo held by 
a British officer to be designated by Her Majesty’s Government for employment 
by the Company, as well as the undertaking given by M. de Lesseps that a large 
proportion of the pilots on the Canal shall be English, or shall at least be acquainted 


with the English language. They believe there would be no difficulty in obtaining 
the services of men who possess a thorough knowledge of both English and French, and 
they would be glad if this were made an indispensable requisite in all future appoint¬ 
ments. 

With regard to the means to he found for the construction of the parallel canal, 
you will bear in mind the importance of securing that any new capital should he raised 
at the lowest possible rate of interest, but upon this question you should, as far as 
possible, confine yourself to endeavouring to ascertain the views of MM. de Lesseps, 
which I request that you will report fully to me, with your own opinion on them. 

Subject to the reservations which I have stated, Her Majesty’s Government 
authorize you to continue your negotiations with the MM. de Lesseps on their present 
basis. 

It is no doubt satisfactory to M. de Lesseps to know that Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment are in communication with the Powers with a view to entering into an Inter¬ 
national Agreement to insure the freedom and safety of the Canal in time of war.

Your Lordship is aware, from my despatch No. 170 of the 21th ultimo, that it is 
already impossible for the Egyptian Government to supply the funds demanded for the 
Soudan, and the proposed operations will run a considerable risk of failure unless they 
are conducted ou a large scale, and unless the army is well supplied in every respect. 

Under these circumstances, a question arises as to whether General Hicks should he 
instructed to confine himself to maintaining the present supremacy of the Khedive in 
the regions between the Blue and White Niles. 

I have furnished Cherif Pasha with a copy of General Hicks’ telegram, as 
requested, hut without any comment or expression of opinion upon its contents.

ALTHOUGH in my absence the Maluli lias lost influence, he has no doubt a 
considerable number of men, and after the season for cultivation of fields has passed 
he may he joined hy many more. He has a very large amount of money. The force 
we have is not nearly sufficient to undertake the Kordofan campaign. Every ounce of 
food must he taken from here. We march through n hostile country, inhabited by 
powerful tribes. The line of communication must be kept open, and depots must he 
formed which must he sufficiently garrisoned. Each convoy will require escort. Our 
available strength will he under 6,000 ; of these, many will most likely be sick after 
the fever season. I cannot withdraw a man from the Blue Nile station. Khartoum 
is full of rebels, and a sufficient garrison must he left there. The garrison on White 
Nile will he reduced as much as possible. I shall have available for the campaign 
about 5,000 iufantry. Of these, at least 2,000 will he necessary ou the line of com¬ 
munication, thus leaving only 3,000 infantry for the attacking force. I consider this 
number quite inadequate. It should he 10,000 men. What number of men will it 
be possible for the Government to send me in augmentation V When we consider that a 
defeat might mean not only the loss of Darfour and Kordofan, hut also of Senaar, and 
possibly Khartoum, I think no risk should ho run. Do me the favour to submit this 
to the Egyptian Government. The estimate of cost of present field force for next 
six months shall he forwarded. It amounts to about 120,000/., without transport 
charges.

Declaration of the Egyptian Exiles at Colombo. 

(Translation.) 

WE, the undersigned exiles from Egypt, now residing under the protection of 
the British Government in the city of Colombo, declare publicly before God that the 
word of honour (“kcllimat shcraf”) which we signed in the last days of December 
1882, and which was delivered by our English counsel to Lord Dufferin, w r as given by 
us to the British Government, and not to the Egyptian Government. In it we 
consented to go to wherever it should be appointed to us by the Government, and to 
remain there till such time as should he appointed to us by the Government. And 
by the word “Government” avo understood the British Government, and no other 
beside it; and the proof of that (is) that the declaration mentioned AA r as addressed to 
Lord Du florin, and that it was delivered to him hy our counsel, because we kncAV him 
to he the Envoy of the British Government, and not to the Envoy of His Highness tlio 
Khedive, or to the Envoy of any other Government Avhatsoever. 

And as avo hold ourselves bound hy our word of honour (“kcllimat shcraf”), 
given by us to the English nation, Avhieh conquered us and treated us as prisoners of 
war, so avo hold the English nation responsible to us to stand by its engagement, 
according to Avhieh avc consented to plead guilty to rebellion, contrary to the fact. 
We, indeed, had understood from Lord Dufferin that hy so (pleading) avo should render 
a service to the British Government, in vicAV of the reforms Avliicli it intends to carry 
out in our country. And solely on that account Ave consented to plead guilty to 
rebellion. 

And therefore avo raise a protest against any and every one who shall interpret 
the word of honour (“kcllimat shcraf”) Avhieh AA r c have given othcrAviso than AAdiat w r o 
have clearly declared in it; and avc do not hold ourselves hound by it to the Egyptian 
Government in any w r ay Avhatsoever.

Dear Blunt, _ Cairo, April 16, 1883. 

I AM surprised to hear that it is contended that the paroles of the Egyptian exiles 
were pledged to the Government of Egypt, or, indeed, to any one other than to 
Lord Dufferin, acting as the Representative of England. 

The circumstances of tho case are A r ery plain, and admit of no doubt as to their 
true bearing. 
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It was arranged that Arahi should ho called on to plead—that he should plead 
guilty simply to the charge of rebellion, the other heads of accusation bemg withdrawn. 
The sentence of the Court was to he death, at once commuted to perpetual exile, not to 

a specified place, hut generally from Egyptian dominions. 

Neither the place of exile nor the parole ever formed the subject of discussion 

between the prosecution and the defence. _ _ ^ _ , , 

It was obviously outside the competency of an Egyptian Court or Government 
sentence an Egyptian to exile in any particular part of the dominions of a foreign 
sovereign State, or to require from their prisoner a promise to remain m any country 

outside their own jurisdiction. . , , . „ 

The Egyptian Government neither asked for nor received any such piomise liom 

the prisoners or from any one on their behalf. , .. , , , 

Prior to the trial, several possible places of exile had been discussed between the 

counsel for the defence and Lord Dufferin. 

It was agreed that the place should he left to the selection of Lord Granville, and 
Ceylon was afterwards named by him to the entire satisfaction of the exiles (No. 14S, 

“ Egypt No. 1, 18S3 ”). , , 

"The only stipulation the prisoners made was, their future home Avas to he m 
British territory. On the other hand, they were to give their parole to remain m the 

placejo sole etc. Aral)i > g trial t j ie p] aco chosen by Her Majesty’s Government had 

not been communicated to us, but on the morning of that day I was requested >y 
Mr. Nicolson, Private Secretary to Lord Dufferin, to hand to him before the trial, 
which uas to open in a few minutes, Arabi’s Avritten promise to go to and remain m 

the place to he chosen for his exile. . . . . , 

Accordingly, I drafted a promise in Arabi’s name to remain m the place Avlucli 
should be designated by the British Government as the place of his exile. 

Mr. Nicolson asked me to AvithdraAV the Avord “ British ” before Government, as I 
understood him to say, to saA’C the susceptibilities of the Egyptian Government, 
or something to the ell’eet. 

I did so to prevent dispute, as the Court Avas then Availing my presence, m noway 
intendin' 1 ' to alter the character ol the promise, which I did, and do now, legaid as a 
promise giA'cn to, and solelv at the request ol. Lord Dufferin, acting as the Rcpiesenta- 
tive of England. I concluded that the word Government in a promise given to the 
British Representative could only apply to the Government Avhicli he represented. 

The other prisoners avIio Avere to be sent to perpetual exile Avcrc sentenced at 
intervals in the following Avcck, and handed to Lord Duflcrin separate AViittcn paiolcs 

in the same Avords as that of Arahi. 

Einallv, shortly before the prisoners left for Ceylon, Mr. Nicolson informed mo 
that Lord DufTerin required, for the sake of convenience, a single document, Avhicli 
should also contain a more solemn asseveration than a mere promise, and, at the same 
time, handed me a draft in Arabic which had been prepared by Lord Duifcriu’s inter- 

FCtC This, Avith slight verbal modification, the prisoners all sealed, and it Avas handed 
back to his Lordship. It contained no allusion to the Egyptian Government, and Avas 
regarded by the exiles as a personal parole to Lord DulVerin. 

° In none of these documents Avas the Egyptian Government ever mentioned or 
contemplated by me or the prisoners, nor was any parole written or otherwise ever 
required of the prisoners bv any one on behall of the Egyptian Goa eminent; on the 
contrary, they were informed merely that if they returned without permission to Egypt 
the penalty of death would revive against them. 

If anything further Avere required to make the matter plain, it would he lound in 
the fact, that the original of the final document is now in the possession of the Eoreign 
Office (see Lord Dulferin’s despatch No. 21, “Egypt No. 5, 1883,” where a transla¬ 
tion is given). A copy only avus left Avith the Egyptian GoAcrnment.

Toulba Osmat to Mr. Wilfrid Blunt. 

(Translation.) 

(Extract.) Written from the City of Colombo, May 7, 1883. 

TO my friend, &c., the friend of truth and justice, Mr. Wilfrid Blunt. May 
God continue his prosperity, and make him to triumph over his enemies, who arc the 
enemies of truth. 

(After thanks and compliments.) 

And I set forth to my dear friend that from the time of my arrival at Colombo I 
have been seriously ill, and am obliged to keep my bed through the unsuitability of 
the climate, and, by favour of the GoA r ernmcnt, a physician A\as appointed to attend 
me—the best in this island, Dr. White, avIio has been treating me these four months, 
but to no good result. Eor, indeed, my disease has increased Aiitli the increase of 
the rains and the dampness, and Avlien the doctor found that the disease gretv upon 
me, and that my life Avas in danger, lie sent, of his oavu accord, a report to the 
Governor of the Island of Ceylon, informing him of my state, and saying that it AA r as 
impossible for me to remain in this country, and “ if he stays in it one month more he 
must certainly die.” This is Avliat lie stated in his certificate, and at once his Excel¬ 
lency the Governor Avrote officially on the 2nd May to his Excellency Lord Derby in 
London by the post preceding this mail; and I beg that you will inquire carefully 
about this despatch for my removal to save my life. And the utmost 1 desire is, that 
the orders of Lord Derby be issued for my removal to Beyrout, in Syria, according to 
Avliat the Governor of Ceylon set forth from us, and that the order he given by 
telegraph in time to save my life, for I knoAV that his Excellency Lord Derby, and the 
Ministers of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen’s Government, are humane men. 
Noav, the disease Directing me is of the chest, and this occupies my thoughts, having 
compelled me to my bed, and as there is no one for us hut our Lord God and yourself, 
1 have set forth this letter to lie honoured by your perusal that you Avill endeavour to 
hasten matters.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon mo this afternoon, and showed mo the 
telegram of Avhicli J inclose a copy,* complaining of the message you had sent to the

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"palace on the subject of intrigues which were asserted to he directed from thence by 
a Council of Sheikhs and Ulemas against the Khedive and his Ministers. 

Musurus Pasha enlarged upon the importance of the representation which you 
had made, and which lie said amounted to a charge against the Sultan of not only 
pursuing a course which was contrary to his own interests, but of committing a great 
crime. His Excellency complained both of the substance and form of the communi¬ 
cation. He said that the message had not been delivered at the Porte, but at the 
Palace, and at a time when all the Ministers were there; adding that you had, in 
point of form, no right to communicate directly with the Palace. . 

I told Musurus Pasha that what had passed had not arisen from instructions 
from home, and that I was unable to give any information on the subject, as I had 
not yet received anv report from you, excepting a telegram reporter'- that you had 
received the information, and had conveyed a friendly hint on the subject to the 
Palace. I said that I was sure that you had intended nothing offensive to the bultan, 
and I promised that I would communicate with his Excellency as soon as I was more 
fully informed by answers to the inquiries which X would at once addiess to you.

I TOL1) the Netherlands Minister, in the course of conversation this afternoon, 
that Lord Amptliill had repeated to me a question which Count Bylandt kul asked 
him, as to whether there was any foundation for a rumour that Ilcr Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment had come to an agreement with Prince Eismarck, the latter being ufiling to 
leave England free to act as she pleased in Egypt, provided that Germany were left 

equally free in Holland. . , , 

I observed, that if Count, Eylandt had been instructed by his Government to 
make inquiries on the subject, he had probably preferred going to Loul Auiptlnll 
rather than to me, knowing' beforehand what the nature of my answer would be. 

Count Bylandt said that ho had spoken to Lord Amptliill with the intention that 
the latter should repeat the conversation to me, and that he had reported to his 
Government, before Lord AmpthiH’s denial, that lie (Count Eylandt) A\ns sure there 
was no foundation whatever for the report. 

I said that if he had spoken to me instead of to Lord Amptliill I should have told 
him that not only was then' no agreement of the kind, but that, during the thiee acyus 
I had been at the Foreign Office,' Prince Eismarck had never, in any way, approached 
Her Majesty’s Government in such a spirit.

I HAVE the honour to inclose copy of a request telegraphed by the Governor- 
General of the Soudan for a large monthly instalment to be placed at his disposal 
to enable him to meet the exigencies of the situation. 

His Excellency reminds the Egyptian Government that in ordinary times there is 
a deficit of 200,000/. in the Soudan Budget, but in the present emergency it becomes 
necessary to defray the cost of the military expedition which has been sent there, 
and it is more than ever desirable to satisfy the demands of the troops already in 
the country, who clamour for the payment of arrears. 

At the same time, the taxes cannot be enforced for fear of producing further dis¬ 
affection amongst the inhabitants. 

The Governor-General wishes that in future all salaries should be paid punctually, 
both to the officials and to the military, and that the Government should be able 
to meet its other expenses at the proper times. 

From the inclosed statement, it is impossible to estimate the amount which would 
suffice to gain the objects desired by the Governor-General, but it is evident that 
it w'ould far exceed the present capabilities of the Egyptian Treasury, and that Clierif 
Pasha will consequently be unable to comply with his Excellency’s request.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch to Lord llulVerin No. 108 of the 
20th ultimo, and to your Lordship’s telegram to me No. 13 of the 5th instant, I have 
the honour to inform your Lordship that Cherif Pasha told nu* yesterday that 
M. Ltaindrc, the French Agent and Consul-General, had been to him on the previous 
day, and had spoken to him regarding the proposed imposition of house tax on 
foreigners, in much the same terms as those used by the French Ambassador to your 
Lordship. Ho had, however, insisted that the consent of the French Government 
should bo obtained before the publication of any Decree on the subject, and had said 
that the understanding to be arrived at was an “arrangement contractucl.” His 
Excellency observed that this made the matter very difficult, as the right to impose the 
tax Avas clear, and he vas not disposed to accede to the contention indicated by 
M. de ltaindre’s Avorils, and to abandon in negotiation the principles established by the 
Turkish Law of 18G7, confirmed by Protocols Avitli the PoAvers. 
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I trust that in the course of the negotiation Avith the French Agent, which must 
uoav almost immediately take place, some means may be found to get over the 
difficulty, but M. Itaiiulre’s Avords cause Cherif Pasha to fear that France is still 
unwilling to allow its subjects to pay the tax in question.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 177 of the 2 Ltli instant, recording the 
retirement of Tsmail Pasha Eyoub from the post of Minister of the Interior and the 
nomination of Khairy Pasha in his place, T have the honour to inform your Lordship 
that, some days previously (o the public announcement of this change in the Ministry, 
Cherif Pasha had told me that he found his Minister of the Interior so insubordinate 
that he should have to insist upon his retirement, llis Excellency said that Ismail 
Pasha Eyoub had had differences of opinion, culminating in altercations, Avith nearly 
(‘very member of the Cabinet, and that latterly he had insisted upon making tAvo 
appointments in direct defiance of instructions from him as President of the 
Council. 

The ucav Minister of the Interior, Khairy Pasha, Avas previously Minister of 
Public Instruction, and before that Keeper of the Seals to the Khedive. He is 
regarded as an honest man, and I trust that lie may show the energy necessary in the 
ollice to Avhich he has been appointed. 

His successor at the Ministry of Public Instruction is Kadri Pasha, avIio Avas 
Minister of Justice in Cherif Pasha’s last Cabinet.

My Lord, _ Cairo, May 29, 1881. 

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch No. 199 of to-day, 
recording the resignation of General Latouche, Colonel Vincent, and Colonel Prescott, 
I have the honour to inform your Lordship that, in my opinion, the retirement of 
these officers from (be police service* Avas not undesirable. It in no Avay reflects upon 
the manner in Avbicli they have discharged their duties to say that the state of affairs 
in Egypt is so different from (bat to Avhich they liaA'e been accustomed in India, that 
the qualities Avhich rendered them excellent officers there are not precisely those 
Avhich are best adapted to the situation here. We are making the experiment of 
leaving the authority in the hands of the Khcdh r c and his Ministers, and supple¬ 
menting Avhat they may lack of knoAvledgc of administration by the means of able 
European subordinates. In order to enable this system to Avork, it is essential that 
these subordinates should have much tact, much self-denial, and great tolerance. 
If avc endeavour to ride rough-shod over tin* men avIio are tin* figure-heads of govern¬ 
ment, the experiment Avill fail before it is even under Avay. In the present case, these 
considerations liaA'e given me considerable anxiety for some time past Avith reference 
to the services of General Latouche. The Prefect of Police of Cairo, Osman Pasha 
Gbaleb, is an official of high rank. He is responsible for the proper performance 
of police duties throughout this largo city of 350,000 inhabitants. JLe has not alone 
to guard over the security of (lie streets, but ho has also to guard OA'er the political 
security of the toAvn. His method is perhaps oriental, primitive, and inefficient, 
but I believe it to be unsafe at present for an English official to endeavour to change 
the Avhole system, and to render the Prefect a nullity. The conflict of authority 
betAveon General Latouche bas been clear from the beginning. It Avas inevitable, and 
I am only surprised that it has not led to more serious results. Cherif Pasha has, at 
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my request, appointed a Commission, consisting of tlio Minister of tlie Interior, the 
Prefect of Police, and General Baker, to define the respective attributions of the 
Prefect of Police and the European Chief of Police. It has been urged upon me that 
the Prefect is a man from whom no reforms can he obtained, and who is in spirit 
anti-English. I have replied that his resistance to what is being done seems to me to 
be natural, so long as he merely perceives that the aim of the European officials is to 
sap his authority by degrees; that when the Regulations which shall define the 
respective duties of the police officials are in force, we shall he able to j'''lge whether 
in truth Osman Pasha Ghaleb is hostile to us or not; to he so at present seems to me 
to he the natural result of the abnormal situation which has been created. 

The resignation of General Latouche puts an end to the difficulty. General Baker 
will appoint some one temporarily who is willing to endeavour to work in harmony 
under the Prefect; and the Commission will, I hope, by a well-devised scheme, insure 
smooth running in the future. 

I have said to General Baker that I strongly object to the military appellations 
given to police officials, and that in future instead of Generals and Colonels we must 
have onl\ Commissioners, Superintendents, and Inspectors. It must be remembered 
that when the gentlemen who have now resigned came here they were simply Lieu 
tcnant-Coloncl Latouche, Mr. Vincent, and Mr. Prescott. I also deprecate new 
officials being imported from India. It is not the right school whence to draw tor 
this service. Were Egypt administered by us, it would be the best; but incapacity to 
work under native authority is too marked a feature of those who come from it for 
them to he useful at present.

I HAVE the honour to report that, in compliance with the instructions conveyed 
to me by your Excellency on the receipt of Earl Granville’s despatch No. 524 of the 
23rd ultimo, I attended yesterday the general meeting of the Suez Canal Company, as 
representing ller Majesty's Government. 

As on former occasions, the President, M. Eerdinand do Lcsseps, after opening the 
proceedings, announced that I and another gentleman, as representing respectively the 
largest number of shares of those present, were named “ Serutateurs,” iu case of a 
vote being taken. He thereupon invited us up to the platform, where we took seats 
on his right. 

The Annual Report was then read by (lie President, and adopted unanimously 
and without discussion. 

The proceedings passed off harmoniously. Tho meeting, which was much move 
numerously attended than usual, received with very marked approbation the two or 
three allusions which the President made in his Report to the friendly assistance which 
he was receiving from the British Directors, and to his good relations with Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

I seemed to detect, not only in these public manifestations, hut also in what some 
friends among the shareholders said to me after the meeting, a decided feeling of relief 
that there had been no sign of coolness between Her Majesty’s Government and the 
Company, this relief arising not only from their idea that a difficulty with Her 


Majesty’s Government respecting the Canal would affect the value of their shares, 
but still more from their fear that it might easily lead to serious complications between 
the two countries.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s letter of this 
day’s date relative to a“declaration,” in this morning’s “Times,’’ signed by the exiles 
in Ceylon. This document contains several erroneous statements. The most important 
of those is that embodied in the last two paragraphs, which run as follows :— 

“Me, indeed, had understood from Lord Duiferin that by so pleading we should 
render a service to the British Government in view of the reforms which it 
intends to carry out in our country. And solely on that account we consented to 
plead guilty of rebellion.” 

In reference to the foregoing assertions, I beg to say that I never had any 
communication of any sort or description with the signatories of tho “declaration;” 
and that I never gave them to understand, either directly or indirectly, that by 
pleading guilty “ they would render a service to the British Government in view of 
the reforms which it intended to carry out;” nor did 1 authorize any other person to 
convey to them such an intimation, or any one like it. 

The transaction to which reference is made was a very simple one. As soon as 
Sir Charles Wilson reported to me that he did not think it likely that the Egyptian 
Government would be in a position to prove before the court-martial that Arabi and 
bis accomplices had been privy to the massacres at Alexandria, I intimated to 
Messrs. Broadley and Napier (who had already informed me that Arabi was prepared 
to plead guilty to the crime of rebellion) that if the prisoners adopted this latter course 
I had reason to believe that the Egyptian Government would he willing to drop all the 
other counts in the indictment, and to commute tho capital penalty attaching to the 
crime of rebellion into exile for life, accompanied hv a forfeiture of tho prisoners’ 
property, and degradation from their several ranks. In conveying this intimation to 
Arabi s counsel 1 did not add a single word of comment or of recommendation. I 
lelt it to them to determine what advice they Aiould give their clients in tho matter. 
Messrs. Broadley and Napier (who 1 am hound to say acted throughout in a very 
straightforward manner, and as I believe in tho best interests of the prisoners) 
informed me, after they had visited the prison, that Arabi and his confederates were 
prepared to plead guilty to tho crime of rebellion. This announcement was unaccom¬ 
panied by any such qualification as that now interpolated by the exiles. 

With regard to that part of the “declaration” which raises the question as to 
whether the prisoners gave their parole to the Egyptian or to the British Government, 
it is scarcely necessary for me to trouble your Lordship. If you will refer to the 
document in question (“ Egypt No. 5,” p. 41) you will see that the parole is virtually 
addressed to those whom it may concern, the term “ Government ” merely being 
introduced in relation to the place of the prisoners’ future residence. When the form 
was communicated to me, the word “ English ” had been introduced before “ Govern¬ 
ment,” but I suggested that it should he struck out, as it seemed incongruous to mix 
up the English Government with an Egyptian trial.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received June 6.) 

(No. 27- Confidential.) 

My Lord, Paris, June 4, 1883. 

WE have the honour to report to your Lordship that in obedience to the instruc¬ 
tions contained in jour Lordship’s despatch No. 20, Confidential, of the 1st instant, 
14.0j 4 D 
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we have resumed with M. de Lesseps the negotiations reported in our No. 23 of the 
20th ultimo. 

The bases of the negotiation having been approved by Iler Majesty's Government, 
we addressed ourselves in the first instance fo M. de Lesseps on the subject of the 
reduction of the Tariff, on the details of which your Lordship directed us to press 
M. de Lesseps to accept a rate of reduction of 50 centimes for every 2 per cent, increase 
over 18 per cent, divisible profits until the dues reach a fixed maximum of 7 fr. 

We have had three long discussions with M. do Lesseps and M. Charles de 
Lesseps on this subject, and we regret to be unable to report their consent, with a 
single exception, hereafter alluded to, to any modification of the rate of reduction 
which they offered during tlie discussion of this point last month. 

They stated that the offer then made was put forward after much careful 
consideration and investigation on their part; that it represented the maximum 
of concession to the public, which tlmy can reasonably hope to induce the share¬ 
holders of the Company to consent to. M. de Lesseps dwelt forcibly on the right 
of the Company to levy the maximum toll of 10 fr. per ton on the net tonnage, to 
which he is entitled in virtue of bis original concession, ratified by the Sultans 
Firman, and recognized by subsequent international arrangements. He alluded to 
the long period during which the shareholders had been prevented from carrying out 
their works, and to the amount of their dues having been largely reduced by the 
interpretation of the ton of capacity which was forced upon him in 1873-71 as the 
result of the Constantinople Tonnage Commission. In spite of these adverse circum¬ 
stances, he had accepted the arrangement of 1873 when he concluded the Convention 
of 187G, in the hope that peace was thereby finally established between the Company 
and all the Maritime Powers of the world, and he had never failed to testify to the 
advantages of that peace, and of the presence of three English Directors in bis Council 
of Administration, which was in itself an evidence of the good understanding existing 
between the Company and Iler Majesty's Government. ITe further observed that in 
order to show his desire to meet the requirements of trade, and especially of his 
English customers, lie was willing to afford a very large increase to the facilities now 
enjoyed by ships, by immediately cutting a second canal parallel to the first, and be 
bad taken the initiative* in proposing a gradual reduction of the dues. The reduction 
of the dues which be bad proposed was founded on the principle of dividing between 
the shareholders and their customers all profit* beyond a certain amount. 

lie could not propose to bis shareholders that this division should come into 
operation at the early point proposed by your Lordship, for the following reasons:— 

The profits this year will probably reach 18 per cent., but on the 1st January 
next there will be a further decrease in the tolls levied, as the last 50 centimes of the 
surtax will be taken off, thereby tending to keep down the receipts of the Company in 
1881. 

If the proposal of ITer Majesty’s Government were adopted, the result would be a 
loss of income all at once of between 8,000,000 fr. and 0,000,000 I r., due to a drop in the 
rate of tolls of no less than 1 fr. 25 e. on every ton, viz., 75 centimes pilotage, and 
50 centimes the last remnant of the surtax. M. de Lesseps could not propose to bis 
shareholders to consent to any further reduction in 1881, but be bad expresses! bis 
willingness to propose a remission of the pilotage dues as soon as the profits should 
roach 20 per cent., which will probably be at the end of V-^U. 15ut in 1885, if the 
new works art* undertaken, the expenditure of the Company will bo largely increased 
by the interest on the loan which must he raised for their construction. Should any 
decline in trade occur in 1885, 188(5, or 1887, such as was experienced in 187(5, 1877, 
and 1878, the receipts of the Company might lit* seriously affected, and the .share¬ 
holders would justly blame their administration for Inning pledged them to a 
reduction of dues in face of increasing liabilities. 

He himself had always looked to making a reduction of tin* tolls as soon as the 
profits should reach 20 per cent., and at the outset of the enterprise had announced 
this to he his intention, but he had not contemplated making such reduction coin¬ 
cident with a largo expenditure on works, and with a remission of such an important 
nature as the pilotage dues. He further reminded us that the number of pilots had 
recently been increased from 40 to 100, in order to meet the growing requirements of 
the Canal, and to provide against the inconveniences and delays caused by the Quaran¬ 
tine Regulations, and that when the pilotage dues are abolished, their pay will come 
entirely on the ordinary revenue of the Company, as well as various items now covered 
by the same dues, such as the buoys, lights, telegraph service, &c., and the expensive 
quarantine arrangements. 
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M. de Lesseps expressed his conviction that Avlien these considerations were more 
fully explained to ITer Majesty’s Government, they would comprehend his inability to 
propose to his shareholders, at an earlier stage than that which he had suggested, a 
first reduction of 50 centimes of the navigation due. Tn effect, when the profits reach 
18 per cent., the last of the 50 centime reductions, provided by the Convention of 
187G, will come into operation. In the following year, probably, the 20 per cent, 
profit will lead to the abolition of the pilotage dues, and, during the time that will 
elapse till 25 per cent, profit is reached, heavy additional liabilities will be incurred, 
equivalent, in fact, so far as the shareholders are concerned, to a considerable reduction 
of toll. Moreover, the shareholders must have some margin for possible disturbance 
of trade. 

M. de Lesseps very justly remarked that any fraction of the dues once taken off 
can never be reimposed, and that, therefore, lie must proceed cautiously in the way of 
reduction, though he expressed his readiness to extend the reduction eventually to 
5 fr. per ton, which your Lordship will observe gives considerably beyond the lowest 
point of reduction contemplated in our instructions. 

We urged upon him that, at all events, a more rapid rate of progression in the 
reduction might he conceded after the first commencement; but lie replied to that by 
the observation that even the 5 per cent, gave far too favourable results to ship-owners 
when considered in the light of surplus profits. 

According to his view, the ship-owners would, in the end, receive 80 per cent, of 
the surplus. We submit a Table, which bears out this vicw r , and shows that even a 
larger proportion w r ould go to the ship-owners. 

M. Charles de Lesseps urged a consideration, to wdiich he attached extreme 
importance, namely, the necessity of presenting any reduction that they may propose 
in so simple and clear a form that its figures will he intelligible to the mass of the 
shareholders, and the results of which shall be so certain, that disappointment at them, 
should not shake confidence in the President and Council. 

lie maintained that the success of M. Thiers’ great indemnity loan was due to his 
having laid it before the country in such clear terms that its figures were understood; 
that, although the loan might have been raised in a 3 per cent, stock upon terms not 
more onerous than in a 5 per cent, stock, a nominal rate of interest of 5 per cent, was 
so much more attractive to the subscribers, that this consideration contributed greatly 
to the success of the operation. 

lie claimed for their offer this advantage, that the figures, based upon a 5 per 
cent, ratio of increased profit, and 50 centimes rate of reduction, would be clear to the 
shareholders, whereas if 2, 3, or 1 per cent, increments of profits were substituted for 
5 per cent., or reductions of 10 or GO centimes proposed instead of the 50 centimes 
reductions which are now in progress, the mass of small holders would be perplexed. 

We have undertaken to submit these remarks to your Lordship. In so doing avc 
beg leave to assure your Lordship that in the course of these protracted negotiations, 
both on the present occasion and when avc met last i" Paris, avc exhausted every effort 
to induce M. de Lesseps to give to the concessions heat fir A announced a more speedy 
and liberal application. 

Wo can only report with regret our opinion that any further concession is not to 
be expected from him. 

We have not touched on the other points in your Lordship’s instructions, as they 
make a continuance of the negotiations dependent on the reservations upon the 
question of Tariff. 

We mentioned to M. do Lesseps, in accordance Avitli the concluding paragraph of 
your Lordship’s despatch, that Her Majesty’s Government is in communication Avitli 
the Powers Avith a vioAV to entering into an Agreement to en*ur<* the freedom and 
safety of the Canal in time of war, at which lie expressed his satisfaction.

IN pursuance of the verbal instructions which we received from your Lordship on 
the 30tli ultimo, wo wrote to M.dcLcss.ps on that day the semi-official letter of 
which we have the honour to forward a copy herewith. 

We have now to render some account of the circumstances under which M. do 
Lcsseps’ "Report to the general meeting of shareholders was settled. 

A draft of the first half of the Report which was read to the meeting of the 
Council of Administration on Saturday contained certain passages to which we took 
exception, as manifesting a feeling of hostility to England, and which was accordingly 
expunged or modified with the ready and general consent of the directors. 

A complete draft was unofficially communicated to us this morning, and again avc 
succeeded in obtaining large' modifications and the introduction of a generally more 
moderate tone. 

We have the honour to inclose copies of the Report as it Avas finally settled and 
adopted by the general meeting of shareholders this afternoon. 

Your Lordship Avill observe that, notwithstanding the alterations and omissions 
made at our request, it contains abundant evidence that M. de Lcsseps feels deeply the 
attacks Avhich have been made upon the Company by a portion of the English press 
and ship-oAvncrs. This lcding he personally expressed to us in the strongest terms, and 
avc must state that it added greatly to the difficulty of our negotiations. On the 
other hand, avc feel it our duty to point out to your Lordship that every allusion in 
the Report to Her Majesty’s Government, and to ourselves, Avas conveyed in the most 
friendly terms, and we art' bound to add was received Avith acclamation by the meeting 
of shareholders. 

Your Lordship will observe that the Report contains a paragraph nearly identical 
Avith that which, under your Lordship’s authority, avc suggested to M. de Lcsseps in 
our unofficial letter, viz., that the negotiations “ promise a favourable solution.” 

The actual course of negotiation since the date of that letter 1ms not been so 
satisfactory as Avas hoped for, but we hesitated to take the responsibility of striking out 
a passage which Avould have been tantamount to closing tho door to all further nego¬ 
tiation, and Avould thus have prejudged the decision Avhich J lor Majesty's Government 
may take after consideration of the vicAvs and reasons of M. de Lcsseps as submitted 
in our despatch No. 27 of this day.

My Lord, Paris, June 5, 1883. 

‘ WE’ have the honour to report, in continuation of our Nos. 27 and 28 of 
yesterday, that we tbis morning again conferred with MM. dc Lessops on the subject 
of the Tariff reductions, in the hope that, after the satisfactory meeting of share- 
holders held yesterday, and the marked approbation with which every allusion to a 
good understanding between the Company and Her Majesty’s Government v\as then 
received, thov would be disposed to extend the conditions already reported b\ us. Wo 
found the MM. de Losscps in the same frame of mind as regards those conditions, but 
M. E. de Lessops made an offer about ships in ballast. 

During the last few years, and in consequence ol the Constantinople arrangement, 
vessels in ballast have enjoyed the advantage of not paying the surtax, and have only 
paid the regular transit due of 10 fr. per ton. XS hen the surtax ceases next year these 
vessels will, under present rules, pay equal tolls with those which arc earning freight. 
M. de Lessops expressed bis willingness to make a relaxation of this rule, and to 
reduce the tolls paid by vessels in ballast. lit'would not state the proportion of toll 
that he would relinquish until he should have made himself acquainted with the 
number and tonnage 1 of vessels annually passing through the Canal in ballast. As 
soon as the result of bis inquiry on this point is arrived at he will make known to us, 
through Mr. Standcn, the extent of his proposal. 

We expressed the hope that the reduction would be a substantial one, and we 
believe that M. dc Lessops will make it so, as be frankly admitted the hardship of 
paying a heavy due felt by the owner who had been unable to obtain freight lor his 
vessel. 

Wc think that this boon, more especially in view of the increasing grain trade 
with India, will be very acceptable to the shipping interest, and perhaps tier Majesty s 
Government may consider it a proof of M. de Lessops’ good-will and desire to yield to 
their wishes where he can do so without too great a sacrifice ot the interests of his 
shareholders.

The Commission of 
Inquiry had duly examined all the witnesses called by the prisoner himself in his 
defence, and the evidence on both sides was ample to enable the court-martial to give 
their decision. But I think it right to report the matter, because it may be inferred 
from my telegram No. 21 of the lltli ultimo, in regard to Said Khandcol, that he will 
be at liberty to call and cross-examine witnesses before the court-martial, whereas in 
reality the Court may refuse this permission if it considers the evidence produced 
before the Commission of Inquiry to be sufficient.

I HAVE received your Lordsliip’s telegrams of yesterday in regard to the execu¬ 
tion of Suleiman Sami. The prisoner was hanged this morning. 

It was clearly established by the evidence for the prosecution that Alexandria was 
burnt by his orders, and in disobedience to the orders which he received from Arabi. 

I have abstained from interference in the ease of Suleiman Sami, and in so doing 
I have been guided by the principles laid down in the correspondence which has passed 
between your Lordship, Lord Dulferin, and me. 

In his despatch No. 138 n of the 28th April Lord Dufferin stated that the cases 
then before the court-martial differed from the political cases already disposed of, and 
from those of prisoners of war w ho had surrendered to a British General, and that it 
was better to allow them to be dealt with by the Egyptian Government on its own 
responsibility, ller Majesty’s Government have concurred in these principles by your 
Lordship’s despatch No. 110 of the 18th ultimo. 

1 have also taken into consideration the rules laid down in your Lordship’s 
despatch No. 304 of the 8th September last, one of which is that Ilor Majesty’s 
Government will not take any steps to prevent the execution of capital sentences in 
eases where the prisoners arc proved to have taken part in the burning of Alexandria.

Ho 
stated that the amount ol* serious crime among the European population at Cairo was 
inconsiderable, and ga\ r e other reasons Avhy, m lus opinion, the Legulations ought not 
to he nut in force against British subjects in Cairo ; but Mr. Green took an opposite 
view. 1 He pointed out tlie difference between the sea-port town of ■! Ir.randna, with its 
extensive trade, and its seafaring and commercial population, which had wi ll nigh 
Europeanized the place, and Cairo, a Turkish city with a lew European tradespeople 
and mechanics ; hut he said that as these two cities were within a tew hours ot eadi 
other by railway, to establish Rolice Regulations m one and to leave the othei under

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a different system, would he to create a refuge for criminals and a market, for the 
property stolen in the other. 

Mr. Green then explained that, in Alexandria there were Avhole streets of the lowest 
possible kind of Avine-shops, taverns, and houses of ill-fame kept by Maltese, Greeks, 
Italians, and Frenchmen; and lie pointed out that, according to what he called “our 
assumed Treaty privileges,” and Avhicli it Avas said that nothing but a British Act of 
Parliament could roA'oko, a poor drunken English sailor might, he plundered and 
murdered in one of these dens of infamy Avith the Egyptian police looking on from the 
street Avithout the power to enter or interfere. 

Short ly after this a Petition, addressed to Her Majesty in Council, Avas received at 
this Office through Her Majesty’s Consul at Cairo anil Consul-General at Alexandria. 
It Avas signed by upAvards of sixty persons “ residing or sojourning at or near Cairo,” 
and it extended over fifty folio pages. 

In sending it home, with Consul Maine’s comments thereon, Mr, Green expressed 
his views on its contents, which are well Aiorthy of perusal, hut Avhieh it Avould appear 
to he unnecessary to describe here, since the Avhole question of Treaty rights Avas 
referred to the Law' Officers, and the decision of Her Majesty’s Government given upon 
tlieir Report. 

Mr. Green was at first told that “ Iler Majesty’s Government believed it to he 
essential that an active police should he established in Egypt;” but after the LaAV 
Officers’ Report was received another despatch avus sent to him, in which he Avas told 
that thi‘ new Police Regulations, Avhicli had been promulgated by the Egyptian 
Government, appeared to Her Majesty’s Government to he, in some respects, especially 
as regarded passports, unnecessary, and calculated to expose Her Majesty's subjects to 
needless inconvenience and A'cxation ; and that in other respects, especially as regarded 
the entry of police into any hotel or furnished house or lodgings arbitrarily, and at any 
hour, Avithout cause; and the arrest and preliminary proceedings against Her Majesty's 
subjects, they Avcre in contravention or in derogation of that exclusive Consular’juris¬ 
diction over them Avhicli had hitherto ahvays existed, Avhether under the terms of the 
Capitulations and Treaties or by uninterrupted usage. 

Mr. Green Avas then told that Her Majesty’s GoA'eriimont could not, therefore, 
sanction the promulgation or enforcement of those Regulations in so far as British

!hts proto-1 Avas delivered by Mr. Green to the hgyptian Government on the 
12th July, 1858, and Client* Pasha returned a reply to it on the (ith August following; 
but Mr. Green Avas informed by Lord Mulmoshmy that there was nothing in that 
reply to induce Her Majesty's Government to alter the opinion which they had formed 
Avith regard to those llegulations; and he was told to inform Chcrif Pasha that “Her 
Majesty's Government could not AvithdraAV its opposition to them as tiny stood, more 
especially as they Avere obviously of foreign origin, and might easily be so modified as to 
obviate all serious objections to them, particularly with reference to the purports and the 
domiciliary visits.” 

Mr. Green took an opportunity of speaking to the Viceroy upon the subject, when 
His Highness said it placed him in tut awkward position as he had issued tin* Police 
Regulations at the request of the Ailtole Consular Body. lLe then asked fora note 
ol* the Articles of the Regulations objected to by Her Majesty's Government, and said 
that he Avould give orders to the authorities not to apply them to British subjects, hut 
that he did not Avish this to he done through his Eoreign Office, as it would give rise 
to further proceedings Avhicli lie avus desirous of avoiding, and he requested Mr. Green 
to address him through Zecliy Bey, an officer attached to this personal suite. 

Mr. Green accordingly addressed a letter to Zecliy Bey, in Avhicli he enumerated 
the following as being the objections oL* Her Majesty’s Government to the Police 
llegulat ions.

Of course, in the case of the fellah, the rubric employes, viz., 432/., would be 
considerably reduced; but otherwise, the figures would remain about the same. 

Haidar Pasha seemed anxious that his views should be known to the English 
public, and authorized me to publish these Tables in the next edition of my book, or 

otherwise if I thought tit. . „ 

His figures command attention, not only with respect to the sale ol Domain 
lands, but also with regard to the assessment ot the land revenue, and the returns of 
the best land under high cultivation, and well administered. 

They differ considerably from those of Mr. Villiers Stuart m Lord Duftcrin s 

Report, but they are correct. . . ,. 

The Egyptian difficulty is mainly a financial one, and given the indebtedness ot 
the fellaheen, and the limits which exist even to the productiveness ot the Egyptian 
soil, I cannot help thinking that the life-long experience of the leading natives on 

this subject must be worth something. # 

Arabi’s popularity was solely due to his promise to annul too floating debt ol the 
wretched fellah, and nothing would make English interference more acceptable than 
a speedy redressing of such flagrant wrongs. The tale is a woeful one.

My Lord, Tlierupia , June 3, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that I went to the Porte on 
Thursday last, the 31st ultimo, in order to* give eltect to the instructions contained in 
your Lordship’s telegram No. 10, marked "Secret, of the 29th ultimo, respecting the 
intrigues which are being carried on in Egypt by Cadri Rey. 

I first saw the Grand Vizier, and told him that Her Majesty’s Government had 
been informed that Cadri Hey was intriguing in Egypt Avith a view of promoting 
discontent, and that unless he discontinued such proceedings he Avould he requested to 
leave the country, and 1 begged his Highness to take such steps as he might deem 
advisable to put a stop to intrigues, Avhieli could only tend to promote disorder, and 
which I said it was in the interest of every one to prevent. 

Saul Pasha replied that the Porto held intrigues Avitli such an object in the 
utmost detestation, and that it Avislied to see order in Egypt, hut that it Avas a delicate 
matter for the Porte to give orders to Cadri lley, as it Avas not in communication with 
him, and that lie thought it would ho better Avero [ to address my observations to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, as being the proper channel through which communica¬ 
tions from foreign Representatives should reach the Porte. 

I replied that it Avas precisely oAving to its being a very delicate question that I 
had in the first instance addressed myself to his Highness, but that if he wished it, I

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would at once see Aarifi Paslia. Said Paslia replied tliat lie thought it would be 
advisable I should do so, and he ashed me whether lie might consider the communica¬ 
tion I had made to him as unofficial. # . 

I said lie was welcome to consider it as such, provided his doing so m no way 
mitigated its importance. 

I then saw Aarifi. Pasha, and told him the nature of my instructions, adding that 
I had seen the Grand Vizier, and that I now came to beg him to concert with his 
Highness as to the best means of putting a stop to the intrigues widen were being 
carried on bv Caclri Bey, and I observed to him that haul Paslia had tohl mo that tlie 
Porte was not in communication with him, and that I therefore presumed the matter 
must be brought to the notice of the Palace, upon which lie remarked t >at he believed 
the Grand Vizier was in occasional correspondence with Cadri Bey, w hien I have reason 
to believe to be tlie cn,se. 

I then explained distinctly to Aarifi Pasha the nature of my instructions, of 
which lie made a note in writing, and I pointed out to him that when an official had 
an inclination for intrigue, the best means of stopping it was to remove that person 
from tlie place where lie could indulge his propensity, and I suggested that Cadu 13( y 

should he at once recalled. . . 

Aarifi Pasha said he would communicate with the Grand Vizier on the subject, 
and I took leave of him, observing, however, that I should instruct Sir A. Sandison to 
call at the Porte on Saturday the 2nd instant, and that I hoped by that time lie would 
be able to give me a favourable answer. 

Yesterday morning I received information wliieli I was positively assured was 
correct, to tlie fact that the anonymous letters and circulars which it lias been reported 
have been sent to the Khedive and his Ministers, threatening them with death unless 
the English leave Egypt, emanated from a Council oi Sheikhs and Ulemas which sits 
permanentlv at Yildiz Kiosk. I telegraphed this to your Lordship in my telcgiam 
No. 02 of yesterday, and I likewise forwarded the information I had received to 


Sir Edward Mulct. , 

I also sent a messenger to Sir A. Sandison, who was at Stamboul, with instruc¬ 
tions to go to the Palace and to inform such official as lie might think advisable of the 
report which had reached me, and to beg that such wicked proceedings, if true, should 

he stopped at once. , 

The following is Sir A. Sandison’s report ot what took place at the lalacc. 

“I communicated this afternoon (2nd instant) the contents of your instructions 
to Osman Boy, the Sultan’s Fhst Chamberlain, and I considered it a good opportunity 
of speaking to him about Cadri Bey, as 1 had received no satisfactory reply either hom 
Aarifi Pasha or the Grand Vizier respecting his recall. Osman Bey said he would at 
once lay before the Sultan what I had just tohl him in regard to the anonymous letters 
said to emanate from the Council of Sheikhs and Ulemas sitting at the Palace, and ho 
came back stating that Ilis Majesty was at dinner, and that my communication must 
consequently he made to the Grand Vizier, who happened to he at the 1 alaec also. 1 
saw his Iliglmess shortly after, and accordingly repeated to him what I had told 

Osman Bey. . . 

“The Grand Vizier began by observing, as the expression ot las private opinion 
on the subject, that the communication was of a most serious and delicate nature, 
involving a ‘criminal’ accusation against the Sultan which he could never venture to 
hriii" to^LLis Majesty’s notice or even mention to any of his colleagues. His Highness 
then 3 went on to say that he was in duty hound to give the most absolute denial to an 
act or proceeding which could never have been authorized either by His Majesty or lus 
Ministers. That whilst the accusation rested on no evidence at all, and could not 
possibly he proved, it would perhaps have been better to have spurt'd the Palace (which, 
accordin'* to the Grand Vizier, means tin* Sultan) and laid it to the charge of base 
intriguers, as being tlie only persons capable either of inventing these stories or ot 
actually addressing anonymous letters described in the instructions which the Council 
of Ulemas would not even dare think of doing without the Sultans knowledge and 

authoiity.^ vizier added that had the matter been brought before the Porte, it 

would have felt quite justified iu calling upon Her Majesty’s Embassy to substantiate 
an accusation of so grave a character. 

“ Under any circumstances, lie continued, it was neither the wish nor m the 
interest of the Sultan and his Ministers to seo fresh disorders in Egypt, and that such 
letters w r ere certainly far from being conducive to the maintenance of tranquillity in 
that quarter. His Highness concluded by saying that whilst there w'as every wish on 
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the part of the Imperial Government to continue its friendly relations with Her 
Majesty’s Government, he deeply regretted the communication made in regard to the 
anonymous letters.” 

Sir A. Sandison then reverted to the question of Cadri Bey’s recall, and Said 
Pasha told him that he w r ould return to Constantinople in virtue of leave of absence 
for which lie had applied. An hour before when Sir Alfred Sandison w r as at the 
Porte, he could only obtain evasive answers from the Grand Vizier and the Minister 
for Poreign Affairs on this subject, and lie has no doubt hut that the decision to 
recall Cadri Bey was come to by the Sultan while lie was at the Palace yesterday 
afternoon.

Captain Rice to Vice-Admiral Lord J. Hay. 

My Lord, “Iris,” at Port Said, May 18, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you that I have received the following telegram 
from the Secretary of the Admiralty:— 

“A detachment of soldiers arriving from Isma'ilia are to be accommodated in 
Netherlands Hotel.” 

I have accordingly made the necessary arrangements, and drawn up certain Regu¬ 
lations with a view of insuring the health and comfort, of the troops in that part of tho 
building assigned to them, viz., the centre and east wing of the building, where there 
is sufficient space for 200 men. This leaves tho west or right wing of the building and 
the store-houses free for other purposes. 

2. The arrival of these troops will alter the condition of things here considerably; 
at present public feeling looks to the naval force as the last and effectual means of 
maintaining order. 'Phis feeling will now be transferred to the troops, and I have not 
the slightest doubt that 100 of our soldiers will be sufficient for all purposes, and that 
nothing more than the moral support afforded by their presence will be required. 

3. I will take this opportunity of informing your Lordship of the real causes 
wbich, in my opinion, conduced to the growth of the recent riot at this place, viz :— 

(1.) The inefficient state of the police at that moment. 

(2.) The inability of the local authorities to appreciate that inefficiency. 


About a fortnight before the disturbance the police of Port Saul consisted of some 
120 men, many of whom were Europeans ; most of these men proved to be worthless 
and drunken characters, and were dismissed, and Arabs put in their place. At tho 
time of the disturbance there were in Port Said about 116 police, about 90 of whom 
were Arabs, and about 50 gendarmerie, mostly natives, commanded by a native 
officer. The police were commanded by an Italian Major, an Austrian Captain, and 
a Swiss Lieutenant; the officers could not make themselves understood by the natives, 
and neither side had had time to know each other; it was under these circumstances that 
the Governor gave instructions to prevent certain ceremonies being carried out by the 
Greek community in their Easter celebrations. This was resented by the Greeks with 
the result already reported, but that result need never have occurred had the police 
been efficient, and proper precautions taken. 

I would also point out that the gendarmerie and police forces were under separate 
command, the officers of the police having no authority over the gendarmerie, and 
vice versd. 

In these remarks I do not intend in any way to reflect upon the English officers 
who are endeavouring to establish an efficient police force throughout this country, 
but merely to show the difficulties these officers are under, and tho unfortunate 
moment, as regards the police arrangements, that this e'meute occurred, being shortly 
after the departure of the marines, and during the transition state of the greater part 
of tho police at Port Said. 

4. There arc now in Port Said 250 gendarmerie and 115 police; total, 365. Of 
these, 100 arc Turks. The whole arc under the command of Colonel Clarke, who has 
several English and European officers under him—a much wiser arrangement than tho 
above, in my opinion. 

5. Your Lordship will therefore see that, with the 100 men of the 42nd that are 
coming from Isma'ilia, there is more than sufficient force for any possible contingency 
in the future, and the necessity for the presence of ships, so far as the preservation of 
order in Port Said is concerned, ceases. 

****** 

7. The Egyptian frigate “ Sakaa ” is the only foreign ship of war in port. The 
weather is fine and cool, and the health of the crew satisfactory. 

8. The Commission to inquire into the cause of the recent riot is still sitting; 
but whatever the Report may be, it is practically impossible to procure the punish¬ 
ment of the guilty, unless ho is a native, owing to the Capitulations.

The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Granville.—(Received June 12.) 


My Lord, London, June 11, 1883. 

AS it has been suggested in Parliament that the Khedive of Egypt was the author 
of the massacres at Alexandria on the lltli June last year, and as it has boon publicly 
stated that I hurried the trial of Arabi to a premature conclusion, lest, were it to have 
been prolonged, revelations might have been made injurious to the character of His 
Highness, I bog to say that such a supposition is quite erroneous. It is perfectly true 
that during the course of some preliminary conversations 1 had with Mr. Broadley, in 
regard to disputed points of procedure between himself and the Egyptian Public 
Prosecutor, that gentleman occasionally hinted, in ominous hut vague language, that, 
in the interests of his clients, he would he compelled to make very damnatory 
[426] 4 I 
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disclosures in regard to a number of eminent Egyptian personages. To these obser¬ 
vations, which Averc more than once repeated, I invariably replied, as I am sure 
Mr. Broadlcy will himself testify, that such a result would be a matter of perfect 
indifference both to myself and to Iter Majesty’s Government, who could have no 
possible desire to shield any one to whom such a dreadful crime as murder could bo 
brought home. Nor did I ever utter a word to discourage Mr. Broadlcy from 
executing his intentions. It is true I did not regard these minatory hints as serious, 
at all events so far as the Khedive was concerned; but even had I attached more 
importance to them I should not have held different language. 

It Avas during the course of one of these conversations that Mr. Broadlcy said to 
me that in strict justice it was Lutfi Pasha and not Arabi avIio ought to be in the dock, 
and that lie could mention facts to prove this assertion. The circumstances lie referred 
to did not, hoAvcver, appear to me to make out a case against Lutfi Avliich could lie 
seriously sustained, and if, as Mr. EA r e has asserted in his letter to the “ Times ” of 
to-day, I replied during the course of Avhat was expressly a “privileged,” and 
therefore unguarded, conversation, that “it Avas not my business to prosecute the 
Minister of War,” I can only congratulate myself upon having made so sensible 
a reply. 

The circumstances under which the trial of Arabi Pasha Avas concluded I have 
already related to your Lordship in my previous despatches, and especially in that of 
the 5th instant. The narrative speaks for itself, and disposes of the theory that either 
by Avord or deed I did anything to hush up the proceedings. 

Only one other person, and that an English gentleman, in some degree pro¬ 
fessionally connected with the Arabi interest, over submitted to me the suggestion that 
the Alexandria massacres could be traced to the agency of Ilis Highness the Khedive; 
hut the assert ion Avas not supported or substantiated by any tangible fact or circumstance 
which could bring conviction to a reasonable mind, especially A\hen account Avas 
taken of the avoAvod sentiments of my interlocutor. Nor during the Avliole of my stay 
in Egypt Avas a tittle of evidence brought to my notice AA'hich Avould in the faintest 
degree have authorized so strange an allegation. After the conversation in question, 
however, I thought it Avorth Avhile to sound a number of trustworthy and unprejudiced 
persons, both European and natii'e, on the point, and I especially discussed the matter 
Avith Sir Charles Wilson. As I think I have already stated, Sir Charles Wilson’s 
sympathies Averc absolutely impartial. In fact, he Avas considered by the Egyptian 
Government to have taken a far too indulgent view of the Arabi moA'ement. Sir Charles 
Wilson ridiculed the idea of the Khedive’s complicity in the massacres, as 1 am bound 
to say did every other person to Avhom I mentioned the subject. 

Under the foregoing circumstances, I have ncA T cr been able to come to any other 
conclusion Ilian that the calumny in question Avas one of those thousand baseless 
fabrications Avhieli teem from the Egyptian soil, for whose origin there is no 
accounting, and Avhieli, being unsupported by any substantial or tangible evidence, aro 
the more difficult to refute.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s telegram No. 32 of yesterday, desiring me to 
report as early as possible the decision of the Egyptian Government with regard to 
sending reinforcements to the Soudan, I have, the honour to inform your Lordship that 
the Ministers decided yesterday in Council to send the following reinforcements to 
General Hicks :—Four companies, about 100 men, from Dongola; two companies, about 
200 men, now here, but previously destined for the Ilarar; two corps (about 600 men) 
of Basbi-Bazouks, now here; one mountain battery, with 70 men, from here; 1,800 old 
soldiers, formerly with the army, and now unemployed because they were rejected by 
General Baker for insufficient height or other defects. 

These reinforcements will be sent in consequence of General Hicks’ urgent 
request. They will cost to the end of the year about 10,000/. for transport, pay, and 
rations. 

The Ministry think that they should not refuse this further demand upon them, 
taking into consideration the efforts and expenditure already made, and the success 
which has hitherto attended General Hicks’ operations. 

If, notwithstanding the present efforts, the rebellion is not put an end to, the 
whole question of what is to be done in the Soudan must be reconsidered; but tlio 
Ministers are of opinion that they are too committed now to prejudice the effort in 
the course of being made, solely from the consideration of 40,000/., and this view 
appears to be reasonable,

After referring to a Memorandum of the 21th January, which showed the 
necessity of improving the irrigation, especially in view of the recurrence of had 
Niles, the Director-General of Public Works states that the Department has been 
instructed to enter into communication with M. Suarez and other gentlemen, who 
have submitted to the Council of Ministers a scheme for the management of all the 
irrigation of Lower Egypt, and in connection with this proposal he proceeds to set 
forth the existing systems, and to explain the requirements of both Upper and Lower 

As regards Upper Egypt, he recommends that the present simple methods should 
not he interfered with. "These, with certain exceptions, consist of allowing the land 
to he flooded by the rise of the Nile, and then growing a single crop from the benefits 
of the inundation. The exceptions are to ho found in the district ol the Itamadi 
Canal, which includes sugar ('states belonging to the Daira, and tor which a system 
of irrigation has long been contemplated; also, in the country watered by the 
Ibrahimich Canal, which again includes Daira property, and in certain other dis¬ 
tricts where special works are necessary. ...... 

The whole of Lower Egypt, on the other hand, is provided with canals and 
irrigation works, which enable the fellaheen to grow the “ sell,” or summer crop, in 
addition to the “chitoni,” or winter crop. It is proposed that the Province ol Gbi/.eh, 
though not, strictly speaking, comprised in the Delta, should be similarly irrigated. 
Tbe Director-General goes on to explain the complete system of canalization, and 
deals with the question of the utilization of the “ barrage.” 

In Chapter II, the “eorvde,” which is alluded to by Lord Dullenn (“Egypt 
No. (5, 1883,” pp. 53 and 07), is fully gone into and discussed. 

Chapter III gives a description of the existing works, together with the ways and 

means bv which they are maintained. ...... 

The distribution of water from the canals, and tho charges levied lor it, are 

shown in Chapter IY. 


The Director-General concludes in Chapter V by taking M. Suarez’ scheme into 
consideration, and states that his Company can only be made use of for carrying out 
certain portions of the proposed improvements, viz., for setting up fresh pumping 
engines to feed the canals, and for undertaking to put those canals into working- 
order and to keep them in repair.

Sir, Alexandria, June 4, 1883. 

I nAVE the honour to lay before you a resume of the work done during the past 
month by the four Commissions sitting at Tnntali, Mehallet, Damanliour, and 
Alexandria, as also the number of cases disposed of by the Alexandria court-martial 
up to date. 

The Tantali Commission, under the presidency of Ali Pasha Sadyk, has been 
principally occupied in investigating cases of pillage which took place on the day of 
the massacres. The number of these has increased somewhat from that originally 
given by me, owing to the recent return of many Europeans who left before the 
massacres, and who have only now been able to bring their eases before the Commis¬ 
sion. 

The statements of numbers of these Europeans (Levantines for the most part) 
have been characterized by a very great disregard for the truth. Under these circum¬ 
stances, I have endeavoured to see that the accused got the benefit of every doubt, 
both before the Commission and the court-martial. 

The Mehallet Commission has been engaged in several murder cases, the difficulties 
of unravelling which have been very great. These difficulties arise from the deter¬ 
mined opposition of the Sheikhs, who prevent the villagers from giving evidence, even 
were they willing to do so. This opposition arises from fear of their being in any way 
implicated in the massacres, and from hatred of Christians generally. The unwilling¬ 
ness of Christians, mostly of the petty shopkeeper and money-lender class, to give 
evidence is caused by a fear of losing their custom with the Arabs, and also of what 
might happen to them should another disturbance of a similar nature take place. This 
unwillingness to come forward to assist justice and strengthen the hands of the Com¬ 
mission is by no means confined to the poorer classes of Europeans. I have myself 
spoken to well-to-do Europeans, including some Englishmen, who have given me the 
above reasons for not coming forward. Another eauso of delay is the want of proper 
prisons. The accused persons are all herded together, and invariably concoct a story 
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io which they hold with great persistency. At Damanhour the Commission succeeded 
at the outset in hiring a house, the rooms of which served as cells to keep the accused 
separate. By this means, and by much patient cross-examination, this Commission, 
though one of the last to he instituted, has done more satisfactory work than any of 
the others. It has now nearly finished all its murder cases. 

The Alexandria Commission has been engaged during the past month in the 
investigation of the case of Suleiman Sarny and the officers of the Gth Regiment, 
accused of having set fire to the town of Alexandria, and also in investigating the 
case of Said Kliandeel, Prefect of Police, on the day of the massacre. These men are 
both defended by European lawyers. The “dossier” of Suleiman Sarny is ready, and 
left the Commission of Inquiry some three weeks ago. The prisoner’s trial before the 
court-martial was fixed for the 28th May, but was adjourned till the All June, owing 
to the accused, on the morning of his trial, having changed his advocate ! I am afraid 
that the introduction of European lawyers will be productive of considerable delay, 
occasioned not so much by a desire of benefiting their clients as by one of getting 
their names before the public, and thereby possibly benefiting themselves. 

The Alexandria court-martial has, since the 1st April, 1883, disposed of 51 cases, 
implicating in all 1G9 persons ; 11 of these have been sentenced to death. Many of 
the pillage cases yet to he inquired into by the four Commissions are of a very 
trivial nature. I venture to suggest that, as soon as the murder cases and the more 
serious pillage cases have boon inquired into, the remainder be dismissed; the more so 
as the accused have already suffered three or four months’ imprisonment before being 
released on bail, and because the cost of maintaining the four Commissions and the 
court-martial is a considerable drain on the money resources of the country.

My Lord, London, June 14, 1883. 

Willi respect to the case of Suleiman Sami, which your Lordship has been 
pleased to refer to my consideration, I be*** to state that during iny stay in E°Ti)t I 
took great pains to ascertain the exact facts in regard to it, and I came to the 
conclusion that Suleiman Sami must ho considered as the individual principally 
responsible for flic burning of Alexandria, and for the loss of life thereby occasioned, 
lliat lie ordered streets and buildings to be set on fire was a patent aiul'indisputable 
tact testified to by dozens of spectators; and it was alleged, upon what I considered good 
authority, that lie took advantage of I he opportunity to gratify his private revenue by 
burning down the houses of his personal enemies, Mahommedan as well as Christian. 
1 wo eminent English advocates who had been applied to by his friends to undertake 
his case themselves told me that they had declined to do so on the ground that it was 
indefensible. 

. being yet acquainted with what passed at the time, 1 am not, of course, in a 
position to say whether or not it was conducted in a satisfactory maimer. Prom mv 
previous despatch No. 138 u of the 28ih April your Lordship will have learned mv

WITH reference to your Lordship’s telegram No. 3t of yesterday’s date, I have 
the honour to report to your Lordship that Major MacDonald sent me no protest 
against the proceedings of the court-martial in the trial of Suleiman Sami. When 
the prisoner was asked on what points he wished to call fresh witnesses he refused 
to do so, and Major MacDonald requested the court-martial to adjourn the trial, in 
order to give time to the prisoner to change his mind, since, if lie would state the points 
on which he wished to adduce fresh evidence, his witnesses would ’have been heard. 
The Court, however, refused to accede to this request. On receipt from Major 
MacDonald of a telegram, reporting what had taken place, I spoke to Clierif Pasha on 
the subject. Ilis Excellency thereupon telegraphed to the President of the court- 
martial, and received from him a reply giving adequate reasons for maintaining the 
decision arrived at by the Court, and the case was then proceeded with.

Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson to Earl Granville.—(Received June 16.) 

My Lord, Clifton, June 15,1883. 

I HAVE the honour to forward herewith, in official form, the notes from which 
Sir Charles Dilke quoted in Parliament on the 11th instant:— 

“ Whilst watching the State trials at Cairo I saw much of the prisoners; I 
frequently visited them in their cells, and I was present when they were under 
examination before the Commission of Inquiry. On several occasions, also, I 
visited prisoners at their own request, and received confidential communications from 
them.” 

Every one, without exception, stated that Suleiman Sami had taken a leading part 
in the firing of Alexandria, and had personally directed the destruction of the houses 
in the Place Mchemot Ali. Suleiman never denied this himself, but pleaded in 
justification that he had been ordered by Arabi to burn the town as a military 
measure. 

There was no direct evidence that Arabi had issued such an order; he, and all 
his officers, who, during the trial, were in separate solitary confinement, denied that he 
had done so, and there was some indirect evidence in the same direction. On the 
other hand, the leaders of the rebellion had urged the people to lay waste the country 
as the English advanced, and an account of the action of the Russians when the French 
invaded their country in 1812 was translated into Arabic for circulation. 

If the destruction of the town had been ordered as a military measure, there 
would have been more system; the arsenal, the barracks, the Khedive’s Palace, and 
other buildings, which would evidently have been of use to the British troops when 
landed, were not touched ; the Protestant Church in the Square was not injured, and 
the British Consulate Avas not burned until the night of the 13tli July. The lire did 
not commence until after 4 r.M. on the 12th, and all soldiers, except stragglers, had 
left the toAvn before 10 the same night; in fact, a great part of the garrison marched 
out in good order early in the afternoon. 

My impression AA r as, and still is, that Suleiman Sami, avIio, haA'ing been quartered 
in Alexandria, Avas acquainted Avith the town and its people, took advantage of a time 
of great disorder to carry out a threat he had often made of burning the town, and to 
gratify his Avisli to be revenged on his personal enemies. 

Supposing, for a moment, that Arabi had ordered Suleiman Sami to burn 
Alexandria as a military measure, the Avork should have boon carried out in an orderly 
manner. Every one, hoAvever, Avas agreed that Suleiman acted in the most 
ferocious manner, sometimes rushing about, pistol in hand, like a madman, forcing 
the soldiers to burn; sometimes seated in a high chair in the Square, giving orders for 
special acts of incendiarism. Ilis rage seems to have been specially directed against 
tin* family of Sheikh Ibrahim Pasha; some members of the family he had driven into 
the forts during the bombardment, hoping they might be killed, and on the day after 
he sent detachments specially to burn down the mosque and all the house property 
belonging to the family. 

The conduct of Suleiman Sami before the Commission produced an unfavourable 
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impression upon me. Though lie did not arrive from Crete until I had been able to 
introduce order into the prisons, and consequently Avas not exposed to the insults 
which some of the prisoners had experienced in the early days of their imprisonment, 
and had not been in solitary confinement, he Avas the only prisoner who broke down 
before the Commission. Whilst under examination he burst into tears, and behaved 
generally in a manner which offered a marked contrast to that of the other prisoners, 
AAdiose bearing Avas more than usually manly and dignified. Suleiman showed the 
same spirit Aidien I visited him in his cel!; and I looked, upon him as one of those men 
in whom cowardice is allied Avith ferocity. The account of his bearing when brought 
to the scaffold confirms the view of his eoAvardicc; every other prisoner executed has 
slioAvn great firmness at the last moment. 

The Commission of Inquiry decided, and I fully concurred in their decision, that 
Suleiman Sami’s case Avas one of those Avhicli should be sent before the Commission 
and court-martial specially instituted for the examination and trial of men accused of 
arson, pillage, minder, &c. Suleiman’s case had not been taken up by the Alexandria 
Commission when I left Egypt, and I know nothing of the proceedings of that Com¬ 
mission or of the court-martial. 

A question having been raised with respect to a supposed connection of the 
Khedive with the riot at Alexandria on the 11th June, I Avould beg to state my firm 
belief, after hearing all sides of the question, that His Highness did not know before¬ 
hand that such a riot Avas going to take place, and that he, consequently, could never 
have given any instructions Avith regard to it.

Major MacDonald to Sir E. Malet. 

Alexandria, June 10, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you that on the lltli April last, acting under 
instructions from Lord Duffcrin, accompanied hy Tigrane Pasha, I went to l'akhry 
Pasha, Minister of Justice, to ask him what procedure would he adopted m the case ol 
prisoners defended hy European counsel, and according to what Law or Code the said 
counsel were not permitted to sec their clients till the inquiry had heen closed hy the 
“ Commission d’Enquete ?” 

I took down the following answers at his dictation:— 

1. According to Ottoman law it is laid down that a military court-martial docs 

not permit either counsel for defence or prosecution. _ . . 

2. That the Government has made a concession in appointing a Commission to 
inquire into the prisoner’s case before sending it to the court-martial. 

3. That the Government has made a second concession in allowing the prisoners 
to have counsel at all. 

4. That the Commission, in denying the advocates lor the accused access to them, 

is acting according to general law. , . , . , , 

5. That as soon as ilie case is closed hy the Commission, the prisoners advocate 
will he allowed access to him aud to all the papers concerning the case. The prisoner 
will he allowed to call fresh evidence should he wish it, and, within reasonable limits, 
to cross-examine. 

With regard to what procedure -would he adopted on the court-martial, lie \vas 
unable to give me any information. This system of a “Commission d’Enquete,’’ 
followed hy a higher Court, appears to lie based on the Drench “Code Napoleon. 
At the court-martial the Turkish Military Code is used, which, if it docs not apply to 
the case, is supplemented by the Turkish Penal Code; and, as a last rcsouicc, 
Maliommedan religious law is applied, the whole being apparently subservient to 

Khcdivial Decree. „ T ,. T . 11 . 

Acting on the information given to me by the Minister ot Justice, 1 stated to 
you that the prisoner would have permission to call fresh evidence before the court- 
martial. With regard to the trial of Suleiman Sami, I beg to point out the following 
particulars. ITis inquiry va* closed by the “ Commission d’Enquete,” aud the papers 
concerning the ease forwarded to the court-martial on the "lltli 01 12th Maj. lhe 
latter Court fixed his trial for the 28th May. 

As M. do la Pommcraye, a Drench advocate, had applied some lew days 
previously to be allowed to defend the prisoner, notice was sent by the court-martial, 
at my instigation, to M. de la Pommcraye, that he might have immediate access to 
his client, and also to all the papers. Similar information was sent to the prisoner. 

After the lapse of three or four days, as no answer had come to the above 
communications, I again urged the President to write to Mi. de la 1 ommciayc. Ibis 
he did, and received an answer to the effect that he had thrown up the case. 

On the 28tli May Suleiman Sami appeared before the court-martial, bringing 
with him an Italian advocate, M. Jacobi; the latter demanded fifteen days to get 
up the case. The Court allowed him eight, and fixed the trial for the 5th June. 

On the 5th June the prisoner was again brought before the Court. The advocate 

1. That the case of Suleiman Sami and his officers should be taken together as 
one case. 


2. That lie might be allowed to cross-examine all the witnesses for the prosecution. 

3. He wished to call twenty-four more witnesses. 

4. He wanted all the papers concerning Arabi’s trial in Cairo. 

The Court retired to deliberate. 

With regard to request No. 1, they found that as the cases were entirely different, 
they refused to accede to it. 

With regard to the second demand, they considered it excessive, and that it would 
lengthen the trial beyond all limits if acceded to. They therefore declined to enter¬ 
tain it. 

With regard to the third demand, they said they would hear any new evidence, 
provided the advocate would inform them on what points of the indictment the said 
evidence bore. 

With regard to the fourth demand, they said that the papers in question could 
have been obtained from the Commission had the lawyer asked for them. 

On receiving the above replies, the advocate at once produced a protest, which 
lie had already prepared in Italian and Arabic, and, paying no attention to the answer 
of his third demand, retired. 

The prisoner was then asked if he could inform the Court upon what points the 
fresh witnesses could give evidence. He refused to state, saying that as his advocate 
had retired from the case he had nothing more to say. The Court then, finding that 
there was nothing in the indictment or in the case generally that required clearing up, 
and also that the prisoner had had every opportunity before the Commission of calling 
witnesses, and that these witnesses had given evidence most damaging to his own case, 
determined to proceed with the trial. 

I hereupon asked the President for an adjournment, to allow the prisoner time to 
change his mind and state upon what points he required fresh evidence. The Court, 
however, found this unnecessary, and refused my request. The trial was then pro¬ 
ceeded with, and brought to an end on the 7th June. The prisoner was sentenced to 
death. 

With regard to the proceedings in this ease before the “ Commission d’Enquete,” 
I beg to state that I attended personally most of the sittings, and they appeared to 
me to be conducted with perfect fairness, the prisoner getting the benefit of every 
doubt, and all witnesses for the prosecution being carefully cross-examined by various 
members of the Commission. The questions, with the answers given, were invariably 
taken down and attached to the proceedings. 

Mr. McCullough, my interpreter, attended all the sittings, and supplied me with 
full notes on the subject. Captain Cummings, 1st Royal West Kent Regiment, was 
officially present at the majority of the sittings from which I was absent on Commis¬ 
sion duties at Tantah and elsewhere. 

I would in addition beg to call your attention to the composition of the Alex¬ 
andria Commission. The President, Ismail Pasha Yousri, was educated at King’s 
College, London, and has occupied some of the highest posts under Government, 
including that of Public Prosecutor to the Native Courts, a post now occupied by 
Sir P. B. Maxwell. Chefik Bey Mansour, the prosecutor in this case, and Emin Boy 
have both taken their degrees of laAV in Paris, and have studied at Universities in 
Prance and Switzerland. Ncgib Bey, Reynain Boy, and Belig Bey are all substitutes 
to the Public Prosecutor of the Mixed Tribunals. They have also taken their degrees 
at Paris and Geneva. The sixth member is an Italian gentleman, Signor Cavallo. 

Ibrahim Pasha Rushdi, Vice-President, has filled many posts under Government, 
having been Govei'nor of Suez, &c.; I 10 has travelled a good deal in Europe, and 
appears to me to be a man of considerable intelligence. 

Europeans have from time to time been members of this Commission. One 
Englishman, Mr. Caillard, Hoad of the Customs, was for some time a member, but 
retired, as his attendance at the Commission interfered with bis other duties. 

It wall bo seen that the “ Commission d’Enquete ” is composed of the best class of 
men it is possible to obtain in Egypt. Most of them possess a knowledge of law, and 
all are men of education and good standing. 

The Commissions arc not closed Courts, inasmuch as the Consuls of every 
European Power, or their representatives, arc permitted to be present at any of the 
sittings.

THE “Allgcmeine Zeitung” of Munich has lately published a letter from its 
correspondent at Alexandria which has attracted a certain attention, and has been 
reproduced by most of the other German papers under the title of “ Egypt and the 
English.” 

The unfriendliness systematically manifested towards England by the above- 
named journal is so notorious that 1 should not have called your Lordship’s attention 
to it on this occasion had I not seen the letter in question reproduced, and favourably 
commented on, by the French and Italian press. I therefore think it right to bring 
the said document (a French translation of which I herewith inclose) to your 
Lordship’s notice, and to offer a few observations on the source from which the 
“Allgcmeine Zeitung” derives its information. 

The letters from Alexandria, which have appeared in the paper in question since 
the events of the summer of last year, have invariably displayed an amount of 
animosity to the policy of Her Majesty's Government in Egypt which it is difficult to 
account for, when the rest of the South German press has been perhaps favourable to 
it. At the time of the crisis in Egyptian affairs the correspondent of the “ Allgcmeine 
Zeitung” w r as, I have every reason to believe, Count Marogna, the German member 
of the Mixed Court of Appeal. This gentleman came to Munich after the bombard¬ 
ment, and took every opportunity to express himself in the most unmeasured terms 
with regard to the action of England in Egypt. The violence of his language and the 
want of tact and discretion which he then displayed w ere notorious. 

The cause of this animosity, I was at the time informed, was, in a certain 
measure, due to the fact that the Count had invested money on some house property 
in Alexandria which had suffered by the lire. If such be the case Count Marogna 
has been, or no doubt will be, indemnified for his losses, and this excuse cannot now 
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be pleaded in justification of the abuse which, if he be the author of these letters, are 
now gratuitously heaped upon England in the “ Allgemeine Zeitung.”

Memoir extracted from a Report by the Royal Agent and Consul-General for Italy 
in Egypt.—(Received June 23, 1883.) 

1. WHAT are the imposts actually levied in Egypt ? 

In the Table (A), annexed, all the imposts and taxes established in Egypt are 
specified in categories. 

2. What is the legal foundation of each of them, what the Laws and Decrees 

or other acts of the sovereign power by which they have been established 
and the mode of their collection regulated ? 

The imposts have been established at various epochs, some in virtue of Supreme 
Order or Decree, others in virtue of the deliberations of the former Chamber of 
Notables, of Ministerial decisions, and of deliberations of the ancient Private Council. 
Before 1882 no Law or Decree, or other act of sovereign power concerning the internal 
administration of the country, had been translated and published. Only in 1882 did 
this Government publish a monthly collection of all the Laws and Decrees and other 
official documents, translated. It tvas accordingly impossible to obtain translations of 
Laws anterior to this epoch, such as those Avhicli establish the imposts, The Table 
annexed has been composed Avith the cognizance of the Ministry of Finance, and 
contains a reference to the LaAvs in some but not in all cases. 

3. What imposts are laid only upon the natives and not upon foreigners ? 

The taxes provided by the Budget of 1882, and not contributed by foreigners, are 
shown in Table (B). 

4. What consequences would result from the assimilation of the positions of 

natives and foreigners in the matter of impost ? 

In the judgment of this Government, the positions of foreigners are to be assimi¬ 
lated as far as regards the folloAving taxes:— 

(1.) Impost on property. 

(2.) Profession tax, or dues on licences. 

(3.) Taxes on carriages and beasts of burden. 

The “impot immobilier” paid by the natives consists of a tAvclftli of the annual 
yield of the estate. The maximum of the second and third tax is 195 fi\, the minimum 
is 5 fr., per annum. 

The Government declares itself firmly resolt'cd to establish an equitable, honest, 
constant system for the computation and collection of the imposts, and proposes to 
offer guarantees to obviate every kind of danger. A Commission has been appointed 
for this Avork, and has already commenced its labours. 

Just tAVO years ago the Anglo-French Control Avished to systematize the question 
botAveen foreigners and natives as regards imposts; then the French Government 
Avould have laid doAvn the condition that the European element should be assessed for 
taxation of neAV imposts in such a Avay that Avlien a person of French nationality was 
to be assessed the members admitted to the Commission should be French, and 
analogously for the other nationalities. 

The proceedings of Commissions thus composed would have been rather compli¬ 
cated. The Control having been abolished, the question now resolves itself into one of 
the reforms indicated by Lord DufFerin. 

The Administrator of the French Agency is convinced that his Government Avould 
demand the same guarantees as formerly, even Avcre the principle of assimilation 
accepted. 

The Egyptian Government is generally disposed to make the concession, at the 
same time, however, adopting some means of facilitating the composition of the

I HAVE to request you to inform the Egyptian Government, with reference to 
my despatch No. 123 of the 1st instant, that Her Majesty’s Government, after con¬ 
sidering the position of the Egyptian exiles in consultation with the Earl of DufTerin, 
have come to the conclusion that the allowance to Arabi, who is undoubtedly most in 
want of assistance, should be increased to 50/. a-month. This will absorb 210/. of the 
additional 500/. recently assigned by the Council of State for the support of the exiles, 
and Her Majesty’s Government propose that the remainder should be used by the 
Governor of Ceylon, according to his discretion, either in defraying the cost of house 
accommodation or in benefiting those families which are the most numerous, and 
therefore presumably the most necessitous. In case the balance should not be found 
sufficient for these purposes, Her Majesty’s Government trust that the Egyptian 
Government will not refuse still further to increase the allowance to the extent of 
200/. or 300/.

WE have the honour to report that in our rocent intercourse with MM. de 
Lcsseps, on the subject of the improvement of the Suez Canal, they have frequently 
asked us to state distinctly what are the complaints made against the Canal Administra¬ 
tion by the captains of vessels passing through it. 

Wo have replied in general terms that complaints have been made to the effect 
that, owing to the narrowness of the Canal and the want of a complete understanding 
between the pilots and captains, much delay has arisen from the grounding of 
vessels and the shunting into sidings; that the scale of charges for pilots has been 
excessive; and that the general tendency of the Regulations, especially as they are 
applied by the officers of the Company on the Canal, is of a vexatious and obstructive 
character. We have, indeed, never been put in possession of any very definite charges 
against the Company. 

We have the honour to submit that the Chamber of Shipping which has recently 
addressed your Lordship might be called upon to state distinctly what are their 
complaints against the Company, in order that they may bo thoroughly investigated, 
and where they are found to be well substantiated, the Company may be called upon 
to remedy the grievances complained of.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 104, Confidential, of the 28th ultimo, I have 
the honour to inclose the draft of a proposed Decree respecting house-tax in Egypt, 
together with the Regulations for its collection. 

The effect of the new Decree will be to apply to foreigners, who have hitherto 
enjoyed the exemption granted by Mehemet Ali, the tax of one-twelfth of the yearly 
rentable value, which is already imposed upon Ottoman subjects. Certain exceptions, 
however, still remain. Churches, convents, and buildings used for charitable purposes 
will not be taxed, and Consulates belonging to foreign Powers will also retain their 
present immunities. 

The manner of assessing the tax is laid down, and provision is made for a revision 
of the assessments every two years. 

Eor these purposes Commissions will be appointed; four members will form a 
quorum, but they must include two nominees of the Government, and two duly elected 
householders. 

There will be an appeal to the “ Conseils de Revision,” which will consist of a 
President named by the Government, and of six members elected by the householders, 
four additional members being likewise elected to serve as substitutes. The house¬ 
holders will, in the first instance, elect twelve Egyptians and twelve Europeans, who in 
their turn will select from amongst themselves the members of the “ Conseil de 
Revision,” as stated above. 

In cases where the property of Europeans is concerned, foreigners must he in a 
majority, and vice verst!, in dealing with the property of natives. 

It is hoped that these provisions, which are to be found in Article 5 of the draft 
Decree, will afford tin* guarantees required by the Erench Government, and referred to 
in Lord Lyons’ despatch No. 301 of tho 4tli ultimo.

NOUS Khedive d’Egypte, 

Decretons: 

Titre I cr .— Dispositions Generates. 

Article 1". A partir du l er Octobre, 1883, l’impbt du ilouzidme sur la valour 
locative sera per?u dans lcs conditions specifiees ei-aprds sur les maisous d’habitation, 
hotels, entrepots, ou magasins, usines au fabriqucs, batimeuts d’exploitation et 
generalement sur toutes les proprietes baties dc l’Egypte ct jardins v attenants, 
qu’elles soient occupees par le proprietaire, l’usut'ruitier ou par d’autrcs, a titre gratuit 
ou onereux.

(Extract.) “ Invincible,” at Alexandria, June 5, 1883. 

****** 

SINCE my last Report, dated the 1st ultimo, quiet has prevailed everywhere in 
Lower Egypt, and no changes have occurred of any political importance. 

A young seaman of the transport “ Calabria ” was murdered one night in this 
town by a Greek, who, it is reported, had attempted to rob him, and the supposed 
murderer was almost immediately arrested; but under the law, as it stands at 
present, the prisoner must be sent to Athens to be tried. 

The presence of a large number of Europeans and Levantines of the lowest class 
forms the chief, if not the only, danger of the public peace being disturbed. Those 
men are generally armed, and the local authorities have little or no control over 
them.

I HAVE carefully considered Lord Dufferin’s despatch No. 138 A of the 28th 
April, and your despatch No. 163 of the 16th rdtimo, relative to the difficulty 
experienced by the Egyptian Government in maintaining order owing to the exemp¬ 
tion of foreigners from the application of the local Police Regulations. 

The circumstances under which Her Majesty’s Government declined to sanction 
the enforcement of these Regulations in the case of British subjects, when they were 
draun up in 1857, are set forth in the accompanying Memorandum,* which has been 
prepared by the Librarian of this Office, and in the Parliamentary Papers uhich were

THE trial of Khandccl began yesterday. The Court required that all questions 
intended for all witnesses should be handed in next day by prisoner’s adviser : objected 
to as impracticable.

pointed out by Cherif Pasha. The position assumed in Egypt is that foreigners 
committing crimes or offences against natives or against the local laws are not 
amenable to the native' Tribunals; but this is not the case in other parts of the 
Ottoman dominions where the Turkish authorities have successfully maintained their 
right to arre t and try foreigners charged with such offences, as will be seen from the 
inclosed further Memorandum by Sir E. ITcrtslct,* and from the accompanying copies 
of correspondence relating to this subject between the United States’ and Turkish 
G overnments.f 

I have to request you to communicate these papers to Mr. Consul Cookson, and 
call upon him to furnish a Report on the point, reminding him that on the occasion of 
the arrest at Constantinople, in 1880, by the Turkish police, of Dr. Koclle, a German 
Protestant missionary, on suspicion of having committed an offence against Turkish 
law, the Law Officers of tlie Crown held that the Turkish police had the right to 
arrest a foreigner in the public streets whom they had reasonable grounds to believe 
guilty of a crime or offence against Ottoman law, and to search and examine the 
papers and effects upon him; that this right every Government, for the sake of 
maintaining public peace and order, must bo deemed to possess, unless it had been 
surrendered by Treaty or in some other way, and there was no evidence of such 
surrender by the Porte. 

You should, at the same time, inform Cherif Pasha that if he will communicate to 
llcr Majesty’s Government a copy of the revised Police Regulations which he is desirous 
of enforcing, llcr Majesty’s Government will be happy to consider them, and to givo 
their support to all reasonable measures intended to remedy the grievance of which 
he complains.
